Sanitary Commission have 
long felt the need of somo diroot method of 
oommunication with their vide^pread eon- 
stituiucy. Tlioso ■who furnish tbo money 
and tlie supplios, by whicli onr extensive 
miimtry to the sick aud wounded is main- 
tained, have a right to mom frequent and 
full accounts of wluit l>ecome.H of their char- 
ity than wo have hitherto been able to f^ivo 
them. It is true, we huve pubhahed a large 
nnmber*of docmnents oontaining thia in- 
fonnation, and 'distributed them widely; 
but they have neceswarily lacked the fresh- 
ness an<l the jiersonal details which a le.s.s 
com|H;udious and less furnnd aooouut of 
our cnireDt operations voold possess. A 
thoosaild intensely interesting particulars 
reach onr several offices at Wa.Hhingttm, 
Louisville and New York, which we are 
anxuMia should oome to the Imovledge of 
the people ; and m propose in the Bol^ 
LETiN to collect and report the«c piiugent 
details fn sh from the Iii)s of our agents in 
the fiold aud the hospital. 

It is high time that an interest, now so 
rooted and grounded in ita own methods 
a*; til" V S Sanitary Commission, should 
p08.ses» uu independent organ for the ex- 
pression of its matured ofnnions in regard 
to the <mly safe and wise means of appl j* 

iug the gifts pf the ix-nplc to the ri'H(^f of 
the Army. After ail tli>. c.in'fnl discusf^ion 
which the subject has received, there is 
eonstant danger offsDingbaok into doren- 
ly, wasteful, and injurious way.s of supply- 
ing the wants of the .soldiers. Only 'the 
most persistent and strenuous resistance to 
an impolsire TMnevokooe, the most eamest 
and obetiaaie defeooe of a.giiarded and 
Yau I— Ho.

methodized system of relief, can save the 
pubUc from imposition, and the Army from 

demoralization. 

The health and safety of oiu* soldiers re- 
quire an organ, in whioh qnestiona of 
Army^fiygeine ean be discu-ssed with sole 
reference to practical results. Tlu>re is a 
steady tendency to the neglect or ignoring 
of preventive methods. The condition of 
onr banadcs, txanqfiorts, and camps needs 
incessant watchfohmMV Vii^ ^ perpetual cry 
of warning must be raised in the ear of the 
responsible civil and military authorities. 

It is neoessaty, moreoyer, that the in- 
tenet of the women of tiw ooontxy should 
be quickened anew in the work they have 
uudeHnlvt'Ti. We liuvc warned them from 
the lir.st that they were unlisted for the war; 
that their indnstiy and self-saerifioe would 
bo taxed to the utmost. Tliero is no longer 
novelty or artificial cxcit»anent to .suntain 
their activity. Only a steady principle of 
patrk>tie hmnanity can be depeiided on 
for continued labors in this holy cause. 
Thank God, there are thousand.^ of nol>le 
women connected with t)ur work, who for 
more than two years have given their best 
thoughts, and hours, and Ubor to the en- 
teri)riso. Their zeiU ha-s ontiiTcd all super* 
ficial excitements. Tln v go to their work, 
as the soldier goes to the front, or digs in 
the trendh, or advances on the works of the 
enemy. It is their du<|y and their business 
while the war la-^ts But ten thou.sand such 
noble women arc not enough. They must 
be supported by a liuudrcd thousand; yes, 
fire hundred tibonsand other women of sim* 
ilar ^-iewi WBd feelings, before our Buppliee 
can be acenmnlated in adequate quantities. 
Oar machinery is in admirable order ; our 
central leaervoirB of snppliee perfect^ 
adapted to their purpose. Itisoolyaeces- 
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' sary that, -with the opeming winter, every 

villftgo Sewing Circle, or SoMiprs' Relief So- 
ciety, or Chiirch, or Dorciis Association, 
should aet itself about a Hy»tematio coutri- 
bation of supplies to the oe&tial assodataons 
lit Boston, New York, HuJadelphin, Cin- 
ciiuiati, Clevelanil, Chicnp'o. or Ij()i\is>ille. 
This done, everything needed in the w ay of 
8a|)p]ies eaa be easily and readBy pntcnred. 
If there is n jeal«>ii8 scattering of these re- 
sources, a littlo bore and a lit tie there, there 
•will be iv dreotlfid waHtt*, and a melancholy 
abuac of the well-established principle of 
unity and eotmomy. 

Again, our moneyed men and institutions 
of wealth must soe to '.t that the effieienry 
of the U. S. Sanitary CommiBsion is not 
hampered by the want of abundant pecn- 
niaiy resources. It is universally conceded 
that the efficiency of the Anny luts 1. ni 
vastly Kust»iined by the watchfid care of thi^ 
Comjuisfdon. It is not too much to say 
that our GesMnJa in the field hare oome to 
depend upon it as a sine qua non. It is an 
wtablislicd and indispensable part of the 
public service. The soldiers know it, and 
lean upon it as upon iJie Home-Arm. The 
nation baa no right to withdraw this arm. 
It would not dare to do it outri^'ht. And 
yot, by allowing the strong muscles that 
have thus far hold it out, gradually to cou- 
tnet and shrivel, fbey m»y, in efbet, and 
without intending or knowing what they 
do, pnnilyze this arm, urd tind a withered 
hand where they thought they had a stal- 
wart one ontstrrtehed. Nothing but » full 
treasury has given the 11. S. Sanitary- Com- 
mission its vifor and eflfoctiveness. It has 
hitherto, for a long period of its existence, 
had a hundred thousand dollora at leaat in 
its tveasoxy, between it and want It can* 
not work •with energy and : access with a 
dollar less than this in reserve. In sliort. 
when it begins to spend the first dollar of 
its kst bundled thousand* it moat prepare 
to dose its operatioub! It is not prudent 
nor pos.siMe for u body whoso regiilt\r otc- 
Ijeuses are forty thousand dollars a mouth, 
to carry on its affairs systematically on the 
oontingra(7 of funds to oome in. From 
this time, the U. S. Sanitary Commission, 
which sees itw tToasnrv alrordy reducetl to 
$125,000, and which, in oue mouth, will

WAsniNOTox. D. C., Oct. 1868. 
Eev. H. W. Bellows, D.D., 

President of Uie U. S. Sanitary Com'n: 
8m— Notified by you on the 16th of Sep- 
tember of ii\y t li ( lion as General Secretary 
of the Commv<><i"n. I aoci'pU'd tho trust, 
and bare siuce^ in auticipatiou of the pres- 
ent session of the Oominiaaion, been chiefly 
ooonpied in eaoejrtaining the oondition of 
its work throughout the country, and the 
])robaUle requirements of its service in*the 
future. 

The pTwent Mpeet of the waA iriU best 

be exhibit -tl toyoa in tho reports herewith 
pr»'seiif<Ml, from a ronsidfnitiou of which, 
and from the diucuasiiunii of tlio scheme 
protwsed by the Oommittee m organiza- 
tion and <he Sxeoutive Oommittee for the 
partial reorpranization of the work, tlie 
Couimission will l)c enabled to detennine 
vrhat modifications it should direct for the 
tnton, 

I may, however, be permitted to call tlu' 
attention of tho Commission directly to 
certain topics which seem to me worthy of 
their present oonaidraation. 

The question has been raised irhelSier 
the Hospital Dirrr-toin- justifies by its nse- 
fulnis«j the expenditure it occiisious. The 
reports of Mr. Bowne, Snperiutendeut of 
the Direeloiy, and of lir. Holbrook, of iho. 
Lonisvillt- onii i>, ]>n ^ent facts and consid- 
erations wliich luay determine the Com- 
missiou's action. / 

Shonld the Oommiflrion adopt tifikt por- 
tion of the programme of work proposed 
by the Executive Committee, which divides 
the work of lielief and Inspection, n-ssign- 
ing the latter only to the Bauitary lQi8X>^<^tr 
etSi dizeoted by a Head not distaraeted by 
other duties, a renewed stimulus will be 
given to inspection and a greatly increased 
bodj of fivcts will accumulate, ns thitu from 
irhioh llie Aotoaiy ahonid be expected to 
exhibit promptly, when called upon, tibedO' 
termiiifd results of tlie particular anahuis 
demanded. Unless tho range of inquiry is 
kept restricted within unduly narrow lim- 



its, an increase of olerioal force in the sta- 
tistieal department'will be needed. I snb- 

mit the question how far the plans of the 
Commission will admit of expansion in this 
direction. 

The aetivity of other organicationa, State 

and Federal, in presenting to the loyal 
comrauiiitii's the claims of th< ir osiHMMftl 
work of relief for the Army and Navy, has, 
in some quarters of the oonntry, ovetahad- 
owed a jnat ippieheoaion of the woik which 
is being more noiselessly, but perhaps not 
less thoroughly, done by the Sanitary Com- 
mission, lu some instances grave misap- 
prehenaioii of the Oommisaion'B diaposi> 
tion and diaeottragemeni on tiie part of its 
friends, on account of supposed impair- 
ment of its usefulness, has been created by 
the too highly-cohmd sfcatements pat forth 
by the ftdvoestea of oompeting erganin-' 
tions. 

It seems only just to those wlio have 
heretofore contributed, money and stores 
to the Commiasion, ttiat tbey be from time 
to time reassured by personal eonfi rt iico 
with one f>f its aecreditcil agents u-s to the 
wisdom of it^ plans, and be enabled to ex- 
hibit to others its Tarieid benefioenoe aiJd 
its judicious metiioda. To more thorongfafy 
and miuntoly inform the rural communi- 
ties on the work and wants of the Commis- 
sion, as well as to remove misuudcrsttiud- 
ing and to eorreot false statements, an 
increase of the force of cauviUisingageiltB» 
of lati! months mooh reduced, ia reoom- 

meuded.

The evident necessity of popohoiiing in- 
formation as to tho Commis-sion's ]>lans 
and practical workings more fully than it 
has heretofore been done in its octavo doc- 
uments, i0 rery apparent The issue of 
the Sanilori/ li'iyirter, at Louisville, has 
done much in this direction. Though giv- 
en largely to details of work west of the 
Alleghaniea, ft is believed to have ezoited a 
growing interest in the Commission in all 
the loyal States in whieh it has beeu dis- 
tributctL The booklet, " Wliat we did at 
Qetlysbnrg," by a lady who served us and 
humanity there; and tiie atoiy, firom the 
journal of the Special lielief Agent, "The 
Tjord vnXX Providt>," have already been on- 
joyed by huuilrcds who would never have 
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heen imluced to take up Document No. — . 
Tho C^ormnission may thiuk it well to con- 
sider whether or not it should oix»u anoth- 
er airenue of oommmikftfioD to the heart 
of tlie people, by reviving the snspended 
pi'oject of the " Bi lletiw OP THE Samtahy 
CoMMissioN," or l)y affording in some oth- 
er way the alwa^'s welcome information of 
what is done for the Aniiy. 

Constant efforts to stimulatu tlio flow of 
8U})i)lit s of liospitnl food and clothing have 
resulted, during tlio quarter, in yielding 
to the Cammiaaion's storehooaeB abont 
the avenge qnarterly product of the po^it 
yi»:ir. and th'-ro is little ivasou to donbt the 
continuance of this rate of 8upi>ly. But 
this is not sufficient to relieve the Commia- 
sion from the frequent necessity of consid- 
erable purchases in the commercial maVket, 
v!;icli fiu-t may be mldueed anntl\« r ar- 
giinieiit. not only for occasional appetds to 
the loytU people from tiie Gommisriod, or 
ita Committees, bat also for the multiplica- 
tion of wnyside agenciea through its dis- 
triet cjuivosM'i's.

Tin >-(' fnrty-twn tuTs'tiis consti-* 
tutc tho whole number of individuals who ' 
arc employed by the Commission in this 
cUj. Tbo order has been given to the 
Acting Associate Secretan- in the Eastern 
Department to cause the oath to be ten- 
dered to each person cmn^oyed by the 
Conmuflsum in tiie De |wu r imenfc , the altar- 
native of promptly taking it being dismiis- 
al from the service.

REPORT ON THE OPERATIONS OF 
THE EASTERN DEPARTMENT. 

Gextlkmen— Tn accordance with the re- 
quest of Dr. J. Foster Jenkins, 1 beg leave 
to submit the following as my Koport of 
the work of the Commiaaira ao far as it has 
oome under my ob.serndiou, during a tem- 
porary oecnpalion o£ the i^asociate Secre- 
tary's desk. 

On the a9th of Jofy I reported in Waah- 
ingtim, with the -new of using it as head- 
quarters for my operations in the .Vniiy of 
the Pot<»mac. Dr. Dougljvs, w ho was thou 
about starting off on u mouth's leave of ub- 
senoe, reqveated me to take oharge of sooh 
duties as might require the consideration 
and direction of the ^Wix-iiitf Secretarj-. 
I have acted in accordance with this re- 
queat and aa order of the Eanentive Com- 
mittee (dated Sept. 16, 1868,) down to the 
present time. 

Washinuton ani> YioiNiry. — The Hos- 
pitals in Washington and Alexandria have 
been inapeoted very earefoBy by Insipector 
C. W. Brink, during the months of Allgust 
and September. His report--^, herewith sub- 
mitted as Documents 1, 2 and 3, wdl show 
the esaot condition of theae Hospitals. 
They show improvemente eooaeqiient vqpon 
increased knowledge and oare on the part 
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of their oHicorH, and will now compare fa- 

voniMy witli tho hvst Military Hospitals 
whicli the Medical Df'partmeut has estftb- 
liflbed for the occommodatiou of the tuck 
aod wounded soldien of our great Army. 
Our Hospital Visihir (Dr. O. C. enhlweU) 
htis matle stated visits to them all, and is- 
sues of stores hme been freely made from 
our local storebooM en reqnitttioiis of the 
sTirgeons, in accordance with the advice of 
Dr. Caldwell. The requisitions of tli(> mr- 
geons have been iuvoriably rc<iuired in or- 
dor to avoid the injnry to discipline which 
an indiaeriiniiuite distribution of atoras 
througli the hands of meapanaiUe penons, 
always producer. 

■ lu the early portion of September, reports 
having reached the office ooncetning the 
sickness of the camps occupied by the lOtfa 
X. Y. Ai tillory, Dr. C. W. Brink was or- 
dereil to make special iutpiiry into the 
eanses of the iU^bealth pravoiliiig, and to 
endeavor to have socb obaages in location 
an good sanitary principles would indicate. 
The result of his inspection is to be found 
in Document 4. 

A^nf APOU8, )£d.— Inspeetmr Nichols hav- 
ing been ordered from the Department of 
Norfolk, reported at the Clentral Oflieo, .\npr. 
5. After a few days spent in preparing au 
aodonnt of his woxCaIr Norfolk, he was sent 
to Annapolis, with the view of making an 
inspection of the Camps and HospitiUs at 
that place. That in.s|K>ction (compri.Hcd in 
Document 5) will show how shockingly 
unfit Imr the aeoomiiiodation of meyiras the 
camp then employed for paroled men. • It 
is a subject of eongratiilution that this dis- 
grace to the nation has been abolished; 
that onr paroled prisoners are at present 
loeat^ inoomfortable barracks on a new 
oampincr-frronnd; and that much of the de- 
structive tendency to body and spirit which 
somnmded the <dd oamp no longer exists 
in the new location. The life of a paxotad 
prisoner is orio of a dispiriting character. 
He camKit occupy himst lf with the daily 
occupations of a soldier's life — his parole 
prevents thai Consequently, unless some 
employment, either mental or physical, be 
fumi.shed liim, he becomes a trifliii tr, worth- 
less man — not fitted for the duties either of 
• soldier or a aitUmn. Athletic games, and 
aU the varied diiOs of a gymnasium, woold

I HospitaL Miss Clara Davis, of I'hiludel- 

I phia, has acted as our representative for 
four months, taking under her special 
ehiirge the low-diet kitchen. The testimo- 
ny of patients and surgeons represents the 
attoitions of this kind-hearted. Christian 
woman as most uccrjjtulile to the uifu. In 

I this retired pliiee .she lias devoted b'Tsrlf — 
administering to the wants and needs of 
suffering humanify. No wor& can express 
tiie value of such work — they seem at be«t 

; but feeble nioekery wlieu used io desfribe 
the self-.sacritice of one who devot<'s her 
days to smoothing the pillow of the iuvaUd 
and extending the little attentions which a 
motlier or a sister would offer the snlT«'rer. 

In order to meet a waut which has exist- 
ed for some time iu tliis region, a rcstiug- 
phvce or temporaiT home for the wives and 
female relatives of the inmates of the Hos- 
pitals, the Special lieli< f At,'<'nt has estab- 
lished a " Home " in Annapolis, where they 
may obtain food and lodging. Of this he 
will doubtiess report to yon at length. 

CoxvAt^scKNT Camp, VinorxiA.— I ask 
the attention of the Commission to the lie- 
port of Miss Bradley (Document 5,' j) on 
the operaiionB in this Camp, which have 
been eoudueti-d by Ikt as a Special Relief 
Agent. She han labored untiringly to have 
abuses redressed, and by her personal ex- 
ertions has made many a soldier f edi that, 
thoufi^ absent ftaok home, he was not with- 
out friend.s. Her own simple statement of 
the nature of Ium* wivrk may well clause sur- 

i prise that she has accomplLshed so much 
1^ her own effbrts. Such agents are an 

I honor to the Commission, tfarou^^ whose 

I auspices they labor in the eaoae of the sol- 
dier. 

SssoiAXi BsEosv DBPAmmBarr.— -The op- 
erations of thisDepertment have oontinned 
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to he of flifir iisnnl iutj^nrtunt character. 
These have been attL-uUcd to, during the 
absence ct tlie Ohief, by hk indefatigable 
aasiBUmt, Mir. J. B. Abbott. Thej ooaqniee 
altogotlicr (lifffrrnt classes of cases from 
those coming imdcr the eye of the Coiiis Re- 
lief Agent. The luster distribuies under the 
egw of tbe Medieal Offioer, and moatiy on 
h'lA requsitioii, while the relief agent from 
the SpcciiJ Di piirliaeiit goes directly to 
the needy without any such intermedia- 
tion. My obeervation of this Department 
stakes me anxioos that Che most liberal eu- 
coumgenient shorild bo toniltn-inl it by tlie 
Commission. These special cases am only 
be pi-operly relieved by those "who are 
trained thiongb an emy^-day expoienoe, 
extending through moutlis of close obser- 
vation, so as to prevent help being extend- 
ed to the Tiuworthy, or help being kept 
from the deserving. 

SoLDiLu's LoDon III AiJ:XAND»Li. — Tlie 
Si)oeiiil Ivi lirf l>«^partmeut is mentioned in 
this general way, because a more particular 
report belongs to another officer. I may, 
however, mentiim mora partieolai^ one 
estaUishmoAt belonging to this Depart- 
ment, as it was established during my term 
d service, and more especially for the use 
of the sick and wounded of the Anny of 
the Potomac — I refer to the Soldier's Best, 
in Alexrindrift. Tliis may l>o considered as 
hohliug u relation to the Army o£ the Po- 
tomac analogous to tiuit of the Lodge at 
Aqiua, vhen the army was opposite S^eder- 
ickshnrg. Finding that numbers of sick 
and •wounded were arriving in iVJexnndria, 
and were exposed to much privation on 
then: onival, I dispatched Mr. James Bieh> 
ardson to aH<'ertiun wlint coidd be done to- 
wiu-<!s e>^l:il>li.shiii;,' u house f ir temporary 
relief. He found in CoL J. H. Deverenx, 
Ihe Superiutendeiit of Military Railroads 
and TlansportatioQ, a willing appcecaator 
of all our plans, and one very willing to aid 
in their execntion. A liuildiug was appro- 
l)riated for the purjiose of a boldier's 
Lodge, and throngh the assistaneer and lib- 
etality of ('<>!. Deverenx, one of the neatest 
and most useful Lfitlt^ps now ninintained by 
the Commission luus Ix^en j'lafed upon a 
firm and secure basis. I refer to Mr. Rich- 
ardson's own report for a very hund acconnt 
of the establishment of this Lodge, (Doca>

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Perry, and Maryland Heights, have been 
visitod at stftted t«?rms by Messrs. Hiram 
Sohisler and Jolin C. Strauahau, and such 
wmte as -were dimxyvered were freely sup- 
plied from the storehouse at Frederick. 
This storehouse wiW ho closoj in a few 
days, as the ueces.sity fur its ooutiuuatiou 
has ceased. During the twelve numOui of 
Ub ezisteitoe it' baa diebiuned tauxj tiion- 
sands of dollars worth of stores to the 
wounded of the battles of Sontli Mountain 
and Autietom, uud to the needy and tiick 
of tile amy within. » oirde of 80 mikB i»* 
dins, since ihe ocoorrence of these nunaO' 
rable battles. Its mission has, however, 
been dosod, and I hope the changing for- 
toBMof warwill not neomSMb ito re-e»- 
taMiehment. The soldiers liaTO had abund- 
ant cause to Itless tlic beneficence of the 
Joyal ]K-oi)lo, who enabled the Commission 
to f urmsh it so abundantly, that aU wonts 
of the anQ7* as fnat as tfa^ have been 
made known, have been supplied. 

Norfolk and VicrsriT. — On the 5tli of 
August I ordered Mr. James Gall, Jr., to 
proeeed to Norfolk and take oharge of onr 
relief work in that Department. He hjis 
faithfully performed the duties of Relief 
Agent since that date, acquiring much 
credit for himself and the Comminion by 
his indefatigable labon. Eia Beports, 
eight in number, furnished this office 
weekly, M ill show how fuitlifnlly and with 
what good results he has labored. (Bee 
Documents 9, 10, 11, 13, 18, 14» 15^ 18.) 

The aiok-rate at Norfolk having increased 
to .30 per cent., I deemed it important to 
direct the attention of the Acting Burgeon- 
Ganexal to this important iaoL He imme- 
diatdy had a medical inapeotioii made of 
the Department, and adopted measures to 
obviate, as far nn po.ssible, the causes of 
disease. iUthough the sick-rate increased 
to between 40 and 60 per oeni, stall I ham 
the happiness now to state that this rate is 
diminishing. W'q have issued largely to 
ail the hospitals and regiments in the De- 
partment, having been able to keep up the 
supplies through the propeller Elizabeth, 
placed under onr orders by the Q. M. De- 
partment. These supplies have included 
large quuutities of antiscorbi^cs and the 
other artides oompiised on oar supply 
list. 



The arrival of negro troops in this De- 
partment, and the existence of camps of 
contrabands, some in Government employ 
and othen only receiTtng Government sup- 
port, demanded instructions as regards the 
policy of the Commission in this respect. 
I ordered Mr. Gall to furnish to troops 
(without reference to color) our supplies on 
xeqnisitioas of medical offieexs, and to 
aid moderately snflFerers in employ of Quar- 
termaster** and Commissarie.s; but also 
that beyond these two chujs<.'s of persons, 
in my opinion, [the supplies of the Com- 
mission could not be extended. As this 
has l»eeu the policy of the Commission 
in the past, so far as I imderstand it, I 
presume my actum will be approved, as 
regaxds the department of Norfolk. It 
has, at lea.«st, given satisfactifin thus far. 

Mr. Gall has done e.s.se!iti;il service to us 
by his efforts to effect the release of our 
ofBoers who were in tiie hands of tiie Oon- 
federatcs. The Rejjort of Dr. Douglas on 
the baitles of Gettysburg contained a full 
account of tho seizure of these officers. 
Efforts were made to obtain their release, 
through petitions &om Gonfuderate sur- 
poons in our lines, addressed to Gen. Rob- 
ert Lee, private letters from citizens of the 
District of Oolnmbia to their Mends in 
Biohmond, and a direct commnnication 
from myself (dated Aug. 28, 1868) to Bob- 
ert Ould, Es(j., Coufedonate Commissioner 
for tho Exchange of Prisoners. To these 
efforts must be added the valuable servioes 
of Gen. Meredith, the U. S. Commission- 
er. Mr. Gall aided in all tlu^^e, and final- 
ly, on the 22d ult., the trivial technicalities 
on which Iheoe <rflloen wevtf retained being 
removed, iiiey were ddivered to Oen. Mer- 
edith, and once more breathed loyal air. 
Mr. Alfred Brcui:l<! has. however, still been 
retained by the Cuniedcrate Government, 
under plea that he ^fjta seuted becanse he 

had conveyed stores {o a beleapruered post.

Newbern, Nobth CAROiiiNA. — Dr. J. M. 
Page, Sanitary Inspector, assisted by Mr. 
Page as Storekeeper, baa charge of this 
District. No letters or Reports have been 
received from there during my term of ser- 
vice, excepting regular transmissions of 
aeooonts of stock and lists of siek and 
wounded for the Dizeotoxy. 
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Beaufort AJO) Momiis Island. — Dr. M. 
M. Marsh, a.s.sist«-(l hy Mrs. Marsh, has 
been iu charge of this District. His eom- 
mnniafttions liaTe olunmltoiriiidiiipeusablo 
have been the snpplies whidt tlia Ooaniqjs- 
fdon ba.s fnrnif;ho(l to the troops ongaf^od 
in active openitions on Morris Island, and 
how th^e have been received by the soldiers 
as weU aa offloers. (General Gilmore has 
issued a special commendatory order with

— Inspector G. A. Blako 
lias been in charge of this District. It is 
probftble lhat the Anoy of this Department 
will be- employed in a movement towards 
the occnpation of Toxa.s, A wide'sphor * 
for the operations of the Sanitary Couuui.s- 
sion wiU Urns be opened up. 

WianmN YutaaoA. — ^Finding that the 
troops under General Kelly's command oc- 
cnpying 8tations and caiup.s from Cumber- 
land eastward to Point of Books were in 
needof8app]ies,IocderedDr.J^o]iiisNiohds 
to inspect these troops, and to report their 
needs as tlicy met his eye in his course of 
inspection. He has already made reqoiai- 
tioiiB to meet the wants of tiie Hospitds in 
Cnmberland and Martinsburg. Thenoe he 
goes wpstward, and ^vill n tiirn here next 
week and report tho result of his inspec- 
tion. Shonld his report be ready before 
the adjotimment of the Ciommisaion, I will 
send it in for your cousidenition.

Thb Abmt op tb^ Potomac. — The first 
labors of the Commission u-ore directed to 
its KAnitary condition, find when the work 
of fumiahing relief to tho needy and sufier- 
ing wasimdertaiken as a part of Ihe CommiB> 
sion*s duties, it began the work in this Army 
with a zeal that has continued down to tho 
presfut time inuliminishi'd in its day of de- 
feat or truuuiih. Early in Moy, 1863, the 
opexations of the Commission in the Army 
were consigned to ihe oare of the present 



writer, whioh has beott oontinued to the 

date of the pre^^ont report, excepting so 
much as hod reference to the operations for 
a few -ww^ after the battle of Gettysboxg. 
Dr. J. H. DoQglas. one of the Associate 
Socr'tiirifM, \iras in charge af tln^ latter 
place during the period to which reference 
is made, retumiug the duy to my hands 
afterwards. 

With tho view of meeting wants as they 
might arise iu the field, and of preventing 
that sufiferiug peculiar to armies separated 
from their base of supplies, the Field Be* 
lief Corps was reorganized shortly after the 
battle of Getty.'*l)nr<r A npeeial rej>ort han 
been made on the subject of this organiza- 
tion to the ExBonlxTO Committee, which is 
now passing through the printer's hands. 
The design is to have a corjis of gentlemen 
acting as relief agents, eaeh in a separate 
corps, furnished with his own means of 
transportation, and lodging in tiio field. 
We have been pecTiliarly fortunate in our 
selections. The agents are welcomed as 
co-laborers in the great war of law and right 
by the officers. They furnish the needed 
artioLBS jnrt where they are needed, and 
personally superintend the ili-trilmtifni, 
keeping an eye always to the i)roper use of 
what they have issued. WhUe laboring for 
the good of the whole Army, eaeh feels a 
special pride in seeing that his own speoial 
family — tlie Corj>H to which he belongs — is 
kept in the best jM)ssible condition. He 
feds a generous spirit of rivalry towards his 
fellow-agents, and is not willing that his 
own work slionid be, in any manner, infe- 
rior to that of his brethren. By a system 
of weekly reports made to the Chief Inspeo* 
tor, the latter is enabled to oontvol the 
whole movement of the Corps and to keep 
up a complete knowledp:e of tlie ])erfection 
or imperfection of tho maekiuery employ- 
ed. A package of these reports is herewith 
submitted to the inspection of the Conxmis- 
sion. so tJiat an idea may be •/•uin-Ml of tlie 
ability of the men employed in this work. 
Mnoh iitfonnalaon is acquired in these lo- 
ports thai hasheratofcwe been furnished by 
the formal inspection of our iusj^ectors. 
They have frequently served as a basis of 
action in regard to the sanitary condition 
Oi xegimflnti^ as well as t^ ni^ure of the 
supplies demanded by the troops. 
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The promptnett villi vhioh our agents 

make their apiifaniiUN' when n<'<»«lt"il Jnny 
well iUustxaUKl by »n extract from the 
last Beport of the Agent of the Sucoud Ar- 
mj Ompe, whioh wm on the a^wioe when 
the movement was mado townrtls Culi)op- 
per. Ho 8fty8: " During the lost two week^i 
erf movements, I have the satisfoctiuu uf 
knowing fhafc my wagon was alwa3ra ahead 
ot any other means of n li^ f; that I dis- 
pensed relief to wounded cavalry from tin 
front within on hoar after their wounds 
weM*raosivad. While our own team was 
in motion Ihave passed oat artidea to aor* 
goons in charge of nmbiilancc tmins rotnni- 
iiig from the front." *♦*♦**» 
The Medical Inspector of this Army says, 
"We ooold not da without the Oommis- 
fdaui it ItiniiKhes so many thinga which 
cannot bo obtained from Oovemment" 
The Medical Director says, It gives me 

no trouble; there is no interference. '* 
• *»*••« 

With the view of obtaininj? materials foi; 
the discussion of t/ie effects of long marches 
and inadequate food on troops. Inspector W. 
8. Bwahn has been detailed, in aooordaaoe 
with a plan agreed ujwn by the Cliief of 
the Statistical Department and mysrlf. for 
this duty. Hu has nearly completed an ex- 
amination of two oorps, having made be* 
tween sixty and eighty inspections of regi- 
ments. Should uiiy eliniigc of i)l!Uis in the 
Army bring on another engagement before 
Ihia work ia completed, the data already 
obtained by Dr. S. will be of the greateat 
ixwsilde importance; but their value will 
bo much enhanced should lie be enabled 
to finish this work. 

OamrsBmuK — Onr work wifli the wonnd- 
ed continnea to ibv. present time. Dr. 
Gordon Winslow, fornu rly Chaplain of 
Duiyeu's Zouaves, was {placed, by Dr. J. 
H. Pouglas, in ohatge of ihe operations at 
^ this place. Samuel Bacon, Jr., has been 
acting as Storekeeper. This depot has 
been invaluable. In addition to the enor- 
mous dibtributiou of [storea mentioned iu 
Dr. Dooglaa* Beporfc, (Docnment 71,) the 
iamea ha>ve been very kuege down to the 
present time. As soon as a want was de- 
tected — and .'Dr. Winslow seems to have 
been Argus-eyed in thia pavtioiilaiw.it haa 
been snppUed. We have pmohased, on 



Hospital Fund account, everything re- 
qnin d fnr fhi^ Hospital which was not ob- 
tainable from the Comniissary. The bills 
ioil these purchases, amounting to over 
$8,000 np to Angttst 15, were paid by the 
Commis-sary. Since that time thes(- pnr- 
cliases have amounted to between ?^.i.tHK) 
and $1,000. They wiil>hjo be paid by the 
Commiseaxy. 

In order to show the esteem in which the 
Commission is held by medical officers at 
Gettysburg, the following paper has been 
signed by tiiem :

Tlie undersigned, f'uvj.jeoiis and assistant 
surgeons of the General lio.spital near Get- 
tysbnxg, take pleaaore in expressing our 
giatiflcation at the manner in which the 
affairs of the Sanitary Coiimii><sfnn have 
been managed in this place ^iuce the late 
batUe. The anpplementaiy articles for the 
fliflk and wtmnded aoldiers have been abund- 
ant, comprising exory rcfpn'site which the 
exigency demanded, luid which nothing 
but a well-regulated system, with nmch 
ezperienoe and fbrethonght^ ooold have se- 
cured. ' We are furthermore eounnced that 
the system adopted by the Sanitary Cora- 
mission of disbursing their supplies only 
on the reqoisifioin of a aoigeon, is the on^ 
proper and safe method. Any other course 

necessarily supposes an extra force, which 
is calculated to cumber the hospital with 
irresponsible attendants, diatraet Hie pnb- 
lie benelMtiona, if not divert them from a 
just and equal distribution among the pa* 
ticnts for whom they are intended.

To furnish suitable food, lodg- 
ing, oare and assistance to men who are 
honorably diaoharged from sen-ice, sent 
from general hospitjds, or from thi-ir regi- 
ments, but who are oft«n delayed a ilay or 
more in the'city, sometimes many days be- 
fore they obtain their iMpers and pay. 

Third. To communicate with distant regi* 
1 ments in behalf of dischargetl men whose 
certificates of ilisabLlity or descriptive lists 
on which to draw their pay prove to be de- 
fective— ^ invalid sdldieis meantime be- 
ing cared for, and not exposed to tlie fSkr 
titrne iinil risk of going in person to their 
I regimejit.s to have their papers corrected. 
Fourth. To act as the unpaid agent or 
attom^ of disdhaiged soldiers who are too 
, feeble or too utterly disabled to present 
their own claim at the paymaster's oftico. 

Fifth. To look into the condition of dis- 
charged men who assume to be without 
means to pay the expense of going to their 
homes; and to furnish the nec^j-ssary means 
where we find the mania true and tbe need 
reaL 

Sixth. To leenre to disabled soidism rail- 
road tickets at reduced rates, and, through 
an agent at the railroad station, see that 
these men are not robbed or imposed upon 
by sharpers. 

Berenth. To see that all men who an 
discharged and paid ofT do at once leave 
the city for their homes; or, in cases where 
they have been induced by evil compan- 
ions tO Senwin behind, to endflsmw toree- 
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one tliem, . aud Hce them Btarted 'With I 
ihroiijfh-tickf't.s to their own towns. [ 

£iglith. Tu make reusouably clean and 
oomfortabfle before ihey leave tiie city, meh 
disohAiged men as ftre deficienC in deanfi- 

ness and rlolln-s. 

Ninth. To be prepiired to luoct at onco j 
with food or other aid, such immediate ne- 
oeMltieB as arise whan aide men arrive in 
fhe pity in large niimbexa from battle-fields 
or distant hospitals. 

Tenth. To keep a watchful eye upon uil 
Boldien who are out of hospitals, yet not in 
service; and give information to tiie proper ^ 
antiioritio.s of such soldiers as seem endenv- | 
oring to avoid duty or to desert from the 
ranks. • 

On this baaisol objeotsaimed at, Ireport 
(vmcorninp: tlin work during; the past nine 
month<< in general terms: 

1. Most of these old methods of relief 
have been continued irith satisfaotory suc- 
cess. 

2. Some new nietlioda of relief Imve been 
resorted to, which, in their pr;icticul work- 1 
ing, have jnstifled their introduction. 

8. The clas-H of men rightfully claiming > 
this Special rteliof assi-.tntici' nf the Com- j 
mission ha-s enlarged, embracing with those 
to whom heli> was previously given, others 
whose newly>devdoped or increasing needs 
naturally lironght them under our care. 

4. The arrangements which ai-e rnaile by 
the Commission in this direction (Special 
Bdief) has evidently become still more gen- 
eniUjf known, and applied for, and appre- 
ciated throughout the .Vrmy, 

5. The co-operation of the Medical De- 
'partment of the Amy, as also of the QaaX' 

termaster's, Commissary's aud Paymaster's 
De}ir>rti!ieuts, has been still more ready and 
cordial even than before. 

6. The cost of maiutaiuiug this bnuich 
of the Oommission's work during the past 
nine < numths has somewhat diminished 
relatively to tlie number of men who have 
been assisted, aud the amount of assistance 
rendered to them; althon^ the total 
amount is about one-half larger than in an 
equal term of time before. 

7. While nine (9) months ago the lUrect 
call upon the Commission for help from dis- 
abled discharged aoldieia, after th^ had 
rstomed to their homes, was hot infre- 



IqUMlt, it has now so largely increased 
(through aiiplications made to the Special 
ReUef Office) as to justify mo in i>reseuting 
to yon id detail — appended to this report — 
some of the facts of the case, as also some 
statistics which T have collected bearing 
j ui)ou the subj<»ct; and to call your atten- 
tion to the urgent necessity which evident- * 
ly exists for having, from some sonree as 
early as possible, a comprehensive and 
praetic:U system matured and instituted, 
which will provide for this class of men; 
unless we would have throughout tiie oom- 
munitv a host of mendicants who. i>ointing 
I to their honorable wounds and disabled 
bodies, will have established their necessity 
< and right to lire upon tto charity of the 
people. 

Having made t1 -c general statements. I 
will now report, in detail, but briefly ns 
may be, upon the severid branches of Re- 
lief; — and first, at Washington: i 

1st. " The H»in9,'* 874 North CapUol 
Street. — Increji.sed accommodations for se- 

i curing room and comfort at the Home, re- 
ferred to in my last report, have been ob- 
I tained; and now, instead of 140 beds, we 
j have at the notn<' r?'20, besides a Inrire bag- 
gage-room, a conveiuont washroom, a bath- 
house, &c. Two of the additional build* 
ings, one 16 feet by 60, Ifae other 28 f^ 
by 90, were put up by the Qnarternnister's 
Department. The tliird building, 30 feet 
by 50 (with an L 20 by 35) for a "Hospi- 
tal,** this was at the expense of the Com- 
mission, at a cost of about $S00. The ne- 
cessity for this l>uilding, devoted exclusive- 
ly to Hospital purposes, is found in the 
f aetk that although the men who come un- 
der the care of the Commission are' mostly 
on their way to their homes, and might 
therefore be supposed to be not so ven.- 
feeble as to need specially "Hospital" 
treatmmt, yet, as a matter of fact, many of 
them are weakened to such a di';j;r> e by * 
disease, that by the time thcv ii ach Wash- 
ington, or the railway station from the 
front, or 'fhnn the various hospitals, tfa'eir 
strength is nearly exhausted, imd they are 
only restored, if at .all, by such care ils hos- 
pital treatment aflortis; and frequently they 
are too far gone to -make even that avail- 
able, as is indicated by the record, which 
show* that from Velnrnaxy 28d to October 
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1st, there ■were rccoivr.] ;it tin- Home GG5 
meu, very sick, wjiu wt;ri> ithn t d in the uew 
Hospital, of which uumbct thirty-eight 
died thmre. Thia -was from Febraasy 23d, 
when this new building was (tj)(.>ue<l; but 
(luting bftck to December l.'ith, Wicw has 
been under the charge of the Cummi»siuu, 
lndfi«»i«g those jnrt named, some 900 men 
who were very sick and feeble, of which 
number a total of sixty-ono (61) have died 
at the Home. These were nearly all men 
ha%'ing their diaohargu papers wUh them, 
and they had, conaeqnen fl y, given up tfa^ 
chiim upon tho Ocnoral or Rogimontal Hos- 
pitals, ;uiil hud taken the tii-st stage of their 
juunit-y towards their humeH. If thoy had 
not fovind the care which ihe Commiasion 
thna offero l to them, these saiuo meu must 
have died iu tlie oars aloui: tho way, or at 
some stoppiug-poiut ou their journey. Of 
the remaining 840 of these very feeble men, 
we have reason to believe that many, except 
for the care and rest seoored to them by 
the provision of the Commission, could not 
have lived through thour joum^^ 

Th5k tmnmally Logo proportion of very 
sick or dying men who came into our hands 
is accounted for by tho fact, that at the time 
of the advance movement of the A^my iu the 
qwini^ and the breaking up of the Corps 
Hoepitala near Aquia Oreek, diadbargo pa- 
pers were f^rauted to many soldiers wlio, in 
their camciit desire once more to reach 
their homes, ooonted upon more strength 
than was left to them, and so they came to 
US. and waited there till, with straining 
eyes, and one hand reached out towards the 
friends they had hoped and longed to see, 
they died. And aQow me hero to reeoxd 
this fact, that although these men died thus 
waitintr, ho])incr, watching to catch the li^^ht 
which almost fell upon them from their 
tipeidofl at home, yet from the lips of no 
one of those sixty dying men has a mnrmnr 
or complaint been heard; tender mopcfip^es 
did they leave to be sent on, but not one 
word of repining at their fate; no ayUable 
of T^iret <^at they had joined ^ ranks — 
discharpred from the service they were, but 
soldiers still— they died in their oonntry's 
cause. 

in charge of this *<Home Hospital" is 

an exi)eii.:iu:ed niul kindly nurse as Ma- 
tron. Miss Charlotte. Bradford* who served 



faithfully last summer nynn tho "Hospi- 
tal Transports;" — there are day and night 
watchers, and all facilities for giving cheei^ 
ftdnesB and comfort to' these men detained 
by the way. ^ 

The snr<7ef)ii now iu charge of the Hnnie 
is Dr. T. B. Smith, whose report accompa- 
nies this; his labors are saooessfnL Dr. 
Smith is also Medical Examiner for Pen- 
§ion8, for the Commission. Tho former 
surgeon iu charge, Dr. Orymes, who for 
nearly a year and fthaU had given his whole 
sonl and strength to the work, died in Jan- 
uary last. He was at his ]iost almost till 
the hour of his death, though too feeble to 
walk 'without support. He hod a loyal iuid 
a loving heart, and the Cranmissiim as well 
as the soldiers certainlv have oaase t« re- 
member him witii the deepest^ tenderest 
gratitude. * 

Jn order to show more in detail the Vork 
of the " Home," I make tho following ex- 
tracts from thi^ Report of Dr. Smith, in- 
cluded in the lieport of Mr. J. B. Clark, 
the Snperintendsat: 

" On many oeoaaions, eitiier during my 
visits to the sick, or just previous to their 
departure for homt! or their reg-iments, 
have soldiers spoutiineously, and ■with emo- 
tions of gratttode, exclaimed, * Doctor, 
this ia very tmespeoted kindness,' 'I have 
seen no such care and comfort since leav- 
ing my home.' One recently said to me, 
while sitting in .tiie Hospital and looking 
iipon the completion of arrangements for 
his dei)arturc, 'Doctor, I have been aa 
kindly treated here, and been helped so 
much more than at any time before, since 
my sickness, that I am almost afraid to go 
beyond that door.' These are a few of 
many grateful expressions whicli tho com- 
fort they have enjoyed has called forth 
txm the soldiers nnder treatment in this 
Hospital; and not from these only; for we 
kec>p lit the Home constantly a supply of 
beds, stretchers, and comforts of all kinds, 
to he placed on board flie ears when need- 
ed thero— eorlioles whid> are daily sent for 
from the railroad station, whi re notice is 
given that all these aids are ready, near 
by, for any sick soldier who needs them ou 
his journey. 

That the community at large are only 
pwrtiaUy informed of the cbaractw and 
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tunoiint of good work done in this in- 
stitutiou, I ani well Kutisfiod', jndf^ing from 
tlxe exprtisbiom of favorable surpme mode 
tty eitisen visitoza and TClatiTeB of aoldien 
who oomc in from abroad, and thus see and 
judge for tlirmsolvos. Tlio procnring of 
pay, p^Wiiutis, and txousportatiou for the 
men iriiile they lie oomfoztably in the H09- 
latal nnder treatment, would alone Ije ac- 
complishing much, tho omission of which 
wotdd cause indescribable suffering, and 
loss and onxietj to the disabled soldier. " 

**Vmj lAiStan the past four monfha have 
reached the ' Homo' in a dying condition. 
Such have invariably, I believe, bwii onrf- 
fully watched; their own names, and pa- 
rents* or friends* niunes and tesid^oea ob- 
toincd iuul recorded; their effects aeooxad, 
laibeled, and stored away safely. Wlion 
tiiought wise, on aocoout of time ret^uisite 
to reach this city* their Mends hare been 
informed of all these drctunstanoes fay tel- 
egraph. Tlie dead are in all iii-^tani r'i af- 
forded ji proper burial in the Govenimeut 
grounda, and each grave properly designa- 
ted; or, if so requested lay friends* the 
bodies are forwarded.** 

" In June last many gf the two years' 
regiments went homo, ^ud ou their way 
through this city, their wounded and sii^ 
who were too feeble to g<i forxvord with the 
regiments, ont^^red our little Hospital. 
Over 120 have in. this way either stopped, 
to be subsoqueutly prox>erly disposed of in 
Gkneral Hospitals, or aimply to have their 
woimds dressed and oat a meal, to im-igo- 
rate tliem for the tiresome railroad jooznej 
before them." • 

** The doom of the * Home * are open 
night and diiy; jet Tigilant watch is kept, 
nf)t toli.irbur any man who ought to be with 
Im regiment, or reporting to some Medical 
(MDteer. Othanriae^ &e 'Home* would 
qniaUy become what of course there is, as 
we are rea<ly to ficknowlcdge, apparent and 
real <langer of its becoming, unlcs.s wisely 
managed, viz., a phiUxiiUiropic iniet/erence 
with Army discipline, pleading its hnman- 
ity as on cxcu.se for its intrusion. To unite 
tender kindness and cordijd welcome with 
the exercise of a discriminating judgment, 
and often stem anthority, is not easy; bat 
I believe that in our Special Belief work 
the presence of the one does not exclude 



the working of tho other, and that not the 
soldier only, Imt the Army, is tho stronger 
because of the ' Hume. ° The name of 
every man who «itei8 there is recorded, 
his papers examined, and how he came 
there, foniul out. "NMienever there is a 
doubt about the man, a thorough inves- 
tigation of his ease is at once made, which 
sometimes results in turning over to the 
military authorities deserters, and men 
who think tliat within the woUs of a chari- 
table institution they can find a ready shel- 
tei^fiva mean ahiridng of dnty. 

" I enter this record because it ia needed 
to answer tho honest objoefiou whioh, on 
the ground of ita 'tendency to weaken 
military discipline,' might be madetoUie 
fundamental jaiueiple on which the Spe- 
cial Rfliof work of the Sunitarv ('(uumis- 
simi in based, and ou which the Uouies and 
Lodges, scattered now all over the East 
and West, are founded. The anthority and 
imiK)rtance of militaiy discipline are imt 
set aside or lost sitrht of; on the eontrarv, 
they are always ngidiy in±>isted upon. In 
this wrak the Sanitaiy Oommiaaion, as the 
representatives of the people at home, seeks 
to do precisely what it Ijclieves would gladly 
be dune — ^jirere it right or possible to enter 
into this kind of work— by the IfHitaiy and 
Medical authorities themselves, under the 
administration which the people all SO COf^ 
dittlly desire to supi>ort." 

To turn again to the records of the Home.

This roUef station consists of sis build- 
ings. A dormatory of a hundred beds: a 
dining-room, aeatiiig about one hundred, 
with a large kitchen attached: a baggage- 
room, where all the diaduttged men coming 



in to be paid off can deposit th< ir baggage, 
receiving a chock for it: a storehouse: 
quarteis for tfie guard: and a bAilding con- 
taining <he office d the Free Penaion 
Agency, ofl3co of the Modicnl Examiner for 
pensions, and ticket nffir-o for the Railroad 
agent, selling tlurough-tickets to soldiers at 
xednoed^ratea of fare. 

AU disabled soldiers discharged directly 
I from the Army of the Potomac or from the 
i Ho^itals in this vicinity come to the Pay- 
j maater'a offlkie, whioh ia vitliin this eame 
j indosnre, to be paid ofil (SoTemmenteaii 
no longer hold iti^elf directly responsible 
for these men, and here is where wo take 
I them np. Tet Gofvernment cordiidly co- 
j opmaftea in our worit, farmahingto flie 
: Commi?ision part of these very buildings, 
, and giving such army rations at this Lodge 
as we can use for these men advanta- 
geously with oar oQter euppliea. 

The object of the whole thing at this 
Lodge is this, viz. : so to .supply to the dis- 
charged soldier close at his hahd and with- 
I outaeeniof eoBt» allthatheneeds— food, 
I lodging, aawiataiMie in correcting his piCpers, 
aid in looking np his claims, lu lp in ob- 
tninincr his pension and his bmuity — such 
that there can be no excuse or opportunity 
for the addier to pat himself or be pnt 
into the hands of claim agents and sharp- 
en, or to go out and expose himwlf to the 
temptations of the city. 

aecore thiaend, every man who cornea 
to the paymaster with his diBcIiarge» at onoe 
receives a ticket insuring him care and a 
helping hand; and by an arr:iii<jement with 
the paymaster, whenever u man appears 
with defeotiTe papers, he is at onoe referred 
to the Relief Office for awriatanrn or advice. 
The work at that office occupies three p«T- 
sous constantly, besides those who go with 
caaea that hare to be looked up personally 
at the hospitals or with the regimental offi- 
cers iu the !u !d, and cannot be arranged bj 
corre8]>ondenoe. 

To indicate something of the kind of 
work done here, I make the following ex- 
tract from the report of Mr. J. B. Abbott» 
who has served most faithfully and ertieient- 
Ij as Assistant Special liclief Agent, uith 
hia offioe at Lodge No. 4, and npon whom 
almost the entire responsibility in tliis de- 
partment for the past year has rested. 
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"At this oflice and Lodge No. ^ from 
Jan*7 Ist to Oct Ist, 1868, wmiber of 
diflohaiged ftoldien vhom mooooIb against 

the Govonimont Lave lieeu settled tlirough 
our assistance, men •who were too feeble to 
atttiud to settling their own accounts, or. 
who were tinable to obtain tlidr pay, be> 
cause of some charge against them on tli9 
imy-roUs, or some erfon in tlieur papen, 
2,130." 

Infonnation and diieotions have been 
gi%-en raUtive to settling pay accounts, oo!* 

looting nrn>!irs of ]>ay, e\tr;i duty pny, 
oouimutatiou uumey to about 9,C)0U men. 

The aggregate Talne of the 2,130 cases 
amounted to 1180,160.01. This amonnt 
vcns, collected uud paid to the soildiers 
tlir<tup(h this onii'i'. 

But for the giatuitoua aid thus afforded 
these soldien diaohaxged fkom the seirice, 
disabled by wounds or worn down by long 
marches and cxpr-siirc in the field, or en- 
feebled by diatfase, anxious to get home, 
woold haTe tfpplied to ** Claim Agents " for 
aid in obtaining speedily tiieir dues frran 
th(? (Tovernment, submitting willingly to 
pay ft commission ranging from 10 to 40 
per cent. These agents, ^ith some rare ami 
admirable exertions, in four cases oat of 
eveiy five, impede the settlement of ac- 
counts instca<lof facilitating them. 

Taking 10 percent, as an average, which is 
the lowest commission usnalfy charged by 
CSaim Agents, the amount saved to the 
soldiers in adjusting the 2,130 cases of 
which a record has been kept, is shown to 
be $13,015.90. Add to this 10 per cent, of 
the pfobable aggregate -valne of the 9,000 
cases in which information and dixeotions 
have been given, (for in most of these cases 
the soldiers woiUd otherwise have gone to 
Gfadm Agents,) and the amount saved to 
the soldiers through the Commission by 
this office is sliD^vn to be at least $70,000 
during nine months ending Sept. 30th. 

The number of letters written in adjust- 
ing the above cases of aafBofentimportanice 
to make a copy necessary-, 2,224. 

Many of tlii- casrs have l»een very diffi- 
cult to adjust, If (^luring hoverol weeks to 
complete them. Below I add extracts of 
two or three cases from n day's record of 
the Journal, which will show explicitly the 
character of the cases we adjust and the 



difficulties we meet with in completing 
them. 

" 8erg*t Edward W. M. Passage, Companv 
F, IGth Reg't Mich. Vols. Enrolled at 
I'lymouth, Mich., in July. 18G1, to scr\'e 
three years or during the war. ' Discharged 
bv reason of a Surgi'tui's rtifn atr of dis- 
ability, gi%tu at ('on\iil<>i. Tit ( iiiij) April 
30th. 1863.' The Comniandcr of the Poet 
being unable to obtain from his Company 
Commander his deseripUve list, the thite o*f 
last i)ayiii. )it r<,\\\.\ not Ix- given in his 
final statement.H, ni>r his clothing account, 
except the amonnt ($3.00) of e(Sra clolh- 
ing drawn at Convalescent Camp. Left 
his regiment in -Iiuie, ■(12. just proious to 
the battles before Itichmond, lnu yf iffg ft ^l lftn 
a victim to the malarial fever; was pot 
into one of the corji.s liospitals for a few 
days, and then sent to Tortri ss MonriH-, 
where ho remained a short time. He was 
then transferred to General Hospital in 
Philadeli)hia. In this Hospifid he rc- ' 
eeived a furlougli for thirty days, and went 
home to Detroit, Michigan. 'At the expi* 
ration of his f urloogh, being unable to re- 
port back to Philadelphia, he reijorted. as 
soon as he was able, to the nearest military 
post, St Maiy's General Hospital, De- 
troit, Ifidiigan; bat not aware of the prop- 
er form, did not notify the surgeon in 
charge of the Hospitai in Tliiladelphia, 
wheie he received his fnrlongh; wnse- 
quently he was niarlv. d ' f/tAvr^ r. ' and so 
reported to his Couiiiuny Commander, who 
ha.'^ borne him as *a deserter' npon the 
su bse« |uent pay-rolls. 

"While in St. Mary's Ho^ital, having 
partially recovered his liralth, he received 
papers from Michigan aiitliurizing him to 
recniit men for the senice, at the same 
time reoeiving a furlough for twenfy days, 
which was twice extended twt utv days. 
Af Ihe expiration of his fnrl.aigh < xt' ii- 
sions he reported to the couunondcr of the 
Military Barracks at Detroit, who reported 
him for duty and fonvarded him to Wash- 
ington. From Washington lu; was sent to 
Convalescent Camp, and there pronounced 
unlit for militaxy duly and discharged 
the service." 

"This man was not aware that lie was 
marked * a deserter ' till he applied to the 
Paymaster-General to get indorsed upon 
his final statements the date e»f liis last 
pa>Tnent. Then he was informed that he 
was entitled to no pay, being V)ome ' a de- 
serter ' upon the pay-roll. Ho denied the 
raarge, and was referred by the Chief 
Clerk to this office for asaiatance in get* 
ting the charge removed. 

** We obtained a certificate from the sur- 
geon or ]ihysician who att< ndxl him after 
the expiration of his furlough until he re- 
ported to St. Marj''8 H«Mpiial, stating that 
during this time he was nnable to report 
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because of diwiliility. This i-ertiticate was 
given iiniler uuth laforo a Nutwy Public. 
Certificates were iilso obtained, one by one, 
from the several military posts where he 
had been, covering his time from the date 
he WHS marked a deserter to the date of liis 
discharge. Upon these ccrtiflcatea we got 
the chmrge ramoved and secnred his pay." 

" Wm. Benty, private, Company F, IGth 
Regiment U. S. Infuntrj', enlisted at Clay- 
ton, lowu, November (!tli, iMil. 'Dis- 
charged on a HurKt'on's ecrtitieato of disa- 
bility,' given at Camp Parole^ Annapolis, 
• Md., April 7th, 1863, 'becaiue of a gnn* 
shot wound, the ball n< v< r having been e x- 
tracted.' The wound has not healed, and 
it troubles him Toy rnneh; he ia anxious 
to get home; says he * cares very little 
about his pay, if he can only get home.' 
He was wounded at Pittsburg Lauding, 
Touueasee, sent to Hospital, Ne^'port, Ken- 
tacky, -where he remained nearly tiiree 
montlis. The surgeon rouniili i< (] him im- 
iit for miUtiiry duty, ami wius williug to give 
him a discharge, but eouhl not, as he could 
not obtain his de.^criptivf list. At his own 
recjuest, tin: eoiuuuuider of the post gave 
him a pass to go to his regiment, then in 
Northem Alabama, to get his deacripfcive 
Hat. On hjs way baek ne was taken pris- 
oner by gueiTillus, (thLs was about the 22d 
of August, 18G2.) his money and etfeets 
taken from him, and hia papers destroyed. 
He was sent tn Chattanooga, thence to Ma- 
con, Georgia, and after nearly two months' 
conHnement, was .seiit to Kichmond and 
paroled on the 18th of October, 1H()2. At 
the expiration of his pass, given by the 
commander of tlie post at NewjMirt. Ken- 
tucky, he hiui been marked 'a deserter,' 
as nothing hiul been heard of him, and so 
reported to his commanding offieor. who 
marked him ' a deserter ' upon the regi- 
mental pay-rolls. 

' ' Wo obtained a certificate from the Com- 
missary-Qeneral of paroled priaoners, giv- 
ini? the dut^* of his capture and parole, gath- 
ered up one by one all the important facts 
of the case, and forwarded them to his Com- 
pany Commander, so that at length we <ib- 
taincd a certificate, certifying that the man 
had been WTongly marked ' a deserter. " 
Upon this evidence, the charge was remov- 
ed andhiapaysecimd, amonntingto nearly 
one hundred and fifty dollar.s. 

"This man we furnished transportation 
home, from money of the ' Ware Fond,' and 
wh( u his account was settled, we forwarded 
him a <lraft for liis money." 

"George Poole, Company K, 3d Mary- 
land Vols., enrolled in Company C. Balti- 
more Light Infantry, in Dec, 1661; he was 
sabseqnently transferred toOompany 
In June. 1 the Baltimore Light Infantry 
was consolidated with the 3d Indiana Vols.

pany formed at the time of con.solidation. 
Discliarged on a surgeon's certilieate of 
disability given at ('ouvale8«*ent Camp; 
claims pay from the 2Hth of Fcby, l.sC'i. to 
the date of his discharge, exempt for the 
months of Januaiy, l''ebruary, March, and 
April, 1863, lor which months ho was paid, 
except from the 29th of Jan 'y to the 19th 
of Feb. ; for this jieriod his i)ay was de- 
ducted, he being marked a 'deserter.' I 
obtained an ofticial certificate showing that 
he was not a deserter for this peinod, and 
got the charge removed, which entitles him 
to the amount dt-dueted from his ])ay. To 
; secure his back pay or get it endorsed upon 
. his final Btatemenw, we were obliged to get 
statements fnmi rolls in tin ild ('.jm|itiol- 
ler'soflice, 2<l Auditor s otiiee, and oiUcesof 
two regimental pa\tna8tenr, besides exam- 
ining several rolls in dit^'- r. n* .iceoniits 
on file at the Pajnnaster-Gci,. lai sullirc. to 
verify his'statement, or to obtain i i I n, r 
that he was really entitled to the pay which 
he claimed. 

" Havint,' shown satisfactory i vid.-ncr to 
the Pay Department that he was entitled 
to the pav whicli he claimed, it was eudoni> 
ed upon tiis iiii;d statement, imd liismoney 
secured, umouutmg to Sl8().vSr>." 
I *' We are daily completing sucli eases as 
I the above, and some more ooniplieatcd^ 
which, except for the aid afforded by the 
I Commission, would liuve been jdaeed in the 
haiuls of elaim agents before referred to, 
who usiuiUy charge in such cases from $25 
to ^?5(); or the soldiers wouhl have dispo.sed 
of their claims to some shaii)er for a paa- 
j sage home, as many of these men are very 
! willing to do, after having been confined 
I in ho.spitah for months, and anxious to 
reach their friends; and in such cases the 
' man leaves with the word * deserter' aihxed 
to him." 

" We aro greatly indebted to tho \m\- 
form kindue.ss, t^on.siderution, and co-oper- 
ation that has invariably been extended to 
us by the officers and ck rks of the yarioos 
Goverament oiBcee with whom we have 
had business to perform. I de.sire «!8pe- 
cially to mention tiie names of E. H. 
Brook.s, Rsfj., chief clerk, Paymaster-Gen- 
eral's oflice, aiul Major D. Taylor, Paymas- 
ter of discharged soldiers." 

" In submitting this report. I desin^ to 
bear teatimonv to the faithfulness of my 
assistants, and their constant interest in 
the work. " 

Lodge No. 5, near Oth Street Wliarf. This 

was a small building, but it has rendered 

valoaible service, giving food and shelter to 

.sick or wounded men arriving on the boats 

from Aquia Creek, and furnishing food to 

j be carried into such boats as, loaJcd witli 

wounded, had no adoquate provision for 

feeding the men on board. 
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An omlnilnnfo W!U* 8tatir)ne(l at tliis 
liodge to take men to the Homo, o» to Hos- 
pitals: tho Superintendent of tbo Lodge 
visited eveiy boat immediaidly on its sniTsl 

at the wharf, and rondororl all assistance 
and gave all nocded inforiniitinn to the sick 
or wounded, taking those iinuble to walk 
in ambnlancefl, and prtuding the others to 
the horse-cars, and furnishing them with 
tickf-fs to po to tlie Payniastrr's (ini("(\ i^r to 
the Homq, or eLsowhere, an the case naight 
be. 

Then mm one iraek, at the time of tihe 

breaking up of the Corps HospitulH near 
Aquia Crock, when we gave cofiee and food 
to over live thousand (5,000) men on board 
the boats which arriTed at the wharf. 

The boats cAme np in such rapid .suc<»es- 
sion, that with all the cHiciencv of the 
Medical Director, (and sorely no man ip the 
whole Medical Depoitmeiit— I am safe in 
saying— does or can more folly and ad- 
mirably unite wis»> and energetic efRciency 
with kind and gemrouH himianity, tlian 
does Dr. Abbott, the Medical Director at 
Washington), with all his promptness in 
having his entire train of ami n lances at 
the wharf waiting night and day. it was 
simply impossible but that many of these 
mmt nnmbered by thousands) should be 
detained ctften some honn before their 
turn would rninr' t(i he removed. 3Iean- 
timc, they needed just tho core we were 
ready to give to them. 

This neoessify existed, as is seen, fjcom 
no oversight in having all zeaaonable pro- 
visions made. 

And in tliia connection I may titly refer, 
both for the sake of jnstice to the Medical 
Department, and as an apology for our own 
exintenrr, to tlio frequent inquire' uttered, 
often in a tone of censure, how it in pu.ssi- 
ble, if the Medical officers do their duty, 
that there can be any opportunity even for 
this sujipleiueittiiry work of relief. 

The question shows utter ignorance of 
the terrific weight of work of the most 
oompUcated and ddicate ohaxaeter, whidi 
the officers of the Medical Department had 
upon their hands, and of their constant 
liability to be called upon at any niomcnt 
to meet great and vnexpeeted emergencies. 
The fact is simply this: that while tho Med- 
ical D^Mtrtment has made a larger and 



wiser provision fur lite comfort of tho sick 
and the wounded than the world ever be- 
fore saw, there is not, and cannot be, a 
mimitenesa of detail and a waiting at 
I every comer to give to a fainting soldier s 
I cup of water, such as friends at home in 
their anxious love ask for. Yet thin 
work needs to be done, and therefore we, 
who are simply the hands to the peojde's 
heart and bountv, do tlic work. But if the 
Medical Department were to attempt it in 
all its mxnntin of dirtatl, their power for 
their vwn bnndred-fold greater work wonld 
be weakened in a way that wonld find no 
iustification. 

But to return from this digr^siou: this 
Lodge, NOb 5, was removed a month since 
to Maryland Avenue, near the B. B. Sta- 
tion, where it i.s doing the same work for 
the sick or wounded arriving by cars from 
the Army, whidb was formerly done on the 
wharf, for those axriving hj boats.

Closely connected with the work at the 
Relief Station in Maryland Avenue is the 
Lodge at Alexandria, located 'n'ithiu tho 
stockade, near the milway track and jnno- 
tion, where all the cais to and from the 
Army .stop. Here there is ;i Lod^e IG 
feet by 90, with an L 24x32, furnished with 
all conyenifflM)es of gas and water, and ad- 
miraUy arranged and eondneted by Mr. 
James Kichardaon, Special Relief Agent. 
Alexandria is now the " Gateway of the 
Army of the Potomac," and whenever a 
train of siek or wonnded is coming in, a 
telegram is sent in advance from the front, 
and when tlie train arrives at this jioint 
food is ready for tbem and distributed 
among them while the train is waiting. 
Here, too, are often gathered at night sick 
men who arrive too late to pn on to Wash- 
ington, or who are uuexpeeti^Uy delayed. 
A sign upon the office of Col. Deveroux 
reads, "All dck, wonnded, and invalid sol- 
diers are requested to report to the Sani« 
tary Commission Lodge. " 

Tho nocesaity for the existence of this 
Belief Station is indicated by the fsot Hint 
during the first week after il mm opened 
1,761 meals wen given here. 
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lu Juuuaiy kust "The Nurses' Home" 
was opened, uudAr the care of Mrs. Br. 
CaMwdl, ii) WftsfaiDgtoB» near the Special 
Belief Ollicc. 

The Nurses' Home has proved a source 
of immense reliel to nnnes anriviug iit the 
city, ami to thoBo worn down by servioe at 
tJje bos]>itnl.s and ncenliug a ffw drtys of 
(juiet imtl rest, and also to the wives and 
mothers, aud Hometimcs daughters, of sol- 
diem, who haye come on seeldiig their boa* 
brniils, nr sonfl, or fatheTBj in tiie variona 
hospitaiij. Wo hnvp had a very large num- 
ber, during the post two mcmths, of this 
latter dass to cere for, who, ntterly igno- 
rant of the cost of the jottmeijr, and ol ob- 
taining: 'joard and lod<^i»g, even for a day 
(ir tw<», in the <'ity, were utterly destitute 
aud helpless. A uumber who were weary 
and almost broken-hearted hare been re- 
' ofeiTed here as at a home. A number of 
refugees, al*^o — motherH and little children 
—have been received here and warmed and 
dothed. This has fwoTed in ila woxkiug 
one of the kitukat charities oil the Com- 
uiiHHiun. 

Since the " Nui-ws' Home " was 
opened, in January, the total num-

1863, and np to this date 
(Oct. let) 985 applications for inyslid pen- 
Bions have b(>en made from this office, and 
the neceusarj' papcru filed in the Govern- 
ment Penaidn Bureao,*' 

The AgenogrhaapiiOTedabenafieent one 

to the soldiers in many ways. 

1. "It has saved to them already on ag- 
gregate expense of more than Hsb woutand 
dolUtrs, (Stj.OOO,) and at the same rate will 
save in a year over ten thousand ($10,005. ) 

S. ** It has zesened them firom imposi- 
tion, annoyance, and a great amotmt of 
trouble, in ascertaining in what way to pro- 
cure their pensions.

4. "It has also come tlin relief of sev- 
eral who had employed and paid attorneys 
whom the Pension Office has refused, on 
account of some misoondoct, to reoogniae 
as attorneys in any case. 

"Finally, the A;.?ency has 1i. m of no 
small service to the Uoveniuieut, in pro- 
curing and for\varding all the testimonj 
bearing upon a claim— that which makes 
against a case, as well jvs that which makes 
for it. In this way it will nndoubtedly 
save man^ hundreds of dollars to tlie Gov- 
ernment m a moderate length of time. " 

i Agency for geUiny Back Pay /</r Soldiers 
in Hb^tUeUt.— It was found that many 
soldiers in hospitals had various amounts 
of back pay due them, which their fami- 
lies sorely needed, but which was so tied 
up, that it could not be collected without 
an amoimt of investigation and labor which 
the I'ay masters had no right to bestow 
upon individuals. 

An agent ct the Cqmmissiou, authorized 
by the Paymaater<}enaRBl'8 Chief Cllerl^liafl 
entered upon the work of obtaining the 
necessary information in each such cn.se, so 
as to enable the Chief Clerk to f uruiah to 
the man a eettifieate of the yvy due to 
him, so that he can draw his money upon it» 
The report of ISfr. Neal, the agent of the 
Commission, shows that in Stanton Hos- 
pital alone, during the first week of his 
work, thebaek pay of 56\men was thus 
collected. Some of it ha<l been due six or 
eight months, and the men had been mus- 
tered and paid for intermediate months, 
leaving this iriiioh was due in the poaitum 
of an old debt. The total amount of money 
thus put into the hands of tliese 66 men 
(idmost every doUar. of which, as I learned, 
was sent to their homes by the chaplain,) 
was over 18,000. The detail of thia work 
involves much painstaking labor, but its 
results amply npoy ^ the tim^ aqpense, 
and care. 

Another agency connected with the 
Spedal Belief QfBee has been the work of 

seeking to guard the discharged stddiers 
while scattered through the city from beinp 
robbed or foully dealt with. For thia pur- 
pose during the past alxnunittia we hagre 
employed, besides a relief agent, a '^Mao* 
tivc," who %'iHits the R. R. Station and all 
the places of resort, and whose duty it hat 
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Imn to watch for and bring to jnstioe all 
persons who were imposing npou tho sol- 

(lici-s, tlotniiiing them, lending thorn ii5<trnv, 
or (HUiimitting fruud uiwu them; and tho 
city 18 full uf men who ore thus lyiug in wait 
for tlie soldier. Tliis deteetive, hj means 
whieh need not he .specified, hius rendered 
greut sen'iee, anil liis work is not ended. 

Tlie iielicf iStatiuu uud hnuich of the 
"Home" at '^Gonvalesoent Oamp,** Alexan- 
dria, near Fort ^Vllmny, is still under the 
ear* of Wins Amy M. Bx&dltiy, formerly 
uiatrou of the "Home." 

The' -whole woA is managed effid^ailj 
and witii great anccess. She ha.s the con- 
fidenee und co-operation of all the ofTicers 
in charge of the Cur/ts, and daily she comes 
with ambulances into Wiishiugton,^ to the 
^ymaater'B office* and to the *'H<mie" and 
Boilway station, bringing tho sick and dis- 
charged men who have been receiving her 
care. 

Miss Bradley \s re{>{>rt of the past nine 
months' labor in this camp of some five 
thoii.sand men, sh<nv.*< wli.it nn amf)tint of 
work can be done, I'elief aiforded, inlluence 
exerted by one inditidoal ihotonghly in 
earnest, and with resources at band. 

Tickets directing the bearer to call at tho 
Sanitarj- Commi.>^.sion Lodge, for snch arti- 
cles as the Burgeon may specify, are put 
into the hands of all the sargeons and oA- 
oexs in the camp, and u.s occasion calls 
these tickets are tilled »>nt and given to tin: 
invalids who need supplies. In this way, 
sinoe Jnne 1st, (fonr months,) Miss Brad- 
1^ has distributetl from the stock kept 
(Kinstantly on hand, .some four thousand of 
shLrts, drawers, sock.s, &<•., besides some 
10,000 smaller articles, such ns to web, haud- 
kefchie&,BlippeF8, and the like. Previonsto 
April, at which time regular hospitals were 
first e'^t^^lllished here, Mi*-^ Bradley, in 
hu.spital tents attached to the Lodge, at- 
tended to the Teiy £11, reoeiving there dnr* 
ing that time 125 .sick men. 

She aocorai^mied to WjisMngton to the 
Paymaster's office during fo.ir months, and 
asdsted manj of the more fi«eb1e in getting 
their pay, dneharged 8oIdie:-9 whose united 
pay amounted to over $100,<MM}.

It has been a good work, and I may fitly 
mention, that under the wi.se executive 
management of TJeiit.-Ci)l. Mi Kt lvey, tho 
name " Convulesent (.'amp ' no longer is 
associated with sufleriug, but is synony- 
mous with care, oomfort, and kind and 
tiberal provision for all that the oonvales- 
ot ni 8oldier needs. 

The cost to tlio Commission of maintain- 
ing this branch of its work in Washington 
and vicinity, from Dec. '2'>th, 18G2. to Oct, 
1st, l^iVA, has been about g24,5O0. Tliis does 
not iucludu nine hundred and eighty dol- 
lata nsad Cram the ** Ware Fond," so ealled, 
money placed in my hands for pnxposes . 
which do nut so legitimately <'ome within 
the original work of the Conuni.s.sion, but 
which yet has an earnest claim. Thus with 
that money we have sent to their hmnes 

dis<-li!trged soldiers who were dflStltllte, OT 
almost I 11 H rely destitute of nieaus:— many 
fathci-s, mothers, and wives of soldiers; — 
eome fsmiMesof refugees who came to ns 
in the saddest condition of want^ and 
Army nurses from tho front, siidc or wodt- 
ed down bv <levot<!d labor. 

Could 1 give u simple picture — in one 
gronp, as they pass before me— of all the 
persons who have been heli>«Ml hy the few 
hundred dollars, +'ntj"ring with their anx- 
ious faces, their camp-worn or truvcl-woru 
garments, some in monming, some very ' 
aged and bowed downi, and some as little 
children, it wniiM b*^ a picttirt with 
warm breath would breathe a blessing, 
which coidd be felt by the very heart of all 
thoee who have fornisbed the means for 
these additional charities.

REPORT FROM THE .ARMY OF THE 

CUMBERLAND. 

Sti:vj;nson, .Vla., Oct. 10, 1863.

flUMiOR, LtndnUie : 
Deau Riu— I regiet that I uin as yet un- 
able to furni.sh you a detailed r« i>ort of the 
operations of the Sanitary Commission in 
conneotion with the battles of CShiokunanga 
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on file 19ih and 20tli alt For ihe present 
I most beg yon to gsther. im i Joa of the 

situation, so far a« tbo Commission is con- 
ecnu'<l, Ivoia the hautilj written letters and 
telegrams I ham nml yon from ttmo to 
tune, and from Bey. Ibr. Heywood, who 
am inijiauicd m<> to the front, and who rc- 
turncil some time sinoo t<> Tjoiiisvilh'. I 
can only at present give jou on outline 
sketch, irhioli I beg 70a to " All in" with 
material abeadj on hand. 

Ever since the occnpation of Chattanooga 
•by our forces, our sole means of commu- 
nioation betweoi that ptttnt and the rail- 
road at Stevenaon and Bridgeport have 
been hy wnj^ons over the CnmViorland 
Mountains by two routes, the one being 
about 45 and the other about 60 miles from 
Hub fdaoe. The diffiooltiea in the way of 
trane])ortation wero great, but not insur* 
monntnble. On the 17th of Soi>tember seven 
army wagon-loadH of well-selocted stores 
were safely landed in Qiatianooga, and 
on the HSd—thankH to the energy and 
perseverance of Mr. Murdrell, liospital 
steward of the U3d Ohio, three more loads 
were added to the atodk. Theae Btoxea 
oonstituted abnost the entire dependenoo 
at the hospitals at Chattanooga niitil thr 
Tuesday and Wednesday succeeding the 
battles. Ou those days trains containing 
portionB of the Hedioal Pnrveyor'a atores 
reached the front ; thus furnishing an- 
other instance of tho nccf s.'iity of independ* 
ent medical transportation. 

On Monday the 31st, partly beeanaa of 
Che pressing necessities of tlic hoapilals^ 
partly because of jiossiblo military' con- 
tingencies, the oriU r was given U) distrib- 
ute all the sanitary and medical stores 
on hand among the hoqintals, and by Taea> 
day evening the Commission's rooms were 
cleared of their contents, and were occu- 
pied by our wounded men. Those who 
had not fallen into tiie hands of the enemy 
were made measurably comfortable. Dr. 
Bead, who h::tl bn-n ailirifr ff)r sonio time, 
and who had now, in addition, a wounded 
son thrown upon his hands, started on 
Tuesday, the 2Std of September, with hia 
son, and accompanied by Mr. M. C. Read, 
for the rear. The doctor, as I h'.inicd, (T 
passed him on the road without seeing 
htm,) apent acnne time at Nashville, and 



then proceeded in search of much-needed 

rest at his home in Ohio. Mr. M. C. 
Keiul established his quarters at Steven- 
son, the principal depot for supplies, and 
commenced the reorganization of his de- 
partment at iluB point. Ifr. Redding, tite 
ston^vfopcr at Chuttanoorra. f'mdinf,' his 
occnpatioii gone for the time Ix'ing, return- 
ed to Bridgeport with the intention of ac- 
.compaaying such stores as oonld be trana- 

port<'d over thr moimtaina. MaiviniX start- 
ed Mr. Larnibec to accompany six lnads 
from Bridgeport, he came ou to Stevenson, 
proonred and loaded tes morewagona, and 
started with them for Chattanooga. On 
the day snrceeding another waf»on was 
added to another train, thus placing sev- 
enteen army wagon-loads on the road atone 
time. Yaiious cansea, among which was 
a remarkably heavj- rain, conspired to de- 
lay the foremost trainS. and at tlie time 
of the rebel raid five trains containing llwst^ 
serenteen wagons had accumulated near thw 
foot, and on the hither side of the niiiiii; 
tain. All wore burned except a few loaded 
with forage, which were so wet that they 
ooold not be tinudestroyed. ISx. Bedding 
escaped, aa did also Mr. Wm. Andrew. 
Larrabeo had mis-sed his train entirely, and 
{ reached Chattanooga before the attjM'k. Dr. 
Buruum, the only remaining agent of the 
Gommiasion at "the front," reported to Dr. 
Perin, the Medical Director of the de- 
partment, for such duty as might be as- 
aigoed him in caring ff>r the woimded, and 
waa assigned to temporary duty at U. 8. 
General Hospital No. 1. On Txiesday Mr. 
Eno having inquired by courier from 
Bridgeport, as to the special wants at Chat- 
tauoogOy dispatched some fifteen ambu- 
lanoe loads which were taken p o ss e ssion of 
at the Genend Field Hospital ■ ti the 
north Hide of the river. Ou Friday morn- 
ing 1 reached Bridgeport, aec<»nipanied by 
' Ber. Mr. Heywood and Mr. Bishop, and 
reached Chattant>oga on the evening of 
Saturday, the 2tUh <jf Sept*-nd>er. The 
rcx>orl of the former yon have already re- 
ceived Terbally, and those of the latter 
have been transmitted to the Ho.spital 
Directorv" as opportunity offered. Mr. 
lUslioj) has been verj- niiiteriolly assisted 
iu the labor of collecting the statistics of the 
killed, wounded and missing by Mr. M. D. 
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After mnoli dday and manj disiqBpoint- 
ments he atertod on the 9th irith the tents, 

stores and furnituro, nnd wo <'an sny witli 
as luucU oertuiuty as of any I'litiiro event, 
thftt it win be in complete nmning order 
' in time l<Nr the next train of wounded men. 
•. The deprivations nn<l sufferings of thoso 
on thf two trains which havo ah'cady conic 
over that dreaded pti8sage, Lave convinced 
eveiy one of the necessity of the Iiodge, 
and there in no room for fear for the future 
in this rogiii d. It is expected that each am- 
bulance triin will ho arrange ita movemeut8 
as to stop at that point, vhere there is an 
abundance of wood and water, and will be 
abxuidance of wliDlrsome, palatable food, 
and of kind attention, for a good night's 
rest. The Chaplain Las boen indefatiga- 
ble in his eflbrts to get the mattw speedily 
and properly under way, and his former 
labors in connection with liis n -^iiucjit and 
iu the hospitid .serWce furnish every ueces- 
aaiy guarantee that this serrioe will be ad- 
ministered fiuthfnily and welL 

Mr. Bishop hiLH Im i u liusily en paged, in 
the face of many discouragumoutH, in pro- 
onring accoinfeeiliflts of the casualties in flie 
recent battles; pressing into the service 
Huch aid as was available. You will re- 
raeud>er that ho started from Louisville 
immediately after the battles, with two as- 
sistants for that special service. Dr. oil- 
man and Ml'. Wliiirtoii, hutli of \]\,- Direct- 
orj" (iflicc. It was tlmught best to leave 
Mr. W. at >iashville to accompany a car- 
load of stores on the next train. At Tul- 
lahoma we met a train of eighteen ears, 
loadi'd with the wounded who had worked 
their way to the railroad terminus, and who 
had been embarked without food or surgi- 
cal assistanee. Quartermaster-Gen. Meigs, 
for whom the train had been specially dis- 
patched, and who kindly permitted our 
party to accompanyhim, ordered the men 
to be fed by the onfy hotel in the town, 
and Dr. Hillman and an Indiana Hurgt'on 
— name not reM\oiiibo!> d — were plaoeil iu 
charge to care for the wounded until they 
could be regularly relieve<l. Dr. Hillmau 
found so muda of that kind of aerviee re> 
quired along the road, and the difficulties 
of reaching Chattanooga so groat, that he 
continued rendering such assistance as he 
could in that direction nntO Tuesday, the 



29th, when he started for the front with 
one of tlie tiuins, which afterwards fdl into 

the hand.s of the enemy. T regret exceed- 
ingly that I am unable to give further tid- 
ings of him. The General Hospitals Lave 
already commenced the transmisAu of re- 
port.s to u^;, and a.s rapidly as iMj-s-iblc all 
the hospitals will assiiujo a in u.^ or less 
permanent form, and rejiort ihiily to the 
office at Lonisville. 

I returned to this point from Chattanoo- 
ga on till' r.l!i ■'! •., and expect t(j .start for 
Louisviile lu two or thret^ dayji. The work 
of the Oommisaiott has boen rcorganiMd 
here, and the force is distributed as fol- 
lows: M. C Read and Mr. IJ. dding are at 
Chattanooga; Chaplain KeniiL-dy and Lar- 
rabee arc to manage, assiHted by the neces- 
sary number of detailed men, the "Mount- 
ain Lodge;" and F. K. (^rary has charge of * 
the stores and work of the tlommi.naion at 
this point, imiited by Ira Place, the depot 
at Bridgeport having been withdrawn. 
With till- < \rrptioij 111" Chaplain Kennedy, 
of whom 1 li:ivt> ahi .uly siioken, you are 
well acquainted with the working character 
and abilities of these various represento- 
tiVea of the Commission in the field. Be- 
sides these, it is proper t«» make spt-cial 
mention f)f thn lid»or-t of William .\iidrew, 
Esq., of Indiana, sent out by you to in- 
spect, on the ground, the workings of the 
Coramifl.'iion ; and of ^fr. James Calvert, of 
Kentucky. The form, r lia-. ncglfcti'd no 
opportunity to alleviate thi; suUering-s by 
which he was surrounded; to this end con- 
stantly laboring as a volunteer dresser in 
the hospitjd.s, and accompanying a train of 
wounded on its three days' journey froni 
Chattanooga to this point, uud another 
from tlus to Nashville. The latter, so soon 
as he had assured him.solf of the safe deliv- 
erance of his three »<m» from the perils of 
the late battles, reportf^d hinuelf t<i me for 
such service as might be assigned bim. 

The two pressing w»ints at that time were 
the safe tr iiisiiii . it^u of stores and the 
names (tf killed and wounded for the Di- 
xeciory; he preferred to undertake to sup- 
ply the former need. 

♦ * ♦ y ♦ * 

• On Tuesday, the 2'Jth ult., aM.l nn Thurs- 
day, the Ist inat., ambulance trains were 
diqpatohed to the field for our wounded 
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left in the liouds of tho enemy. All who 
were severelj -wounded trare paroled and 

brought in — those more slightly wonudfd 
lu inp rescnf'd for ifL^ilar exrlmnpro, \ia, 
Richmond. Tho men are miiform in their 
iestinidhy as to the neglect and consequent 
rafifering they experienced. Offieeni tuid 
nw n. including the surgeons -who remained 
to take care of tlie wounjlcd.M pro, in almost 
all coses, dejjrived of their blankets, over- 
ooftta, and in mnny inatancee ahoea and 
other wearing apparel; they were robbed 
of flic contents of their po<"ket« — "green- 
backs being especially sought after. The 
food left for their auhaistence ynm talcm 
from tiiem, and corn-meal and water fur- 
nished in its stead. They likewise sxiffer- 
ed greatly from the impossibility of having 
their wounds properly attended to — the 
* rebelfl having taken from onr anrgeona the 
greater portion of the opplinncea left for 
thcin- includinj^ iiiHlmmonts mid bnndnRes. 
Tho ambuliuiceii sent with a flag of truce 
for flia woonded, ten days after the battle, 
and delivered into the hands of the enemy 
at their lines, were returned roVibed of 
evcrytliinfj movable, and in many cases 
brokeu-down horses substituted for those 
sent ont. These matters are referred to iis 
afifording another instance of the chivalrous 
charai'tor (tf our foe fiml of the mamicr in 
which he prudiccs tho amenities of wxir, of 
wbieh none better than he can apmifc. 

Kotwithatandiug tho diaagreeabilities, 
general and special, which have attended 
this campaign, and succeeded these bottles, 
our soldiers are st ill tho rare heroes they 
have hiUterto shown themselves to be af t«r 
the battles on the Penin.sula, before Vicks- 
bnrgand at Stone River. Sufiforingis borne 
with a bravei*y which is truly splendid; 
there ia everywhere the eamaretderie of vet* 
eran campaignci's, and self-abnegation is 
often manifested worthy of the highest 
type of the Christian. That such a people 
battling in saob a oanae as onzs should so 
suffer at tho hands of such a foe, fighting 
for so infernal a cause, must even remain 
here, among the most i!ificnit.nblo of the 
dispensations of uu all-wise and all-good 
Providence.

Extract from a Letter from Dr. GEO. A. 
BLAKE, Inspector at New Orleans, La. 

New Okleans, Od. 16, 18C3. 
* * * * Tlit> otlifr day I Hniijilied 
deficiencies occu-sioued by tho neglect of 
somo ofilcer, that could be supplied from 
no other source. The medical department 
decided to try an experiment — a sea-voyage 
for convalescL'uts. One hum] red and twen- 
ty-five soldiers were selected to moke a trip 
to New York and retom, on the "Evening 
SUir." The officers of these men left them 
at Convalescent Camp, without their de- 
scriptive rolls, and that being the basis oj. 
eveiy issue, no Quartermaster would fnruidi 
them even the neoesaazies of life, mnoh 



less its comforts. Col. Beckwitli, V. S. .V., 
commandinfj: defences of New Orhnun. 
asked me to furnish tho men with what- 
ever artielea were indispensable for their 
health and comfort. Aooordingly. I >'i^ited 
tho barracks — the men wcrr ]iariulcd, an 
inspection made, and their boveral wautH 
asoertained. I delivered stores to the offi- 
cer in oommaad, which were distribntcd to 
tho men aboard ship. The men generally 
were in a sod phght, without shirts, socks, 
or blaukebi, aud with thoroughly ventilated 
pants! Had there been no U. B. Sanitary 
Commission to give them the^^e substan- 
tial comforts, woolen Khirts, dmwi r.s. socks, 
quilts, blankets, pouts,, ^c, 1 believe th« 
experiment of sending feeble, shivering 
convalesoents to a northern latitude, at 
this Reason <>f tlie year, would have been 
less productive of good. 
Two days ago I received a telegram tcvrn, 
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the Medical Director of the loth Army 
Corjis, lit Now Iberia, La., to forward, if 
possible, some woolen shirts and drawers. 
I sent at once abcmt four hundr^ * » * 
I isdoae & eommimioation to the ** St«n« 
ford (Conn.) Advocate," of Sept. 25, re- 
oeivf'd frnin sonic oii(> niikuowu to mo. 

"Mu. iLiUToi; - Tht;n' is in our village a 
looiety called Soldiers' Aid Society. In its 
ptresent plan I believe auxiliary to the San- 
Hazy Gommienion, IT. 8. A. Within the 

pu.st cli'vni inoutliH I have had largo op- 
portunities of wat<^'liing tho practical work- 
ings of this institution in one oC its out- 
post-^, and think perhaps a jslnin sf!it*nn(*nt 
of a few facts, as I liavo learned them, 
might afford enoonragement to the ladiM 
€Q£paged in it. 

" My first acqnaiAtance^fh the Sanitary 
Commission cnme through a small pamph- 
let, sent me by its agent, soon after lour 
arrival at Camp Parapet Following up 
the invitation contained in it, I ina'lr tho 
acqumutjincc of iUt agent, and fuimd that 
through him I could obtain, witli>iiit cir- 
.oomlocution, the essentials for tlie l^ouse- 
keeping department of a military hospital, 
whether in active campaign, or guard duty, 
or the more .settled condition of post, or 
alty ho.s]jital, and whether the patients 
worf snfTuriiig from disfnvHo incident to tho 
locality ill which they were situated, or 
from wounds received in battle. And, Mr. 
Editor, I wish to.beur teatixnony to the 
fiMt that, in all these Tarions conditions, 
tho SanitaiTr- Commission fnniislics to the 
sufttring soldier just that kind of delicacy 
or substantial which a judicions moflier or 
wife would furnish if tlu v had opportunity. 
I have seen empty old buildings, as by 
magic, assume in « day the air of comfort 
and (urder of arrangement of long-estab- 
Hahed city hospitals. Not soon shall I 
(v;as( to warm over tin' recollection of some 
of tiiesu trauttformatious. Fox example, 
men* to the number of several hnndreda, 
after the figlit at Bi^thind, wrro V>ronght to 
Berwick City in flat-boats, skiffs, and little 
steamers, ^vounded in evenr conceivable 
mumer. They had received all the atten- 
tion that good medical skill could afford 
amid the dm imd smoke of actual oontlii t, 
but were so dirty, black, and uncomforta- 
ble, as not to be reoogpized by their most 
intimuto friends, until the renovating hands 
of tt niler nur.<c8 Jiad washed away thoir 
blood and dust, aud put on them and their 
beds clean clothes; all which, not excepting 
a piece of soap or a row of pins, were fur- 
nished by the vtoclel ilepartment of the Gulf, 
and the Sauitaxy Commission, sent thence 
dgfaty miles over a dow ndboad, but in 
time to do all T have intimated. And t 
must say, that ho who had looked, on the 
momiiig of Apail 18» at the intorior of that 



deserted building in Bei"niek City, stor*' 
below and tenements al)ove, its large and 
small rooms, dusty, cobwebbed, gloomy, 
and also at" the large hall of an adjoining 
building in the same condition, making in 
aU a floor area of afaoQi 1,600 yards, had 
seen on the following morning every availa- 
ble yard of thw space covered with wounded 

men, our country's A/v/rcv, sutT< riiiL; nn^Miish 

such as a wounded soldier only knows, 
mthont the shadow of comfort; on the 

Ronio evening again*seen nil tlie.st> sufferer.^ 
aiTangod in trim rows, on iron bedsteada 
and good mattre.'sse.'*, clean wounds, clean 
bandages, clean lint, dressings, &c., clean 
shirts, clean drawers, clean sheets and pil- 
low-eiuses, clean wards, with towels, and 
bowls, and brushes, and- rows of pins in 
their plaoes, tables supplied irith vases of 
flowers, pitcliers of ice-water, tumblers, 
bowls, viaLs, packages, all in their ])lace8, 
and the poor 8uffcrer.s sleeping (luietly un- 
der their musquito nets, all onh-r, all clean- 
liness, all beautiful, at ]»ost hospitid No. 2. 
Anybody, I say, that saw, as I saw, all 
this, and was not moved with deep grati- 
tude towards the iastitation that furnished 
tho means for all thLs magic cliange, is a 
character for a cage in a menagi ric. This 
post hospital, No. 2, is but an illitstration 
of Nos. 1, 3, 4, at Bei-uick City, at the . 
same time, also at Brashear City at differ- 
ent times; also at Lafourche C'rossing. In 
short, it but illustrates what may be at 
every hospitsl, extemporized or appointed, 
in the field or in tin eity, all (n er tho De- 
partment of the (ruif, an no dmdit is the 
ca.se in every department; and if all or any 
of this is wanting in any case, it is due to 
negligence on the jiart of oflu^ers in charge 
of hospitals, not to want of means furnished 
bjr Medical De^tartment aud iianitaiy Com- 
mission. 

■ Tn conclusion. T would sny to friends 
of the soldier everywhere, send your gifts 
tlirottgh the Sanitary Ctimmis.sioii. al w ays. 
They aro carefully husbanded and judi- 
ciously distributed to those who need them 
mo.st. Not, as often happens when other- 
wise sent, some articles accumulating to 
the extent of a nuisanoe, in one place, 
while other articles of real comfort arc en- 
tirely absent; all unequal and un-satisfacto- 
ry, to say nothing of the greater liabihty 
of the articles sent irreLnilar! y being de- 
voured by the army gulls, nu ii, sometimes 
officers, having no interest in the hospital, 
through whose hands they must pass.

PRISOiNKRS IN RICHMOND. 

Tho following correspondence relative to 
the forwarding supplies of clothing, te., 

to soldiers confined in Bichmond, was sug- 
gested by the reptirt made to the Commis- 
sion by Dr. McDonald and Mr. Scjiudlin. 
These gentlemen, the one an Ins]*, ctor and 
the other a Belief Agent of the Gbmmissicm, 
were taken prisoners near Emmcttsburg, 
Md., just after tho battle of Gettysburg, 
while they were on their way to the Army 
of the Potomac with supplies. They wen 
taken to Bichmond, and were inmates of 
"Libby Prison" and "Castle Thunder" 
for nearly three months. While there they 
sought every upiiortunity to benefit their 
felloW'priBoncrs, and to get such inform»- 
tion as would be of service to those whrf 
should hereafter be there confined. .They 
were assured that all supplies sent to the 
proper authorities would be applied imooid- 
ing to tho desires of those sending them. 

Former eipericjice had given eontidcnoo 
to the Commission that these a-ssuraneee 
conld be relied on, as invoices previously 
sent, of clothes and medicines, had reached 
tlic ]inrtir'< to whom tliev were sent. A 
new basis of exchange requii'ed that tho 
present stefaT shcuM be inqnind into. 
Hence the coRciipondence here given:

GmoBuir— I am inframed by Dr. Akz. 
IfoDonald, €S the Oommiasion, late a pris-

panidus in cftptivity, Kev. Mr. Scandlin, 
alno of this Commission, and Leonard 
Brink, uru so much indebted to you for 
jma efforts towards their rdeue, and your 
personul kindness to tlicm wLile passing 
into our lino.s,) that he was told by Dr. 
Wiikins, Surgeon in charge G. S. Military 
' Prison Hospital No. 1, (Libhy Prison,) that 
if supplies of clotliing, bedding, and read- 
ing matter should be srnt to his (Dr. Wil- 
kins*) care, he would guarantee their dis- 
tribution timoug the Union prisoners; and 
. that Oapk O. W. Aluander, A. A. O. and 
A. P. M., Castle Thunder, made a similar 
promise as regnrds reading matter, within 
his own precincts. 

From* the statement of Dr. ItfeDonald 
and l&r. Seandlin it appears that tbeabiDTO 
supplies arc greatly needed by our men 
now imprisoned there, and that a distribu- 
tion of snch would f»e oi ineatimaUe bene- 
fit to them. It is questionable, I suppose, 
whether, even if once i)n«srd within the 
enemy's lines, they would be permitted to 
reach their destination; but this Conunis- 
sion would gladly take the merest ohaace 
of their doing so, and would willingly risk 
any trouble and expense in forwarding 
them over our own Unes, provided such n 
oonrse shonld iuToIve no violation of mili- 
tary rules and exig« lu ios on our side. Of 
this you ore the judge. In behalf of our 
brave and unfortunate ofUcers and soldiers 
now pining, amid wont, squallor, and men- 
tal inoooupation, in the nmsome prisons 
^ of the enemy, will you kindly favor the 
Commission with your decision on this 
point? If favorable to the x'^oj^-'ct, any 
suggestions yon m^y see fit tP malle to- 
Wixds lis accomplisliment will be wel- 
OOmed, and. if possible, acted upOD.

Eztncfs from a Chapter on WATER ht 

SURGEON-GENERAL HAMMONiyS 
I TREATISE UN HYGIENE. 

, Drinkiny Watcr>i. — ihi- only waters 
I which arc tit for drinking (cxcludiug from 
ihi ip i^d the mineral waters, which are 
] r •]> i ly medicinal) are rain water, river 
w ater, and spring or well water. 

A water to be suitable for thin purpose 
should be free from any considerable qium- 
tity of organic or niiuerid constitiieiits, and 
consequently colorless, and without any 
peculiar odor t»r taste. At 80® Fahrenhen 
and SO inches of the barometer one hmi> 
dred volumee of water contain about five 

volnines of air. The large quautity of 
1 water imbibed by an iudindual ronders it 
I a matter of great importance that .substances 
I of a deleterious characti-r should not lip 
present, or if they are, that they should 
be capable of being readily removed. 

The army surgeon is frequently called 
upon to decide as to the fitness of water 
for the use of the troops, both Tu- drinking 
and washing, and he should therefore be 
enabled to make a conreot decision, and to 
suggest the means that may be available' 
for the purification of such wal^T as re- 
quires itb For those i)urpoBes very few 
i^pliances, in the way of apparatus and 
tests, are required. 

All waters of (lie elass under eunsidera- 
tion, except rain water, contain lime and 
chlorides, and frequently othpr mineral 
snbstancps, iu snlntion. The lime is in 
combiuutiou with either carbonic or snl- 
phtiric acid, or both, and the chlorides are 
j those of sodium, mngnesitnu. or ]>ot!is.sium 
1 It is probable that so far from being inju- ■ • 
' rious, these matt«'rH, when not i)resent in 
too great proportion, are rather beneficial ^ 
to we organism than otherwise. When, 
however, they exist in lar^'e (piautity. they 
produce intestinal disturbuucc, and the 
lime salts uudoubtedlv give rise to calcoli 
in the kidneys or lilatlder. Kiver water is 
also often, its has been said, loaded with 
other impurities. Some of these are of 
such a character as to cause serious dioeiises 
fin those who use the water in which tlu y 
are found, and are sometimes .so abundant 
as to be destructive to the lish Uviug in 
them. 

The earthy matters wliieli arc so abund-' 
ant in Ktmie rif our western river waters al- 
most invariably cause diarrh<ta in those 
who arc unaccustomed to their use, though 
this effect gradually ceases to be foodiioed 
if the diiiUEing of the water is peasisted 
in. 

In the .selection of sites for camps, hos- 
pitals, barracks, etc,, the medical officer is 
often consulted with ref ercnco to the char- 
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aoter of tlio water. In. tlie field it is fre- 
(HU'utly iiu])033ible to oamp troops in posi- 
tioiis wliicli uflord good drinking water, but 
in the location of hospitals and penuauent 
workR thin end can genorally be inBurcd. 
It should bo rt'colli't t^ d that no one sanitu- 
ry element in of inuri' iaiportance than the 
one under consideration. I have known 
stations selected without the least regard 
to the character of the water; where this 
wa.s so loaded with snlino matters that the 
men were aluiost constantly ofiected with 
dlarriiffift, or so oontaminated with organic 
BUbstiiiici's f1i;it jintrefartion cnmmencfd in 
a fiv,- hours after it was brought to the 
quarters. » * » .» 

Organic matters are frequently present 
in water, and give it qualities which ren- 
der it del' trvimi Tlii'v may be either 
gaseous or morphological, as portions of 
decomposing vegetable or aaimal remains, 
iafusoriaj algje, fungi, etc. "Water in 
which such matters arc found readily be- 
comes putrescent, and is most noxious to 
the health of those who nse it as a drink, 
producing tliaiThoea and forer. • ♦ 

E.r'Ditiii'tfiou of Drinkiicj Water. — By 
aacertaining the specific grayity of the 
mter to be tested, a Ton«i idea of the 
quautlti/ of solids contained in it cnn In- 
obtained. Kirwan gives the following 
formula for this puri)ose, whidi he states 
will generally indicate the proportion with* 
in one or two per cent. 

Deduct from the spocij'ic crrivity of the 
^ter the number 1000, and multiply the 
difference bj 1-4, the product will represent 
the quantity of solid contents. It gives 
the weight of the salts in their most desic- 
cated state, and cons, (in. iitly freed from 
their water of crystallization. The weight 
of fixed air must be also included. 

Thus, if the water under examination 
possess a qpecifio gravitj of 1015, the 1000 
sabtraeted from this sum leaves 15, which 
mtilfiplird by 1-4, gives 21, the number of 
ports of hoUd matter in 10(X) parts of the 
watar. A better plan is to evaporate to 
dryness a certain' amount of water, and to 
weigh the solid residue. 

Sulphuric acid in ist readily detected 
by solution of chloride of barium, by the 
action of which a heavy white precipitate 
of sulphate of barv-ta is ]iroduced. 

Chlorhydric acid is indicated by solution 
of nitrate of silver, by which a flaky pre- 
cipitate of chloride of silver, soluble in 
liquor ammonite, is thrown down. 

S>(lphtirt>itrd h}idrofjm, if j)rt'sent, forms, 
with solution of acetate of lead, a biowu 
precipitate of sulphuret of lead. In water 
containing lend, sulphuretted hydrogen, 
when passed through it, gives a like precip- 
itate. 

Lime gives, with oxal.ite of ammonia, a 
white precipitate of oxalate of lime. 
iKi^mcifa isindiMitedbjliqiior 



whioli separates it as a light flalqr predpt- 
tate. 

Iron forms, with tincture of galls, a 
black precipitate of tannate of iron; with 
ferrocyanido of potassium, a dark-blue 
precipitate of fenooyanide of iron ia 

formed. 

Organic Constituents. — The organic con- 
stituents of water whcm not in solution are 
readily detected by means of the micro- 
scope. 

Organic matters, when in solution, can 
be most satisfactorily discovered by means 
of solution of pennanpanate of potossa. 
This salt gives a bright-red color to the 
distilled water in wuch it ia diasohred, 
which hue is entirely removed on . sub- 
jecting it to the action of organic matter. 
We have thus a v;ilu;ib]e nic-ms of detect- 
ing impurities which would otherwise es- 
cape ohaenration. The method of pro- 
ccediug is very siin])le. A drop of satu- 
rated solution of permanganate of potasaa, 
or of Oondy's disinfectaut fluid, (whi<^ 
consists of a solution of alkaUno perman- 
ganates,) added to a half ])int of distilled 
water, gives to it a lieautiful ])iuk color, 
which will remain permanent for a long 
time; but if tiie same quantity be added 
to any ordinary drinking water, the per- 
muugauate is decomposed by the organic 
matter present, and toeoharactc ristic color 
ia destroyed as soon as found. If there 
be much organic matter present, more of 
the solution will be required to pnnluee 
any color at all; and, by the quantity 
used to cause the formation of a peima- 
nent jJink tinpe, we draw our conclusions 
relative to tin |)urity of tlu^ water examin- 
ed- The ])resenee of minute particles of 
organic matter is also readily indicated hj 
tliia reagent. ♦ • »

THE LESSON OP THE REPORTS. 

Tlie reports from Chattanooga, vrliioh wo 
pnblifth in this iinmbcr of tho Bi:lletin, 
throw so much light both on tho value of 
fhewofk wliidk the Comnuasion is doing 
And of the difficulties wiUi wliich it has to 
oont^'nd, that we nsk for a onrofiil porusal 
of them, m the best mode of up^iealiug for 
public sympathy and support iniereooold 
not bo a botter iUnrtnftiaii of our ralalioiia 
viih the army than is afforded by tlie state 
of things which pxistrd thnre after flie bat- 
tle of Chickumuuga. The occupatiuu uf 
Xjoolumt Moontain bj enemy left our 
amy dependent for all ila anpplies on a 
common and very bafl wnron-roiwl, nearly 
eightiy miles long, which incetiiiaut use and 
.heavy laina soon zendexed all but impaaaa- 
ble for wbeela. This at onoe placed the 
•whole forec on sliort mtions, and of course 
condemned nunib»'r» of sick and wounded 
to death. It cannot bo too clearly remem- 
bered tbat when a eriaia of this aort oconrs 
in military operationi^ the fifHt duty of a 
general is not to take eare of tlioKC! of 
mgn who are disabled, but of those who are 
tA for doty. Wb boainesa is to bring the 
eampaign to a successful issue at all costs, 
and if he ran rlo so and at the same time 
have proper attention paid to those wlio 
have been stricken down by battle or dis-

ease, hnmaiiity requires that he should do 
it. But if attention to the sick and wounded 
is at an likefy to interfere with the proper 
conduct of the military operation, th«; sad- 
dest, sternest, but most imperative nilo of 
war requires that bis whole resources in 
transportation, and in everything else, 
should be devoted rather to keeping the 
healthy in health than tn ri\storing tho non- 
effectives. Ammuuitiou, and bread for those 
who can use it, are the prime requisites of 
an army under all drcumstanees; and when 
anarmy gct.s into difficnltie.s like those of 
«nir army at Chattanooga, they only become 
tenfold more requisite tlian ever. At a 
erisia of thia sort, the medical department 
finds Itaelf too often paralyzed for want of 
stores and transportation. Tlio whola 
energies of tho military authorities are 
devoted to keeping the ranks full, and in 
forwarding reinforeenMnta and munitiona; 
so that it may be said that the surgeon finds 
til at as In'swantH increase the means ol sap* 
plying them dimiuisli. 

All theee difficulties have been aggraTated 
in the West by the natmre of tho country 
in whieh the operations are carried on, and 
by the immense distances at which the 
armies frequently And thamaalrai ttom 
their base distaneos whioh have had no 
parallel in European warfare, or only in 
tlic campaign of 1812 in Rus.sia. Instances 
have occurred of troops having boon de- 
pendent for all their snppliea mpoD aliaa 
of three hundred miles of wagon*road. And 
these long lines, it must be remembered, 
generally lie through regions desolated by 
two jeasa of war and inoesaan^ harried 
by goerrillaa, in which subsistence, forage^ 
and often even the shelter of a roof, ar* 
wanting. That, under such circumstances, 
the medical department of the army should 
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frequently find itself unable to meet •the 
dMnmdB upon it, isnoUungwonderMjtiie 
wonder woidd be if it did not. When the 

fierce shocks and nliarp blows of war 
(•(mH\ and thr fate of the whole army, or 
the iale oi the cause itself is at stake, the 
hospital is natnnUy and inevitably Mari* 
flcoil to the field. 

It is tlio InwinoRs and the nim of the 
Sanitary CommiHsion to gather together 
fkom every 4uurter the moaej and the 
itorea oonteibnted hj those who, from their 
position, can play no part in ihc ■war be- 
yond seeking to alleviate ita misery, who 
have nothing to do with military exigencies, 
and eaa therefore pay undivided heed to 
tboae of hinnanity; to keep the.so stores and 
money in its hand.! and follow the nnny 
with them in its march, husband them until 
a vietoty, or defeat^ or xetateat has flung a 
load of suffering on the regolar departments 
which they are unable to cope with, and 
then to step in and as far as possible Ulliip 
all deficiencies. This seems a simple mat- 
ter, but it is not by any meus. After all 
the ^nxk of collecting stores from every 
corner of the Union has 1)c<mi accomplislnnl, 
even after thoy have hurried down to what 
ieems to be the very edge of the battle- 
field, comes the hardest task of all— that of 
getting them conveyed to tlio exact spot 
where they arc needed, to the verj' hospital 
where the sick are struggling for hfo on 
haid'taek and bad water, or to the veiy 
field on w hich the wounded lie starving and 
untended in their torn and bloody clothes. 
The difficulties of transportation, even for 
the medical department in oar army, are im* 
mense; and thoy are of course still greater 
for the Commission. There ought unques- 
tionably to be separate transportation pro- 
vided for the former. It ought not to be 
dependent on the qnartermaster tor ito 
wagons, to have its sole means of bringing 
np its stores liable to cnrtailment or total 
stoppage every time there ia any unusual 
demand for wagons and mnlee on the pari 
of other Itranches of the service. But then, 
as wo have already remarked, it is more 
thiin doubtfid whether it would be possible 
to organize means of transport for It which 
would under no cirennistances be exposed 
to the pressure of that necessity wldch is, 
after aU, the supreme law of an army. What 



general would agree under all circumstances 
to keep his hands off wagons which might 
save him from a disastrous retreat, even if 

th( ir seizure and convcrsi<in to other nscs 
involved the death of tlin;i-janils of wounded 
men ? The Sauitiiry Cuuimi.vsiou is also 
constantly forced in the West to rely on the 
(iuartermiister for its moans of sending for- 
wunl its stores, and exposed to ]ircciscly 
the same risks and delays as everybody 
eke. Let the necessities of the wounded 
be 6ver so great, its means of supplying 
their wants ever so nbiin lrnit, it has to take 
its chance of reaching them in precisely 
the same way as the regular medical direct- 
ors. The accident which happened to the 
seventeen wagons whii'h were captured 
while undir Mr. I'l^dding's char>^c, fur- 
nishes an excellent illustration of the obsta- 
cles which have to beoveieome in the West. 
Its help was probably never more aorsly 
needed than at thf« moment that this sup- 
ply wa.s going forward, and yet one swoop 
of the rebel cavahy converted to the use of 
drunken troopers stores that would proba< 
l)ly have saved the lives of hundreds and 
hastened the recovery of thousands. 

The robbery of our stores by the team- 
sters is one more proof of the hundreds we 
httve had in the course of the war, of the 
inipnidence, to use no stronger term, of 
emjiloying civilians to take charge of the ' 
army wagons. The teamsters ore simply 
hixc4 men, and are not subject to militaiy 
discipline. The wagon-master who acoom- 
panics the train has no nnthority over 
them except that of an employer over bis 
serviknts— and the value of this, in time of 
war in the West, may be readily imagined. 
They 1 1 . L uit;:, however, pjcnerally to a drunk- 
en and rcuklcsH class, and burden themselves 
with very little responsibility about the 
property of the Government committed to 
their charge. "Wlien one remembers that 
any one of thene men has it in his power, by 
upsetting his wagon on the road, to delay 
the advance of a train, it may be ft mile or 
two in length, for half a day, and thus pet^ 
haps endanger the safety of the whole army 
— and instances of this have actually oc- 
curred — one cannot help regretting deeply 
that some'eflfort has not been made to or> 
ganizo a military force for the transport 
service. In no European army is the bog* 
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gage committed to the custody of civilians. 
Eroiy one of them haa a ooipa enliatod for 

this duty, and oflSccrod by picked men. 
The Milifnrv Train in France, and tlie 
Laud Truutjport Corps in Euglaud, are con- 
aiderad amongst tiie moat axdnona and re- 
s|K >iisibIe branches of the servioe. It will 
br ol sf n-ed that the worst that could befall 
the souuudrels who gorged themselves on 
the road to Chattanooga upon the stores, 
tat mat of -whidk the aiek and ivoonded 
were perishing, was disniiswU from their 
emplojTDont. But it M ill l>e readily imag- 
ined that, to men who could be guilty of 
anbh an aot, tUawaa no very severe puniah- 
ment 

The tliiiifc which onr agents in the West 
motit urgeutly dcmuud is vegetables; this 
ig the great want iu all the hospitals, and 
the nant of them ia a eeriona bar to 
recovery in certain kinds of disease. We 
beg the attention of our renders to the 
remarks in uur reports on this subject 
YegetafaleB are of eooKae amonget the 
things that are not procurable at the seat 
of war, and they have to come from the 
Northern States, mainly from the vicinity 
«f the laige towna. Donafeiona of them 
in Boffioient qnantitieB an certainly not to 
be cxi>rcted fr(>m tlif' growers, and tlicy nre 
therefore, iu the dried form, among.-^t the 
supplies for which money is absolutely nc- 
ceesaiy. lb. Bhxw'a letter to Miss OoUins, 
wliieh will be found in another column, in- 
dicates very clearly what our wants ai-e like- 
ly to be during the coming winter. It 
Sraat not be forgotten, howoTer, by those 
who read it, that let us have ever so large 
quantities of the nrticl»>s for which he eialls, 
the distribution of them still remains to be 
done. They have to be sent in the tEaofc of 
the anny over hnndreda of miles of wasted 
country, gathered together at depots all 
across the continent, and which hnvc to be 
carried by some means or other to those 
who most need them; this is the hardest 
part of onr ta^ and fbr it money is abso- 
lutely necessary; and the larger tlie dona- 
tions ol sappliee the more money we need. 

The Commission cannot receive packages 
for indiviJuab, for here, as in its gon*^ml 
relief service, it must bestow the peoples' 
ud when it ia ! 



THE RICHMOND PRISONS. 
The following report from Dr. McDonald 
is very interesting, from the light it throws 
on the condition of the Biohmond pris<m- 
ers, which, judging from recent aooonnta, 
has since become wone than he deaoribea 
them: 

WaaRDKmm, Sept, aSA, 1888. 

Dn. Iawib H. Steimeii, 

Armij nf Potomac: 
Dear Sir — My report of profoedinpw 
since July Ist will necessarily be oomi)o.scd 
mainly of boritf estiaoto fronn the meagre 
diary which has been preeenred, and such 

.statements as may seem fitting; nearly all 
our papers having been lost or destroyed 
while we were on the march. 

July Ist.— At Washington, awaiting a 
chance for a safe forward movement, mili- 
tary men a.ssnring us that the roads to 
Gettysburg were not in a safe condition for 
travel, withoat an escort. 

2d. — News of a battle reached us during 
the evening, and our time fill A.M. 
was employed in loading goods on the cars 
fot Westminster. 

Hd. Started at 1 P.M. with Ur, Soandlin, 
Mr. Ci.-vll, two teams and drivers, and a ne- 
gro boy ; reached Rtx k^ille at 6 P. . . where 
we fed and reeted our horses, and from 
whence we statted between 8 and 9 P. K. 
for Frederick, at which place we arriv. .1 at 
5. IT) A.M. of July^, i^ter having travel- 
ed till night. 

The same evening; at 6 P. H.» lb. QaO 
started with an empty fonr*mnle team and 
driver for Westminster, there to load from 
the cars and proceed to the field; Mr. 
Scandlia and myself, with a load of stores, 
driver and blaok boy, made all poaaiUe 
q»eed towards Gett3r8buTg; 11 P.M. pa.s»e<l 
General Kilpatriok'.s cnvnlry at ^reehanioa- 
town, where we halted for the night. 

Sunday, Stfa^At 8 A.H. started for Get- 
tysburg, and about 9.80 A.M. were met bj 
a Rqnnd of cavnlry wejiring U. S. uniforms 
and equipments, who commanded us to 
halt, and after inquiring who we were, tcrid 
ae to **eqnsi^o ni a «i f e e priaonen of war/' 
which we soon found, by the numbei-s of 
graybacks crowding around us, to be too 
true. These new friends (?) were all eager 
to dlow fheir aAelion by appropnstiiig 
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aome part of our property each to himaolfr 
wiUumtany regard to our oomfort n oon* 

, v«'nieuce; truly, vro, had "fallen among 
thieves. " General Stuart appropriiitcd the 
hornes, iragou aud supplies; a quurtemiaH- 
im 1»id negv to otnr saddle bofM; fbe 
equipments and lif^ht aitidw V6r» MWD 
distributed among tlie men, and then per- 
sonal property xraa demanded; eTon the 
Bn^gMm of tiie Brigade, wbo Imd hand 
onr eqplttnfttioik to Gonenl Stawtt and mi- 
derst^^i' 1 in what sorrice we were engaged, 
Cftiiif ti) the rear and haggled ■with some of 
the men for poiuessiuu of a saddle aud 
btidlo taken frooi one of oar honee, aa he 
said, " for the purjioHo of presenting it to a 
friend iT\ Kichmond." His entire houI whs 
wrapped in desire for plunder, and we were 
oonadbd for port of oor Ion by knowing 
ttiatliia gnflfiing spirit ha<l been foiled, 
aud he could not get a share of tlie spoils. 
These ehanges of owuenihip were very soon 
accomplished, and we were started over the 
moonteins in the dinetion of Hagentown; 
but tovmU evening, fiuding the road in 
that direction blocked by Union cavalry, 
we were marched by ou unfrequented rood 
to near Smithatown, where a anati artillery 
dnel eame off* and ao hoou as darkneaaeame 
on a fniidc "was prwiircd who led ns over 
an unfrequented aud very rough road to 
the town of Lytersborg, where we were 
turned in to gtaaa at 1.80 A. 11, and Mated 
three honr«; then were marched about a 
mile, found a clieck in front, and were 
moved back to the centre of the towu; 
halted, and here reoei-rod food from the 
Umon citisena, who gave whatever they 
could spare, nnd we ate while (toiieral 
Stuart was endeavoring to And au outlet of 
OBcapc for his forces. At length we were 
tranaferred to the care of another oommand- 
er, and atarted for Hagerstown ; after pro- 
ceeding about four miles, the road vras 
again found to be blocked by ouroltj'; wo 
were marched back three milea, and cam {hhI 
till the right of waj should be settled. 
About dark were again "en route," and 
marched through HaK' ^stown, to within 
one mile of Williamspurt, where we were 
enoamped at S.80 A. M. of Jvify 7, and joab 
before dark of the afternoon of this diiy 
W© received a ration of half a pint of flour 
and two ounces of beef, but no means for 



eooking wore provided, therefore we ale of 
unleavened bread and toasted beef; ool« 

lected a few rails and endeavored to roost 
fts dryly as possible during the rainy night. 
During tiic march from Lytereburg Moses 
had been moved to fhe rMr, and a* Wil> 
liamsport he waa |daoed with other ooniM* 
bands. 

Wednesday, 8th. — Were moved back one- 
quarter mile to eamp with prfntes ; wo pre- 
fentiny to remain with them, as there were 
prospects of otir becoming of use in vari- 
ous ways, especially in attending the 
wounded, of whom there were quite a num- 
ber. BahiedaU daj and night till IS IL 
During the afternoon received another m> 

I tion similiir U> that of the previous day; 

1 disposed of it in like manner. Wrote to 
OdL Mi^o, reqneeting an interview with 
General Pickett, hoping he would releaaa 
us wlien nnr ]insition was knowtt to him* 
but received no answtir. 

Thursday, 9th .—Started at 1 P. M. for 
the ferry, but finding the fkoUitieB for 
Iransportation were limited, a majority of 
the men — ourselves included — were sent 
bock to camp. Mr. Bcandhn went with me 
to eaU on Qeneral Rokett daring theeven- 
ing; his reception of us waa mlher frigid 
and decidedly formal, he commnnicating 
with us by means of his adjutant, and de- 
ciding that we must go on to Bichmond. 
On eomplaining of the insoiBoient qvan« 
tity and poor quality of food the men wvra 

I receiving, we were furnished with an order 
for more food for ourselves, and a promise 
of more on the momnrfor the men. Oor 
extra rations consisted of two or three 
small hoe-cakes, ond a knuckle hnnr of 
boiled ham, (all the officer had to give us,) 
but onr men did not get their extra, nor 
alwaTS their regohfr allowaaee; howavnr, 

they got plenty of pi-omises of ftxll rations 
' afti-r crossing to the other aide Ol the Po- 
tomac. 

j Fridny, 10th.— Movedto theifvernk 8 A. 
: :M ros8ed at 6.45, >nd halted till 1S.80 P. 

, M. The promisi' of more rut ions was not 
kept; their wagon trains had hecn cut off 
by our cavalry, aud they could not get sup-

we got down the valley. The faith in these

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«d. At 1S.80 P. V. oonmwDoed ft teirible 

march, with an escort of caralry, aitDlBry, 
Rnd infantry, for fear of recapture or a 
stampede; the first hour traveled nearly 
■izBiilea nndeor a soaroliing son, goardBMid 
pcilODers coutinually falling by the rood- 
flido from the ffTectw of heat un<l f xhuus- 
tion. General Jjnbodcn, finding that his 
own men were sufferiug much more than 
the priaoBefB, and lliat he ipoold soon be 
left without a guard, rode to the head of 
the rohimii aftf^r tho first hour's march and 
moderated the rate of traveL During the 
remainder of the day our paoe was much 
Blower and more regular till IM camped at 
9.30 P. M. two miles beyond Mnrtinsburg. 
While poii&iug through Martin^burg the 
inhabitaats expreesed their sympathy by 
kind woida and mora kind donatioiia of 
food, in spite of the curses, threats, and 
even blows of our chivalrous cavalry (fiiards, 
some of whom even went so far in their 
hratalitj m to atcike wonMn for gi^iDg us 
hnadand waive. 

After we were encamped, some of the offi- 
cers rode hack to the town and inviteil the 
iahabitaBtB to bake tanad for ua, and many 
familiee, we were told, worked all night pre- 
])aring food for us, which was loaded into 
wugous next morning and sent to Lae's 
Army I

Banker's Hill, where we were halted, rc- 
oeived and cooked rationft, and at 6 P. M. 
commenced a night march over a terribly 
Bo«|^ xoad to oamp two milaa north of 
Windheater, amving at 2 A.M. of the 12lh. 
Our escort was vexed with having to guard 
prittouers during a night march, especially 
the cavalry, who were exceedingly irascible, 
rough and iineonrteona, atriking the men 
with their sabre^and in some CEuse;; even 
placing their pistols at the heads of ex- 
hausted men and threatening to blow out 
their bmina, generally ending by pricking 
the poor fellows with their Kabres tall thej 
would rine in i^Tath nnd proceed on the 
tedious journey. Men and giuurds were 
this night completely exhausted.

not be confined in prison. Told him the 
prisonera were exhattated, and oonld not go 
further without rest; he promised that we 
Fhnnld only travel two milc^ tlmt duv, and 
that from thenceforth our marches should 
be short— not to exceed twelve or fifteen 
mUea per daj.

I night, neoessitatiug a detour of four milea, 
on or thronf^ a dirt road and woods, in 
order to ford the atnamat a aafe place; 
this detour gave us two miles of doiil»le- 
quick nmrch in mud iind water uukle deep, 
tlieu a tedious march till 7.cK) P. M., whuu 
we eneamped within one and » half milaa 
of Strasboig^ aoaked through, cold, with- 
out shelter, exceedingly tired, almost dis- 
couraged, and with a prospect of passing a 
reitleaa nj|^t in the rain and on wet 
gronnd. 

Tnesdar, 14ih. Rtni-ted nt 6 A.M., 
marched twenly-fnur milaa without food, 
and camped at 7 I'. M.

New Market at 7.80 P.M.; drew and ale a 
ration During the day met cnrriapes con- 
taininpr a number of perj<oii?! marked by 
badges on their hats, " Committee for the 

Relief of oorWoondad," then pcoeeeding 

to the battle-field. Bewaffcad to them 
that we belonged to a somewhat similar or- 
i goniztttion of the Korth, but were then 
I heldaa piiaonera, and hoped they would 
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be nune foTtwuto in tiiatr ludaMg andeny- 

onto succor the distressed tbau we had 
been. They were "aoxtj " for oa, and p«Bs- 

ed uu. 

Thnnday* Ifith.— CSolanui «m thk day 

murchcd left in fnint, aflFordin^' s«)me rest 
for tJjoso who had thus fur hoou in the 
rear, and giving them a better opportuni^ 
to piurohaae food of tSiHuau, all of -vliom 
we foand gnedyfor graenbaoki, wdl 
as the officers and soldiers; camped two 
miles south of Harrisonburg ftt 4 I' lNI., and 
after a heavy thunder-shower— dmuig which 
zested on our boots, ahelieriiig our 
clothing as much as poenble with our rub- 
ber bluukcts, which were still ])rescr>ed — 
ve were blessed with three craoken and a 
quarter of a pound of baoon. 

Pdday, 17th.— After a oold, restless night, 
wf-r • 1 1 riiiitted to psiy six df)llar3 each for 
a rido of sixteen miles to a point within four 
miles of Staunton, where we camped at 4 
P. H., androeeived onr three cnM^en, with 
one-ciuartor pound of bacon. An order was 
issned this dny forbidding the purchase of 
greenbacks bj auj uf the citizens. 

Safairdaj, 18th.— Ifored at &80 A.M.; 
marched 5)^ miles to a point one and a 
half miles beyond Staunt»ni, whero the 
men were relieved of theii- shelter-tents 
and rubber blankets, reoeived a pint of 
floor and quarter pound of baoon, and were 
ordered to camp to await the arrival of cars 
for an onward move to Kiohmond. 

Hundaj, lUth. — Had on inUuview with 
OoL Smith, in charge of prisoners' guard, 
who assured us of oar release on 

reaching Richmond. 

Monday, 20th.— At 7.30 A. M. proceeded 
to the cars, and embarked for Hiclunoud, 
arriving in that eilj on the morning of the 
ancci'i (ling day, and being safely ensconced 
within the walls of I.ibbv Prison iit 4 A. M. 
of the 21st. On entering the Trisou, Leon- 
ard Kink was assigned to the citizens' 
room, while Mr. Scandlin and myself were 
sent up Rtnirs to nn njinrtnient (Oecupird 
by Union ofliccrs) about forty -live feet wide 
by one hundred and twentj-tiTe in length, 
of whidi ibeaeB were four in the building, 
Moh communicating with the other, and 
well fiUed, nearly six hundred officerH 1k»- 
iug at that time couhncd in labby. Soon 
found a bare spot ot floor* and lay down 



for a short rest, having only a rubber 

I blanket and Mr. Scandlin 's overcoat for a 
bed. At daylight were awaktMied by the 
sounds of many feet, and found the room 
aUve with human beings; and, as we after- 
wards learned, mucli u> our disocnnfort, 
each conveying abont on liis person and in 
his -clothing quite a stui k of living beings. 

Bresidnst came during the morning; and 
proved to be nearly all the ration for twen- 
, ty-fonr liours — one-half pound of bread 
[ and two ounces of boiled beef. This, with 
a pint of soup made from spoiled bacon 
and a little rice, was our dally sUowance 
during the first two weeks of our incarcer- 
ation, after which we were permitted to 
purchase vegetables, were furnished with 
oooking-stoves, and ordered to do our own 
cooking, which was a great improremen^ 
to our far<'. 

Our betl, as on the morning of onr arriv- 
al, consisted of Mr. Scandlin 's coat, a rub- 
ber blanket, and the clothes we were in the 
daily habit of wearing. 

Vermin were plenty, and onr most stren- 
uous ettbrts failed to keep them in ubey- 
anoe. 

Water was brought from and retained all 
the ])oculiiii' clinrncteristics of Tames Piver; 
there was generally a sufficient quantity, 
though occasionally the supply would be 
partially cut 4^, causing oonsidiuable vex- 
ation of spirit. The floon were well swept 
twice each day, and were washed once a 
week. The apartments were thoroughly 
fumigated as often as eveiy alternate day, 
and most of the rooms were fsiriy venti- 
lated. 

I Were detained in this Pi-Lsou till the 
morning of August 10, on which day Rev. 
Josiah Peterkin called to see us, and oflbr- 
ed to do all in his power for onr release 
and comfort; and soon after his departure 
J we were sent into the hospital, with an or- 
I der that we be made as comfortable as pos- 
sible until the arrival of the next flag of 
tmee, when wc were to be paroled and 
sent >iorth. 

Mr. Breugie and Leonard Brink were at 
this time brought from the dtlaens* room 

' and placed in hospital with us. They were 
much cm!iciut«Hl from want of fresh air and 
. suilicit:ut diet, but soon recovered a part of 
> their former flesh and elastiedgr of qairii 
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While in the hospitnl, overrthin t^ "wrus done 
that eiri'umstan<'( s ■^oulil lulniit of being 
done for our comfort; the surgeons were 
gmileiBMily, kind and attentive to mu ne* 
cessary requirements, doing all they could 
to modify tlie restraiut of prison di.st-i))lin(», 
and to make us feel as contented as wus 
poariUe. Remained in hospital till Sep- 
tember 2d, at vhich time aa order waa 
is-^ucd fnr tlio removal of all citizens to 
Castle Thunder; and though Mr. Scaudlin 
was at the time sulYeriug with a scorbutic 
limb, and I waa in mtb dyaentecy, ire ▼ere 
moved to the Castle jnat about dark, and 
placed in a <hiinp, vneant room on tlie 
ground floor, witliout beds, blankets, or 
asj ooDTeniencea whatever, there to re- 
main aa beet we oonld till morning ahonld 
reveal oiir whereabouts, for it was dark 

• when we entered. The morning light ro- 
▼ealed to jis a room about forty by twenty 
feet, with two grated windows on one aide, 
a gnited door at one end, a tub partially 
full of dirty water, intended to bo used fur 

, dfink, another uearly full of the oxcre- 
menta of thirty-two penone, who had been 
COnftned there dui-ing the night, nUUHJ of 
them snfVeritig from diarrlueu; two or three 
sailors' ehi ,tH, which some of our niuuber 
bad brought with them, and a squad of 
tired, emooiated men. Breakf^ a large 
piece of bread and 4 onnfcs of boiled meat, 
was served in tliis apnrtmi iit, without any 
meaus luiving been adopted to purify the 
atmoaphere or remora ^e noisome tabs, 
and then we were eramined preparatory to 
being sent to ditTerent part.s of the build- 
ing, as fat*" and the inspector might decree. 
Mr. Scandliu succeeded in having all our 
party (four penons) placed in the same 
room, (I was too iU at the time to care 
where we went, J and the Commissary very 
kiudly loaned mc a mattress to keep my 
bones from the floor; the prisoners in the 
room with ns were ver^^ kind, and my own 
party were imremittinK in their care of me. 

During our sojourn in JLibby we had 
managed by means of letters, some of 
which are appended to this document, and 
messages, to keep the authorities aware of 
our confinement, bnt on reaehinff Castle 
Thunder<aU communication with the outer 
world seemed to be eat oS. Bat» thanks 
to Mr. 8«and]in*a eacocgy and poserenuioe, 



] a 'A'ay was found to make our presence felt, 

! and permission was obtained for a ])ersoUid 
interview with Commissioner Ould. At 
this time I waa rery lame^ and the active 

i duties devolved on Mr. S., who had par- 

j tially recovered from his lameness, and he 
went to see the Commissioner; returntKl 
with A promise that we should bo released 
and amt North by the next flag of trace 
boat that t<)ok pri.soners; this was about 
the lOth of September, and we waited pa- 
tiently as possible the arrival of a boat. 
About September 16th a boat came op, bat 
went back without pri.soner."j, and we were 
compelled to wnit til! tlie ni</1it of the 

! 21st, when we moved to Libby, paroled 
**not to bear anna or perform any of the 

' daties of s soldier ontil regularly ezohaag- 
ed," and were sent into the hns] ifal to re- 
main till morning. Oiif^ of o n- hmuIhi, 
Mr. A. F. Brengle, was retained, lie having 
been captured while returning from Har- 
per's Ferry, and tiie Onnsussloaer deeid- 
intf that he wn.s not a regrdar employ^* of 
tlie Comuibsion; that he was taken while 
in the aet of relieving a beleaguered garri- 
son, and therefore must remain for the 
present. Our colored boy, ose-^ ( Inrilner, 

I was left at Libby, the Confederate Commis- 
sioner refusing to release him. I learned 
from some of the inisonets that be had ao- 
kaowledged to having been previonsliy a 
islave. 

Tuesday, September 22d. — At 5 A.M. 
were off for the can, and were soon on liie 

road to City Point, where we arrived at 11 
A. M. Foimd that General Meredith had 
i been part way down the river the previous 
day, but had very kindly returned to await 
the arrival of Gen'I Chraham and oar party, 
whom 111 w I ir iril in a true friendly spirit; 
' his kind and tlioiif,'litfid act of returning to 
i City Point saved us a series of ineonveuien- 
ces, and hastened oar arrival in Wa8hing>- 
ton several hoars. Daring the trip he waa 
' very attentive and courteous, expres-sing 
' his warmth and depth of feeling not by 
words alone, but by impressive action. 

At Fortress Monroe were greeted by Mr. 
Gall, (in his own words,) "the last em- 
ploy6 of the Commission to part from us 
I on our departure for, aiul the tirst to greet 
OS on oor retom from, Bichmond.*' ^ 
Wodmesdiqr, 98d^Left VortreRa Monioa 
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at 6.30 P.M. ; arrived in Baltimore at 5.30 
of tiie succeeding morning, whence, after a 
mnu gieoting from ilt6 agents of Hm Con- 
mission at that place, we proceeded to 
Washington, arriving about 12 M., and im- 
mediately reported at the Central Office. 

Hftfiag aeoratod ftBdaeenred oar money 
from captare, m were enabled, by remain- 
ing with the privates during the mnrdi, to 
relievo Bomo iudividiiul vases of suileriug 
by famishing food, by cheering the de- 
aponding and enoonragiag fka weak; alao 
by caring for the siclt and wounded, bo long 
ns thpy romainrft with ns. It hnn been otir 
endeavor, during the entire term of impria- 
onmantt to perfom our dtttiea aa agenta of 
Hie Oommisflion whenever opportunities 
•were presented; and we have not always 
waited for the work to come to us, but have 
endeavorad to go to it. 

The day aoooeeding oar anrival at labby, 
I dispatched a note to "Capt. Turner, 
Commniulntit nf tlio Prison," roqnesting a 
personal iutcniow with him; tlie request 
waa granted the following morning, and I 
then detailed to him the ofcjecta for which 
we were sent out, the operntionf? of the 
Sanitary Commission in times past, and 
the eireaniatanoea attending onr eapttire, 
requesting hia advice and inflnenee in ob- 
tainijicr our release. By his advice, I im- 
mediately forwarded to Comniissioiior Ould, 
by the hands of Capt Turner, a letter, 
dated Jnly 81at^ the aabetanee of whieh ia 
eontained, aa nearly as I ara able to re- 
member, in my Icttor to Liout. Latouche, 
August 28th. Hearing no word from Mr. 
Oold, I gent another similar eommnnica- 
tion some days later to Oenl Winder, and 
August 15tli rcrt ivp<l a verbal message 
from Lieut. Latouche, then acting C^om- 
mandant of the Prison, requesting a state- 
ment ct oar captare, which I sent imme- 
diately, and at the end of wluCli I enumer- 
at<?d the nmonnt of property takm with us. 
August 27th this statement was returned, 
endoraed, " Get a compUtt gteOemeta of the 
deiaiU. The writer of the indoted seenu 
MORK trouhled abmit hi<t rKOPKBTT than his 
LmERTY. What soy the others ?" or words 
Very similar. 

I aent the letter of Angoat 28th to Lieni 
Latouche in answer to the alxive, and in- 
eloaed in it an article cat from the FhUik- 



deiphia Kiiquirer of July 22, entitled "HoB> 
pitala a* Qe tt j a b oi g : " The wuA day m- 
eei^ letter fm Mr. OaU, of Ang; STih. 

a copy of whicli accnini)anie8 the other 
documents, and iiuniediately coiiiiuciiced 
collecting certificates, of which 1 tronsiuife 
copiea, alao a statement of their di^Miai.- 
tion. We were not idle in sounding our 
trumpet in tho coll for Liberty, and but 
few days of our captivity passed without 
aome of the Biehmond offieiala being made 
aware of oor pvesence in their citadd and 
capitol. I must add a few words of com- 
mendation for the jiatirnt. self•^;acrificing 
zeal of my conipaniuas in capti\'ity. 

Mr. BoAimxJK proved to be all, and more 
than aU be professed; conatantfy engaged 
in some good work, oheerftil under the 
most adverse circumKtances, ever ready to 
render aid and eomfort to an in dialreaa, he 
has become endeared not onl^ to the agenta 
of the Comuiis.Mion with whom he ha.s been 
so long associated, but to most of the offi- 
cers and men whom chance and the for- 
tonea of war haTO plaoed in hia path. ' He « 
sought out the sick and inquiring, gSTa 
them freely, cliefrftilly, tempf>ral and spir- 
itual comfort at all times and in all 8e»- 
Bona. He haa proved himaelf to be an 
honest, faithfnl worker and a moB man, 
"the noblest work of God." 

Mr. Brciigle lind been confined in tho 
citizens' room from tho time of reaching 
I Biehmond till Aogost 10th— a period of 
] about twenty days — had become aiueh re- 
' duccd in strength and size from tho effects 
of hard faro and close oonfinemeiit, yet 
waa always cheerful, hopeful, and dispoaed 
to make the best of eveiTthing. It waa 
with feelings of deep regret that we learned 
j of the determination to hold him prisoner, 
even after our release. There is at present 
a &int hope of our being able to effect a 
sp* cinl . ?[ change for him f'oon. 

Leonard Brink lind also be<'n confined 
with the citizens till the time of our remo- 
val to hospital, and hia frame ahowed a de- 
cided want of fleshy covering when he 
I joined ns in onr new quarters. Peerni 
' j)ri.'<on fare soon proved a benefit to him, 
and his patient, contented diifpositiou aid- 
ed greatiy in restoring him to something 
like his former dimensions. 
Hoping the reenlta of thia eipeditifm 
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mij prove of bPDpfit to the cause for which 
wa are hiboring, mth many thanka to the 
■evvnl HMmbeti <A the Comaiiflnoii -«li6 
hare labmiad so assiduously in obtaining 
our release, and with the sinccro hope that 
there may never again be oauae Sot saoh 
•Kertaona. 



WHAT WE HAVE AND WHAT 
WE NEED.

Deab Miss CoujIxb — The time is at 
IttDd when the ohDl aatmnn nights, to be 
followed by the frosts and snows of 'vintaTf 
will take the place of the heats of summer, 
and tho cry of the army patients and sur- 
geons iriU be for main elotliing and bed- 
ding, of for cotton garments, mos- 
quito netting and fans. However thankful 
we may be for the successes of the Union 
anna, and ]io<irever certain of their eventual 
trimnpb, there aeena to be no aoond reason 
for believing that the war will end very 
speedily; and, while it lasts, we niny be 
sure that the women of the country will 
insist on their privilege of aapplementing, 
in articles of comfort and delicacies suitable 
for the sick and wounded in hospital, the 
necessariea which Government so liberally 
piondes for their huribandst lovers, sons 
and brothers in the field. While reeog- 
nizinfj this, our f xperionce during the In^t 
two winters reminds us of tlie necessity of 
preparing in season for the extensive calls 
vhieh will soon eonunence, and which will 
oontuMie throughout the winter— for warm 
dothing and bedding, quilt'^ and bhmkets, 
woolen under-clothing ond socks, will, 
judging by the past, be the artides of this 
kind most in demand; after these, bed and 
pillow-ticks, warm tliiek dressing gown.s 
or wrappers, slippers, sheets, i)illow-casfs, 
towels and handkerchiefs. Of eatables, 
the ehief demand will doubtleas be, as here- 
tofore, for stimulants of every kind; jellies 
and f.arinaeeous food, dried fruits and prep- 
arations uf beef, milk and vegetables. 

I indose with this a schedule ahow^g 
the amount of stock in the Washington 
depots, at this date, of these and other iirti- 
dee most in demand. In a parallel column 



is shown their aggregated amount in the 
storehousea of ^ur branches in Philadel- 
phia, New Yo»k and Boston, according to 
the latest weekly reports fniMshed by them 
to this o£Bcc. By this you will perceive 
that our atock of blankets, quilts, woolen 
draweia,, bad-tldu, pillow-tidEs, wrappers, 
dried fmit^ fsHiiiS', wtiinnlaiits, and y>iM— , 
is vcr>- low; .Tad tlj:st, so far as most of tho 
articles are i onet riicd, the same is true of 
the stock of most of uur branches. You 
win not fail to observe that appearanoea 
indicate a return of oor did tumble in cd* 
lecting woolen drawers in quantities suffi- 
cient to match the woolen shirts; for while 
we have on hand 7,978 of the latter, vre 
have only 440 of the fonner. Jn view of 
this indicritioii, according as it doc.^ with 
our past experience on this head, I would 
suggest the propriety of your calling spe- 
cial attention among yoor cosrespondrata 
to tho fact, and of requesting them to or- 
ganize their sewing labors so as to fieeuro 
proportions of shirts and drawers more 
nearlj equal Yott wiU also observe that 
we have qn hand but 20 pillow-tirks, 20 
sponges, 3 bottles of gin and 3 of brandy; 
while our brunches have none of any of 
them; that we have bat 4 wrappers, and ft 
barrels.of dried fruit; and that the united 
stock of this dejx)t and those of our branch- 
es is of the following articles, only: blank- 
ets 401, abdominal baudages 290, bed-ticks 
580; (we had yesterdaj an order from Uie 
army of.tfaePotomac for 50<) bed fu k^.) 

Your experience has doubtless led you to 
the same conolusion as my own, namely: 
that for oorsupplieeof made-up dry-goods, 
by which I refer to quilts, under-clothing, 
socks, &c., and of made-up eatables— I 
mean jeUics, preserves, pickles, dried fruit, 
&c. — we shall have to depend in great part 
on our ooontcy oontributors; while for im- 
ported liquors and wines, preparations of 
beef and milk, and for fine groceries gener- 
ally, our dependence must be almost entire- 
ly on those in the dties, or rather on tha 
funds contributed by city residents; for the 
major part — I may say nearly all — of (his 
latter expensive description of stock has 
hitherto been purchased direefly firom th« 
dealers by the Commission and its branches. 
It ■\\(>nld therefore be well, I think, that 
our methods and correqpondenoe should be 
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simnltanpously conducted with refrr( Ti<>o 
to these ascertained facts, aud that vre 
flhoold make the moit of the edvenleges 
efliMrded hy what have been demooetnted 

to be the natiiml rli.innelsof trtipply, rather 
than that we should endeavor to force the 
oarrent into those which our theories iu- 
dine na to regard as the legitimate ones. 

The excess nf the stoek on hand of linen 
raps, lint niul biindapes, over the current 
demands in ahnost all the depots tributary 
io the Commisnoii, was, in the eexty pert 
of the jear, so great that some of the cor- 
respondents nf tills office pro]H)Sf'd to nc]\ 
their overplus to tlu' paper uiuiiufaeturcrs, 
and use the proceeds in the purchase of 
enpfiliea, of whieh there existed a defleieD'- 
cy. I was impressed, however, with the 
roiiviftion thnt tliia snrjjlus would be but 
temporary, and that it simply resulted from 
liie anfiumwlations of old linen made before 
the commencement of the war in the house- 
holds of the country; wliilo I thought 
that the exhauBtiou of thi» acoumnlution, 
and the high prioee for the besis of this 
Mnd of stock rnling in the merket einee the 
commencement of hostilities, would prove 
an effectual bar to such supplies in the fu- 
ture. I stated my impressions on this sub- 
ject to my oonespondente, and I am happy 
to say they were dissuaded • from carrying 
out their intention. On reference to tlie 
figures, you will perceive that the a^re- 
gated amount of these matoiak now on 
heod in this depot and in those of onx 

btanches is only 23G barreb. 

If this Kf<M'k should, by the clmuces of 
war, be heavily drawn upon within a mouth 
or two, I am indined to tiiink that some 
exertion will be required to replenish it in 
sufficient quantities throughout the -winter. 

In reviewing our labors in the past and 
antioipating our prospects for the future, 
it cannot fail to afford matter of remark and 
congrntiiliitinn to realize the extnionliiuiry 
support which lia.s Ijeen extended to the 
Commission, and tlirough it to the National 
csQse, by the loyal women of the eoontry; 
for while money has been freely provided 
for its trea.Hur\- by the rich men of the 
country, from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
oossts, the srtietea of clothing and tike del- 
icacies in the way of food provided ^y the 
wcnnen— xioh and poor alike— have tenfold 



exceeded in cash voixw tlie douations of the 
former. And it will perhni)8 eneoiimcro 
your correspondents to know what I can 
assure them is the truth— that of some 
twenty thousand (20,000) casss of invoiced 
goods, many of them containing articles 
valued at several hundred dollars, which 
have been forwarded to this depot of the 
Commission, not more than one or twohnve 
failed to roach u.s. Aud it may also be sat- 
isfactory to know that the proportion of 
money expenditure for their distribution, 
made \tj tiie Commission for the various 
purposes of the remuneration of it.s emplliy* 
j i^, rent, freight, ])ostago, and all other in- 
cidental outlays, does not amount to much 
more than three (3) per cent on the cash 
value of the diatribntions made through iti 
[ agency to the soldiers f)f the country.

THE RATE OF EXCH.ANGE. 

Mr. £. B. Fairchild is employed at Point 
Lookout in the collection of statistics re«' 
gurding the physique of the men in the 
rebel urmie.s, and the follo-sving letter re- 
cently received from him contains sums 
curious facts as to the oomparatiye value of 
United Statas and Confederate tamies, at 
settied by the rebels thenudvea: 

Sanitajiy Commission, Poixt 1 
LooKUvr, Oct 27, 18(i3. \ 

Dn. Ii. H. Srannnt: 

Mv Dear Siu— I received yesterday the 
table and chairs. They were very welcome. 
I am getting on pretty well with my work; 
tlie cold weather and storm of the past 
week have interfered with me aomewhat. 
The reb.s are quite thinly clad, and they 
don't like to t:ike off coat and shoes in my 
tent, where there is no tire. I am about 
having a fireplace and chimney built» and 
shall tay and make the comforts of my 
tent a temptation to them to stay with me 
long enough to be msasured. I have been 
teUing them that I eiqpected my spirometer 
by evaiy boal» and many of them are waitF 
ing for that before thej are mcaanied. I 
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wiaih ftnightbe aeni down as soon as poe- 

sible. The poor robs suffer a good deal; 
many are almost entirely without sliirts, 
very few of them have overcoats, and ail 
am obliged to sleep on the gronod, most 
of them in A tents, uriUl three very much 
worn blanket* for six men. There ia s 
good deal of scurvy among them, con- 
tracted at Ft Debware; tlien is afao eon- 
siderablo small-pox. Yesterday aftemoMi, 
as Ib;ul little to do. T ;w!eoptffl the imnta- 
tion of one of them to walk tlirougli the 
camp; tlie first time I Lave, boeu beyond 
mj own tent. The main street is their er- 
chanye, and of all the bartering and •* dick- 
ering" this lH>ats anything T ever Raw. The 
street crowded, a» I am informed it is 
from monring to night; here on the side of 
fliestn k t one was making cofTeefrom the 
ffrounds tal.. ii frtrni the eook-hoase, which 
he was selliug for two dollars and a half 
** Confederate, "or fiveoents greenbacks," 
aenp. Another hadhaUadoaeiiapiilfls, and 
was crying out " Here's your nice apples, 
two for thr»i(3 dollars;" another, "Hero's 
your hard- tack, live for a dollar;" another, 
" Here's joor nice tobacco, one ishaw for a 
dolhir." While I was Ktauding still looking 
on, I was b< si't mi all ^^iJen to giro tobacco 
for rings.

I saw one man who had j 
no shirt on, who had just received one | 
frtMn the Provost tfaTshal, ^7ing to sell it ! 
for tobacco. They make bricks of clay, 
which they dry in the snn, of which they ! 
make chimneys with lircplaces to warm j 
their tents. They nsed to make them for i 
two dolhurs and a half a hundred, or five 
cents " p:reeubacks;" but n eontlT some of 
our soldiers have been buying them, and ; 
they have raised the price to twenty -five 
cents a hnndred, equivalent to twelve and 
a half dollars a hundred Confederate. I ' 
made n bargain 'tt'itli one of thera yesterday ' 
to build me a chimney. He charged me i 
thirfy'fonr cMfor*, and thought me very lib- 
eral when I otiered him fifty-cents in 
"greenbncks " There is a good deal of 
Oonfedei-ate money among them; some of 
th9 men are buying it up. A rebelsergeant 
showed me $18,000 to-day. I wish

It would pny yon well if you could spare 
the time. Tlie last measurement I have 
taken is No. 565. I have done a good 
day*s work to-day.

THE SA^aTARY COMMISSION AT 
GETTYSBURG. 

The f oIlowiBg has reference to the testi- 

mony home to the vahie of tlic hibora of 
the Commis'*ion on th. lli IJ .it Cn ttysburg, 
by Mr. John i\ tieymoux, a brother of 
Governor Seymour of this State: 

Th A»EilUorqfae UHea Morning HenOd, 

Our tuwn.sman, Mr. John F, Seymour, 
has b^'nt eight days at Gettysburg and in 
its neighborhood, ministering to the jrants 
of our wotrndtnl soldiers. In a h-f t< r just 
received from him, after rpeakiug of their 
condition— **aome in churches, some to 
bams, some in tents among forest treea^ 
some in tents on open field.s, some under 
such ^h> It r as a farmer would be ashamed 
U) show for bis cows, some undn: blaokets 
hung over erose-stioks, and some vritboni 
even so much .sh< Itvr as that," he says: 
*' The United Stul«'» Meilieal Department^ 
which is not excelled by any in the world 
for efficiency, has made ample provision for 
10,000 wounded soKUers — its officers and 
medicines were on the battle-gnjuud — but 
when the enemy retreated from Gettysburg 
they left 11,000 wounded men in buildings* 
timl on open tields, and in the woods; and 
thuH*20.UOU, in.stead of 10,000, men were 
immediately to be cared for in a small 
viUage and in a farming couutry already 
pillaged or partly exhau.sted by Lee's army. 
The railroad, which might have brought 
supplies, was broken up for miles, and the 
telegraph wires and poles were down . Whal 
of tlie Siinitury Commissi in in tliis i mer- 
gency ? Everything that i^i pruifie worthy. 
The Medical Department could not have 
prot nlon^ without that and the Christian 
Conimiissiou. The soldiers would have 
starved to death without their aid. As 
soon as tiie railroad was repaired the Sani« 
tary Commitwfon sent an ice-ear daily from 
Philadeli)liia, loaded with fi. >h nn^ats, milk 
and vegetables. With ita Hrnl)iiliuiee8 it 
poured in among the snfforinw multitude 
thou«inils of pound.s of bifml untl meat, 
clothinp. blanltets. bnndaK't'-S beef-tea, con- 
densed milk, Ii(inoi-s, nnd, in short, every- 
thing that human kindnees could devise 
was gathered up by the wide benevolence 
of this ( '< *jni:ns.«ion, nn<l poured out ;iinonj:» 
the wounded soldiert), friend and foe alike, 

xmtU they were more than supplied. Ism-

natitudc for tlio Sanitary and Ghtislian 
Commissions. Th*' Sjmitarv OiTinnission 
is worthy of all the aid and coatideuce 
which its most zealous friends in Utifia 
have ever claimed for it Fnlly to appre- 
ciate its labors you need to vihiess the 
wants and sufft'iiiii^"^ <:f the IhouMindg of 
wounded and dying scattered over miles of 
con n try arotind Oettvsbu rg. " 

Mr. Seyinonr speaks fnrthrr of the con- 
dition of the wounded, and then adds: 

" Imagine, il you can, all these things, 
•nd tiien yon VUlj understand something 
of thsTalneand the necessity of a Commis- 
sion like this, to which the e'ltiz. UH of Utica 
have so wisely contributed." He says: " In 
addition to the Banitaiy asuiGhrlstiaD Com* 
missions, dclefjations from Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, Cuuiiecticut, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Mary land, Michigan and other States 
have been at Gettysburg, striving to miti- 
gate the pain uid where the wonts of these 
WouBde<l soldiers." 

Mr. Seymour speaks of the impression 
which, he feam, prevails in i«latioa to the 
condurt of the people nf OcttysblUJf aftw 
the battle, and ooucludi<8 thus : 

" Doubtless, mimiablc wretches ore io be 
found there, as in every other place, who 
lisvi^ extorted money from soldiers and 
stranpc rs; but it sinmld \h' recollected tliat 
the viihige atid surrounding coimtxy had 
been ot'cupied by Lee*e hungry army before 
tlio ])ntth'. The people were worn out Itv 
* seitement and terror — by the presenr*' and 
conflict of great aniiies— and then came 
110,000 wounded men, and thnnf,au.l3 of 
anxious fnt>nds, all crowding in upon tlio 
inhaI>itnnt-H. There \\hh scarcely a house 
that was not filled with strangers, occupying 
beds, sofas and floors. The exhausted in- 
habitants fed and lodged them with the 
greatf*f liospitality. That there were in- 
^1aIll <'s of shameful impositions cannot be 
denied; iMit they would have hrcu practiced 
anywhere. At Crettysbuig tli. y were only 
the excei)tions to a generous hospitality of 
ft people who had difilcul^ in providing lor 
themselves.*' 
^ These extracts from ^fr, Seymour's letter 
will, I am sure, be reaii with interest If 
a^y additional tefttimony were reqttired of 
fhe ceaseless lalHin* and v i^iluric-f, the wise 
and benevolent action, and xhe iudisjjensa- 
ble necessity of the Sanitary Commission, 
it is furnished, at least to us, by what is 
here said by a fenow*citi8en who is so well 
known nn l so highly and justly esteemed 
MMr. Seymour.

THE HOSPITAL DIRECTORY. 

" ONE INQt lBT AKD OVK ANSWMB." 

The working of this mnehinery, erected 
by the Commission for the supply of infor- 
mation with regard to patisnte in tiie vaii- 
ons United States Ho^tOs, is weU ittoa- 

trated by the following facts taken from 
Mr. H. S. Holbrook's report from Louis- 
>-ille, Ky., of Sept. 1, 1863: 

An old man enters the office. He haa 
travt'lcd frnin Ntu fb.-rn Ohio to meet his 
son in thii. cisy; iic lias been told to inquire 
at the Sanitary Commission l ooms for di" 
rection to the hoapital which contains him. 
While fhe derk tnms to ^e books, he chats 
of his Kon and home, of the different arti- 
cles in his carjiet-bag, put in by mother 
and sisters at home--each bad sent some 
little comfort. He is all anim;iti(in and 
hoiJe, as if at the ve ry door which is to 
admit him to the realization of all his h^pj 
anticiftatiouB. The record say.s — "died " — 
that very m«)ming ! The ret/igter says, '* one 
inquiry, one answer." It cloes not speak of 
the careful preparatory suggestions that 
sympathy tenderiy maltea towards the aa- 
nouneenient of the saddt^ninp; fact. It does 
not show tliat .strong old man convulsed 
and wee]iin^' ii).. a child. You see not his 
depai'turu from the oilioe stunned with grief. 
You feel not the stifled thanks of his fare- 
well gnisp— full payment for all your sym- 
pathy and oare. He goes slowly and sadly 
away. One of the clerks aeoompanies him, 
who procures a bnrial-ea.'ie for the remains 
of his "poor boy," and assists him in all 
his prepacattons for hia nunurafiil jonnugr 
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home on the snme day. The register says . 
— "one inquiry, one answer. " i 

"A mother from Northern IndiAna has re- 
ovived B cKspatoh that her son ia riek in 
Na«hvill<^ ^hi' is oil liiT way to see him; 
die applies for u pm>s, but X)asses for ladies 
are seldom granted, and not without a per- 
mit from hend-tpmrtcrs. Hor credentials 
are all rifi^ht, but hIio is told that it i.s more 
than dotibtt'nl if she is permitted to g(j. 
She oomes to the Directory; her Hon's naiue 
is on tiie books; *tidegraphing is expensive, 
and the result dotibtful. " " 'Tis too bad," 
she exelrtinia, ' ' I have seven sons, and all 
ol tliorii in tlio army; I do not wish them 
away, but I dowrait, if tiny i_'i t siok, tt)o 
privilege of goiu^ to muse them. " "My 
dear madam, you shall go; that fact wiil 
get yon a pass," and so it did. The regia- 
tsr says, " one inquiry, one answer.** 

A sprightly young wife is .sent from the 
telegraph othoe to imve a dispatch written 
for a permit to visit her husband in Nash- 
ville She is quite impatient at the u.sele8.9 
delay in eonsulting the records for his 
name. *' She knows ho is in Nashville, and 
all she wants is a dispatch vritten« and will 
be obliged for as mnoh haste as possible." 
"Are yon snre h'? is iti Niishville ?" "Cer- 
tainly." " You would have no objections to 
meeting him here ?" " You are playing 
Uriith me, sir; will you givo me the dis- 

?atch ?•• " I don't think you will need one. 
lii.s 'abstract' will jilea.so yon better. 
There are directions where to find your 
httsband, • few Mocks off. ** With one look, 
to be sure she Mas not being " played " 
with, .she was off from the office dbwn street ! 
at wliat he would have called the "double 
quick," and found him not in Nashville. 
Had she not come to the Directory, possibly 
she might have obtained a pass to Nash- 
ville, and ffone; or failingin that, would 
have gone home without seeing him. 

A short tinip ucrn this case came under 
our notice. A soldier in hosi)ital in Na.-'h- 
▼ille writes Uy his wife that he is ycry .sick, 
and requests her to como to him. The let- 
ter was dated the 5th Sept. Two davs af- 
terwards he is transferred to Louisville, but 
his letter informing her of the change 
never reaehed her. She leaves home and 
stops over nicht in I,onisvillr, and goes to 
Nashville on the 15th. There she learns 
that he is in Louisville. Delayed for lack 
of fundH, she returns to this city on the 22d 
and linds that ho died on the night of th«i 
16th, the next night after she lodged in 
the aama eitjf , so near to each other, yet 
Bsvur to meet. Had she known of the 
Hospital Diro( ti)ry. and consulted it, this 
lifelong grief would have been prevented. 

A f alher desires to visit • siek son. His 
statements aeeord with our record. The 
dispatch written for him explains the case.

The pass was granted. 

A father from Pennsylvania presents • 
letter from the purgeon of a hospital in 
Nasliville, saying that his son will be dis- 
charged, and sent to this city in care of the 
Sanitaiy Commission, and requests the fa- 
ther to meet him here. He asks, "Where 
if? Ill' ?" "Wr h;tvo no note of his arrival. 
" He must still be in hospitxd at Nashville. 
But stay; here is a report just in." The 
name is tlicre, and die<l August 9, 1863, the 
very day tlic father received the h'tter, and 
set out to meet him. His son had senthim 
word not to bring more money than neces- 
sary to pay his fare to Louisvule, as he was 
paid ofT and had enough. "\Vh it was to be 
done ? We loaned him his passage home; 
made out the necessary papers to g^t the 
effects of his son; wrote to Nashville to 
Sanitary Commission agents to forward 
them, and he left for homo that evening. 

We might multiply similar cases indefi- 
nitely, each one possessing some peculiar- 
ity to vary the service, needed to meet the 
wants of the applicant. But these most 
suffice. 



HEALTH OF THE BRITISH ARMY. 

The following is a summary of the Re- 
port of the Deputy Insptictor Uoneral, 
which has just bean issued, lor the jeer 

1861: 

It .shows that among the troops srrvint^ 
in the Uuitt d Kingdom, the admiHsiona 
into hospital were 1.025 per 1,0(K) of mean 
strength, the deaths 91.24, and the con- 
stantly sick 54.54; a slight reduction from 
the previous year in all these particulars. 
Exeluding the depots, because in them 
maiijjr are men with health impaired by 
service in unhealthy climates, the mortality 
among the troops was lower than that of 
the male population in the healthy districts 
of England under the age of 25, nearly 
identical with it between 25 and 30, but 
higher than that of the eiWl population 
above the latter age. The leading facts of 
the great prevalence of venereal and high 
mortality by tubercular diseases remained 
unchanged; the former having cau.sed more 
than a tliird of all the admissions into ho8> 
pital, and the latter above a third of the 
totxd deaths. The admissions into hospital 
for yenereal disciiscs amounted to 1^54 per 
1,000 of mean strength, equal to more tlum 
one man in every three ; and the inefficiency 
thus caused was equal to the loss of the 
services of every soldier at home for &56 
diigrib benig e trifle under the amount in 
ttie pMoedlBg year. The admissions per 
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1,< 00 of BtrenRth from this cauKo rfuched 
4tt7 at Manchester, iSTt at PortKinouth, 470 
at Plymouth. 469 at Belfast, 399 at Wool- 
wich, 301 at Aldersliot; in London iind 
Windsor thoy were '626 junonK tho Foot 
Guards, but only 135 among the Huu-^ huld 
CKvahy. DinoMM of the respiutoiy eyB- 
tern, inflnensa, and tonriUitu were less 
prevalent than in tli«> previous ytar; tin y 
prevail most among the dock-yardH auil 
anoaala, a feenlt probably of the greater 
amount of duty and rxi-'tMin- of tho mvn. 
Therf wore .iA ins.tuncuji ol uceulo.ntal dettth 
by dro\vuing~a strong hmt that the men 
should be instructed ia mrimming. The 
infliction of corporal punishment varied in 
the year from IjM r l.OOil in !>' n lwn ;ind 
Windsor, to 2.9 in the large mauufaetuiiug 
towns. In the cavalry, artillery, and in- 
fantry rcgiraeutR, tho uliolc mortality in 
the year was lower than that (7.41) in tho 
most hesllliy districts of En^^laiul; but this 
oompanson is made after the elimination 
of diseased lives from the ranks of the arm v 
l9y invaliding, and tho inviUidinn? in ail 
arms except the Household Cavalry, was 
higher than 1860. 'Die strength of the 
anny having been raihcd alH>ve tlie author- 
irea establiKhment, it bicame iieeesfciiry to 
rfJiii I it.and for thispio j m i a number of 
the least efficient men were discharged, who, 
nnder ordinary cironmstances, would have 
continued to »erve. If the der.tlis of nu n 
invalided in 1861, and who died before tho 
end of that year, be inelnded in the calcu- 
lation, the returns for ^;]:(i\v an in- 
crease in tho mortality ot the Cavalry and 
Foot Guai*ds, but a decrease in that of the 
Artillery, Military Train and Inl'antrj' reg- 
iment.s; and the ratio of deaths per 1,0(K) 
of stn nt^th iKH ome.s 10.54 in the Houseliold 
Cavalry, in the cavalry of the line, 
7.78 in tlw Boyal Artillery, 12.19 in the 
Foot Gnards, and 9.05 in the infantiy regi- 
ments. The mortality by tubercular dis- 
eases was very high in tlie Household Cav- 
alry, but it ia an accidental fluctuation, 
arising from the small numbers under ob- 
servation. Omitting these troops and the 
depots, which included men sent home for 
ehange of t^niate, the pro]x>rtion of deaths 
by tuin rculnr diseaae.-i i.s remarkable for its 
uiiil'onuity in aU the arms, ranging between 
S.41 per 1,000 in the cavalry of tho line 
and the Foot Guards, and 2.75 in the Mili- 
tary Train. But it is in diseases of this 
chi.s.s that tlie et^eot of invaliding, in reihi- 
oing the mortality, must be most strikingly 
seen. Gombining the mortality and ra« 
invaliding, which is the only way of arriv- 
ing at a correct conclusion, the ratios of 
decrease (tbrouf^ tttbercolor disease) by 
df'iifliH ami invaliding, were 8.41 per 1,001) 
in the lioyal -Aa-tillcry, 8.68 in the iuftmtry 
regiments, 12. 18 in tne cavalry of the line, 
ia.76 in the Uilitaiy Train,* and no less 
than I&OT in the Poot Guards, oat twine as 



groat in th(! artillery or infantry. Tliese 
proportions are couhidi ruV»Iy higlier than 
m 1860,'4>nt the more e\t< nUvo invalidingf 
must be borne in mind. Delirium tit^inniH 
i.H only eutt;rt'd as the cause of Jtuth m two 
instances in IHCil, and it gave rise to fewer 
admissions into hospital than in the preced- 
ing year^; BO also did ** intemperance.** 
The adnii.s.siun.s fmrn (h lirinm tremens and 
ebriositos conjointly, were 3.28 per 1,000 
of mean strength in the Hou.sehold (.'avalry, 

5.38 in the cavalrv <>f line, as high a.s 

6.39 in the lltiytil ArlilU:ry, 4.47 in the 
Foot Guanls, and 5.65 in the infantry regi- 
ments. In the depots, the admisaions for 
these diseases, the direct result of drinklni^, 
were generally conside rably higher. It is 
remiukulile that tho ratio of odmissious 
into ho.sjiital in some oorps is doable that 
in others, and that for a con'^id'-rable part 
of the year, the most sickly and the most 
hetJthy coips were stationed at the same 
place.* 

From the Mediterranean stations the 

returns ai-o generally sati.sfactory; but Gi- 
braltar contributes a high ratio of invalids 
from pulmonary and cardiac di.sea.ses; and 
disciiiio resulting from immorality, though 
much less than in the army at home, has 
increased, notwithstanding the polioere{^> 
lationa. In Canada, also, there is an 
crease of this class of cases, but the amount 
is still muoh hi^hpAv tliiit .shcnvn in the honm 
returns; and the returns of sickness gener- 
rdly, both from Canada and Nova Scotia, 
present a very satisfaetory result when 
eom})ared with those relating to the troitjtn 
serving at home. The report from Britinh 
Columbia indicates a remarkably healthy 
condition of the troops — a detac-liment of 
the I'oyal Engineers. In a foii *; df IHO 
men there was but one death — tliat of a 
sapper, who was frozen to death while re- 
turning ia head-quarters from a .surveying 
expedition. From tho West Indies, tl>o 
returns show a great improvement over the 
previous year, but tho mortality among the 
black troops is still very heavy. In Jamai- 
ca, the ratio constantly siok was only 
29.b7 per 1,000 among the white troops, 
but 63.28 among tiie black — a dUferenoa 
whirh is traced to the circnni.'^tance of the 
black troopH being quartered in the low 
lands, where interaiiittent fevers are rife, 
while the white troops were in tho more 
healthy climate of Newca.stle. In Westoni 
Africa, the mortality of the troops (black) 
oousiderably exceeded 4Q per thousand — a

Tt i> attril'uted partly 
to tUe fati^o aud exposure of the men in 
two expeditions of a hostile natnre. The 
returns from the Capo of Good Hope show 
a coHbidorublo im^)rovement in most re- 
•peotfl. The principal madiflal officer no- 
tuMS the prevalence of disease of the heart, 
and attriontes it in groat part to intemper- 
ance, ki t pint; lip an rxciti mt-rit of tho 
oirctilatiou, aggravated by hi^h atmospheric 
temtjerature. From Mauritina the return 
is, for tlmt climato. rrmarkably favorable, 
owing, it is suppi tscd, to tho inlluence of 
two hurricanes. In Covlon, thu mortality 
waa high, nearlj 20 per 1,000, but atill 
much below the average of the two previona 
ycjirs. In AuHtralia the mortality was as 
high as 15.44 per 1,000; and in New Zea- 
land also, dedncting men killed in action, 
the miii'tality was coiisidrrably above the 
average; in both the^e colonies rheuma- 
tism wa.s the chief eaiuw^ of iuvjiliding. In 
Southern China the mortality fell to 23 per 
1,000; but in the north, where a large gar- 
rison was 1( ft at Ticn-tsin, it wius mr)r»' than 
double that ratio, and reached 51 jier 1,000. 
The deaths from miasma^ diaeaaeavrere 
31.80 per 1,000 in the north, and only 12 58 
iu the soutli. The diaeftses es^M'oialiy fatal 
in the m rth were djsentery, diarrhoea, and 
cholera. Diseases caused by immondity 
irere only half as common in the north as 
in the .south; in the south the admissions 
into hospital from this cause reached 511 
per thousand; but their inrevalence among 
the native troops, as compared with the 
European, was in proportion of only one to 
■even. The average number oonatantly 
diok among the Earopean troops, was iu 
Sooth C%ina as high as 2a3 per 1,000, and 
in North China 205; :{02 men, 63.8 p.^r 1.000 
of mean .strength, were sent home to Eng- 
land for change of climate, and the number 
tinully di'<c'har;^ed tlu' service as invalids in 
1861 wius IK;, or 18.88 per 1,000 of strength. 
The climatt! of Tien-tsin is deucribod as 
nmarkabhr dry, and there is great predom- 
iaaaoe of bine sky at all seasons; tne ther- 
mometer ranp-d in 1861 from 10S ilcp. to — 
1.5 deg. Lastly we have the returns from 
India. Out of an avetigia ftntM of 57,082 
of her Majesty's troops, 2,097 men difd. 
3C.74 per l.OftO. The chief mortality was 
in B«n^, an l < >ooasioned by Uie severe 
epidemic of cholera, which canaed more 
than half the total mortality in that Pretn- 
dt ncy. Exclusive of the deaths by it. the 
ratio of mortality in Bengal amounted to 
only S3 per 1»000, and the mortality in the 
two other Presidencies was much lower 
than in 1860; it was 15.13 in Madras, and 
24.72 in Boml)ay.

From Gen. Nfal 
Dow we have the acknowledgment of tlio 
reoeipt by him of Hi of thow? cones, and of 
his partial distribution of thctn iiniong the 
officers oonilned with him at Libby prison. 
He was expecting on tiie 1st inst. to obtain 
perrnisHion the iifxt dwy to cninplete the 
distribution among the privates on Belle 
Isle. 

2. The Commission has, since the receipt 
of these advices from Gen, Dow, sent to 
him a consignment of concentrated food, i 
beef stock tot making aoap, condensed 
milk, extract of oofte> eweet ehoco to le , 4o. I 



This is evidently experimental. Should 
these articles n ;i( h mir bnivcs without b<>- 
ing made to pay heavi<,-r tribute on the 
way than did the first consignmenti th* 
Commission will of oonne keep np n stendj 
supply, 

3. the Banitacy Oonuninion has been 

nnwilling to assnmo any responsibilify for 
transmitting packages of either food or 
clothing to Mjx c itii <1 individual at Rich- 
mond. Its supplies sent there, as in ite 
general relief service, are sent to thoae who 
need thrm most, lis channel of relief,' 
somewhat limited by the Confederate au- 
thorities, would be speedily choked, if it 
was open to consignments for individuala. 
To show how important the Commission 
considcr.-i ml.', T may mt'iitinn tlmtono 
of its own olhcers whose kinsman is languish* 
iu^in Libby, ia nnwilling to appropriate its 
privileges for individual relief. 

I may hero say that Gen. 8. A. Meredith, 
Commissioner for Exchange at Fortraaa 
Monroe, Va. , is authorized by our Govern- 
ment to send on its account such supplies 
of elotluug to our men iinprisontHi at Bich- 
mond as they may need and as the Confed- 
erate anthoritiea will permit. The newe> 
jjripprs i\\<n iisscrt Jhat Cii'ii. rcilith will 
receive 2):u:kjigea for indivuluuls, butof thia 
I am not sure. 

4, Tlie CommiRsion is not informed as to 
the methods by which the Government in- 
tendn to protect its soldiers from sufferings 
such as they have recently experienced at 
Biehmond, nor as to the prospect of a gen- 
eral exohange of prisoners, hut it lias iiskod 
of the Secretary of War the privilege «if 
sending, with the a-sscut of the Confederate 
autlioiitios, to the Libby and Belle Isl* 
prisons an ai-credittd agent, who will be 
devoted to ministering to the necessities of 
our men there. An efficient and discre(>t 
person is now nnder appointment, only 
awaiting permiiBion of the anfhofifcieB to 
enter ui^un the mission.

Loiiviri;; Yv',; .!un;,Mii!i, w.' cotno next to 
Anuapoii.s; lu re, iu July last, u Homo for 
DorseH, mutheni, wiven, and relatives of 
siok soldiers" was estaUished, similar in 
its objects and methods to tlie " Nurses' 
Home " in W:i.'<bington. It Inw met 
an evideut need, aud given to many -vvi&i 
and motiiera, irho came among strangers, 
seeking their sick huifbands or sons, tlio 
shelter aud Wfk-ome of a home. During 
the past two (2) months tlie number of 
meals famished there has been 2,817; the 
Dttmber of nights' lodging 669. There have 
bt!('n iw* many twenty-five women who 
fouml their re^t here in a .single night. Tli«> 
** Home " is couvt^nieutly located, and with 
an experienced matron in chaige, is under 
the imniediut-e su|»* r', i^ioii of (^huphiin 
Henries, U. & A.; it is^performing a kind 
mission. * 

At Baltimore fhne lias been a Special 
Bflli^ agent, who has taken 'in hand the 
defective pnp rs (if discliurj'jed men, aided 
in coliectinji: tlieir pay, obtained transpor- 
tation for thobo without mcau.s, and iu gen- 
eral given " ud and comfort " to those 
needing it. His a-sistant, with great f iitli- 
fulncHS, lias visit-«'d every boat which hii-s 
arrived from Fortress Monroe since the Ist 
of June last, and every train of cars firom 
Wariiington or from the West, looking af- 
ter, protecting, directing any solrliers who 
Beera to need li-s-si.sUinee; hi.i record-l>ook 
showa thut he has thus given aid, more or 
less, to 4,827 from June 1st to Oct l8t> of 
whom hehjLs taken over 2,000 to the "Union 
lielicf Rjom-^ " of lliltimore, where they i 
have received meuib and lodgiuga with kind- 
ly care. 

In Philadelphia^ there ha.s been much 
done by the " Woman's Penn. Branch U. 
S. Sanitary Commission," in the way of 
Special lltdief, althoagh the admirable local 
ocganizationa of the dtyleft comparative- 
ly ft small amount to be done in that direc- 
tion, excepting the work of helping fami- 
lies of soldiers. The ' ' Free Pension Agen- 
cy ** of the Philadelphia Branch of the IT. 
8. Sanitary Commission, under the efficient 
management of Mr. Ashman, haa been do* 
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ing a most valuable service; up to the pres- 
ent date Mr. Aslinnn lias m i l.- out the 
pension ijaxiers for over one thousand ap- 
plicants, and with painstaking care invee* 
tigaled add auooeesfttlly followed out many 
piTuliarly coinplieated cases. He alsQii 
without cost, coUect.s all " claims" for dis- 
charged soldiers. Notices of this ofiioe 
and its aid are posted in the hospitals in 
that vicinity, and endeavors are made to 
secure its benefit^s to all diseliarired soldiea 
needing such assistance as it renders. 

In New York, whatever Special Belief 
work has fallen npon the Commission haa 
l)''en attended to by the " W'om.in's Cen- 
tral Association of Belief;" with occasional 
exceptions, this work ha.s consisted injudi- 
ciously assigning the applicant for aid to 
such existing Belief A.s.sociation in theci^ 
OS his oa,se pointed to; or if more immedi- 
ate as;si.stance was needed, iis clothes aud 
transportation, such have been fumiahed. 
Tlie local provisions in New York for ae- 
sisting disabled soMiers are largo, em- 
bracing the New England Rooms and the 
State Institution. " The New York Belief 
Association.'* 

The following report from Boston wiH 
sliow the methods adoi)ted •there, and the 
results which have followed. 

It ia to be considered that this Belief 
work in Boston was not started until Maroil 
last, its need until then hardly being ac- 
knowledged, yet the absolute necessity for 
its existence has been asserted 1^ its xeadlis 
every day since. I make mention of this 
fact and give the report in full, in order to 
set an example and give the siiL'L'i stiiin to 
the various large cities throughout the laud, 
audi woold ask, whether the aaMxriate 
members of the Sanitary Oommission in 
such cities and large soa-eoast or inland 
towns might not wisely and humanely es- 
tablish *' Homes *' on a smaller or broiider 
scale, as the case may be. At lenst they 
should, I am sure, careftdly inform them- 
selves of the nature of the needs iu their 
midst, and the methods iu detail by which 
those needs are to be met.

is op, ned. I wonld rof'ommond that i\ trusty. ^ 
efficient man bo detailed to take charge of this 
tnill» aooompanying it both coming and gr>ing, 
bringing the invoices of tho goods shipped in 
each wrttjon, to gtiurd against 1o.sr from any 
cause, to "cooper" packages that may be broken 
bgr the way, to see ttiat the drivers are always 
provided with fonige for their mnlrs, that they 
are always well cared for, and that the wagons 
are put in thorour;h repair at the end oi each 
trip.

Ovit •'iO!) shirts 
were distributed the ^rst day after they were 
opened, and fat all Che artioles of dotbing^ 
dressinrpi and sdlbtos, there wn.s an eager d»> 
mand. far beyond the BnpY>1.v. T could not In >p« 
to distribute this shipment in buch a manner as 
to avoid all complaint, when we were compelled 
to refnne to issue to many who really net ded 
them, because there were others who needed 
them mnob more. Ctargeons of regiments de> 
sired edibles and clothing fordieirsick, private 
soldi- rH win h.id lost their bngpage awkod to be 
clothed in part, and staff officers asked for shirti 
sttd drawers, that they mig^t change Ihoee they 
had woni unwash* d since the battle. All such 
requests we were compelled to refuite, and in 
accordance with the request of the Medical Di- 
rector, and onr own ideas of the comparative 
wants, to restrict our issnes mninl y ttj the mofit 
needy of the wounded, promising all others 
that their wants dioald be snppUed as soon as 
it ould possibly be done. All have seemed 
pleasantly to acqniesee in this arrangement, and 
if there has been any complaint it has not boen 
broni^t to onr notice. 

The wounded are gi nerally doing well, and 
bear %rith patience the privations that i^pear 
iinavoidable, but a generous supply of ediblSB 
suitable for sick and wouTided men, including 
> stimulants, milk, beef, dried and canned fniits, 
patatoes and onions in large quantities, soft 
eraoken, bntter, eheese, pieUes, green teoi, ihfi- 
naceomdslioaoies, &c., &.c., are indispensable to 
their recovery. I trust that a siipply of these 
^ articles will be ready at Stevenson, to till at any 
time the SO wagons, and as often as they can 
ma1;e the trip, and if more than thrit are ar-cu- 
niulatt^d there, we will nndertoke to get them 
thn^ugh. There is a demand also for flannel 
shirts luid drawers, sibeets, Uankets, Ae.,which, 
whilt:' th" present pressure continues, we are not 
to forward in the "SaniUry Train." But let 
them be aoenmidated without stint at Stevenson, 
for we hope that commnniration by the riv«r 
and V>y railroad will soon be opened. And I lukve

They need and 
deserve a large and constani snpidy of sneh 
stores a.s are nsnalty forw;irdc(I by thi^ CnTiiiiii.^- 
sion. Without this, many will die, who, witb 
it, wotdd recover. Delieale snd nourishing 
food, with a full supply of vegetables, is whatk 
I on tlx' testimony of all the surjjeoiis in charge^ 
is most n* edttd, und is reidly iUdispeitsable. 
Knowing what yon are doong and ean do, I 

liaV( prfnuisi'd tliat there shall s i, .n bo a sup- 
l)ly either equal to the demand, or at least equal 
to the amount of tnanapottation that ««nbepro> 
cured between tliis point and Stevonsoa. 

The seventeen wufcm I'^atls of atora 
whicli wore forwardi (1 fi uin Stevenson and 
Bridgeport, unhappily, never reiK'hed their 
destination. Thej wore all eti^tmeA on the 
I way. Mr. Bedding's acooimt of the inoi- 

dent is aa follows: 
! ()n the "JUth ult, while I was nt Bn.ic-'jiort, 
i Mr. Read N«ut me word from Stevonsou that he 
had aeonred some wsgons to sand stores to the 

fniit, and to t\y if! ixaild not proi uio t.-n wa.;- 
ouH on an oniur from Capt Warren, A. Q. 
at the latter place. I was unable to get them 
I that day, but was promisied them the following 
mominfT, and immediately t»']f "r ii 'it d Mr. 
Head of the promise. His wagum> w ere then 
loaded, sent out, and ordered to camp fbr the 
nif^hl two (2) miles beyond the placo. so as to 
enable my train to catch them at Battle Creek 
or Jasper. 

On the morning of the 99th I secured the tSD 

j wnjrons, load. ) th.-m. and tohgraphcd Mr. 
Bead thjit there vma no one to go in charge, aud 
whether I should go. I waited several hours 
f r a r, ply no one came, and I then starU-d my 
train, with orders to drive as fast as thoy could 
I until they caught the train from Stevenson. I 
i then tolsgmphed Mr. Bead that I taadttBttad 
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the traiD, and about two (2 ) hourH aftemurds ro- 
oeived the word toride oat mtllloTCrlooik both 

tnins, consfiljdiite tlit'iii, and plnce them in 
eharge of Lorrubec, then to return. LArrabee 
hftd been sent oat after the receipt of my Unt 
dispatch, to go tliroiii^h with the trai: . 

I then proriired ii horK*^, nnle on Jind nu t the 
two (2) trains a uhort distnnco this side ot Jas- 
per, at sandown. Ve eamped at Jasper Ibr the 
night, and until htrlUmf I Kt nn hed for Ijirnd)ee, 
but without succewi. Ou the following mom- 
ii^, the 30&, I had the two trains oonsolidated, 
itart* d r mly, and kept a. constant lookout for 
Larrubi r-, lint nt V.x^i concluded that further 
Boarch would be without success, and decided 
to go throngh with the ttain myedf. We 
camped that nipht within two miles of the foot 
of the mountain, and on the next morning, 
tiioagh subjected to a hard rain, started for the 
moontaiu. Ou arpving there, we foond sev* 
eral trains alrrady at its base, unable to pro- 
ceed on account of a tnuu being upou it with 
bad' males, broken-down wagons, and deep in 
nmd. T < Mini i nod the condition the train was 
in carefully, and concluded we would be de- 
tained Reveral dnyii by it unless we could find 
•nothcr road by which wo could go on. It still 
continued to rain vi rv Imr l. rendorinf^ this 
mountain road worse and wur»e, and the proba- 
bility of this train getting orer the mountain in 
fimr or five days very doubtfid. 

Seeing this, I called upon the Quartermasters 
of Negley'8 and Boosseaa's trains to discus the 
pvopriet y of tiu<]iag oat and taking some other 
road. Thf jiLm v;ah acoep<<<.l, and horsemen 
were immediately sent out to look up and exam- 
ine some other road. In the afternoon thej re> 
turned and reptirtod another roa^l nuining 
through ft valley to (he left of the road we were 
on, equ&lly as good as it, but about ten (10) 
milea longer. It waatiien decided bj as to take 
this toad on the next moniin?,'. the 2d. 

Before breukfust on the 2d, the two trains 
■poken of left the mass of wagons at flte foot of 
the moantain— a namber having como in after 
us on the pnc'diutrday, and started out on this 
new road. IJy an accident, we were detained 
•erciral honrs, bat oboatOo'dodc we wereready 
to start, and T rode over to n house in the val- 
ley to our left to get some food for the trip. 
While over Uiere, a man came dashing up to me 
and Rbitcd that a forage train had just been de> 
Btroyod by the rebels near tl\.- foot of tlie moun- 
tain on this now road, and that Ncgky's and 
Boasseaa's towns were retoming, )nit was on- 
able to give any partieular>^. I imle over to our 
camp and spread this news; ail, however, bc- 
BMOdiitobetheworicofafewguerrilka; that 



I they would not dare to attack us in camp, as 
'< we have enoogh teamsters to wipe them onil 
without arms," said they; and the)' did not be- 
lieve there could be any considerable body of 
rebels on that side of ibe river, believing Che 
river was not fordable. I Amnr U to l>e foidable^ 
having seen men crossing it for forage on my 
lost trip to Bridgeport^ So believing this, I 
started off to inform the 29th Indiana and an- 
other rerfiment of mounted infantry encamped 
between three or four miles to our rear, of the 
ca]>ture of the fbnge train, and of oar danger; 
but after having gone about one mile, a man 
came (lushing by nie goitit' t" th'^m, nnd Tie hav- 
ing a much swifter horse than my own, I gave 
way to him and retomed to.eamp. larrivedat, 
camp at 11 o'eloek, and a few moni' iits after a 
man came galloping in and stated that the reb- 
els in large force were in si ght just over the hill, 
dashing down the valley— and here allow me to 
say. that by the thoughtlessness and neglect of 

I the person whose business it is to protect the 
aopplies of this army, tiiere was not a goard to 
^ any tmin present. 

1 There were, according to the estimate of the 
Quartermasters of Kegley's, Sheridan's and 
Bonsseau's trains, about 400 wagons oongrsga> 
te<l at the foot of the mountain, and not one 
guard with them. There happened to be foor 
or ilve oeanpanies of flie SIst Xentaeky on the 
mountain, which were immediati ly ord- red to 
the foot to repel the rebels, or hold them in 
check until the rcinforooments sent for arrived. 
As soon as the appeoranoe of the rebels was msds 

' kno^vn, I ordered our wagons as near the base 
of the mountain as they could get, being very 
nneh scattered over the plain, thinking that the 
force present might be able to keep tho rebels 
some distance ofl" and to prevent their burning 
them while the tight was going on. This was 
done, and I immediately started .across ths 
plain with the intention of gettinr? in (he rear of 
the rebels, watch tho fight, and if they succeed- 
ed in vduppiug oar men and in capturing tho 
wagons, to see their commauderaad plead with 
him to spare oiir stores. I believed that if ho was 
not a guerrilla, but had a spark of feeling for 
suflining betnga in him. that I eould kindle this 
spark into a flame, and that our stores should 
be spared. Although mounted, I mode slow 
progress over the plains tm aoeonnt of the mass 
of wagons I had to pass through, and when 
aluuit half way across, the rebels lia'. iii'^ formeil 
their hue of battle behind the hill I was trying 
to reach, appeared on its top, and witiiout de* 
manding a surrender, eonmienced fniuLr upon 
the train. I being in the centre of the trains, 
or moss of wagons, and mounted, their balls 
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MI around me like haiL I could not carry out 
my plan then, without prent risk of my lifo, so 
I wheeled around and made for the mouutaiu. 
It tras wrj Bteep where I ilnidc it, aaid I had to 
lead niy horse up. The Kentuclqr Jxt&niiy, hy 
squads, formed themselves along the dde of the 
moantain, and poured a sharp lire into the reb- 
els; but their great snperiority in numbers, 
their f^nidual nppmnrh on tho trnin, lui'l th<^ 
fact that they intruded to surround us and cut 
off Hie retreat of ereiy man, which I plainly saw 
they were eiideuvorinR to do, naturally indiuied 
me to " sk fdiuldle " over the mountain as nipidly 
as possible. I went down the road for about 
fhree-qoarterB of a mile from its base, and there 

remained until the firinr^ hurl rrnsod, thrn stjirted 
•back tiith the iutentiou of saving oar stores if 
llifly were iu>t already destroyed, if I had to put 
myself in their hands to do it On arriving at 
a point from which I could see a portion of the 
plain, I saw the main body of the rebels moving 
off in flifl direction of Jaqier, while another 
body were movi'^" nfT with the prisoners in the 
direction from which they came. I knew then 
wo were defeated, and feared the wagons were 
already burned. Prenenfly the Waj^'on-^Iastcr 
of my trrtin, hiivinr: Vn i n in nnd escaped from 
the tigiit, came along and told me that nearly 
■n of our wagons were on Are when he left, the 
rebels havinp tiken some of them to contain 
army supplies, I sup{>ofte, or they would never 
have burned them, nnd that they had foond out 
tbo oonlents of some of them, and were feusting 
up «n tht>m. Most of our wagons were filled 
with fodder, which the lebela did not take the 
teooUs and time to remove ; while some had 
none in fliem. Tlie former they had burned 
before thfi Wnpon-Mastor of my train left, as al- 
ready stated; and the latter they feasted npon, 
sating and drinking, and "a merrier s< t," our 
Wnf'<ii!-ATnKter Riiid, "was never seen." He 
aLio stated that the rebels had sent a dettich- 
ment aronnd (he moantain to apoint where an- 
(itli 1 I II i iiiH t';; road on the mountain, 
to cut »ifl" and capture those that had escaped 
from the tight, and that unless wo could reach 
ttiat pcrint befora tiugr did, we would oertainly 
fall into their hands. A Capf.-.in of the '21st 
Kentucky, who had escaj>ed, asserted tho same, 
and believing it to be nseless then to put my- 
self into the hands of a drunken set of brutes 
for the fV w stores that probably remuined, and 
considering the consequences of such an act, I 
aerafore decided to atari for Chattanooga. 
Vto rusli 'd our horses on until brvond the junc- 
tion of the road spijken of with the one we were 
on, and the same night, at 10 o'olook, safuly 
naohed this phMo. 



The foxioa of the rebels, the attaddBg bodj 

and the resen-e, is estimate 1 at finm four to 
twelve thousand. My own e^itimate and that of 
nearly all I have seen and oonvened with who 
were in the fi^,'ht, is about four thou.siind under 
Wheeler. Several trains that were in camp with 
US whan the destniction of the forage train waa 

' announced, retreated in the direction of Jasper; 
hut thi^ lindy of n Ih Is sjmken of moved off in 

1 that direction after the capture of our stores, 
came upon and destroyed them. Dr. Oastle- 
man was in the fight with one or both of these, 
and was captured. lie assert.s, that had ho 
knuuD that we had stores at the nioiwtain, ho 
conld have saved tham. This is qnestaonabls^ 
however, as he was several miles distant from 
the foot of the moantain at the time of the cajK 
tors of our stores. 

October 18th, Mi. Bead writes once mom 
of the difficulty of tnaaportatkm, tba 
great difficulty of Uiia Western campeiga- 

ing: 

I have written you at every opportunity, and 
^ fn piently by mail, often repeating what I have 
\vnit< u onacoount of irre^^'ularities in the mails. 

As I have writl' u ami t li><,'rai>he(l, I deem ift 
of absolute iuiporttiucc that we have a reliable, 
energelao, hardy man, to act as Wagon-Master 
of our train, to accompany it on all its trips 
over the moontAin. A casual agent is good fior 
nothing for snob a ])uri>i^se; for, in every in« 
stance thus far, they have ahmdom (1 the train 
as soon as they got within hailijv:; distanct' of 
Chattanooga, and come to our rooms to r<?port 
that the train wag ooming, and left everything to 
r the hone-^ly (') of iIiim rs and wai^on-masters. 

The liftcen wagou-loads h.ave airivcd and will 
be unloaded at our rooms this moruiug, robbed 
of an the stimulants and many otb«Mr articles. 
Col, M<'rk:iy ha'5 sent in a report of the robbery, 
and 1 shall do so as soon as I have taken an in- 
Tentory and know specially what has been 
stolen. We need goodamuch faster than they 
get through, and our means of traits|.ortjitinn 
from Stevenson ore in excess over the uiiival* 
there. We shall lose oar train nnlcss we can 
keepitiUled. 

Ontlie!21tli ho givoH somo information 
RH to where tho stores papiured hy the en- 
emy camo from. 

In my letter of the 12th. I gave you in 
haste snd in detail an account of the cap- 
ture .iiid destruction of our tnii'n of stores; 
but having seen a statement in the IjniisviUt 
Jwmd of the Mth, made by OoL Shyroek, of 
Indiana, whieh you may not have seen, and 
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which in incorrect, and, I think, disconnging 
to ■ome of onr '* home woiken," m it tbrovs 

the entire loss upon the Hhouldeni of one tingle 
body, I wish to call your attention to it for cor- 
seetioo, if jou think proper, and also to write 
•fanrliiMsiBfagefdtoniattenhHe. T1m«M^ 
mcnt rt'fcrrf (1 to. ijiven by Mr. S.nri^oiit to Tol. 
Shyrock, was, that "we lost in the attack 3D 
mgonJoede of etoree from the Chicago Sanitary 
Oommianon." Thia ia, for the most part, I 
know, inonrri r-t. There verfi only eii:^ht' i-n (18) 
instead of thii ty-mno (3'J) ii-agon-loads, as you 
•beady know; and in leftaid to 13m receipt of 
the stores alono from t'hiras'i. the tun (10) 
wagons I sent from Bridgeport were loaded 
about equally with goods from Cleveland Aid 
Bodetj, Pittsburgh, Cindmiati and bdimia 
Comrnis';i"ns, brit none from Chicni^o. In tlingo 
sent from Stevenson, there may have been Chi- 
cago stores, hut moat I know ware eithes pur- 
chased or contributed at Louisville. The num- 
ber of pai"lv!»Ri s sent from Bridgeport was G9; 
the number from Stevenson I do not know, as 
no inroioe waa aent with the gooda, and none 
has ever reached thfR office to my knowlcdj^e. 
I merely state this in contradiction to on error 
or iniartafteai«Dl whidh it aagr be trail to oor- 
reek

Since writing you last, we have again moved 
00 rooms; the buildings we were in being nned 
aa Palmer's Division Hospital, and quite a num- 
heroflick coming in from th<> (liviF^ion. drmnnd- 
•d more room; so at the request of Dr. I'errin, 
Kedieal Pireolor, we TOoated it, having thia 
house flret secured us. ' 

The sanitary condition of this army is anything 
but good now. By reason of the heavy nuns 
we have had ibr flie laat ten days, the wagon- 
marls to Sfr vrr<^nn nro rendered almost impas- 
sable, and consequently the Commissaries are 
ndaeed to almost nothing, and the army is 
drawn down to hsilf mtions. The' nighta are 
vrry diiinri inid rnlil. iiml many soldiers nppoal 
ht^re dully lor blankets, having lost theirs in the 
battle, who^ nnder flie eirenmstanoea, arc nn» 
able to (^et tbein, and have to sleep without cov- 
ering. We have none, the Purveyor has none, 
and they are not to be had at all of any one. 
Sickness i« incrensinf^, but diarrhtra seems to 
be thr uiiivrrnal ]ilat,'ti('. and is increasing, and 
vegetables! is the great cry; but at the same 
time, all artidea Ihat neke good diet axe ia 
great demand.

On till- l i'tb. a shipment of t^n (10) waponn 
was made at Stevenson, which reached this 



place (I would say a portion of which) on the 
19th, having been anhieeted to hard rains and 

pillage, ^liile on the mountain, the tcjtmsten 
of our train— 75 in number— concluded they 
must have a spree, oven at the expense of the 
aiek and Hyiag aoldien, and appropriated or 
drstrnyi'd iune>tenthi of all the stimidants and 
delicacies in llie shipment Only eleven (11) 
wagon-loads arrived here. The exact amount 
pillaged I gave in a roport to Col. Goddard, 
who says "they will u<_vi r drivr. a team again 
for the Army of the Cumberland. " The amount 
destroyed is aa ibllowa:

This briiij,' the only shipment mode us since 
1 wrote you last, ,our shelves are again nearly 
empty, having nothing of oonseqnenee exeepft 
about four hundred (400) cans of milk. There 
i>i a fair supply at Stevenson, and so soon as the 
roiids get better, we will receive again. Active 
preparations are going on for clearing the rivnr 
of rebels, so as to have boats ply Ijetween here 
and Bridgeport to bring forward stores. II muat 
6e done, and a des^^te effknt will be made to 
do it I learn from good inQioiitiy to-day that 
a dis ision leaves very soon to drive the rebels 
from Lookout Mountain. £re this reaches yoo, 
I think and believe boats will be mnning to 
Bridgeport, and then a depot wiU ■again bs ne- 
cessary there.

A;, u di.'^infect- 
ant or deodoiunt fyr extensive ust> in masses 
of putrescent materiai, and for local purifi- 
cation, ft^h charcoal is of acknowfodged 
value. Tlir British Sanitary ('<niniiis-.ion, 
in the Crimea, ordenvl whole ship-loads of 
peat charcoal, which theynsed in the prog- 
ress of tie ir work of ])un't;ention in the 
hospitals, barracks, or camps in the East. 
A Report of that dnnmiMion states that 
"perhaps the best deodorizinip compound 
was on^ nsed by the inspectors in all their 
works. It consisted of our part (f pfot chnr- 
coal, one part of quick/ inn', uial fjnr parts of 
snntl vr grtjreL** It should be remembered 
that tho preservation of the disinfecting 
.power of charcoal powder depends upon its 
being both fresh and dry. 

Sn^phnif fif Lintc, Sulphite of Limf, nnd 
J'unnis I'!'!!/. — All these suljstanee.s are 
valuable abHorl>ents of amnioniueal and 
Bulphiiretted elHuvia, and they constitute 
exceedingly convenient vehicles and auxil- 
iary menstrua for some of the more ])oteut 
and exjiensive antiseptics. The much vaunt- 
ed French, disinfectant, hnown as the dis- 
infeefinrr jiowdcr of ^fessrs. Come »t De- 
meanx, consist,s of about 9-1: per cent, of 
tiiK ly fjround f^ypsum and or G per cent, 
of coal-tar or the "heavy oil of coal-tar." 
McDoUKaU's powder, and tlie Ridcrcwood 
disinfectant, cimsist of carbolic acid com- 
bined with tho sulphate of lime and porous 
silicate of alumina, respectively, as will be 
n<»ti''' il iqiriTT ;i mib-< ipiriit ]iri,£X'"'. Hypo- 
sulphite of limo ixissi sst s the ]>inpi»rty of 
absoluely arrejsting fermentati.^:! or the 
catUytic processes. The several substances 
of this first ebiss, and their comjjounils, 
particularly those with carbolic acid or coal- 
tar, are amoni; the most valuable disiufect- 
anta, especially whea large qnantitiea of 
cheap and effectual artiolet of the kind are 

required.

ment; but for this pitri)osi> it is usually 
bett<.'r to resort to strong currents of air, 
moans of throngli aud through vontila* 
tton, when practicable. 
The topical applications of the acids, i>ar- 

iieid:u-ly of the tdlric aciil^in arn :,tin.( ^mm- 
greue, are well undei"stood by Hurycons. 
jfihroun nchl is a v:duable antisrptie, and 
the ]>roduetion aiul ajiplieation of its fumes 
constituted the famous di^infei-ting proceis 
of Dr. Carmichael Smyth. 

The/umea <^ nitro>fs a< /'/that eo long hod 
fame wr disinfecting jmriioses in the bar- 
raeks. In -j itals. and navy of Gri at Britain 
may be n adily produced by heating amix- 
tare of nitrate of potassannd snlphnric acid 
in an iron or porcelain dish. Persons who 
resort to tjiis method of fumigutiun sliould 
bear in mind the fa(>t that stronp; fumes of 
nitrons acid ara dangerously Irritating to 
the throat and Inngs. These fnmtn^ acids 
■repowerfid oxidizers, but their avidity for 
water, together with their peculiarities of 
chemical afflni^, render thmr value as dis- 
infect nuts somowlmt uncertain. 

Js iifdieof I^ad, — Practical considerations 
pi i< e this salt at the head of odorless dis- 
iufi" tiui: salts most available for certain 
locai upplications, 8u<!h n.s deodorizing a 
close apfurtment, and the bedding, <^'c., of 
K'.ck p-;- ^D8, by means of a solution distrib- 
tite<l ou shallow vessels or upon saturated 
clijtlis. The nitrate of leod 18 the bseis of 
"Lcdoyeu's liquid." 

The permanganate o/ potasaa is far fhe 
most eOicicnt salt of this kind, aud its co.st 
alone shoidd limit its ei)ij>loyni<nt. It is a 
ohemioal agent of di)Ver* nt and far greater 
powers than any of the metalUo aaltain this 
third class. 

Chloride of Zinc. — Though more ixjwcr- 
fnlly iuitiaeptio than nitrate of lead, it i* 



not ft-s valnal)le a deodoraid. It is mo.st to 
be valued for its jiropcrty of promptly ar- 
restiuf? ])utrefacf ive procf-ses. As *'8ir 
W'm. Burnett's disiufv^ctaut*" it is widely 
known. 

Both this salt, and tliat of lead, last men- 
tioned, may be employed to delay deeom- 
jK sitiou in a eorjis«\ in the absence of an 
embalmer. This is bi'st aceompliNlu il by 
wrajiping tlie dead body in a folded sheet 
that IS saturated with either of these salts. 

of I run. -Thesf ai\*valuable ami vt ly coeap 
aj^'ent.s for aiding in the control of ammo- 
uiacal and sulphuretted eiHuvia. Being 
soluble, and very cheap, these sxUts are 

eaj..:l<le of varii il iiiid ecn\< iiii nt ;ij»])lica- 
tious, separately, or in combinuliou with 
other deodorissing materials. 

i'hbirtn'- tind its (likttiinc onupotindf.—'YhQ 
commuji prepnratious of chlorinated soda 
and chloride of lime act with great effieienoy 
when til.' ( arboiiic. snli)huretted, orammo- 
niacid giuse.s are brought into euutact with 
th< m. .:V.H their special uses require no 
explanation in this place, wesin]]>ly ap]>( nd 
brief direction!* for generating eldorine gas 
w ht i r it may be required more iuiuiediately 
and copiously than it would be giveu off by 
the alkaline chlorides or hypochlorites. 

liffidi/ mt'thod. — Pour dilute hydrochloric, 
sulphuric, nitric, or acetic acid upou chlo- 
rides of Hme, sine, or soda. This may be ' 
done gnidually by means of a ! i ^ or lead " 
syphon, or by the capillary .syjdiun <<i lamp- 
wiek, droi)ping the acid upon the chloride, 
• ^ if desirable to evolve the chlorine steadily 
for many Lours. 

Cheap meAod— Mix 6 parts of peroxide 

of manganese with 8 part« of tid>le salt 
(chloritle of sodium) in a lead or iron ves- 
sel, which .should l)e set freely within an- 
other vessel of larger capacity; pour upon 
the mixture of manganese and salt 13 parts 
of suli>]iuric a<-id. which may l>e diluted 
with water to abate the rapidity of the 
evolution of the gius. Heat the vessel con- 
taining this mixture by niean.s of hot wa- 
ter or steam, if more rapid evolution of the 
gns is required. 

Ordiiinrif mrthnd. — Mix foTir ]i;;rfs of 
fuming hydrochloric (murutticj acid with 
one part of coarse powder of peroxide of 
manganese, adding' water, as may be de- 
sired, to alrate the rapidity of evolution. 
Apply mf>dr'rate heat. The vessel ujay bo 
of a kind to permit the use of the acid 
and the heat. The heat« however, by this 
method, is not indispensable. 

A very neat method of evolving chlorine 
in hospitals and transports, is to put a few 

ounces of the bl u k oxide of manganese 
into a stout gla-ss bottle of large size, rig a 
bulbons pipette to a perforated cork or 
stopper, and fitting an india-rubber bulb 
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upon the hoadleas hnlb nf tl. • piju tt*', fill 
the pipetto with muriatic acid, uud evolve 
the omorino at ploasuro by oooasioiMl pves- 

8ure upon thi' rlustic cap. 

Jiroininc timl its conipoun'lK. — TIuh most 
powerful antiseptic has recently btL-n 
brought into requisition in tln' militaiy 
hospitals lis a special (li.sinfe«rt.uiit aiiil ar- 
rester of guugn iK'. It is applied hotli top- 
ically and diffusivoljr. Bromine is exceeil- 
ingly penetrating and energetio in its ac- 
tion, and consequently is to ho mnnipulat- 
ed and uppUed with proper caution. It is 
principally employed in its i>iir.' lifjuid 
form, or in combiuatiou with br()midH of 
jjota^sium. Special caution should be used 
not to respire the stroug fumes or any pul- 
verized compound of bromine, as its ef- 
feota when inhaled are suffocating. The 
following concise statement of thi' br>st 
methods for applying this p.>t».nt ili-sintec- 
tant we quote from Dr. M. Goldsmith, 
M 'dic;il l);'-'etor of Milit.iry ITo^iiitals at 
Loui.-i villi'. Ky., to whom Llic mL iiu-al jjro- 
fes-sion is largely indebted for it.8 success- 
ful introduction as a topical and prophy- 
lactic agent for the control of hospital gou- 
gzene and erysipelas: 

DiKEOTIOXS FOR TJsE. 

1. For Fumigation. — Place ves.seLs, con- 
taining one ounce of tho solution at differ- 
ent points of the ward, and in number suf- 
ficient to secure in the latter the constant 
presence of the odor of bromine. 

It should be borne in mind that, if the 
Tapor of bromine comes in contact with 
the vapor of water, hydro-bromic acid is 
formed; therefore, when tliere is much of 
the yaporof water disengaged in the apart- 
ment, the quantity of the vapor of bromine 
must bo correspondingly inereased. 

2. Topical Application of tJip Vapor. — A 
piece of '//•// lint is to bo placed over tho 
di.seivsed part; over this is to be placed an- 
other piece of lint, moisffnci u ith (he so! ulion 
<2^ bromine; over this, a titird piece spread 
fei^ timplit eeratif ; the whole to be covered 
with oiled .- il': :inil bnuilni^o', 8o iii'ran^.'eil as 
to retain the vapor in contact with the dis- 
eased surface oa long as possible. The 
S<dntion is tn be removed as often aS it 
becomes exliausted by eva|»oratiou. 

8. Tka Sohdion^ tn Substance, a» a direct 

Application, in Hoapilal Gan<jrene, Diph- 
tJteria, Gatiyrene of the Ton/jue, ami other 
diseases of this nature: — The j):irt« are first 
to be dried by the application of charpie; 
then the sloughs, if thi»k, sliould be 
trimmed out with forceps and scissors as 
much as possible, for the thinner the 
dough the more efRMstive is the remedy. 
Tlie jiurt.s having again been dried, the 
soluliou is applied by means of a mop, or 
a pointed stick of wootl, in quantity .sulfi- 
cient to aatnxate the sloughs. If the 



sloughs undermine the skin, or dip down 
into intermuscular spiwes, the solution 
must be made to foHow, with the pointed 
stick, or by -means of a gUm syringe. 
If the application Inis licen effectual, all 

I odor from the diseased surface ee;ust>s, and 
the slougiis become somewliat hardened. 
The remedy sbonld be reapplied every 
SfH'ond hour, as li)ng as any odor of putro- 
faotiou is pres4^nt, or aslonj^as the Hloughs 
appear tone diilluent. It is not always ne- 
cessary, especially when the sloughs aro 
diffluent and thin, to use tho solution in its 
full streiif-^tli ; if may b" w.-akened by the 

I luldition of water, as the disease subsides. 

j Tiie points to be espedaUr attended to, 
in the use of the solution oi bromine, are 
two: 1. The solution should be apjjlied in 
atoeng^ and frequen*-y sufiieieiit for the 
impregnation of lhexcho!eo/ the alonghit ; 2. 
To secure this end, tlie application should 

i he iti'i'/'' bif the snn/'-on hinif^e!/, and never 
bo trusted to a nurse. If the sloughs are 
thick and cannot well be trimmed, the 
bromine m.iy be introduced into tlie tluck- 
ne.ss of tho slough by nieans of a hypo- 
dermic syringi'. 

After the topical application of tho so- 
lution, the parts, \vlu»n so situated as to 
render it practicabh', nhould be suV)jectetl 
t-o the intluence of the vapor. (See par. 1. ) 

Surgeons will do well to boar in mina 
that bromine is a new remedy for tho pur- 
poses indicated above. The directions for 
itv** use, given here, are those followed in 
tlK' military hosi)itals of this ciiy; it may 
be found advisable to modify them as vx- 
perieuce with the remedy accumulates. It 
is, therefore, eamestW reeommtuided that 
the subject be studied diligently, that the 
cflects of the remedy bo carefully Aatclicd, 
and that the af»plication be varied as uow 
fjicts are develop 1 m it« use. 

The investigatitm of tho evidences re- 
Bpuctiiig the antisej)tic and prophylactic 
powein of this new disinfectant has reason- 
ably confirmed the opinion of its great 
u til i ty . But to secure its beneficial eneeta, 
its applii-atioii should be mado Avith pro]ter 
care and thoroughness. It claims to ar- 
rest the dcstnictive progress of gangrene, 
crvsipela-s, etc., and utterly to destroy the 
personal and the dillused virus of such mal- 
adies. To accomplish this effcctaallv, the 
bromine must be applied to ever . 
ciile of the vims, and this is to be effected 
by means of the pipette syringe, the point- 
ed stick, the scissors, and the solution, for 
local applications; and by its pungent and 
volatile vapors in wards and otlier infected 
places. This ilisinfcctaut certainly prom« 
ises to be a great boon to onr mUitaiy hoe- 
pitnls. 

' Pcrrnanfjitna/e nf /'olassa. — A special or- 
I der from the MedicaU Bureau at Washing- 
i ton iCirculart No. 12,] calls the attention 
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of medical offloen to " the virtues of per- 
manpuuito of potiiHsa as a disinfi'ctaut and 
doodorizi-r." Thia is a soluble 8iil)stanoe 
peculiarly convenient of ii])j>lit'ation and 
remorkablv certain and efficient in its ef- 
fects as a uisinfeciant. Its employment as 
a doodoiizer find i>iopliylacti<' is limited 
mainly to topical applications, to gungre- 
non8 parta or putreticent materialfl, and to 
pen< r:il f rt upon the atmosphere of con- 
tiuiiiiiat* d apax'tuieuts, by meaus o£ evapo- 
rating ( lotha saturated with a strong solu- 
tion of the permanganate. The oxidizing 
and antisi'ptio effects of the permanganate 
of j)(tt:'.ss;i ii|:()ri orfjunic iiiid piitrt'sri'ut 
matter uro rcuiarkuble. It is the most sen- 
sitive test for the presence of organic mat- 
ter, whieli it oxifli/cs %vith wonderful facil- 
ity. [.S'<v n iii'irks tipoii i/iis subject in lla)u- 
noud's U'l'jUne.] As this is an expensive 
and dcliciitc substance, it is to be employed 
economically, upon saturated cloths or iu 
dilute solutions upon plates. For purifying 
offensive water lor purposes of beverage, 
etc., a standard solution should be dropped 
into the vc-^i 1 of water, >Oiti! llif^tiuge of the 
pennmi'jtiniilti /jcyms to (ipj^ear. The rapid 
nn<l enVetiial oxidation of tiie organic y 
trill) elcmentxH of impure water and other 
Bub.-itaiii'cs, even of the atmosphere itself, 
when broufjht iu contact with solutions of 
this salt, and the consequent and almost 
instant deodorization of such imparities, 
render this disinfectant of priceless value 
for practical purposes. And as all ]>repai*a- 
tiousof manganese are therapeutii-iilly tonic, 
probably the minute qmmtities of this Halt 
iliat would l>e taken in drinking the water 

Erititd iVi above described, would only act 
neHoially. " Condy's Disinfectant," 
" Darby's Fluid,** and all the Taunted prcp- 
arations of "()/.oni/.rd water," etc., are 
but solutions of permanganates. The .salts 
are ciheaper and more reliable thiui .sucli 
nnstninis, and nrc now supplied by all med- 
ical purveyors iu the army. 

Coat-lar ComjtoundJt — OitrJMates. — The 
earholiite of linn' licen employed to 
some extent la our camps and hospitals. 
McDougalls powder consists of carbolate 
of lime, sulphate of lime, qnjok-lime, etc 
The Ridgewood disinfectant oonrisls of ear- 
bolieacid, proto-chloride of iron, etc., com- 
bined with fullers' earth. Either of these, 
which are furnished by the medical pur- 
veyors, appear to be quite as valuable as 
the more expensive aiiticlc of MM. Come 
and Demeaux, which is used at the Im- 

Eerial Camp at Chalons, and was found 
igldy serviceable by Barron I^rrey, after 
the great b:^ttles of the lat»' Ttalian cam- 
paign. Coid-tar, in almost any form, is 
available for disinfecting sewers, eto., and 
in the dry powders mentioned, it is availa- 
ble for dohiying tUo process of decompo- 
sition, whottMt in n ooipie^ o> ia nteae 



j matoriaL CSarboIic aeid ha.s the antiseptio 

powers ot creasote, and is hirgt ly sold for 
that article. The antiseptic properties of 
coal-tar, its effect upon inej)hitie gases and 
putrescent material, the i>ormaneucy of its 
operation, and the cheapness of the article, 
render it available for ( xtcnsive application 
in neutralizing and arresting doacal and 
noxious effluvia in the processes of animal 
decomposition. A di -'ii:,^!!! -In d Medical 

i Inspector of oni army, wiien cutoff from 
ordinary mt li :il snpplisa, effectually and 
quickly abated the nniaances pertaining to 
an extensive old fortress, by means of an 
extomi)orized mixtTire of coal-tar, ])rocured 
from the gas-works upon the premises. Fox 
use in chamber vesselB, dose-stools, etc, a 
neat fluid preparation may l>e nuule, after 
the formum of M. Demeaux, by mixing 
equal puts of coal-tar, alcohol, and h<n 
soft soap. TVith the progress of knowled go- 
respecting the chemistry of coal-tar and 
other hyib'o-farboiis, tlif pvccisc value of 
this class of disinfectants will be better un- 
derstood. Coal-tar certainly has remarka- 

I ble eflicacy in arresting pntresoenoo and 
controlling its effluvia. 

Heat — ^As a means of immediate diain> 

fcctiou of contaminated K^inneiits, Ix dding, 
and even of close apartments, ships, etc., 
heat is at once a cheap and most eff'ectual 
method. The boiling of infected clothing, 
etc., is admitttfd to effectually destroy any 
contagious poison. And practically, upon 
a large scale in such work, experience 
proves it is best to employ steam as tiie 
! means of heating. Upon tliis subject, sen 
] remarks and plans of M. Baudeni^ YllvnjiitaU 
and Hctilih of Troops, Am. ed, pp. 238k 
204] ; also, a lieport on Heat a« a disinfoo- 
t-aut, in tlio Transactions of the Nationid 
Sanitary Convention, iHtiO. It is probable 
that no circumstance contributes more di- 
rectly to the perpetuation and spread of 
the typhus poison, than tho accumulation 
and bod management of contaminated 
dothing, etc., that ought, under all oir^ 
eumstince.s, to be jvn i'icd as SOon aS It 
leaves the patient or tlic bod. 

Frotit or Lov> Temperature, when eontin- 
ued a sufficient length of time, will effect- 
ually destroy both the miasma that pro- 
duces yellow fever, and the paludal malaria 
that produces intermittent and remittent 
fevers; but such low temperature lm.s no 
effect to arrest those fevers in the persons 
suffering them. It is worthy of note, that 
d freezing temperature does not appear to 
mitigate the activity of the personally in- 
fectiotis poisons, or contagions; though, 
with certain exeej)tiona, it arrests putrefac- 
tion and the catalytic or lementativo pro- 
oesses.

THE GREAT NORTHWESTERN 
SANITARY FAIR. 

Some hiudTed thoiUMid people of fhe 
great Northwest hmve juaft been drawn io- 

pctlicr at Chicnpo by a Fair, under the im- 
aicditttc lui.sjjict'.s of the "Chicago Brauch 
of the U. a. tiauitarj' Cummissiou. " It 
hM been gkunoiis 1— fhia great tide, DOt of 
people only or chiefly, but of sympathy 
And of thought and of feeling, which has 
rolled in from hundreds of miles over those 
vide praiiiee, and along the foot of the dia> 
tent hillsl To one who stood there, look- 
ing on, it came like a great whelmiiifr tor- 
rent of love and power, and solemu earnest- 
ness, whiofa was irresistible, carrying every- 
tiung before it AH vho iraie present 
anite in saying that they never before 
realized so fully the consciousness and the 
exhilarating and invigorating ell'oct of 
bieathisg, aa it wen, aa atmoapheie whudi 
ma literally fllled vith generous emotUma 
and moral enmestness, and where every 
other element was absorbed or neutralized. 

8o quietly had the whoie allhir been 
•zxaoged, andirith aoeh excellent method 
conducted, that when this immense con- 
course of people poured in from IHinois 
and Indiana, from Michigan and Mis- 
eoori, from Wisconsin and lowai bearing 
tiieir gifts with them, it seemed aa if 



sudden and mysterious impobe had taken 

hold of one-Quarter of the whole nation, 
who had suddenly sprung to their feet, 
seized whatever of goods or riches were 
nearest at hand, and rushed forth led hfj 
mosioand baanen; and when, atlaat, from 
all quarters they had met at the gatherings 
plfiee, to which they had been instinct- 
ively drawn in their hurried march, they 
had, as by ooounoB oi^iamt, or a oertain 
divine impnlse, without asking why, laid 
down their treasures, simply feeling? that 
God's altar needed these for bumt-ofier- 
ing— BO generous, and eameet, and full of 
a oertain Idn^ of oontagiona faith aeemed 

those men and women who wcr(» gathered 
there; and thiit was just the secret of the 
whole, which mode it all so real to every 
one who was present* while to thoee 
who were not there» tte nanelion of the 
facts must needs Beem exaggerated and 
unreal; it was this irresistible evidence, 
tdd by eye, and step, and tongue, and 
hand— eridenoe of an immense faith — im- 
moTi?5P as taken in the miiss— faith in God, 
faith in the nation's life, faith in our ar- 
mies, faith in our leaders, faith in our people 
ethomei 

The contributions to tiie Fair, to be sold 
for the V>enefit of our sick and wounded 
soldiers, were large, were muuitioent, bat 
it waa thia tome of deep ao e te d eameatneai 
which waa laxgealb It was not merely what 
men and women said and did, but the way 
the thing was done, which carried with ^ 
this impression of wholaaale generosiljy of 
apicitw TMuaidj wroofi^t actidea, soflh 
as usually adorn the tables of Fair<i. the 
work of ladies' liands, were not wanting; 
but then the farmers from miles and miles 
aroond kept ooming in with their wagone 
bj twentiai^ and fllliM^ and hondsedi^ 
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loftded down vith their bulky fann prod- 

xxvv; otLers rnrnn londinpj horties, or 
driving licfore tbcm cows, or oxen, or 
muU'H, which thcj contributed instead of 
money, of which, perhaps, they had none; 
others brought live jwultry which had been 
f( (1 for months by the poor mun's door; 
they brought this because they must bring 
tomething, and this was all th^ had. 
Some wagouawero loaded from rich dairies, 
witli butte r nn<l cbrosp by the ton. Then 
came great loads of hay from some distant 
farm, followed by others jnst as large from 
farms farther off. The mechanies brought 
their mnchinoH, and gave them in, one 
after another;— mowing maehinos, reapers, 
threshing machines, planters, pumps, fan- 
ning-mills— nntQ a new building, a great 
atorehouH(>, had to be erected to receive 
them; and here were ploughs, and stoves, 
and furnaces, and mill-stones, and nails by 
tiie hnndred keg^ and wagona, and car- 
nage springs, — and axes, and plato glass, 
and huge plates of wrought iron, (one the 
largest that was ever rolled from any roll- 
ing-mill in the world,) block tin and enam- 
eled leather, hides, boxes of ^^tionery, and 
oaaea of boots, cologne by the barrel, native 
■wine in casks, purified coal-oil by the thou- 
sand gallune — a mountain howitzer, a bteel 
bceech*loading cannon, a ateaat-^gine 
made by the working-men in one of the 
manufactories of engines in Chicago— and 
on it this inscription — " This engine is do- 
nated by the worionen of the idBgle Wctlcs 
Mannfaetoiing Cow, werj man oontribntiBg 
something — not one C()]iperhead in the 
whole institution." There, too, were other 
madiincs wliich had been built by em- 
ployes of Tarioua establishments, who had 
worked "after hours" to constni* t m nie- 
tbing for the Soldiers' Fair. Such, with a 
thousand other gifta great and timaii, tilled 
this new storehouse, where Uberal pur- 
ehaaeta were found waiting. Then, again, 
the cari)ent« rs nnd joiners, who, in the press 
of work upon luihuishcd buildings, couKl 
not leave their hammer and saw to go to 
the Fair, joined together by tens and twen- 
tiee, and set apart a day of which they 
would give their earnings to the soldiers. 
In like manner, different firms would ad- 
Tertise a sale for the benefit of the IVdr. 
^Dmar **^To the Lognl Stone-lbsons of 



Oueago:** ** We propose to donate to fttv 
Northwestern Snnitnrj- Fair the entire pro- 
ceeds of the sale of one canal boat load 
(20 tons} of our first-class rubble, stone. 
Bids for the same will be reeeived at omr 
offloetm Friday aexi*'

Then loaded wagons came in long pn>> 
ceasioas, toiling into the city, from fiar> 
off country pluces, bearing marks of fron- 
tier service, and the horses or mules, toge- 
ther with the drivers themselves, most of 
them told of wear. Many of then weiv 
sun-burnt moi, with hard hands and rigidl 
features; and a careless oli.server w-ooM 
ha%'e said that there was surely nothing iu 
those wagons, as they passed, to awaken any 
sentiment. Yet something them was about 
it all wliich brouglit tc.irx to the eyes of 
hundnnls as the old farmers with their 
heavy loads toiled by. Among the crowd 
of speotalots there was notioed a broad* 
shouldered Dutchman, with a face e.\pres- 
hivc of ftiiytliing but thougbt or fci Iiug; he 
gazed at this singular proces-sion u.s it i)iisH- 
cd, — the sun-burnt farmers, and the long, 
narrow wagona, and the endless variety eff 
vegetables and farm produce,— he gased 
there as these men with their sober faces 
and their homely gifts passed one by one, 
until when, finally, the last wagon had 
moved by, this stolid, lethargic-looking matt 
" broke down" with a flood of tears, and 
could say nothing and do nothing but seize 
upon the little child whom he held by the 
band, and hug her to his heart, trying t» 
hide his manly lean belniid her floating 

curls. 

Among these wagons which had drawa 
up near the rooms of the Sanitary Com- 
mis.sion to unload their stores, was one pe- 
culiar for its exceeding look cf poverty; it 
was worn ond mended, and was originally 
made merely of iK>les. It was drawn by 
three horses which had se«b maeh of life^ 
but little grain. Tlie driver was a man 
past middle age, with tlie clothes and 
look of one who toiled hoitl, but be had 
a tihoBghtfol and hindly fao«, He aal 
there quietly waiting his turn to unload. 
By his side, with feet over the front of tho 
wagon, for it was filled very full, was his 
wife, a silent, wom-Iooking woman, (many 
of these men had tteir wiTea with tlim om 
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the loads;) near the rear of the wugon was 
• gixl of flfleen, p«rhqM, uid her^nster, 
dreHs> (l in blaok, oMiTing in her ama a 

littlf child. 

Some one said to this man, (after asking 
tiw woman with the ehild if ahe would not 
go into the Commisaion rooms and got 
warm ) ">ry friend, yon fioom to have 
quite a load here of vegetables; now I am 
eonoiiB to know what good thinga yon are 
twinging to <he aoldiers; will yon tell me 
what you have?" " Yes," said he: "hero 
are iK»t!itoeM, and liere are three V)rig9 of 
onioos, and there are some rutu-baga, and 
liiere a few tnmipe, and that ia a amall bog 
of meal, and you can see the cabbages fill 
in; and that box with shiUi has some ducks 
in it, which one of them brought in." 
** Oh! then, thia isn't all your load alone, 
is it?" "Why no ! our region just where 
I live is rather a hard soil, and we haven't 
any of us much to spore any way, yet for 
this business we could have raked up as 
mneh again aa thia ia, if we had had time; 
but wc didn't get tin notice that the wag- 
ons were L'oiiit( in till last iii<jlit about eight 
o'clock, and il was dark and raining ut tliat, 
00 I and my wife and the girla could only 
go round to five or six of the neighbors 
within a mile or so. but we did the best we 
could; we worked pretty much all the night 
and loaded, ao aa to be ready to get out to the 
main road and atari with the xeat of them 
this morning; but I can't help it if it is 
little, it's sametliinfj for those soldiers." 
*' Have you a son in the army?" "No," 
he answered alow]y, after turning round 
•ad looking at )us wife. "No, I haven't now, 
but we had one there once ; he's buried 
down by Stone llivor: he was shot there; 
—and that ian*ft jnat ao «ther— we called him 
our boy, bnt he was only onr adopted aon; 
we took him when he was little, so he was 
just the same as our own boy, and" (point- 
ing over his shoulder without looking 
back) ** tiiat'a hia wif^ there with the baby ! 
But I shouldn't bring theae things any 
quicker if ho wore alive, now and in the 
army ; I don't know that X should think 
ao much aa I do now aboni the boya away 
off there." It waa in turn for hia wagon 
to unloa<l, so with liis; rongh freight of 
produce, and his rich freight of Inimfm 
heart* with their deep and treasured gnefs, 



he drove on— one wagon of a hundred in 
the train. 

As a proof of the interest felt by the 
people of Cliieago in this Sanitary Fair, it 
may be mentioned that on the day the Fair 
opened, October 97th, the aereral eonrii 
of the ci^ adjourned over the day, the 
post-office was closed, the Board of Trade 
adjourned, the public schools were not 
opened, the banka of tte oify oloaed, boai* 
nam of all kinda, whether in thtf offloea, 
stores, shopi, OT mannftwtoriea, waa an»> 

pended. 

The following extract from the Chicago 
7Vi6«me, one of the leading papraa ol tiie 
Weak, giraa a living picture of that pro* 

cession as it gathered up its foroea and 

moved on, throe miles in length: 

" Yesterday will never bo forgotten either 
in the city of Chicago or in the Weak 
Memorable it will remain both as history 
and as patriotism. Such a sight was never 
seen before in the West upon any occasion; 
and we doabt whether a more magnifioeni 
spectacle waa ever presented in the atreeta 
of till' Empire City itstdf, than that vast 
procession of chariots and horsemen, conn* 
try wagons and vehicles, civic orders and 
military eornitanies, both horse and foot, 
which converted Chicago for the time being 
into a vast theatre of wonders. 

'* From the ear best dawn of the day the 
heart of the mighty city waa awake, and 
long before eight o'clock the streets were 
thronged with people— citizens hurried ex- 
citedly to and fro;and country women, widl 
their children, came in early in tlie morning, 
with colors tied to their bridles and decorat- 
ing their wagons, and with miniature flags 
and bannera on their hoxaea' heads. On the 
hoaae^topa, on tiie pnbHo buildings, flaunt- 
ed the glorious flag of liberty. By nino 
o'clock the city was in a roar; the vast hum 
of multitudinous voices fllled the atmoa- 
phere. Drums beat in all jiarts of the city 
summoning the various processions, or ac- 
eompaayiug them to the grand central ren- 
deanioa. Bands of music playing patriotic 
tunes— %andB of young men and women, 
singing patriotic SKUt^r^, enlivened the 
streets. Everv pathway was jammed up 
witii human Dooiea, ao that it was with 
extreme dilBculty any headway coidd be 

made. 

' ' The jprooession was advertised to asaem- 
ble at nine o'clock precisely, and waa eomi- 

J>osed of nine divisions, formed in tike fol« 
owing order: 

The First Division formed on Michigan 
Avenue — the right resting on Lake. 

The Second l>ivi: : >n forme 1 on Wabaak 
Avenue — ^nghl resting on Lake. 
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The Third Division on State Street — 
tight resting on Lake. 

The Fourth Division formed on Dear- 
born Street^ — right resting on Lake. 

The I'lftli Division formed on Clark 
Street — right resting on Lake. 

The Sixth Diriaioii fonned on Lualk 
Street^right restin|( on Lake. 

The Seventh DiTwion formed on "W elk 
Street — right resting on Lake. 

The Eighth Division formed on Franklin 
Street, the right resting on Lake. 

The Ninth Division formid «)n Market 
Street, the right resting on LakeBtreet, 
astending to Madiaon Street Bridge. 

" As near ten o'clock as possible it stort- 
e<l, liniuu rs Mying, dnima rolling, and nil 
mauuc-r i.>{ Vtra/.tn iuhtninifuts stirring the 
air, and the hearts of the vast multitudes of 
people, with thrilling, exciting mnaio. On 
St came, that mighty pageant ! foUowing 
the course laid down u the jointed prO' 
granunei 

** From Ififlbigaa Ayenne vest on Lake 
to Market Stoeet ; on Market Street south 
to 'Washington Street; on Washington east 
to Clark Street ; on Clark south to Harrison 
Street; on Harrison Strei^t east to Michigan 
Avenue; north on Michigan Avenue to 
Lake Street; west on Lake Street to La- 
aoile; aonth on I«aaUe to the Coiui-House 
Square. 

" Such earnest enthusiasm as accom- 

C'led the procession, from first to lost, 
rarely been witneased on any occasion. 
It was a f.Tand and sublirae protest on be- 
half of the people against the poltroons and 
tnitom vho vere enemies to the Govern- 
ment, and opposed to the war. Bursts of 
parotic feeling came from many a loyal 
bosom on that memorable and ncver-to-bo- 
forgotten day. The people seemed to over- 
flow with loyalty, and could not contain 
themselves. i<*or a long time they had bt^en 
silent, nursinp their wrath, keeping alive 
their 1{>\ c iur ttio old flag, keeping alive 
also their hatred of those that hated it — 
who had so long fired upon it in the rear — 
Sliding nowlicre, in no event, in no ncws- 
jM^r, any adequate utterance of their pas- 
sionate feelings. Now the mighty eloquence 
of that majestic and sublime procession 
spoke for them ! That was the thing which 
tliey aU along Wanted to aar — ^but could 
not ! They were in themaelves ciphers, 
mere units of the nation; but tliere, in all 
t.iose thousands of men, they saw thcm- 
selvea multiplied into an incalculable, irre- 
iiatible boat^ and felt that their hour of 
trimnphant speech had come at last ! That 
was tue answer which they thundered out 
intrttm}>(-t tuues to the miserable traitors 
who hod so long torn the bleeding heart of 
their country. 

'* * I always knew,' said one old man at 
ow dboiw, in the crowd, wbikt w4 wan 



watching the procession, ' that the heart of 
the people was all right They didn't know 
their danger for a long while. Now they've 
found it out — and this is what they saj 

alu.nt it !' 

** This procession was remarkabiein many 
respects as a pageant, and particularly in 
thf TiuniV)er t>f line liorses which accom- 
panied it. A larger number of well-mounted 
men has rarely l)een seen in a civic proces* 
sion. The j)olice came at the head of it, 
under the command of Captain Nelson; m 
fine body of men, with capital howee, look- 
ing aa bold and braTc as heroes. 

"After these followed, in stately march, 
the Michigan Sluirpsliooter«; th< 1st Ki j,'!- 
ment of Illinois State Militio, (Chicago Citj 
Guard,) a fine lot of fellows ! and thewh<dtt 
of the First Division, with their bMlda* lllitl 
flags, and panoply of war. 

" Amongst these, the carriage containing 
the captured rebel flags at^acted mnco 
attention, and ezeited great euthnsiaam. 
Tliesc were the flaunting rags which the 
rebels had borne on many a battle-field, 
and which our brave Illinois soldiers had 
torn from the hands of their .standard- 
bearers. Tliere they were, bellurum exuvioty 
spoils of war, tlaunting no longer in haog h tj 
defiance at the head o| rebel anniea, but 
earned in triumph at the head of a civio 
jirocession in the peaceful streets of ("liica- 
go. Many a tearful memoir they must 
have conjured np in tlie minda of many » 
spectator there present, whose sons were in 
the battles where these flags were taken; 
and many of wlion) are, ere noWpatnatftw- 
eTcr in tiieir bloody soiL 

**The Second and Third DiTisiona fol- 
lowed; and it was a most picturesque and 
plea.sing sight to behold the long lines of 
members of the various Lodges, sooie1ie8y 
and associations of tlie city, in tlu-ir many- 
colored regidia.s. ilien eauie the benevolent 
societies, the religious orders making an 
impoauig apectade, which it would require 
the painters art to represent, and to which 
no words could do anything like justice. 

The Fifth Division, uslierod by a fine 
band, and headed by J. Q. Hoyt, E^., then 
came trampling by. There were scores of 
carriages, containing members of the press, 
the clergy, the municipal antillOfitlce, judgca 
and officers of the courts, govemoaes and ex- 
govemom of States, kc, &c. 

"One of the moat strikingly })eautiful 
features of the procession was a superbly 
decorated four-horse car, bearing the em- 
ployes of the liberal-hearted ^^'heeler k 
Wilson Manufacturing Company, repre- 
sented in this city by Geo. K. Ohittenden, 
Esq., and anggeative» by the presence of 
working women and aewing machines at 
work upon soldiers' overcoats, of the utility 
of the sewing machine in clothing armies.

uted; and last, but not least — nay, greatest 
and mightiest of all^the sublimo aprifttaclc 
of the Lake County Dclcp^ation. 

"the liAKB COVXTT DELEGATION. 

•* A striking and noticeAl)le feature of the 
procession wiis the long ntriag of farnicrh' i 
teama from Lake County. They came 
iato the city at an early honr in the fore- 
noon, and sufficiently early to join the pro- 
cession. There were one humlriHl wagons, 
loaded to overflowing with vegetjiblew, the 
staid old horses decorated with little flogs, 
and larger tlags pendent from tho wagons 
and held 1>y thr Htout fariuer hands. It was 
a great and beautiful freie-will offering of 
the sturdy furmeri, whose hearts ever beat 
tnie to freedom and tho Um ni. No part 
of the procession attracted so many eyes, 
and no lit-artier cheers went up from the 
liUNIsands who thronged the streets than 
Ihoee given, and thrice repeated, for the 
Lake County farmers and their splendid 
donation. There were no small loads. 
Every wagon waa iffled to overflowing wiUi 
great heaps of potatoes and silver-skinned 
onions, uiiuumoth squashes, huge beets and 
turnips, mous^r cabbages, barrels of oidar 
and rosy apples, loo^l after load, with many 
a gray-haired farmer driving, face weather- 
beatrii, fi-;iiiic nif,'t,'. (l, haiuls bronzed, his 
old eyes sparkling with the excitement of 
the project his big heart oonoflived. And 
back of the farmer, mounted on the vege- 
tables, were the boys, tilled to repletion 
villi fon. At the end of the route of the 
procession, the teams drove up to the Sani- 
tary Commission rooms, and unloaded their 
precious freights of stores into the garners, 
whence they will go to the boys in ^eiield. 

" This harveet home was a sight to faring 
tears to the eyes of any man but a eouflrm- 
ed copperhead. There was an eloquence 
in it^ a moral grandeur which spoke londer 
than any words. It told that the farmers, 
the bone and sinew of the country, were 
Vet coiilulent of success, that despair or 
distrust has not entered into their oaloula- 
lions, and that the boys in the field were 
Avoifhv the best of their crops. There was 
no (liHi)lay, no advertisement lurking be- 
hind their contribution. It was a free-will 
offering from their great, generous hearts, 
for which they will have no recompense, 
save that best of all recompense, the bless- 
ings of the gallant fellows in camp and in 
hoapital. Qod blesa the Lake Coonty 
farmers ! 

" The procession arrived at the Court- 
House about one o'clock, when the bands

"The scene presented at the Banitaiy 
Con^mitiioii rooms was worth going a great 
distance to witness, and thousands iin|irovod 
the rare opportunity. Here more thou 100 
wagons wm drawn up taflliHn tiie Oommi»> 
sion, delivering their treasures to the agents 
who are to forward them to the boys in the 
field. Thi' si li'walks and street were filled 
with boxes, barrels and sacks, and scores 
and hundreds of by-staaden eagerly put 
their shoulders to the work, and wei f j iroud 
to take part in handling some of this sol- 
diers' produce. Madison Street, for nearly 
a block, was blockaded for fully half an 
hour. Judge Fuller came to see what waa 
tho matter— why tho M;iilisou Street cars 
were so long duiayed; but when he saw the 
cause, and the eflbet npon the people, ha 
conclnded pa.ssengers could well ftlTord to 
walk around the 'blockade.' This grand 
dooatiMi was worth abont $3.00U — an im- 
mense amount of farm products of every 
variety — better than gold for the Sanitary 
CommisHiun, and thron^;Ii tliem, ixa ths 
boys in the field and in hospitals." 

**The back room of the *Oommiasion* 
was filled with wheat; Mr. McVit ker ten- 
dered them tho use of his cellar, which was 
soon filled; n«Kt» B. W. Raymond oiT red 
storage room in one of his large cellars, 
which was gladfy accepted, and promptly 
used. We regret that some photograpliisi 
was not on hand to take a view of that 
crowd, and present dnpUealea of the Fdx: 
They wonld have sold by thnu?;;in(lH." 

"While unloading their pold- a treiusure, 
a messenger approached the fanaers with 
an invitation from the Lady Managers to 
come to Lower Bryan Hall, and partake of 
a dinner in waiting for them. Tliese stunly, 
warm-hearted yeomen, accompanied by the 
Marshals of the aever^ divisions, moved to 
Bryan Hall, where thi\v wim-.^ warmly wel- 
comed by the ladies oud all who wore prea- 

It is imposdlbla to describe in detail the 
varinns halls occupied by the Fair. No 
one hall was large enough. Bryan Hail, 
beautifully decorated, waa filled with arti- 
cles anoh aa vsnaUj oiowd the tables of 
fair.^ — only hero the tables were burdened; 
and each morning after tho sales of tlie pre- 
vious day, the abundance was renewed. 

This haU waa brilliantly lighted in «ha 
evening, and crowded from nine in tt« 
mornirif!: nntil eleven at nif.,dit. 

Among tho articles in Bryan Hall which 
attracted attention^ waa the original numn* 
soxipt of Pnridaat TAwwIn's **VTo^km^ 
tion 6f Eniaiioipafetoii;" % gift of the nmi- 
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drat to the TVdr. Simte fhonaanda of dol- 
lars ])r()l)nbl,v be refttised tttm its sale. 

In thf largo liallbf low, in ihrFnmo luiild- 
iag, were neatly arrargrd but richly loaded 
tables— each table seating some forty per- 
■ODs; and here, eveiy day, Bome 1,600 or 
9^000 personH dined. A matron presided 
oyer each table, and tlie yiniiiR ladies of 
the city, tastefully attired, were tlie " wuit- 
«n** of the tables. Itwasasig^tnottobe 
lorgotten. All these supi)lie8 were "sent 
in*' from the homes of the city and vicinity. 
This was continued with unfaihng abund- 
■noe dnring the two ireeks that the Fair 
eontiiined. 

A fliird hall was the Snper^iKors' Hall- 
whore the judge not only adjourned his 
court and gave up his room to the Fair, 
but gave himsdf to anperinteiid that de* 
partment. Tlie following notice of this 
all is from the Ckioago Tribune, as before: 

IBB OUBIOSXTT SHOP. 

That which ■n ill ]irobably prove one of 
the most attractive features of the Fair is 
what we shall call the "Curiosity Shop," 
which is located in the Sujx rvisor's room, 
in the Court-House. We need not describe 
it in detail, but will say that about every- 
thing ever seen, or road of in modem 
books or newspai)er8, can bo found there. 
First, there are the battle-torn flags of the 
Ist, 2d, Gtli, and 10th Wisconsin Regiments. 
On the first is inRcribed, "Chaplain Hills;" 
on the second, "Fourtoon Battles;" on the 
6tb, " Five BatUes ;" and on the lOtb, 
** Cbaplain Hills. ** Then there are ibebat> 
tered and torn flags of our own plorious 
Illinois 19th. On one is inscribed the un- 
dying words, •* Wlio'U save the left ?" and 
on the other — "Stone River." Side by 
side witli these, are the blood-soiled banners 
from Stone liivor, Arkansas Post, Hutchie, 
Shiloh, &c. Here are also flags captured 
from rebels in seores. One from the fa- 
mous " Mississipjii Devils," brarinp the 
motto, "Our rights;" a Virginia tlag cop- 
toredat OettTsbarg, on its folds " Dnloe et 
decorum patnamori;" a Virginia State flag, 
the Rock Rifleman's flag; the flag of the 
Summit (Mis-s.) Rifles— "We fight for our 
hghts — presented by the ladies of Summit. " 
Another flag is snirgestive of Floyd. It 
bears the motto, "Wo collort our own rev- 
enue, " and it might have been addeil, of hei-s 
too. There are large numbers of others of 
this description of trojihies of the valor of 
our armies, which are worth n long voyage 
to see. Tli( 11 there are sewing machines, 
photogTaphs,robel butcher knives, horse pis- 
iolfl, bOQka,fan<qr ohaira, paantings,minendB, 



vases, side saddles, bird-cages, flower-pola, 

scimetars, guns, flower vases, trophies by 
the hundred, &.C., &C., almost every one of 
which has a histoffy whidi will interest tho 

purchaser. 

A fourth hall was devoted to the exhibi- 
tion of works of art. Here were collected, 
and admirably and tastefully arranged, 
some 400 or 600 oil paintings, aumy of 
them works of groat merit; carried into 
the Western world from En.«<t<Tn, or even 
transatlautiu homes. Some days before tho 
close of the Fair it was stated that twen^ 
thousand persons hod visited' this gallery 
of paintings. Horo, as in the other hall.«?, 
was muiiic, added to the presence of 
ladies. A fifth hsU was the new building:, 
where the madiinery was enhibited, befoi* 
referred to. 

Bosidos the snlos in flio various halLs there 
waa, from time to time, au auction sale iix 
the street, <^ hay and gram, and horteo^ 
and bolts, and cows, and such other gifts 
were not fitly placed upon tnVdes. 

Thus the Fair was continued until Satur- 
day ol the seeond week, Nov. 7th, th« 
tide of supplies and of people from tlM 
Northwest daily flowing in. As a necessary 
guard against an utterly overbearing 
crowd, diflerent days were assigned to 
diifisrent sections of the eonntry, when 
they were notified thai it was most desir- 
able for thorn to come. 

Bach evening there was some cntcrtaiiw 
ment, whieh " paid," in Metropolitan Hall, 
(No. 6 in ocder.) One evening ladies ancl 
gentlemen came down from Detroit, bring- 
ing all appliances with thtuu, aud present- 
ed a must charming set of tableaux. 
Another evening there were Shakespeare 
readings ; another evening. Miss AnnB 
Dickinson claimed and chained a throng* 
cd house, and so on. 

Not from the "Northwest" only did 
friends and gifts appear. Bnt there worn 

persons and greetingsfrom ovon,' loyal Stale 
and ft glad ouickening of patriotic sympa- 
thy in a work which embraces in its minis- 
try of mercy a nation's army fighting in n 
nation's cause. 

Not content with all of this work at tho 
Fair, tbe ladies, as a fitting: and beautiful 
close to their two weeks of toil, gave in the 
lower ball a bonntiful dinner to all t]ie sb« 
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valid soldiers iu that vicinity who were able 
to le«ve tent or hospital vod gather tlMce. 
It was a glad occasion, blessing lUldllleaaed. 

Eii<)ii<c}i iH said of .the marvelous energy 
and wiho business talent displayed by the 
kdies who had the Fair in hand* whoiitis 
•tated that from begiiming to end, for two 
weeks, there was perfect system, end no 
break, no jai's in the raachinory. 

Altogether, this Fair, independent of the 
Dumey reeliaed from it for aick and wound- 
ed eoldi^s, has in its moral eifeot perform- 
ed a grand woi-k. States are connected 
closer, while the litics between them as 
States are leas sharply drawn, and loyalty 
to the great idea of ** nationality " has to- 
day R deeper hohlnpou the wliolo North - 
west, and upou the nation itself, than it 
had one month ago. 

THE PRISONERS ON BOTH SIDES. 

Whatever the merits of the controversy 
between tiie two Commissioners of Ex- 
change may be, they have not the smallest 
tieaiing npoa the treaitment of the pris- 
oners on either side. The cLaims of the 
latter to food and shelter are in no way 
•ITected by the cireoastanoM, let them he 
what thej may, which have for the present 
put a stop to their exchange. Even if mjr 
Cjovemment were ever so much in the 
wrong, either in its ooastruction of the 
^artait or in its oinnpntation of numh^a, 
the idea of coercing it into the concession 
of tile rebel claims by penalties iuflioted on 
the Union prisoners, would be as novel, 
and as onpreoedented, as it is inhuman. 
By the strict rule of war, neither parfy hos 
the riglit to have its prisoners exchanged. 
Soldiers captured by an enemy may law- 
fnl^behdd in dmanoe nntil thewar iaovar. 
The enstom of exdiangiii|f them owes its 
origin to the desire which happily usually 
prevails in civilized countries, to mitigate 
the rigors of a strict assertion of right, 
whenever it can be done withont injuiy to 
either of the combutunts. But if either of 
them could believe or show that an exchange 
would serve his enemy more than it would 
aerve him, or that the refnaal to exdiange 
would diunagc his enemy more than it 
would diimafjc him, there is no rea.son in 
tlie hiws of war why he should not liold 
hia prisoners until the peiu:e. Iu fact, 



prisoners, for whom the other side can offer 
no eqnitalent^ are held, even when there is 
a oorMt and nobody would ever think of 
accusing their captora of cruelty iu doing 
it Exchange is, in short, a mere conces- 
sion made for flie sake of sparing brave 
men the burden of a Iouij: impri.sonment in 
a hostile country; and if a belligerent re- 
fuses for any cause to make it, nobody has 
a right to complain except its own prisim* 
ers, and least of all the enemy. It follows, 
therefore, that the treatment to which our 
unfortannte sohliers are subjected at Rich- 
mond hiui uut even the poor excuse of 
having been resorted to for tiie enforaement 
of a well-founded claim. It is, in eveiy 
sense of the word, wanton and unjustifiable, 
and the violence of Mr. Quid's language, 
in his oorrespondenee with Qeneral Mere- 
dith, natorally leads ns to snspcct that he 
knows it to 1)0 so. Vituperation is rarely 
used by nioD as used to discussion as he is, 
except iu dofeuce of things which are not 
otherwise defensible. 

What renders the conduct of the Rich- 
mond authorities itll the more lieinous is, 
that their treatment of our prisouers stands 
in marked eontraat to thatwhieh th^ have 
experienced at our hands, aud scarcity of 
either provisionn or clothiug at the South 
puts no new face on the matter, iuasmuoh 
as the Government at Washingtou, and the 
people of the North through the Sanitarj 
Commi.ssion, would from the outset have, 
on the slif'hte^t hint of such a state of 
things, have been only too glad to take the 
task of supporting our men off their hands. 

We sent an agent to the hospital at An- 
napolis, Maryland, to examine the condi- 
tion of the fresh batch who came from 
Richmond by the flag of truce on the 29th 
Oot. He says in his Beport: 

Of the 18') who e<r- u) - l with their lives 
frora the prisous of the rebel capital, eight 
died on the passage from City Point; sev- 
eral, almost immediately after landing, ex> 
pired of inanitiou. Of 134 sent to the 1st 
Division Hospital, 4'J had died up to San- 
d ly last; and m:iny m^re, exhibiting frigbt- 
f al signs of starvation, though still ali>e. 
are destined not to survive. 

On til ir a-rivil at thi» lanlinj, m%ny 
wi're in a ilyiug conJitiou; and wore aiivi 
With vermin, filthy, and almost entirely 
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destitoteotelotliing. Some had only Hlmcb 

pf E single shirt remaining, others the 
remains only of an old blnnlirt nround the 
body; such, in fact, was their condition in 
tiik veepect, thai tiba Surgeon in efaaxge of 
the Hoapital who waa reeeiYiag them, had 
to send his wife and a female nurse away 
from the laiuling for dormcy' tiako, — 80 
JMarlj nude irere these half -famished men; 
and ao like Vmng akdetona, that among 
tiiem "amotharmmld aothaTe not known 
her son. " 

Moet of them were footnore; 120 were 
without aboea; and ao tednoad, many of 
tliem, as to be beyond the waeh of food or 

Btimtiltinia to restore them. 

On visiting them in the Hospital wanls, 
I found many who were too feeble to relate 
their experienoe; from othen I gatiiered 
that they are all unclothed, nnaheltered 
and nnfcd. Knapsacks arc always taken 
from prisoners, and their contents stolen. 
The iddc onfy are aometimea allowed to 
retaiu a blanket; other dolhingv and boots 
and shoes, almost always are talicn. T'j'on 
Belle Island there is no shelter for the 
thousands there, most of whom are aiok 
and half naked, lying npon the ground; 
sand is incrusted into the sore backs of 
some; and the unanimous t<*j«timony of all 
with whom I talked about the food was, 
that it waa a **fumne ration;" that men 
"starved upon ilk.** 

The rntions, meagre as they are, an* mit 
served regularly, — but, their distribution 
ia dependent upon the mismanagement and 
eaprioe of offlcen wAo asV lAsns— 'thna aaori* 
ficinp: the very lives of their helplcsB pris- 
oners for paltry gain. " T liavf kuuwn," 
said one ulUccr, an iutelligeut Englihhman, 
"I haTO known the Qoarteanaater fa asK 

all tie bread he could find talnfiirvoA. send 
the rest to the i)risouer8." 

Some describe their imprisonment us 
*' a long sti-uggle with hunger;" and aay, 
that all who anrive "looking well and ro- 
bust, soon show signs of physical weakness 
:ind exhaustion." In aiis\v< r to (inestions 
as to clothing and sheiti r upou lieilu Isl- 
and, one man said, "the men moetlydeep 
in the sun in the daytime, and walk about 
aO night, to keep warm." Among an uecn- 
mulation of testimony, sufiioieut to liU a 
folnme, I adeafc the following, aa beering 



upon the treatment and ralionB giTen, and 
the general conditi<m and jwnqMcCi of onr 

prisoners in Richmond. 

George A. Rogers, Ist Vt. Cavalry, (late 
Captain of CaTaliy in the British Army,) 
waawoonded, and taken ytiaener alBnttdy 

Station, Va., Oct. 11th. "Soon as I waa 
captured," he said, " I was sent to the rear, 
where my wounds, (one a severe sabre 
wonnd of the aealp,) whidi Ued ftuiooaly, 
were dressed. My botits were taken awiqr* 
and I wa-s sent to Richmond to the Hos- 
piUl, which I reached on the 14t^." He 
remained tikere 17 days. "Friacmcn,** h* 
aays, "are ahDoyt robbed of their ahoea» 
boots and clothing, often all except tlif cap 
and jacket, which they never steal,/yr /ear 
they would be mistaken/or Yankees and bar^ 
baroutfyltealmL** "Theialkmin Hoapitd 
is 1 >^ ounces of meat, ' ] -int of their bean 
soup, and 3 slices of bread daily." " A few 
fone bandages were distributed among the 
badly wounded, but no lint, and no medi- 
cines." In aaswer to my inquiries whetlier 
food and clothing sent from the North to 
prisoners reached them, he said, "Sup- 
plies sent directly to individuals, to men 
and offioera, are giren to them, imt eloAAy 
is not. " He had "seen rebel officers wear* 
ing clothing with the TJ. S. Sanitary Com- 
mission's mark upon them, and heard men 
boaat of having stolen them." Thia wran 
corrolx^rated by another man, a prisoner 
from Richmond, who beard his stntement. 
"I have seen," he added, " half -starved 
fellovB horn BdBe IslaBd aeareh about for 
ommba on the floor on reaehing die Hoe- 
pital, and devour their first scanty n>cal 
like hungry dogs; so nearly starved are 
they when sent to Uospitul, that none of 
them live more than two days. They aU 
die." He described the destitution of sol* 
diers in Riclimond (reVw^l Kohliers) a.s re- 
cently very great; "at one time they were 
on ,14 rationa." *'I saw aome of our poor 
f eOowB utterly crazy from want and ill- 
treatnient." Others had forgotten their 
nuiiK'N, und the number and name of their 
regiment." " The antipathy the rebel* in 
Biohmond fed for na ia such aa men fed 
for not dogs even, unless they are vtnd.** 
" When entering Richmond, our fellowa 
were half dead with hunger and fatigue, 
and one of tiie rebel dfaivaliy atodi a piece 
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of pork upoD his bajonei, and shouted 
••OomeoUt yon dog*— fdloviiuir 

"On coming away, 186 <rf w tvare packed 
like herrings in a long, narrow bnrgp, with- 
out clothes and without shelter, and so 

on* of flioiif olBosRi 
my, ** D<m*t let our poor fdlom goon tliat 
boat." Both Ciijit "Rogers and others con- 
firm the Btatemont that t/te rule is to search 
all who arrive, and take mouej and other 
-vilnablM; and booln, even rings, ase taken 
from the fingers. The Hospital ration is 
Inrfjer tlmn it is on tho Island, and at the 
Liibby Priiiou, 3 shoes of bread being given 
to the tSusk. The quantity faniiilMd to ofli» 
oera is also larger than is given to pxtrates." 

Harrison ^lerchnnt, l*rivat<», Co. A. 
IGth licgiment, Maine Vols., tnki n j>rison- 
et at Gettysburg and sent to Belle Island, 
•ftTV, " Tbej had aome old tents Umm, tmt 
mom aoihiDg in the -waj of shelter is left 
but some old strips of canvas." Tho daily 
Tation, he says, "was 10 lbs. of beef and 
booea for 100 men. It ma aometimea bad; 
but we never rtn^a^ that. One loaf of 
bread —often it wa.s sour, and had limo in 
it — was divided in 6 slices; two slices and 
abont ^ pint of boiled dirt^ water witli a 
t oa apoo nf wl of beans in it^ iraa an we got; 
but sometimes we didn't get that. The 
lofif weipliod abont a pound. The gnard 
got a whole loaf a day. We sometimes got 
S or 4 spoonsfal of lioe, bntit was notboiled 
•nongh." 

"Tlie soup was made by adding I'j 
pails full of soup in which the meat and 
beans were boiled to 20 pails full of hot 
Jamea Biter water;** aorely nnoe woik of 
art, to show how tlnu a Yankee aoldier 
eonid grow and not die ! One man said, 
**the «oup, as they called it, was so thin, 
that except for the dirt in it, it woold not 
stain a white handkerchief. " 

Oscar Eckell, Private, 24tli Mich. Vols., 
was captured at Gettysburg, July Ist. On 
the 27tb arrived at Richmond, and was 
aent to BeHe Island wifli 600 other priacm- 
ers. "We all remained without any shel- 
ter, lyintr on tlic hnn- ground; my blanket, 
rubber blanket, and everything in my 
knaimnftlf, was taken away. The meat that 
waa served to us was often spoiled. There 
was such suffering for want of clothes, that 
the men scrambled for the rags that oame 



off the dead; sometimes the corpses were 
robbed of all thqr had on ; I saw a good 
many men on the island that w^ iiiMiMt 
Tho food we got wasn't enonfl^ to keep* 

baby alive." 

William Bead, Corporal, Co. E, 162d 
Begimeat, N. T. Yola., was taken prisoner 

at Springfield, neor Port Hudson, July 2d, 
"Wo made long marches, all barefoot; 
many died on the marches from sun-stroke 
and exhanstion, for we had no food for 
3 days." Ho reached Belle Island on the 
6th August, and describes tho vermin as 
"so great a curse, that the men tear off 
their only remaining rags, cry like ehiUran 
and go about naked,** ao inte^enble ia their 

suffering frfini this cause; the whole earth 
inDrm: rrith {Icnn. Men could get paroled, 
iirst by paying ;>5 or $10; one sc^uad of our 
men raised #980, and ar vahiable gold 
watch, which they gave to the rebel ofllcors 
for a first chance to get away. The Island 
is very sickly, and is becoming a great 
grave-yard. We never got aa much aa two 
oonoesof meatatatime; sometimes we got 
about a table-spoonful of beans, or rice." 

Martin Pennock, Corporal, Co. G, 4th 
Michigan, says: "The dead are all buried 
by ooro'imnien, mostof them withoatbosea. 
Sometimes G or 8 are sent down, never 
enough for all the dead. The men are 
fairly worn out with the labor of burying 
the dead. Tiers is no register of duagm 
kept. The siok, evon thoae that have been 
paroled a second time, cannot get away, 
because they are too weak to walk . To find 
oat iriiether men ha>ve money, that they 
may atesl it, they allow peddlsia to same 
about and go into tho prisons and bring 
foo<l and tobacco for sale, and a spy comes 
with tliom." 

' J. W. TsUor, vriiowaaboihinthellbbj 
Priaon and in the Alabama Hospital, says: 

"Tlierr were sinks in tho prison, bnt most 
of tho men were too ill and weak to cruwl to 
them.** The vaftiim, aeooovding to Tailor, 
is 1 oonoe; or, ss he added, **only one 

mouthful," about ^4 lb. of bread, in the 
momiug; at night, }:4 pint of soup; at the 
prison, clothing, blankets and clothes are 
often taken from oar men. One witneas 

said to me, "Even tin cups were stolen from 
us, and then sold back to tho owner for one 
dollar." Tailor was in a room m the Hoa> 
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pital "with 284 other*; all wounded, and 
many with fevm; all in one room, without 

beds or l>l.nil<pts. or str;nv oven tolio tipnn." 

*' Our ration was brcail, und a jihit r up-full 
of rye, cofltfe, or the some quantity of boup 
nude of rice and ttunip Ittkvtm—for twehe 
men. The beans we got wore always musty. 
In one room in the hospital were HI 
paticnte with diarrhcea; 40 of them died. 
Sometimee officers who were kept in a room 
above na bought food — potatoes and bread 
- ntul p.'is'-i d it dAwn through hule-s where 
chains for luuiling up tobacco passed. They 
often poured soup down to the hungry 
feUows, bat thej h^d to knoek on the floor, 
and when the guard found ns ont we were 
deprived f)f f)nr rations,'* 

James Harrison, quartermaster's clerk, 
hae eonrfy; was sent to hospital, and re- 
mained there 6 weeks; was in charge of a 
rebel doctor. " Tliey luul iu> lint nor band- 
ages, except some dirtj strips like teat 
eloth. There were 800 oasea, the doctor 
told me, of aeurvy nraoh worse than mine. 

For a few days tlu-y paw us raw potatoes 
— a few slices — and u little vinegar, and ' 
some tincture of iron, but they soon gave 
out We then had only about a quarter of a 
pint of ric^ soup, with turnip-toj)K boiled 
in it, and a slice of bread aud a little rje 
coffee once doily; that was all we got." He 
had no mon^ when taken, bat "6 others 
captured at the same time hod $100 robbed 
from them. One mnn bad a greenback 
exclianged by an ofiicer for $20 in Confed. 
money; that was taken charge of when we 
got in Baehmond.** Befoie going tohoe- 
pital he was in Libby prison, and says: 
*' While I was there, the room I was in 
was washed out every day, so the floor wa.s 
alwaya wet and mnddy. It was oar only 
bed. Some of the sick kept their blankets. " 

One of the prisoners described the floors 
of tlie prison as being "sometimes ankle 
deep m filth.** Several with whom I talked 
deacribe tiie hospital ratwn as barely soffit 
cient for well men *' t*i keep alive upon; the 
Bick were all too bad and weak to l)t> bene- 
fited much by it." "At one time we were 
a week without salt^ and then need to get 
only a little pinch of it'* " Nearly 000 of 
us were crowded in a room 80 f» i»t by 40." 
*' The water of the James Itiver, which was 
made into soup, when it waa taken for the 



nae of oar men on the island, wae blaak 
from the filth of aewen which emptj into 

it. The brearl in often sour, and the meat 
that we get, without salt, is disgustingly 
fresh. The rebel oiBcers, when they can 
get salt f or na, ssffit Oar riee is always 
given to us half boiled. The quarterniiia- 
ter, after the bread is baked, sells all lie 
can gut pay fur, aud gives us our rutiun out 
of what is lefL Oar rations were purposelj 
Hcrvt il after dark, and OUT meat — a month- 
ful ai)ieee for IG men — wa.s thrown upon 
the floor iu oil the filth, where we had to 
divide il The authorities and offioera in 
Baehmond treated aa worse than a Ghriafciaai 
would treat a mangy dog." 

From the aeeounts reeeutly published, 
there can be no doubt that there is great 
soaioilgr of food in Richmond. But our 
priaonershad only 10 lbs. of meat for lOO 
men; their guards had '2" lbs. Our men, 
hod their aeanly ration served twice a day; 
Iftetrs three times. F<nr OKm, a loaf is. 
divided into six dices, and in some instances 
(when the rest is sold) only one sliee is 
given daily; at the same time their men had 
a loaf apiece, uud u c^uautity of rice besides. 
No one coold see the men in the hospitals 
at Anna|)olis and donbt th^ were perishing 
from inanition. 1 itpannffl the thir/h of n man 
just dead wiUt my thumb and middle finger. 
And the longing eyes with whidi thoaa 
that reached the hospital watched the food, 
the eagemes.<< with which thcgr devooiedit^ 
all toUl of starvation. 

The Commission has eansed a report to 

be made upon the condition and treatment 
of the rebel prisoners at Point Lookout, 
I^Iaryland, one of the principal depots, uud 
it is worthy of attention, if only for the sake 
of the eontnsk Of Um hospital the »• 
port says: 

The hospital was situated in the south- 
ern part of the encampment, and was com» 
posed of eighteen hospital tenta complete, 

arranged two together end to end, and 
placed in two rows, a luoad street inter- 
vening with the cook and dining tent, on 
the eastern end, and facing the street. In 
these ti nts there were one hundred patients, 
and all, ^vith the exee])tion of five or six, 
were on raised bunks, and all were lying 
on mattresses, with at least one Uankrtfbr 
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oorering. Eight of their own men were 
detaOed to take can of than;aad although 

they were enli8t<»d men, yet six were grad- 
untcs of some niodioal school, and the other 
two bad been students. Four were grod- 
nates of the Univerrity of the Gilj of New 
Tork;oiie of the School at New Orkuns; 
one from the Kc-lrctic School, Cinciiuutti; 
and the other two were students in the 
Uoivenity of Bennaylvania — * aeccders;' 
atOl little or no attention did tb^ give to 
their sick comrades, and, except in giving 
the necessary food and medicine, they 
scarcely ever vLsitcd thorn. There is either 
a laek of sympathy, or dee indolenoe enters 
largely into their composition; and I am 
inclined to believe it is the latter, for, witli 
the accommodations at their command, 
with good beds and shelter for the sick, if 
they had one partide of pride ihey ooold 
render them much more comfortable^ es- 
pecial ly JUS regards cleanliness. 

Chronic diorrhcea ia the most prevalent 
disease, yet tbej have mild eases of xenit* 
tont fever and some erj-sipelos. 

Mortality, none; for when any cases 
astiume a dangerous character they arc im- 
mediatety removed to the Oeneral Hospital, 
and they generally remove from twenty to 
thirty per dty on an avoragOf leaving in 
Gamp Hospital eighty sick.** 

The rationa are very good, both iu 
^nantity and qnaUty amply soffieient for 
any sick man; but there are exceptional 
cases where they need something more 
delicate than the regular ai-my ration. The 
mi^<»ity are perfectly well sattafled, and 
verj- little complaint is made in this par- 
ticular. I will here give the quantities 
they receive in full, half, and low diet:

Soup and soft bread is also given them 
at least on'oe a week. 
Of their shelter there can be no possible 

complaint, for they all have good tents, 
sueh ivi wall, hospital, SiMev, wedge, shel- 
ter, hospital^ and wall tcnt-tlics. The ma- 



jority are in the wedge tent. Average in 
a hospital tent, from fifieen to eightem 

men; in wall tent, from ten t > tw. lvr; in 
shelter tent, three; in Sibley tent, from 
thirteen to fourteen; in wedge tent, five; 
nnder hospital-fly, from ten to thirteen; 
under wall tent-fly, from three to eight, 
Of the shelter ttmts, only a very few are 
excavated and boarded at the sides, and al- 
most every tent throughout the camp has 
a flre>p]aoe and diimney, built of brick, 
made by them from the soil (which is clay) 
and sun-baked. In a few of the Sibleys 
holes ore dug, ilre built, and covered at 
the top; generally the tenta are filled wiih 
smoke. 

The ration to the well men is: 



Pork, 3oz. 
Salt or Beef, 4 oz. 
Hard-tack. 10 OS. 
Coffee, 1 pt. 



A day's ration. 



Soup is also gfiven once a week, potatoes 
and beans every five days, soft bread once 
a week; and fresh meat had been issued to 
&em onoe a week, np to two weeks ago^ 
when , from some oanae I ooold not find ont, 
it was stopped. 

The kitchen and dining-rooms are in the 
northwest comer of the camp, and compos- 
ed of six wooden bnildings one hundred 
and sixty feet in length, witli twenty feet 
oiT for Uie kitchen. Only five of the build- 
ings are in use. The Mtdhen amngements 
are very good, each one containing four cal- 
drons, and in one five, each caldron capable 
of containing from fifty to sixty gallons. 
Breakfast and supper they relied np<m 
luad-tack, tea or coffee, and thsro is no 
likelihood of their starving. The dining' 
room contains three tables, and eaeli houso 
feeds fifteen hundred and twenty-nine men, 
five hundred at a time. Seem to be well 
supplied with all neoesaaiy artides both for 

kitchen and dininf»-room. 

I will make allowance for the condition of 
the kitchen, as lliey were jnst thvon|^ 
serving dinner, and were making prepam* 

tions for eleaniiif^ nji; yet there wa.s evidence 
of a want of care and ck'uiiliue.ss; still I 
found them in much better condition than 
I expected; there was such avast differanco 
that I did not notice as much the number 
of bones throwu from kitchen on the out- 
side; still there were some. 
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The sick in qimrtcrs avprnpe from ono 
buudreii and sixty to two hundred, prevail- 
ing diMaae aenrvy, yet a great musy are 
troubled with diarrhoQa, and as thoy 
grailu.iUy grow worse, arc tidmitttd to tho 
h<^pital to be sent to the General HospitoL 
TbioM men vlio era sick in qoartere, and 
who are nnaUe to eat the iati<uui given 
them, havf iuRtoad, vinogar 3 oz., potatoes 
5, rice 1 gill, molasses 1 gill — one day's ra- 
tion; each man cooks for himself. Thoy 
are tronbled greatly with the itch, and it 
is spreading throughout the camp; and until 
sulphur was sent tliem by the CionuniaBion, 
they had nothing for it. 

They have ahnndanoe of water in the 
oemp, notwithstanding that aereral of the 
wells are unfit for use. Tho waters of those 
not in use ore strongly impreguut<?d with 
iron, and will stain white clothing a yellow 
or Hght broim. Ontnde of these there ia 
an abundance of good water, and no excuse 
whatever for being otherwise than cleanly; 
but they seem to abhor soap and water; at 
least their appeareaoe ao indicates. A 
great many are employing 4heir time in 
making brick, ami hnvc now a great quan- 
tity on hand. Others employ themselves 
in xnaking lings, ehaina, seals, &c., from 
bone and gotla pereha— and notwithstand- 
irp the roinjil.'iint that they do not get 
enough to cat, you'll find tlietn on the main 
street, which they call the '"Change," 
gambling both tor money and rations. 
They have games at cards, reno, sweat- 
cloth, &c. ; also, on this street they do their 
trading, hord-tack for tobacco, and tobacco 
forhard-taek. It ia here that yon will find 
them in crowds, sitting or kneeling in the 
dirt, eagerly watching; tho different gnmrs, 
and see thtm arise dissatisfied at having 
lost their day's ration. While thus en- 
gaged they are nnmindfnl of the oold. 

In the afternoon visited the Small-Pox 
Hospital, which is about n quarter of u mile 
north of the encampment, umung the pine 
bnshesy nnder theobarge of Dr. A. Broad- 
bent, Acting Aast 8nzge<m. This hospital 
was opened two wcelcs ago, and up to to- 
day have received therein one hundred 
and tiitrfy-three patioits, during whldi 
time thirty-three deaths hare ooourred. 
Tlie sick are in wedge tents, three to a tent, 
lying on straw on the ground, with a blanket 



and a half to a man. Their ration is the 
same, and bean soup is also given every 
day; to those not allowed it, oc^BBd in its 
st<*ud. The men are mooh mora comioirt»> 
bio hero than in the encampment, and 
those who are in attendance do not want 
to go back. I should also state that they 
ooeadonaOy get soft bread. No o(mi|daints 
at all; were getting sloDg aawell as ihtif 
could expect. 



THE SUPPLIES FOR THE RICH- 
MOND PRISONERS.

Associnlr Se'^'v San. Com.: 

My Deab Sm— As I said in my last tele- 
gram, we were unable to send up all our 
stoiealtom City Point, for want of soffloient 

transportation. As the Rebel boat could not 
return from Richmond until Saturday, the 
Colonel commanding the Union flag of 
trooe boat deemed it advisable to return 
to Fort Monroe for another load; Capt. 
Hatch, of the rebel boat, having promised 
to bring down another lighter, which would 
enable him to take np all the Ikcight oar 
boat oonld oany. The convoy, tiie sama 
boat that I went up on, will retum to City 
Point tomorrow, and will take up all our 
stores on hand at Fort Monroe. The 
hospitsl snppUes, snob as beef-soup, ehooo- 
late, ( lul /nsed milk, brandy, Ac, I con- 
signed to Dr. Wilkin, Snrgoon-in-Chicf of 
the hospital for prisoners, he having as- 
sured Colonel frvine— late of Libby Prison, 
and now commanding flag of truce boat 
Convoy — that overj'thing sent in tlint way 
should bo devoted to the exclusive use of 
our sick and wounded soldiers; and Capt. 
Hatch, of the rebel boat, gave me the 

fullest a'isuranco that the st irea WOUld bo 
safely delivered to Dr. Wilkiu. 

In future, stores sent to the prisoners in 
Biehmond shonld be diTided into two 
chis.ses — sub.sUmtiul food for the well ;i, 
and dclieacics for tho sielc. The first .should 
bo marked "Libby Prison," or "Belle 
Island"— the second, " Hospital for Prison- 
ers," Kehmond, Ya. The Sanitary Coor 
mission Stahip should bo marked on eacl 
packagOi and the packages thenisolTSi 
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should be vott Mibstantially put together, 
■s they are very npt to gut broken with the 
niaiiy lumdlings whioh iheyiuideigo before 
reaching their destination. 

Triplicate invoicrs shmilrl hr\ sent with 
earh lot of Btnres — two to General Mere- 
dith and one to mo. Give the coutentji of 
taetk package and the number of padtagea 
tmaL As the New York does not go up to- 
morrow, I shall not po up apnin for several 
days, or until wo send uuutber lot of stores. 
My principal object in wbhing to go up 
on the New York yna to ascertain all 
aViout her accommodations for making the 
returuing prisoners comfortable. I believe 
they are quite ample, bnt I want to see for 
myselL Very tnfyyam,

T have written you more than once through 
the rerfular channel, but fear the letters may 
not go.

We need about 200 more shirts, same 
nnmber of drawei% and ae many blanket^ 
unless we are to be exchanged soon ; also 
some socks. We have only corn bread ( un- 
8\/tedJ, a little rice, and a feus poor niceet 
potatoe$ and wafer for our rations. ' The 
bread is about half a pound; the rice half a 
gilL I had to-day eight potatoes; only two 
were good for anything — medium sise — the 
otfaem not laiger than OBe*a flngw 1 1 

We axe annoyed and indignant that while 
we are treated in this innnner the Confed, 
officers in our hands ore furni.shed with 
abundant rations, excellent in quality and 
variety, with good qnarten, beds and 
blankets; while we are turned into this 
building, to sleep on the floor without 
blankets. Only one room here has glass; 
all Hhe other windows are open to the foil 
sweep of the north wind. No fires. 

If perfectly convenient, I .•should like 
from the Commission a small box of pre- 
sflwed meals, fruits, &c., Ac

REPORT ON THE SANITARY STATE 
OF THE TROOPS AT CHARLES- 
TON. 

Oen. Gillmore landed on Folly Island 

early in July, his army being composed 
mainly of the troops now on Morris 
Island. On the 10th of Jidy he crossed 
over to Ifonria Island with a portion 
of his command On or previooa to the 
18th Tidy, the day of the unsuccessful 
assault upon "Wagner," — of the — regi- 
ments now on the Island bad come over 
from Pol^. The remaining — regiments 
landed snbaequently, after the evacuation 
by the enemy of " Wagner " and '* C r(>pg. " 

The labors and duties in connection with 
the siege have thna lallen not enti>etl|y 



equally upon the regimenta now on Hotxia 

Island. 

Of the — regiments, have entered 

the department since January 31st, lb(j3. 
Moat of these oame from North CSaToUna^ 

The — regiments on Folly Iwland reached 
the department between the 1st and 17th 
August last, all from Virginia, excepting 
the two colored regimenta» the 1st North 
Carolina and the 5jth ISIosaachusetta. 

These troops have been subject to duties 
less severe and exhausting than those which 
have oonatantfy been required of tbe com- 
mand on ICorria Island. I endeavcned, 
but unsuccessfully, to obtain an ofBeial stato- 
ment of the amount and character of the 
duties imposed upon the troops on Morris 
Island. The effect of these duties upon 
the -phy.sioal and moral condition of the 
troops has been great, and I regret exceed- 
ingly the necessity of couhuiug myself to 
merely general atatemmta. 

An important oiroumstanoe in the history 
of this command is, tliat it arrived before 
Charh'ston at the must inihraltliy, sickly 
sea-sou of the year, at tor a hummer spent in 
Virginia, and after the health of the troops 
had begun to suS'er from unsuitable rations 
and the hardslii])s of field service. 

The sanitary condition of these troops 
immediately before tiiey came to South 
Carolina was bad. 

Mouuis Island. — Morris Island, or that 
part of it which is not covered by tide-wa- 
ter, is a ridge or rainbow of sand some four 
mUes in length, with an average breadtii of 
I)erhap8 one-fourth of a mile. 

It prcsetits to f lie 8ea a broad, firm lieaeb, 
varies in altitude from u few feet to nearly 
or quite rizty feet, and has a westward 
slope more or less rapid towards the marsh, 

which embraces by far the larger portion 
of the Inland, spreading out for miles to- 
wards the west and north, and intersected 
by innumerable credis, and covered vrith 
a dense growth of coar.se sea-gn8S> ' 

Tlie few .straggling and scraggy palmet- 
tocs which once grew just above the west- 
ern limit of tide-watwhave bem cut away, 
while elsewhere there ia little or no vegetft- 
tion of any kind. 

FoLiiY Island. — Folly Island, in its gen- 
eral formation, is similar to Morris. The 
MuiB; however, ia lower,havittg been waahod 
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■way liy the nnoeaBUig eneroadimento* of 

the sea. The beach is narrower, so narrow 
aa to 1)0 mifivailable for cnmp sites, while 
the western slope of the bluiT either is, or 
haB recenily beeii« covered more or leee 
densely with pines, palmettoei, myrtles uid 
other inJigenoua trees. 

MaijABIa. — Morris Island I believe to be 
quite free from malarie. The ebeence of 
vegetetion, the sandy character of that part 
of the island occupied by onr troops, the 
free exposure of the whole ibluud burfuce 
to the sun, and the almost unfailing breezes 
from the eea, ere conditaona trhidk must at 
least modify its developments. 

Fully I cannot repaid with the same 
favor. The part of the luland above tide- 
irater roUe in ridgea towards the manh on 
ita vestem border, ainka to lover IeTel8,asd 
is more frequently swampy. The sand, over 
a consideable part of the i^^land, is buried 
beneath a stratum of rich vegetable mould. 

The ridgea are covered with pinea, and 
the slopes and ravines filled with palmettocs 
and ft luxuriant Bcmi-tropical vegetation. 

Wateb. — The water on Morris Island is 
alightly brackish and inaipid, although I 
know of no reaaon to believe it poaitiv^ 
unhealthful. 

The water on Folly Island is quite simi- 
lar» and in many plaoeals unpleasantly im- 
pregnated with organic vegetable matter. 

I cannot think tluit t1u> rec»'!it itiferments 
on Morris Island can much ufi'cct the health 
of the troops ; if so, it is not by poisoning 
the water, aa haa been occasionally reported. 
The burial-grounds, hemmed in by sand- 
hills, are more than a quarter of a mile 
from tho nearest camps, while the dead 
buried elaewhere witiiin the limita of onr 
encampment are probably few in number. 
I believe the water to bo at present pretty 
much in its natural state. How long it may 
remain ao depends much vpon the deanly 
habita of the troops and the attention given 
to camp policing. Tho water in generally 
btit a few feet below the surface, and the 
slops, refuse, and filth of our undroined 
and ondrainable oampe may be maflily 
reached through the fine silicious sand. 

Tents.— The wedge tent is genernlly 
used. I saw no Sibleys. On Folly Island 
many regimenta have been compelled to 
make more or leas naeof their shelter tents. 



One r^mMit, the 41st N. T., is acaroely 

provided with any others. The tents in use 
on Morris Island ar(\ for tln^ nicst part, 
very good. The tents on Folly are by no 
meana as good. Measures have already 
been taken, however, to fumi»}i the whole 
command with new tents, t-v far a.s they 
may be needed. Several regiments have 
jost been supplied. 

In a few camps attempts have been made 
to stocliade the tents, but as a rule, they 
have been pitched directly upon the ground. 
Most of the tents are provided with bunks. 
In many, however, the earth is simpil^ 
covered with straw, palmetto leaves, Jkc. 

I'oMriNo — Policing is too much neglect- 
ed, OS I have observed is generally the case 
where regiments are encamped by the sea, 
and waste and filth arc quickly trod into the 
ground, or covered hy pa.s.siiig snnd-drifts. 

The opportunities for policing are much 
better on FoUy than on Morris Island. 
Still the work ia too frequently but indif- 
ferently done. 

Bathing. — However much the troop.'?, 
profiting by their proximity to the sea, 
may have been inclined to indulge in bath- 
ing during the stnumcr months, it is 
very evident that at present they are not 
disposed to avail themselves of their oppor- 
tunities. During the fortnight I wss with 
the army, I do not remember seeing but 
one person taking a bath on tho beach. 
Tho men were generally represented as 
washing their bands and faces daily. Bui 
even this is by no means universal in any 
regimr nt. 

CLiiANLdNEss.^ — I do not think there is 
the some general regard for personal clean- 
lineaa in tiris army that I have nsually ob- 
served in the Army of the Potomac. The 
term average, which I have frequently used 
in this connection in my tabular abstracts, 
must, therefore, be ondezsloadss vefBrring 
to a local standard. 

In many regiments, the apparent want 
of cleanliness was excused on the ground 
of inability to get suitable water. The 
principal eanaes, however, are inattention 
to these matters on the part of officers, and 
indifference on the part of the men — both 
occasioned by the excessive duties necessa- 
rily exacted of tiie troops during aa aotiv* 
bat somewhat protnoted aisge. 
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CiiOTHlifa. — The whole command appears 
to be very well supplied with clothing. In 
no regiment did I learn that there wiu 
anfllBringframthewantof it Ferbiqwfhe 
BupplidB were most limited in the Ist North 
Carolinii f<v)lorcd). In the hurry of leav- 
ing Newberu, a part of the regimental as 
well as personal baggage of this regiment 
was left behind. Oooasional oomplaints 
were mode concerning the quality of some 
of the new issues, aiul so far a.s tln-v re- 
ferred to the blankets, certainly with much 

Batton& — The alnuMt vaifonn rosponRO 
made to my questions relating to the char- 
acter of the rations issued to the troops 
was, tbat they were now fisir in botii qnan> 
aty and qudity — that fresh meat was issued 
twice or three times each ten days — that 
soft bread was quite generally served to 
the men — that fresh vegetables, potatoes 
and onii.n8, wbts frequently issued. The 
troops who were sent from Virginia in 
August, very generally stated that they had 
no where been furnished with better rations. 
(In the tabnlar abstracts, I hare uniformly 
represented fresh vegi taMcs as "now is- 
sued more freely.") This is a general state- 
ment. Vegetables have not been equally 
distributed to the whole command. - Prob- 
ably no regiment has reoeived less than 
two rations weekly — several have received 
OS rauiiy lus eitrht. They have been issued 
most freely when there appeared to bo the 
grootoot necessity for them. Vin rations 
in ten dayn may approximate tiie srenge 
iBsnes now made to each regiment. 

During the hrst fortnight following the 
landing of the ezpedition^ the whole army 
appears to have been put upon rather short 
ration.s, the issues consisting priiu ipally of 
hard bread and salt meats of an iuforior 
quality — particularly was this the cose with 
the fanner; abortlj after fresh meet began 
to be issued. It was not, homver, until 
some time in September thot the Commis- 
saries appear to have furnished the men 
with fresh Tegetables. 

Nearly the whole of these issues were 
made to the army before Charleston. The 
first potatoes, however, received by the 
brigade or poet diviaion, dozing the months 
of Jane end Jolj, vere not ieeaed, and 
were only obtainable by purchase. (The 



private soldiers were rarely able to obtain 
a ration in this way.) During a part of 
this time vegetables could be obtained in 
very limited quantities, and at voy 
prices, from the sutlers. But it wee to tlm 
S:initary CJommission that the army wa-s for 
two months almost entirely indebted for its 
antiscorbutio supplies. 

It may be xemerlQea that the yenteet 
want of fresh vegetables existed at a Bca.son 
when the Oovemment agents found it most i 
dilhoult to obtain their usual supplies in 
the markets, and that the want was by no 
means peculiar to the Depertment tiM 
South. Still the very general and imper- 
ative nature of the demand should stimu- 
late Ihe BnbeiBleBoe Depertment to cither 
open new eonroee of snpply, or foniieh 

some anti.scorbntic efitnvulcnt. 

I rati not help thinking that the ration 
wluch has been issued to our armies during 
the peet two yean ia one qoite onsaitBhle 
for men who have been etetioned, and are 
lilc( ly so long as the war may last, in warm 
latitudes. Meats are too freely used, veg> 
etables too sparingly. There ie en exeem I 
of carbon in the food. 

A very considerable proportion of the 
diseases to which the natives of the North 
are subject within the tropics originates in 
• violation of one of the plaaneat physio- 
logical laws, that the quantity and quality 
of the f ood ncces-sary to mnint.aiii tin' v>liy.s- 
ioal system at a given iixod sUuiUuid of 
health will vary as the mean temperature 
of the atmosphere vnrieei Now the soar* 
butic taint which is recognized in aU our 
armies from Virginia to Texas, arises quite 
as much from an excess as from a defloien- 
py of certain elements in the blood;afbot 
which we lose sight of too readily. 

CooKDio. — Bad cooking is almost as great 
a cause of disease as bad rations. I do 
not know that the oookingof theeoldiemin 
this Depertment hae been worse than usual 
in camps; probably it hm been about the 
same; still the Commanding General has 
thought the matter of enflloiMtt imporfcanee 
to make it the subjeotof arecent general or- . 
der, in which the surgeon, with one other ! 
officer of the regiment, is required to visit the 
oook-houaeeand inspect the cooking, giving | 
direotiona to the eoaka, it nnammty, three 
timte deilly. 'When Tidting tfaeeempibl 
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often fofond the ainrgeoiia engaged in ihia 
tpork, and I am convinced much good will 
result from it, not only from the advice of 
thoiic who should be able to give it« but 
by causing ihe cooks thenselTes to feel 
that they liave been placed nndar » more 
rigid survcilluncc. 

SpiRrrs OF THE Men. — As a rule, the men 
were cheerful aud hopoful. This feeliug 
ynm meet apparent among the old regiments 
which' came to the DepartOMnt in 18G1, and 
nmong the i-olored troops, with whom it 
rose to euthusiasm. Depression of spirits 
were acknowledged most fkequenQy among 
the troops on Folly Island. 

HospTTAT^H — Tile vick in liospital were, 
"without exception, treated in tents. These 
were generully floored, furnished with 
f nunc bunks, ttderably snpidied with bed> 
ding and clothing, and on the whole quite 
as noat nnd eoiiifortnl>h> as 1 have ever 
seen regimental ho.spibil.'i in our armies. 
The condition of the hospitals on Morris 
Island was perhaps something s\iperior to 
that generally observed on Folly. Sur- 
geons have at times been short of medical 
mppliM of certain kinds, but at present 
there is no want. Some difficulty is still 
cxperioneed in obt,-\ining delicacies for the 
sick; a dithculty which would be most se- 
riously felt, but for the large issues which 
are daily made to the ho^tala from the 
«torehou.se of the Commission* 

SrrKNiiss Baxss. — The following state- 
ment will show the amouut and per centage 
of aiekneas preniKng among the troops 
inspected on Motzis Island and Folly. The 
inapectioTis were concluded during the 
week preceding the 17th October.

fore Oharicstop to the Ckmernl Hospitals 

at Beaufort and Hilton Head. They can- 
not, however, increase the average rate of 
sickness more than two per cent. This 
would give 20 per cent, as the sickness rate 
in the army before Oharleston in October 
last. 

In estimating the percentage of siekneas 
on Morris Island, I have excluded those 
tmder treatment for womids, who, if in- 
cluded with the sick, would add 1.1 per 
cent, to the rate of sickness. 

The great difference between the per 
centage in hospital and the per oentage ex- 
cused from duty will be at once observed. 
Ill the regiment reporting the largest num- 
ber of sick, the 10th Conn., only 4 percent, 
were in hospital, yet 70 per cent, of the 
present stcengUi of Uie r^piment were ob 
the sick list. The reports from other reg- 
iments show an almost equal disparity be- 
tween the numbers sick in hospital and 
qtuurtera. The only oonidnsion which can 
be drawn from such tacts is, that the dis- 
eases previiiling among the troopa am of 
a mild uhoracter. 

The aevara aervioa eataoted of thetrm^ 
on Morris Island may fully aooonnt f<nr 
the higher rates of siekne.ss obtaining 
among theui, and yet, excepting two or 
three regiments, such as the 10th Conn, 
and the 80th N. H., thoe in less aioknest . 
than on Folly Island. Thus, eiglit regi- 
monts, the 3()th N. H., Indep't Battalion, 
N. Y., N. Y. Engineers, 100th N. Y., 62d 
Ohio, 47th N. T., IMth P^, fld B. I., re- 
port not over 10 per cent, sick; while on 
Folly Island but four regiments; 107th 
Ohio, 41st N. Y., 74th Penn., 13th Indiana, 
report under 10 per cent. sick. 

I cannot aatiaiaetority aeoomit foot the 
different sickness rates in the 107th Ohio, 
and the Mlth N. Y., in the 8d B. L, and 
the 10th Conn. 

The 107th Ohio is a Oerman regimeii^ 
and within the past year has suffered aei. 
vorely frt)m disease. This fiict hoa, no 
doubt, much to do with the present immn- 
nity. 

The 8d B. L iMa atara^ been a healfl^ 

regiment, and in all matters of cleanliness 
a mndel. l^v\n\x, an artillery regiment, its 
service lias differed from that which has 
dswolmd iip<m tiM lafinliT; 
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Peu CE?fTAOK OF Sickness among CoixntKD 
Tiiooi'S. — Tbo per centagfi of sickuesa auioug 
tbe colored troops wm above the avcrngo. 
They have been beavily ta£ked, aud al- 
though suffering much Icsti from diarrbcua 
and dyHoutcry than the white soldiers, are 
more subject to bronchitis and pulmonary 
4ilBq|Dltiea. MonoveE^ the number oi men 
•nffcring from chronic disubilitieH, which 
should have excluded thom from the ser- 
vice, is unusually large; but especially is 
this tlie case wiHh the fegimente taiaed 
within the Deportment. 

PkEV AILING DiSBABES — CaMP DlAimnCEA. 

— ^The prevailing diwease not only in the 
whole cionnnimd, bnt in each regiment, ia 
ecnnp tUarrluta. Dyscnteiy is aibo veiy 

common, often following an attack of 
diarrhoea, frequently preceding it, and 
unquestionably arising from the some 

Camp diarrha>a is a disease probably 
more largely orciiHiouod by generiU cauHea 
than most oi those which the military sur- 
geon te eaUed upon to treat Let an army 
be fed upon improper or scanty rations, 
and an increase in the numl'i r of ^liarrhcea 
oaacs will soon follow. Place the troops 
on the march or in the tniialiea» and dlar- 
duM will qpeedily make itaappeaianoe^ and 
if the fatigue tlntirs are biinL i:f<>tuo and 
long rontinueil, it will linally outrauk all 
other diseases in tlio number of its victims. 
Id aword, won^want of food, want of 
clothing, want of rest, want of spirits, every- 
thing which tends to break down the vital 
power of the soldier, is almost certain to 
oecndon dianrhoaa, and it ia piodneed by { 
the Mme causes with equal certainty, if not j 
equal severity, in all our armies, whether in 
Virginia, CaroUna, or the States bordering 
on the Qolf. According to the report on 
ddmen and nuxrlalitf of the army during 
the first year of the war, "diurrhtca and 
dysentery caused about one-fourth of all 
the sickness reported. On the Atlantic 
border mom than half the army suffered, 
and in tlie central region the number of 
cases almost cquiilod the ni( mi str< n<^h. " 

I believe the present tendency to diar- 
duea and dysentory among the troopa in 
I^Bflpertmmt of the Sonth to be attribu- 
tri>le, in no inconsiderable dogrco, special ; 
eaMoa, but to irasnlt from a oombinaiioa ol .' 



such general cnUBeR as have been observed 
to develop elsewhere a similftr tendency. 
Perhaps the most efficient of these gensnl 
causes has been tbo excessBTS duij whidk 
the character of the .si< gc Ims exarti'd, :md 
which, at times, has fallen heavily upon the 
whole army. From the commencement of 
tiie Teohe campaign imtil the fall of Poit 
Hudson, every new advance and every 
additional imposition of luld dnty filled 
our hospitals and our c^unps with ncrveleaa^ 
spiritleaa, edhanated men, aidi with diar- 
rhoDO. 

Another cause common to our whole 
army is to bo found in the unwholesome 
and unanitable ration iaaoed by <he Qot' 
emment. This sobjeot I have already al- 
luded to. 

But it may bo asketl. Why do those gen- 
eral causes, which must at times have op- 
erated with equalfotoe in other diviaions of 
our army, occasion this verj' great preva- 
lence of diurrhcea among the troops before 
Cliarleston ? As may be inferred from pre- 
ceding remarks, I qneation whether the 
present prevalence of diarrhcea in the army 
of the SoTith is unusual among troops 
whoso general history has been the same. 
I beliffva diaxriusa to have prevailed in the 
army before Port Hudson in July last 
nearly, if not quite n.s cxtmsiTely as it StTor 
has on Morris Island. 

It would be interesting to compare the 
reporls sent from the two annias to the 
Surgcon-Oenmd's <^oa. 

Still, in whichsoever army thi.s dL<;pa.<*o 
may have prevailed most extensively, spe- 
cial and local caoses msy have exiated in 
both. 

The army In-fore riKTrlrston is subject to 
the effects of an insiUar aud semi-tropical 
climate, the characteristic features of which 
sre a hot sun and a humid atmo^hete^ 
moving in strong currents inland from the 
ocean. The days are hot, the nights cool 
and damp. Even during the day, although 
the dixecisad reflected heatof the sun may 
be moat opfweasivn in the shade, the sea- 
breeze appasia deUghtfuUy oool and re- 
freshing. 

Those differences of temperature of day 
and of night, in the snn and in the shsde^ 

cannot but unfavoraldv affeot men who, 
eogf^Eed in iabohoua duties are oonstaalty 
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qcpoaad to fhem, aacl often ^tiumt the 

means of giiarding against them. 

Again, it Bhould bo observed that the 
army landed before Charleston and con- 
ducted its difficult Mid Ubotioiii siege op- 
«istioM «t A anaoK of Hm year ganerally 
regarded as most unfuronbla to aotiTe 

campaigning. 

FsvsBs. — Fevers have occasioned some 
•iekneei and eontiderable morlelily. 

The fever most frequently seen is that 
called typhoid, or typho*malarial; the 
malarial features of the disease being 
auxked, vliile fbe typhoid predonumiftek 
WeU-Bittrked OMee of nmittent and inter- 
mittent fever occasiouully oeeur, but these 
diseases can by no means be called preva- 
lent. Several regiments letnraed but a 
«M0 or two,' aiui one, Uie 40th M e—., re- 
ported not a case of either, and yet this 
regiment had over 37 per eent. «>f itK pres- 
ent strength ou the sick liHt. It is an in- 
tereeting feol, theft not a sin|^ oeae of per- 
Biekma fever was ret>orted to me as having 
ooeurrcd on Morris Island or ou Folly since 
the occupation by our forces in July last. 
There have been but few cases of this form 
of malarious fever reported daring the past 
throe months in the Depai-iment, and they 
have, for the most part, originated on Port 
Boyal Island. 

IHarrhcsa, althongh prevailing exten- 
sively, is neither a very severe nor a very 
fatal disease. It prevails rather in cpuuters 
than in hospitals. Dunng the iirst year of 
the war, the moitalitj bom diarrhcea varied 
in the several Departments from 0.9 to 9.6 
deaths ])cr thousand cases. Fevers, on the 
other haud« more generallj send the patient 
' to Uie hoilpttaL While th^y eo m t ito to hat 
ft amall j wopo rti on of the whole avmber of 

cases, tliey exhibit a large per eentage 
among the sick in hospital, aa well as a 
large relative mortality. During the first 
year of tiie war flie mortalltgr from **oamp 
fever" varied, in the several Departments, 
from 6a96 to 10L8 deaths per thoneaad 
cases.

The preceding table docs not, however, 
fairly eiLhibit the relative prevalence of the 
diseases now vnder treatment in the gaa- 
oral hospitala of Beanfnrt. OnUiaSOIhof 
October a very large proportion were casee 
of diarrhcsa. The prevalence of diarrhoea 
has, hownviar, only been ramariraMe ainoa 
aboat the Istof Oetober, at whidi tinM a 
large number of convalescents were sent 
North, and the hospitals filled with subjects 
of chronic diarrhoea, who were gathered 
together from the different regimental ho»- 
pitals. 

ScxjRVT. — I consulted the surgeons of 41 
regiments, including the surgeons of the 
3d & L and the 197th N. T., with leCsr- 
enoe to the exi.stcnce of scurvy among the 
troops. Of these, six only reported one or 
more oases of scurvy then under treatment; 
eight othera had seen one ov 
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•even siirgeons had not eeen a ciuie iu tbtt re- 
giments to which thpy were attached. The 
onlj cases 1 saw were in the First North 
CuoliiiAlic-gimeut (colored.) In this regi- 
ment there wae probably more aoorbutio 
disease than in nil the rest of the commanil. 

The disease, however, originated in 
North Carolina, and had made its appear- 
Mice among the oontiBbands on Hatteraa 
Mnud, hefore they were enmllt d :i.s soldiers. 
The diseaiio at i)resent is almost entirely 
confined to the recruitti from that ialaud. 

The 11th Maine reported more eaaee of 
Bcur>-y than any other white regiment. 
This regiment, jii'^t nrrivod on Morris Isl- 
and, had been stationed for a long time at 
Fernaudina, where it appesm to n oon- 
Biderable extent cut off from its anpplies. 

HW/-jH//rA-t'f/ eases of scnrvv are extrem<'ly 
infrequent, and uhvays have l>een. Indeed, 
the disease cuu hardly be said to exist at 
present; and, yet, tiaere ia m sob-seorbntio 
tendency, or eaohexia, reenlting from the 
use of imfiroper, ns well hs insufiicient ra- 
tions, which more or less modifies the type 
ofaUdueaaes. 

HoBTAXJTT. — have not the data for es- 
timating the rr.trs of mortality obtaining 
among our force at the time of my inspec- 
tioD, or during any portion of the siege, 
^e deatha reported to me in the tabular 
ftbsfracts nre jirobably much below the 
netnul iiimiber oeenrring. Thin certainly is 
true of several regiments, and renders com- 
panftiTe eattmatea impoeaible. 

OowounuoiT.-- From the facts brought to 
my knowledge, aa well as from the obser- 
vations personally made while in the De- 
partment of the Sonth, I am led to the fbl- 
lowing oonehuions: 

First. That the duties exacted of the 
i,riijy before Charleston, diflicult and ex- 
hau.stiug although they may have been, 
hanre not been heavier than ttioae whioh at 
times have Ix < ij r -qniiedol oor troopa in 
other Pepartmeuts. 

Second. That rations, clothing, medical 
sfanrea and aoppliea of all kinda, although 
OCOaaionally of an inferior quality and scan- 
tily issned, have yet been famished to the 
troopH, whether in camp or in the field, as 
liberally aa to any command onder a imil a r 
oirennutanoaa in any Pepnrtnwa t with 
ir)iMh I am nminaintedt 



Third. That no diaeases either haje pro- 
vailed or are now prevailing to an extent 
greater than has frequently been observed 
in onr armies either during or subsequent 
to active oampaigna; and that the pcendl- 
ing diseases have originated to but a limit- 
ed degree in special or local causes. 

Fourth. I'liat the hospitals, both general 
and regimental, are in a moat creditable 
condition, and that our siek and wounded 
soldiers are well enred for. 

Fifth. That the sauitaiy condition of the 
army has been slowly but ateadily improT- 
ing for several weeks; the change bein^ 
not less marked in the reduced number of 
cases than in the milder forms which the 
prevailing diseaiics have assumed. 

With anppliea now mora abnndaat as the 
requirements of the Hoiviea grow lata rigor^ 
ous, o-s the nnl,* altliy season has passed 
and the winter api>roaohc.s, I have little rea- 
aon to donbt bnt that the rates of sickneae 
will continue to be rcdnoed, until the sani- 
tary condition of flic nrmy of the Soutlfe 
may beoumo as satisfactory ae usuaL

them on tho part of the militfirTatitharilies. 
The following letter will help to show the 
enbrgfeiie nataM of the measnrea taken 
our Spoci&t Relief Agent at ChattttOqgB^ 
Mr. Reed, to meet these difficulties:

T b:ive jnst Hccn Col. Hodged, who Rays yon 
will need no further orders to secure the 20 
wagons as soon aa yon are leedy to load tihea, 
and can have them permonenUy until farther 
Rpecific orders; that tho Sanitary train can be 
attached to any train coming through, and that 
if there should he any diAenlty in that reqwet^ 
telegraph ftem Bterensoc. 

An order wan sent to Nfusliville last night, 
dirucung two ^2) au--ioad!i of imniUu'y stores to 
be focwaided at enee^ and after that, all that 
could be, and never 1< s« than hnTf a rnr-load 
per day, that will keep us moving. For fear 
my lettera may not have leabhed yoo, I wonM 
repeat my previous suggestions, that the whole 
twenty wufjons be loaded at once with edibles, 
ten with vegetables if yon have them, or with 
the amount of ten wagons, making each load as 
near ],20f) lbs. a.'; you cun, never over l.^rio. This 
may be arranged hy miring the leading dried 
fruits and v^otables in the same wagon, adding 
to the TRgetableii and dried fruit all the butter, 
ale, Htimnlants, farinaceous delicacies, codfish, 
oysters, milk, beef, Ac, ^c, you can. taking 
an hiventory of the eontents of eadi iragoa, tta 
ininilMr, and the name of tho driver; if yon 
have them, give each driver a few vegetables. 
Secure, if you can, soldiers or enlisted men as 
drireca, not eitizena, and t«U Peeodk, if n acas 
sary, to Aoot the first man canght stealing. 

It is essential that ho necompany the train 
ihrofugh^ never Itnvini} UtUlU rtachts our rooms. 
When he gets tills aide the 
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send a tuessoge by the coahere who will be 
passing him, stating where he is, and when he 
will probebly be in. Telegraph wlieil the train 
starts, and keep them stirred up at the North, 
so that there shall never bo a want of stores to 
load the traiiL 

If Buri^i uns in;iko ri quisitions from here, ei- 
ther in hoKpitals or with regiments, famish 
them with clothing and ho^tal dressings as 
libeaUy as yoa cm.

Wi^ knnw of nnthiuf^ calculated to ereato 
an impros.siuu that tiio course here traced 
out has ainee been deperied from either by 
the agents of the Ohijstiaa CommiHsion or 
by our own; nor do we know of nnytliing 
that ought to lead oujbody tu suppo:iu that 
two muthoi^Miizationscannot work usefully , 
side by «de; more usefully, in faot» aide by 
side than singly or apart. It i.s not always 
ueces.sary, however, timt false iini)ressiona 
should have fouudatiuu iu fact iu order to 
obtain eonenoy. We heard the other day 
that the aalaries paid to the agents of the 
S;Mnt!\ry Commission in California nlono 
amounted to $10,000 annually; the foot 
being that we have never had an agent in 
Oilifonila» and oonseqnen^y no aalaries 
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hftve over been dnvn, thonc^ we ham 

received immense donations from that State 
■with little or no solicitation. li4'i>orti* 
equally baseless are frequently put in cir- 
oakHtm as to ft oonlliet of interasto and of 
aiinft between us and the ChriatiBn Com- 
nuasion, and wo shnll i)r()l)«bly bo compelled 
to recur to the subject occasionaUy for the 
porpoae of correetinff them.

It has thus for effected the objeota above 
mealioaed tiiroagh aa orgaaiaaition omurtaatiy 
improved by experience; and now, in the latter 
half of its third year, points to a great army of 
witnesses to its benefioeuce in proof that it baa 
earned and joatUed the public oonfldenoe ao 
generously [:miiteil fo it In the future, as in 
the past, it must depend for ita power for oie- 
fydneaa on tiie free-will oontvilmtioQa of moaaj 
to its treasury, and of supplies Ofhoapital f90d 
and clothing to its st^irehouse. 

Such is an imperfect sketch of the objects and 
melhoda of the U. & Sanilaiy OommiaBioB. 

The U. 8. Christian Commiaaion is under- 
stood to be "a body deaigned to supplement 
the chaplain service of the Army and Navy, aa 
the Sanitaiy Commission does the medioal 
servicn." It brint;^ to otir troops in camp 
and hospital, in the persons of its Delegates, 
spiritoal eoimsel and ooaMlalion, and seeks to 
promote in the army the religioas life which 
struggles there against such fearfW odds. Yet, 
in ministering to the soul, it docs not deapiiie 
its 'tsibemaole, hat aeoompanies its visitsi, and 
its gifL<) of religii'TiH b .inks nn l papers, with the 
bestowal of food and raiment for the aoffering 
bo^. 

TUe, however. Is a duty snbsidiary to the 

primp one of religions minis'tration, and more 
than one officer of the Christian Commissioa 
has expressed his anxiety leat it shoidd dislanct 
the mind of their delegates from their -ordinary 
duties. It must bo evident, however, that to 
some extent it all the better prepares the way 
fbr the eordial reoeption irfflieirofllBea. 

It may thas be seen that while each of the 

bodies above iiT ntioned engages, to some de- 
gree,, in the work especially characteristic of 
the other, (fbr the Sanitary CommissiOT die* 
tributes annually tons of n Ugions i^nd mi«ecl- 
laneous reading matter, and the army chaplains^ 
of whatever denomination, will teO yon that 
they have found it no languid auxiliary to their 
wodt,) yet that it has^ hy wtae of ita animating 
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principle, an oMentially diltinot work. The 
•work of neither can be left nndone. It cannot 
be given to another. Need we doubt that the 
iMpirer of all good flioa((fats and deeds haa, by 
ihe onlering of His providence, allotted to efu*h 
its proper work? far be the (hoaght that 
eftiwr wonU cMm mght bat bkodng for the 
other! 

And pmctiriilly I ilo not find in the army any 
conflict in our rcspoctivo spheres. There ia 
men than enoiigh for oa aO to do, eaeh hi hia 
allotted pliice. Both in the armies on the 
coast and in the Mississippi Valley, the repre- 
aentativca of each have been in the habit of 
exohanging oneeB of oovrtesy, and maintain 
cordial personal relations. It is chiefly, I sns- 
pect, in the homo field that tliero now and then 
wppmn to b« • ■WMiriiig rivaliy. Until tha 
millenniam dawns we shall all, I doubt not, have 
more or leas of partisan feeling enlisted for our 
eqpecial work, magnifying its claims, and de- 
uanding that lSb$f ilMdl pubHfl •tt6ii> 

tion. The suscf-ptibiliticH of onr fiiods talw 
alarm lest we hold not our proper xank in Am 
poUio asteem, and hoioe what may be an 
bonorafalc jealousy for our respoctiTo projects. 

I cannot bt-lievo that the govoming boards of 
either the Sanitary or Christian Commission 
hare any aoeh unbeooming feac The loyal 
public which supports the Nation.il Govem- 
nent will not neglect either while it discharges 
Iti work irith wal, eoonomy, and discratiodA. 
It will give to each its alms and its prayers, and 
stay not any < fTort to hiiston the time wbantba 
need for tuich sUull U» dune away.

nati, and secretary, if \\r iiiistnko not, of 
tlie " National Union ^issociutiou, " a lu^ul 
political body, to whose itniw^— ezetttons 
is due tlio recent entire ravolntioii in tbo 
Ohio vote. The well-known and respected 
Ja(%e, Edward Woodruff, is the president 
of this Naticmal Union AMOoiation, and 
lends it aU the weight of his character.

Gom- 
mittee of thu "Sanitnry Fair Association,** 
(for this i.s the baptismal name which the 
National Union Association gave their 
child, whidi it now adopted l>y Ohio. 
John D. Caldwell, of Cincinnati, is the 
secretary. Gen. Bosecrans is the highly 
ornamental and eminently a^ful president 
of the Fair, lending his glorious name to 
tiie enteipxise, the impmrtanoe of which 
none but a great and humane commander, 
long in the Qeld, can fitly e.stimate. It is 
the pride and boast of the U. S. bauitary 
Oommi'swion, that ito fsst friends are the 
general officers in the army, and the soldiers 
thcinHclvpH. They filf)!ie know its first 
works and its last works, and its works all 
the time; how nbtquitom it is; how small • 
a partof its doings its great labors on battle- 
fields represent ; how active and methodical, 
and in harmony with military rules and 
customs, its system is; and how sore, when 
ereiy thing else fails, the Sanitary Oom« 
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aodaaion is to be on hand. Wo arc not dur- 
prised to find Qen. Bomomuu nring hii 
hoBunable leisnre, after the tromendous 

IttVors and rosponRibilitiof} of Iiinproat cam- 
paigns, ill foKU-riug, hy his cuuutcuanco and 
ffympatb J, his experifliiM and Mb Mai, an 
enterpriae neceesary to keep t)ie aliannels 
of theF. R. Sauitnry Cnramission oppD, and ' 
full with the beneficence of the nation, 
whose Bous are in the camps and on the 
liatfle-fiddB of TeniMaaee, the CmnlMiriand, 
and A]n!>ama. 

The Mayor of Cincinnati, Mr. Harris, is 
ihe tirst vice-president, and lends municipal 
•ntliorily and support to the Fair. 

We understand that the aasodation hare 
engaged the two largest and most con- 
Tenient edifices in Cincinnati for the central 
depdt, or grand expoaitioB: Moiart Hall, 
with its numerous and roon^ apartments, 
and Mechanics' Institnto, frjrt'cnwood's 
Hall,) which is septu-utcd from it by an 
alley of twelve feet, which can be easily 
■paimed 1^ a bridge from tiieaeoond atoty. 
In thvse two buildings will bo the chief 
salcroKma for fancy and jwrtablo articlos; 
also the gallery of fine arts, towards which 
tin dtiBeiui will lend all that ismoetbeanti^ 
M in their private collcctioita, or give what 
they may choose. It is proper to say, that 
for a city hardly yet as venerable iu years 
as many of its own citiscns, there is a re< 
maxkaUe taate for art in Oinoinnafti; and a 
surprising collection of fine paintings and 
beautiful scidptures might, and doubtless ! 
will be made from the homes of that now 
fieh and popvlona eify. The meet beanti> 
ful private collection of engraving! it ever 
fell to onr lot to sec, beloiirjs to an apothe- 
cary in Cincinnati, whose modest home 
beoomea thns a easket for jewela of art 
wfaieh a prince might covet. 

One square oflF, is a buildiug known as the 
Industrial Palace — perhaps 70 x 100 foet in 
dimensions, where the working machinery 
win be erected, and the enginea and heavier 
articles sent in displayed aa Ibr ae poaiiUe 
in their workiijg order.

Henry Ward Beecher, who, since his rs- 
tom, has made himeelf a aort of patron- 
saint of the rack soldiers and the Sanitaiy 
Cnniinisjiiou, having spoken already three 
times iu their pecuniary beboM, with a re- 
sult of OTar $6^000, is earnestly invited to 
visit Cincinnati and speak dnxing the Fnr. 
The great sacrifice of his time, and strength, 
thus demanded — after a six months' ab- 
sence — it is not wholly reasouable to ex- 
pect, yet hie aeif-denying patriotism may 
go tn this length. It is commonly felt that 
ho will not complete his magniflceut round 
of duty, until he bos in person reported in 
all omroUef dtiea whathe saw and felt in 
the hi^ idaoea of Oveat Britain, where bo 
"came, saw and contjnorel." Other dis- 
tingiiished orators are expected to lond 
their services. 

We nnderstand that the Aasooiation are 
making arrangements with all the railroads 
centering at Cincinnati, to hire out to them 
a certain number of cars of each tnun daily, 
at about half ratesi These they propoae to 
(ill along the route with pivisongcrrs at full 
rates, and to pat the proflta into Uie treae* 
ury of the Fair. 

It is impossible that the great experieaos 
inGhicago^ wiA {helessonatobeaequlxed 
this month, first at Boston, where tli« Fair 
opens on the 14th instant, and next ut Cin- 
cinnati, only a week later, should not give 
an enonnons impolse to the Ketropolitaa 
Fair in New York, commencing on the 22d 
Feb'y. Emulation, ])atriotism, humanity, 
will all combine to make the Metropolitan 
Fair one worthy of the eommeroial heartol 
the nation. Two himdrcd ladua, selected 
for their r<^]>rr«f"ntative charncttT, their 
tiuste, energy and talents, without regard to 
sect or party, are already enlisted in thaoon- 
dnct of the work.

By a systomatic and onrnest rail, hticked 
by the universal approbation of aU heads of 
Che community, its bank and railroad preal- 
dents, the chiefs of great manufactories, 
thf> luvulsof trades, unions, find tho leivding 
spirits iu commerce, art, pleasure and orna- 
ment, an amoont of vahiaUe eontxibiallonfl 
eonldbe collected which would astonish the 
world; make it a duty and a tishion too, 
and the contagion of sympathy and human- 
ity, inspired by patriotism and pity, will 
earrx this wbols eommmdtj, aa bjtftmivtts 
sal impulse, a sea swept by a fragrant ^)iey 
wind, and turning its sparkling waves all 
one way, in the direction of a grand public 
beneflooDoe to tiie hoapitala and battle' 
fields of tho country.

In order that the Bmaanat may com- 
pletely answer its purpose, it is desirable 
that it should not contain simply such infor- 
mation as may be furnished to tlie Com- 
mission by its regnlar agents,bQt all tiwtcau 
be collected firom tho friends of the work, 
official or non -official, all over the country.

But there is 
of necessity an immense mass of facts 
bearing on our labors and their results, 
which we have no organized means of ob> 
taining, and for which we must therefore 
rely on volunteers. Nothing could serve 
better to qnioken the seal of the people 
in localities in which little has been done 
for us so far, oris being done now, than ac- 
counts of tho exertions made by people in 
otherpiaeea. Bverybody knows the eflbot 
produced on one's spirits when in pursuit 
of any «iileirprisa» by the knowledge that 
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there is a multitade engaged in the Mme 

work. No zeal is proof in tho long run 
against ike sense ei weekaess ox oi isola- 
tion. 

Tbere is^ tne ipcU kmnr« beliiad 

oar armies and tLeir acbieTementa, extra- 
ordinary as these are, snmetliing still 
more extraordinary, and that in the i^irit 
of the people el hooM. We ehell aej 
nothing nov of the fortitude with which 
they have supported reYerwes, and delays, 
and disappointments. This lias skeadty 
eommanded Hm adnxirataotn and aston* 
ialiment of the world, and has led a dia- 
tiupniKhf'd foreign ■»Tit*»r to dwlarf that 
there has been deTulupod in the United 
States a typo of character hitherto nn- 
known, end gsMieiUj deemed iiapoeailiile— 
a combination of French fire, and excita-* 
hility and enthusiasm, with tho old Anglo- 
Saxon pertinacity and Urmueao. This is 
well, Inii this ie noi enoagh. Thoee who 
are interested in the ft tir, as much for the 
revelation it aflords of tln^ niorul qiiiilitit'« 
of the American people, as for the political 
leeolts whiefa it jptomiaea, hsfo ioand in 
rich ebondenoe better things than even 

conrngo ami tmacity. "What our poojjle 
have done to save— done for humanity h 
eeke^ ie even more wonderful and more 
intereeiing than what thej have done for 
conquest. They have done it, too, without 
the iiit^TvoutioJi of It'gisljitiir*' or tax- 
gather, upon uo i-ompulbiou whatever, with 
nothing to gain by it either in territory or 
gloij. There may be many parulkls found 
for oiu" demeanor in the held, but wo doubt 
if our voluntary eiforts to mitigate the suf- 
fering erieing ont of tiie war have had any 
ex imple in history. 

It is desirable that the details of thi» 
work should be as far as possible placed on 
record, and the knowledge of them dif- 
foeed. We should like to be able tonkin 
the BrT^.sTn; as much as possible of the 
way in which tho vant amount of stores 
and mouey which pass through our hands 
are eoUeeled. There ie, probably, hardly 
a box which reeohee us which has not a 
talt> of its own well worth telling, and 
which is not the result of efforts or sacrifices, 
or enthtisiasm, of whish we ahonld aU be 
tiie better of knowing something.

would throw valuable light upon the temper 
and spirit of oar people.

There is not 
half enough known or ever will be half 
enoagh known of the fire and energy with 
which the men and women of the eo nnlry 
districts have thrown themselves into the 
task of siipixwting and encouraging the 
army by kind deeds us well as cheering 
words. > We cannot undertake to pnUisfa 
everything we receive, lor oar space is lim- 
ited, but we will promise to publish all that 
is most interesting. It would be imposai'' 
ble to esU forth swdi extraordinary ezhibi- 
tions o^f enthosiasm as are now taking plaow 
in all the large cities in the nliajie of " 
itary Fairs," if tbere were not beluud ail 
this, and hadnot been previous to all this, 
a great deal of work fnU as good, bat donw 
on a cnialler scale and in smaller plsooiL 
We ought to learn more ulxjut it. 

We should wish also to make the BuLXJmn 
the means of keeping the |rablio informed,

The Sanitaiy GommiaaioB 
ha»t3ntAft MtMrtof cmr nnd«n temr, 
established oiyniintions to assist the 
frionds of thofw mpn in find thera in the 
hospitals, and to assist the men themselves 
in ncohing thesr homm. Borfc it is dttact- 
able tlut they shonld not dak oompMely 
out of the sipfht at this point. Many of 
them hnvo to fight a harder fight after leav- 
ing the armjr than they ever fought while 
in it— ft long sfleni straggle vith anflMng 
or disability — a struggle too, whieb is often 
hopfloKs, and which at best promises no 
glory on earth. There cannot be too much 
•aid or dome to enoonnge and eoiwolettiam 
^ponwIUMftllliiBfiiteliMOome, and there are 
am on pat them thousands of cases display- 
ing the rarest patience and the rarest her- 
oiinn;aaid aoretfaan all this, even ihepro- 
fouadeat MiialMiIlm at having been adee^ 
ed for the honors of this groat martyrdom. 
God only knowH how mnnv such there are 
scattered through the form-houseii aud vil- 
ligM all over the Union. We dull nerer 
know of them all, but it might be well for 
them and well for the public, if we could 
follow at least some of them into the f nr- 
nao^ and keep flw aatSoo in mind of the 
▼astneas of the sacrifices which so many 
gaDa&t keaita hare made tot iia sdration.

As I have 
said, the surg^eons with hardly an exoeptioni 
do everything in their power for the ioi- 
proveaiMat of their patients, and ace evi- 
dently very grateful for every aid and com- 
fort extended to them from the tianitory 
stores. Not only are they vsiUing that deli- 
eaeiea, awh aaviaea, eoidiafa^ jdUei, Aik, 
should be given under their directions, bot-

There are, it is tnie, female nnrses in ser-

But tiioBe peenlisr alleiitions 
whioh none but a wife, a mother, or Bister 
could with propriety pnve, are bi stowed by 
their brother convalescent soldiers, who are 
detaaed fw anch duty. And whan I have 
seen these poor fellows, themselvaa still 
Herding nursing, (for as soon ns they are 
strong they are Hcnt to the " front. ") wearily 
dragging themselves up and down the two, 
three or four long fights of stBin» eanying 
food, water, or niedicinea, and attending to 
their frequent and most neeenparj- vinnta; 
oftentimes called from their own meals, 
waiting upon them in their tun. day and 
nighty and always so kind; ao patient; my 
eyes have filled witli tears of prntitiide, 
and I have thought that if mothers and 
friends at home only knew how theix sons 
and biotfaeirsirare nnxaad liy these noble 
fellow."?, there would be no more boxes 
sent to the Commission, marked " not /or 
the nurses, " but somctime8,a full box marked 
**/or ihe niirsflt,** with wann exproaaions of 
gratitude from those who, when a member 
of the family is sick at home, think that 
nothing is too good for the refreshment of 
the self •denying, weary " watcher, "or even 
ttie watohfol, 'anxious <* Doctor** himaelf.

person H I have generally found clothed 
almost from head to foot in Sanitary nnder- 
clothing, having just partaken of Sanitary 
potatoes, onicms, or dried fruit* and whoae 
very sheets and piUow-caaaa, altnga and 
crut4'hi'K, came from tho same source, all 
unbeknown to them. But I have found 
thai their only idee of fiaaitary atorai wae, 
cans or jui-H of preserves. Thij seemed to 
think that because their own good moth- 
er's jar of preserves (which they imagineil 
she had put up) had not been aent atnag^t 
to them, that neither thej nor any one elae 
had ever received any benefit from the Sani- 
tary Commission. It was all a humbug. 
One of these gnunblers, who had just eaten 
e qnarter of a jar of peadiea from the 8ani> 
tary stores, complained to me that they had 
not enough of such things. Ho thoiif^ht 
that they ought to have them about twice a 
week. I asked him to make a little ealcn- 
lation at to tite number of cans it would 
require for the hospitals of Nashville nlnne, 
to give each patient a taste once a week. 
To his surprise he loimd It would take 
56,1GU (»u!f--or at 25 eenta eadi, at a eoat 
of above $14,000. On the contraij, hoW' 
ever, there is much true gratitude. 

I hardly need say to you that tho import- 
aaoe and blessedness of this Gomminioa 
grows upon me every day. I only wish thai 
it oould be .seen na it i.<«, in all its ramifica- 
tions. But God alone can see all this. The

She gatiierod up and brought with her such 
testimonials aa she ooold obtain ; also evi- 
dence of the circumstancea ^wniMMltwl wiflL 
her son's enlistment. Slie was a poor wo- 
man, but neatly clad, and with an honeat 
and earnest fisoe, about fifty years old. Bar 
hnataaadtifc aeems, was so much shocked hf 
the telegram that he could not act, so she 
luul to como on. As she came to the Nurs- 
es' Home, almost utterly exhausted, she 
looikad like one who had baan ihioagh »

I just now got your letter from 
home. "WTiile I wnn writing this ]pttor I 
received your letter, dear mother, and read 
it. And now I will tell you how and where 
lenliatod. The daj that I left home I waa 
made acqiiftintcd with a fellow named, as 
he canrd himself. Captain Cody, and ho 
agreed to take mo to Pennsylvania and get 
me three hundred ddOars, and I aaked him 
how, and he told mc when I got there I 
wonld see. WTion I pot tliore he took mo 
to some hoxise in South 2d Street, as he 
aalled % hi Fhfladelphia, and wa alayed 
there that night, and in tha'moniiBg we got 
our breakfast; then he gnrc me some liqimr 
to drink, and I did not know where I was j 
till I found myself in Nornstown, Fa., in 
ih«Ma»haa*a oOoe^ tdUng to the doofeor. 
I was a.slecp. When I awoke the doctor 
told mo that I was nn enlisted mnn, and 
I said I was not, and he showed me some 
papen that I signed when I waa dmnk; 
hot I do not believe I ever signed a paper; 
then I asked him where was the money, 
when he told me that the boarding-master 
took two hondnd dollars, and said I owed 
him twenty-firo moiei. The boaiding-maa- 
ter was Captain Cody. He swore that I 
owed him the money, and that is all I know \ 
about it. And there was a lieutenant who 
aaid he would get me dear for twenty-flve 
dollars, ud I gave it to him; but I did not 
Bee him any more. The place I enlisted 
was Norristown, Pa. That is all at present.

She found him in the hospital near by; 
haa been with him aU daj, and haa now 
come in to the ** nones' home" full of hope 
that he will recover, and delighted! to find 
the admirable and kind care which is be- 
stowed bj the Oenonal Hoqiitala wptm 
thoea who are sick; she had heard aoflb 
terrible reportu of neglect. She is grate> 
f ul, very, for the shelter and the hand of 
sympathy which the Home offm to her. 

Ona of the wivea of fhafafageea with 
the four children was brought to the 
offlee of the Sanitary Commission by 
the Provost Quard, early this morning. 
Sho waa miaazably poor and deatitnia, 
and with her children sadly in need off 
warm garments. According to the papers 
which she carried with her, and her own 
atory, aha had oome on aU Hm way 
from Tennessee in order to flndiniJaian« 
dria Bome rolntives of her husband who 
were said t > livo there. Her husband had 
been shot by guerrillaii near his own house, 
wlMve he had gone on * aix daya* forloo^ 
from the army, not "very diataat. Ah sh* 
had nothing to live on, and feared for her 
own life, she had fled, and came on here. 
In Alexandria she had eearohed in vain for 
her husband's relatives. Sho brought all 
her goods with hor, namely, a bed, blank eta, 
and some clothes, in four dirty bundlea. 
She now wants to get back as far aa Kan- 
todky. 8ha aiya aha oan*t feel at homa 
"way North;" that she had rather starve 
"down South" than st^y up hero. She 
and her children will bo made comfortable, 
and than aent on fhdr way. She ia not 
r ntirely satisfied with her trealmant at iho 
Home. Sho tliinks that she is not " waited 
upon" as a soldier's wife from so far off 
ought to be, and thataha haa reeaiTedwaiy 
little attantioa: and that if tfaia hooaa pra. . 
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tendf to be a kind of liotel only, where they 
doa*t take aiqr pay* tluj oagbt to look • 

little more after the folks they entertain; 
that at any rate, a black girl might be sent 
to take care of her children; and that 
raidtyit is a great plaooiribfln » bo^hw 
io help aew upon the garmenta which are 
going to be a preaeni to her! But still upon 
the vhole, she ia glad of the shelter and the 
gvmontit though her ptide U m IftOo 
iRMUuM; and most certainly the poor 
littlf cliildron nre 'warmer for the flannels 
and shoes. It ia struuge how these " poor 
whites," who haven't energy enough ap- 
penntiy to hamat the crop which ia to 
keep them alive, can ovCKOOine all the dif- 
ficulties of such a ionmoy fta this, with 
baggage and children, travelling a thousand 
miles. 

The other womail, wife of a refugee, 
came frnm Culpepper with lier six chil- 
dren; her husband is with her. They 
were simply "atazvad ooL** Atone tiaie 
the place waa in the handa of the lebeila 
and they couldn't get away; at another time 
in the handa of the Federals and they 
hoped not to be obliged to go away — and 
eo for two years they had lived on — ^until 
at lost, 08 the husband told me, they had 
but " hiilf a gallon'* of meal left. So they 
had to give up their home; they succeeded 
in cacaping the gncRiliaB, and after a kmg 
and terribly wearisome journey on foot with 
these six children, they reached a place of 
protection. They had been at the Sanitary 
Lodge, in Aluandria, resting for a day or 
two before they came on to Washington. 
They -were Mcthodista and persons with 
dtH'p reIigiou.s faith. Umler all tlicir hibor 
and sorrow (for they buried a little child 
shortly before thcj left their home in Tir- 
ginia) they were qinet and cheerful, ap- 
parently having perfect ooDfidenco that 
God would yet give them a home and all 
the heppinesB which waa beet for them. 
The children, too, in their gentleness and 
expression of face, bore mark of tlio diiUy 
pruyer which hod never failed us the mother 
told me, to be offered at the poor man's 
altar. This family had aeen better days, 
but there was no complaint at their lot 
They are grateful for the kindness we are 
. able to show to them, though they are 
■omewhei ckeely pecked together in two 
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rooms. Anangementa am made to ticket 

the whole family through to their c3d home 
in Western Pennsylvania. 

Two of the hospital nurses are from the 
Qeneral Hospital, one worn down by excee- 
aivelabor*needingafew daya* leat; the other 
has just returned from a visit to her home, 
and is unable to pfo over to Alexaudrin to- 
night. The third is from a regimental hos- 
pital, where she haa aerved devotedly for 
neer two years — and she is ordered in by the 
sorgeon of the regiment, wliether she will 
or no, to rest for at least one week; bat it 
accms aa if resting were to hertiiehardeek 
form of labor. She wiU soon be leaDy liek 
if ahecennotgotowork.

Ifr. Brown, the Saperintendent of fho 

Hospital Directory, at Washington, fur- 
nishes us the following enmming up of ita 
labors: 

The Waddngton Bnrean of the Hospital 
Direototy of the U. S. Sanitary Commisaion 
was opened to the public on the 27th of Novem- 
ber, 1862. In the month of December foUow- 
hig, I was ordersd to Zioiilavine, Ky., to 
organize ft DirortnTy Tlnrran for thr Wostom 
Department of the Sanitary Commi8sio&, and 
in January andsd my lalKV in QiMdsiMartaMBit • 
I Hainnilnc In TTadiiiifllinnj and Ihannt f m n 1 1 B 
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ing to Phiiodelplua and New York upon the 
MBM dntf pttfonMd Am WmI* I oouplcABd 
ttie entin^ nr^nnization of Uw Ibar bureau*; by ' 
Hie 5th of March, 1863. Since «1m Isi of June, 
•tfhflM wswrnlhttnam, the retnine from ereiy 
U. 8. General Hospital of the Army, SS8 in 
ftnmbor hftve been regularly rpcrivt'd. 

The total number of nameM on record is 
518,497. Hie totel nmnber of iw|aiii«e ftr 
infomirttion has been 12,884, and tho number of 
■acoemful answers rendered, 9,203, being 72 per 
oent upon the nmnber teceiTed. The remaining 
28 per cent , of whom no information conld be 
obtained, are of those who perished in the 
P^nsuia (»mpaign, on the field before Fred- 
MlflUbmg, StoDeBfrer, ChrnieeWnmllle, TidHh - 
burg, (if-ttysburg, Ac. At the latter place tho 
remains of those who fell in that great flght 
haTe been gathered together with tender one, 
and rest beneath tiie tombstone bearing the 
simple but •qNMniTO ioMciptioil, "The 
Unlmown." 

The porpoM of the Hoepitel DlteeioiT 
originated in the humane desire, on the part of 
the U. 8. Sanitary Commission, to supply a 
greatly needed want, viz. , an organized bureau 
Hot the record of the intniitt'.s of amy lMM|litaIs, 
whether becoming such by disease or from 
wounds received in battle, in order to meet 
Am inqoiriee of the Idendeof the aoldiernB- 
ablo to obtain any knowledge of tho name or 
locality of hia hospital— in^uiriee often painful 
to iMor from llie hanoiriiig ottzietj and per- 
netency with which they ere presented. But 
the benefit eonferred by the Directory has not 
been merely to friends of the soldier, but also 
to the loldier Mnwielf, beeomiag m it ham a 
medinm of communication for wives and 
mothers searching for hnsbanda and sons — a 
ehannel through whioh has flowed those mee- 
mctn of loTo, and cheer, and hope grateftd to the 
fevered brain, Roothing to the agony of wounds. 
Bow fat it has aoomnpliahed its aim let the 
flguee whii^ hnve been glvMibe ttie waawm. 

In the nine thousand two hundred and three 
answers lies hidden a history which no human 
eye ahaU ever read. And the gratitode with 
irtdgih ihey are acknowledged is shown by tho 
letters on tile. Mothers write of their " undy- 
ing gratitude" for the simple announcement 
that their boys ire doing wdl in hospital; 
others " invoke tho blessing of God upon the 
labors of the Coramisaion," and sisters "will 
cherish the warmest gratitude while memory 
iasla." And then the eagemeas with which 
inqtxiries are mode; " By tho lovo you bear your 
own mother tell me where my boy is 1" " Only i

Of the many scenes witnessed in the bureMl* 
I can only mention a few without attempting a 
description. A mother has not heard anything 
of her soo sinee the last battle; she hopes he 
is safe, but would like to bo assured— there is 
no escape— she must be told that he htxs lallea 
npon the "federal altar;" an agony of tesM 
bonis forth which seem as if it would never 
ppftKe; another less excitable does not tiro of 
telling "how good a boy he was;" " no mother 
over bad aaflii n MMi «■ he,* sobs • Hdtd. A 
fiitht r jtreseuts himself, a strong man luid yet 
young in years, to receive the same announce- 
ment, and sinks with andihle grief into a chair; 
anotlii r with pslefMse and tremulous voice, 
anxiiiUH to know, yet drendirif* to hear, is told 
that his boy is in the hospital a short distance 
olfi be gnMps the bud with both of bis, vbila 
tears run down his cheeks, and without utter- 
ing another word leaves the room. "It is 
very hard, my friend," vras said to one mnte 
with grief, "but yon «re not alone." "I know 
it^ sir, " was the pnmipt reply, " hot be was the 
only one I had." 

A vomsn of mora tfum ordinary inteffigeneo 
and appenmnce, -with almost breothless voioo, 
" I want to find my husband; I have not hsovd 
iron mm nor •sverai MoBiinit i nave wjiiuu 
to tiie oOeen of his rogiment, but do not got 
any reply; can you tell me where he is ?" 

"Will you please to give me his name

Heisnotihroft Shefliirlj 
screams with deli|^t» and rushet iriUQIy 0«k of 
the office. Thus the varied scene goes on. 
One inquirer leaves the room grateful, buoj^t 
and happy, to be followed by another eqoaliy 
prateful, who will "tread softly" the remainder 
of his days, for the " light of his duelling has 
gone ool'* As each departs another figure is 
added to the list of ''inqidiiH and answers," 
and the seemingly nonotaBOOS mAitt tho 
bnreau is resumed.

Snt:— Betaxning to NadiTille on the Slat 
of Oaix»ber, after near three -weeks' absence 
by reaaon of sickness, I found that the work 
of the Commiauon in Nashville had made 
good progress — excepting tiie SolcUen' 
Home, which was not in as complete order 
as it bad provi( <iis]y been onder the aduun- 
istration of Mr. Crone. 

I found at Stevenson and Bridgeport anf- 
lleieiitatoma for diBtri]mtion,tmtin« pained 
to learn th.it all our efforts to obtain trans- 
portation to Chattanoogii had boon nnanc- 
ccHsful for at least two weeks. I ahooldf 
perhape, recall to your mind that we had 
mooeeded in getting eleven wagon*loads of 
stores into Chattanooga previous to the 
battle — stores which had been not only 
omnfort, bat ttft to the wounded. Alter 
the battle we had still eveiy fnor from the 
aiithoriticH, aiifl oTir full shiirc of the re- 
sources of the Government; but wo were 
compelled to shore, also, in the terrible 
•tndta and diiihmltiee whieh tihe amy anf- 
leved, and which, till the opening of the 
liTer, eoanbined to render tlic maintainance 
of the position not only difficult but in the 
Ugheat degree doabtfoL 

At Chattanooga there were about 1,400 
in hosi)itiil.s of the most severely wounded 
— ^oud such as could not be removed. Our 
gzeat flDziety was to aend nuno atorea to 
.fheae, who, without a full snpplsr end good 
variety of food ond stimnknts, must die. 
As the well men must be fed, we promised, 
that during the existing pressure upon the 
transportation, we would only send edibles. 
For a week or more no stores of any kind 
were sent from Na.shvillo, the cars being 
all used to transport Gen. Hooker's corps. 
"When they began to oany commissary 
stores, Mr. Bobinson informed me that ho 
could not obtain transportation, as the Q. 
M. was ordered by Gen. Thomas to ship 
only those storea. I at onoe called npon 
theQ.ll Indmrgsof traniportatioo, ahoir- 
ing him the foUowing Older from Qen. Bo- 



ssenns, whioli I sup posed pvofvided for 
just snoh general orders as the one he had 

now received; he agreed with me thai it 
did, and promised transportation :

The next morning, fearing that 1m was 
wrong, he dedinsd to send oar stores. I 

in vain a.s.sur('d him we wonhl onlj Bond 
something for tlic wounded men to eat, 
that would take the place of the stores he 
was sending, and would do jwfc as mvob 
toM iird supplying tt» enny, while it gaire 
to the wonnde<l n more palotable and nutri- 
oions diet. He admitted the force of all 
this, but f esrsd he should be diaobejing 
ordem. Thns, several precious days were 
lost, no one. ]>orhaps. censTiraVilo, l)nt the 
wounded were suilering. At the same time 
we had a similar disappointment at Steven- 
son. Twenty teama were given to v8~or> 
dercd at Chattanooga to report for sanitary 
stores. After some delay they reported, 

but the muie>i were so poor, that it was ev- 
ident the; coold not rstoni to Ohattanoogn 
even with empty wagons. At this time of 
di.soouragement came a dispatch to send 
stores to Bridgeport, that they might be 
ready for the Urst boat; meantime, by « 
new order from General Thomas, I had re- 
ceived the use of one ca» a day from this] )hico 
to Bridgeport. The boat would take storea 
only from Bridgeport to Kelley's Ferry, 
some ei^ ox ten miles from Chattanooga. 
Rev. Mr. Kennedy, who had tents, and the 
charge of the Lodge at the foot of the 
mountain, was informed that he was more 
needed a* the Fteiy— bolk iluit he mic^ 
ija in tddng oire of the goods se tliij wwe 
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unloaded from the boats, and abo that he 
miglit lodge and feed the aiek teoDi^t to 
that place by the ambulances, ud who 
must wait for tho boat to return. 

Writing to Mr. F. B. Grary, oar store- 
keeper at Stereoaon, be ai^ '*I want yoa 
to be here when the goods arrive, that you 
may enjoy witli mo tho ])leaf!nre of seeing

The pleanre aUnded to they have ex- 
now we are sending to 
Bridgeport, and buvo been since the 3d 
of this month, one car-load each day; and 
theae at<nea axe aent promptly from ]foidge- 
port to Chattanooga. The amount of nork 
to be dono at Chattanoopa "was so great, 
that I felt compelled to provide additional 
helpi. 1^ Hua emergency I applied to M. 
D. Bartlstt, State Agent ftam Wiaoonain, 
to aid us in tho general work. Ho prompt- 
ly consented to go, and is now rendering 
ef&oient service where help was most of uU 
n ee de d. I also employed Mr. Wm. A. 
SutlifT to take charge of the depot at Kel- 
ley's Ford, while Mr. Sill gave ln« entire 
attention to tho care of tho goods from 
ihe Ford to Ohatlaaooga, aooompanying 
and staying with tho teams. 

When tho stores leave Bridgeport by 
boat) an agent goes with them to protect 
^bm m tiie mqr, Thna, with maeh hibor, 
the way is now opm for the apeedy and 
safe transfer of stores to tbr- extreino front 
of our army — and we arc improving it 
faithfully. The Agents of the CommisaioB 
in thia department are loeated aa foUowa: 
Bev. S. C. Hoblet, Relief Agent, and Bev. 
J. P. T. Ingraham, Hospital Visitor, in 
JS'ashville; Bev. M. F. Loomis, Hospital 
yMknt on the line of the raOroad between 
thia and Bridgeport; Capt. Brayton, in 
charge of Soldiers' Home; Mr. Charles 
Bobiaaon and Mrs. Hopkins, in ohacge of 
etora loom.

made to you. To the best of my knowl- 
edge, they all labor kindly, faithfully and 
successfully. Rev. Mr. fiobit devotes much 
of hia time to answering letters and tele- 
grams of inquiries sent both from IjOUto* 
ville and from all parts of the States. 

In addition to this, he is particularly 
valnable in obtaining passes, transporta- 
tion, approval of reqniaitiona* Sec 

Rev. Mr. Ingraham starts nearly every 
morning with a basket of dcUcacies — goes 
to some one of the 24 hospitals; and after 
obtaining permiaaion of tiie Surgeon, "viaita 
all ports of the hospital; looking after the 
quantity of the food, and learning tho 
wants of the sick, and if he finds any 
special caaea of Buffering, doee all that can 
-be done for their relief. At the aame time 
he informs the Surgeon that there are many 
articles at the sanitary rooms, which are 
aent expressly to aid hhn in the eaxe of hia 
sick, and thathe can alwaja have them for 
the asking. 

Hu leaves his delicacies with those who , 
are most sick or desponding, but never 
unto he baa obtained the approval of the 

Surgeon who has charge ^f the patient — 
thus respecting the rules and regnlations of 
the service, and insuring the sympathy and 
hearfy cooperation of eaoli Sorig^on ia Mb 
work. 

Rev. Mr, Loomis is workinpr in the same 
kind manner in all the hospitals at Mur- 
fteeaboro*, Tnllabom% Oowaa, ^?inofaeater, 
Stevenson and Bridgeport; and at the aame 
tirao visits as many as pojisible of the regi- 
mental hospitals at tho different posts. 

Under the care of Capt Brayton, the 
New Home in NaahTiDe will not 
second to any in the Nation. Thebiu'lding 
is well adn,]iteil for the purpose, and Capt. 
B. will now have it nicely fitted up. He ia 
doing a ^oiooa woiIl 

Mr. Robinson's duties are most onerous; 
too much so for any one to do, wjd do well 
— for any length of time. It ia quite 
enough for one, even with the excellent 
busineaa talent of Mr. to keep the booka^ 
attend to receiving the goods, and the 
through or wholesale shipments.

Mr. £. L £no, sent by the State of Dli- 
iiois to look after tiie fntarwti of her 
■oidins, is witii us and of us, and ever ready 
to co-operate in the general work. All 
stores at his oommand, and they are many, 
are tamed over to tho Oranxaiaaioii for 
geMnd distribntion. Ifr. Eno aleo left Ua 
office and endured gront i^eraonal exposure 
and hardships in orguniziug our depots at 
a Bridgeport and Kelly's Ford— and the re- 
moval of the afeocea from fitevenaoii. Wo 
are under very great obligations to him 
for his timely and valuable assistance. His 
acts all show that he regards the struggle 
in ivUeh -we are now engaged aa National; 
and that o\ir sympathy and help shoxild he 
pivcii nlike to all the sufTorcrs. The only 
questions to be asked in the distribution of

At Murfreesboro' thr lins])itjils are again 
enlarged, and a larger innnbor of the sick 
and wounded will be accumulated there 
than have been for many months. 

There is one general hospital at Tallaho- 
ma in charge of Dr. Woodward, onr excel- 
lent friend because he is the true friend of 
hia patienta. Aa uanal, his hoatntsl ia in 
the best possible condition. At Cowan 
there is also at this time a large mini her of 
sick. The hospital at Stevenson is being 
removed. At Bridgeport ihete ia a hospi- 
tal, when those hrooght tram Chattanooga 
are to remain until taken on by rail. Here 
we have been feeding them on their ar- 
tivaL Mr. Pocock telegraphed me that he 
M 100 in one daj, -wbieb he did with yaj 
llUie material to vwk ivxth; had n tokr-

for Ua soap. He obtained vol uiit<3or help 
from one of the regiments stationed near. 

Mr. Kennedy is also doing the same work 
at SeDj'a Fsnj, wifli batter aoeommoda- 
tions. Mr. Eno informs me that he saw 
him feed about 100 as they lay in ambu- 
lances, too badly wounded to get oat, bat 
eompelledto wait for the boak The pea* 
sage from that point bjr boat to Bridgeport 
is made with little comfort and great expo- 
sure; but it is luxurious when compared with 
the former dreadful ride in ambulances oyer 
the moontaina, a dfatanoe of aome siadj 
milea; dimUng the most ragged moantain 
sides with great difficulty, and then going 
down the other side as rocky, steep, and 
nigged; the roeka ao Luge in the path that 
the patient who had become too exhausted 
to hold on to tlu' Ki(lt\s of the ambulance, is 
from the motion daflhed from side to side; 
or if there are two, they are thrown alti^ 
nately one upon the other. 

Col. Paine, of the 124th O. V. L, shot 
through the thigh, was one of tlie thousands 
that took such a ride — and he assured me 
that he aoiliBred ten thooeand dnafhw that 
he would much prefer death to such a tide 
again; and he had nolwnes broken. 

The ride now by river occupies about 1^ 
hoars, whUe by the ambolanoea over (he 
mountains the average time, I have been 
informed, was five days, and sometimes 
much longer. 

I shall not attempt to give jon anya^ 
count of the work at Chattanooga, relying 
whoUy apon your aprenta tbeier who Idonbt 
not will report to you. 

The destitution of Chattanooga has been 
emsh that we have all lalt more than osoal 
responsibility, to do oar atmost for its re- 
lief; and while we have met with a great 
deal of delay in shipping our stores, and not 
alittte when vre knew the deeiaions of tte 
subordinates were not in aooordanae with 
the wishes of th.- General commanding, we 
have at all times felt that all were disposed 
to go aa lir aa poarfUe, oonsistantiy with 
thdmndentanding of their orders, to aid 
us in our work. I am informed that Dr. 
Perin, the Medical Director, whom I have 
ever found ready most heartily to aid in 
anything whiah he beUoved wwdd eaafato

ever, rvorr a55fii"stnnco in bis power While 
lie does not believe that he can be hcIjKtl 
permanently, except by thoee who comply 
at all timeft with the ralea and tegnlatioaa 
of the aen'ice, be is decidedly o[)[)osed to 
duplicating the cbnnuels of siipiily for sani- 
tary stores, as well as to our sending for- 
ward any not dceigned for general diatribn' 
tion. I cannot in justice close this report 
without exi)res«ing my thanks for the lib- 
eral help wu have received from the Teie- 
CEraph Company in tlua place and in Clwt* 
tanooga, and the kind manner in whioh 
that help has been frfven. 

We have used the telegraph largely — 
moat of oar oonunnnieations have been sent 
free — and they have heem sent from the of- 
fice witli but litflf d-^lay.

I have found time to make ljut few care- 
ful inspections of the different hospitals of 
tlM eity— hot have made inepeotion of » 
part of them. 

The large Field ITospital kno'wn as Cum- 
berland Hospital is located west of Nash- 
iriUe, aboatone mile firom the State Haaae. 
The patients are furnished with tenta. The 
cookin-' is don^ i,i wooden buildings erect- 
ed for this purpose. The hosi)ital is divid- 
ed into 4 diviuons, each division into -k sec- 
tiona, each aeetion ia eompoaed of A warda 
of 25 patients each. Each ward has a stiffi- 
cient number of attendants. The washinff 
is mostly dune by oonirabonds. We made

(Ux months ngn IheflaattaiyOoniBiiHsion pro- 
po«wl to act lui the unpaid agents of the hospi- 
tois in WaMhington. Oeorgetown and Alexandria, 
fior the pQiehasa at Huir tnA soppUee. Tbe 
I proposition was sot'onded by many of the sur- 
' geons in charge, cordially endorsed liy the Sor- 
geon-Oeneml, and imaadiately accept t^d by Dr. 
Abbott, ^fediral DireetOT; and a general order 
was isHued, directing all rmrgeons in charge of 
hospitals, at regular times, to send iu thaix re- 
I qniaitiona toanappohntadagemtof flie Oomnila- 
j sion, and to pnrchiise only through him. 

The object of the Commission, in undertaking 
this woik, was- to secure to the soldiers in the 
hoapitali a greater amount, with larger variety, 
and better qnality of food than could otherwiBo 
be purchased by the hospital ftmd; for pre- 
viondy all aappliea had to be bought at tiia 
Washington markets, which are extravagantly 
high, and limited in variety. Mngt of ths 
purchases had to bo made on credit instead of 
at eash pricea; fiir the hospital fimd hj wbuih 
RnppHcs are ban;:jht is not credited to the hoa» 
pital until the end of the month, when it la 
knoim how naaj of the nations due to thai 
boaipital haTS not been drawn from the Commis- 
sary. Thi^ new method defended tho in- 
mates of the hospitals against such hot^itai 
atewaida (of whom there were too manj) as 
made their purchases in snch a way that they 
gained money thamaelves at the expense of the 
soldier. 

These ends were secured first by piirchastng 
all supplies at wholesale prices at I'hiliulelphta, 
where the whole UtaiQ is a garden, by means of 
our agenta, who had no single interest bnt to 
obtain the very be.st niaterialH po.^siUe at the 
most reasonable cosl^ at cash prices; for tho 
Oommiasion adTanees the money day by day, 
and at the end of the month rnilects it from the 
Commiaaaiy, hj ordera from the saveial hoapi- 

lliaaa wapn^ an braoght to Waahingtanbj 
Adama E^sasB Ooa^anu. la soratia oaoM^ whish 
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run doily. These cars are refirigeratora, lined 
viOa sbM, and carry ice. 

Tlip KupplioR for the day, boupht the aftcmoon 
proviouii iu Philadelphia, are ready for dulivery 
at o*dodc in momiiig, when liiewagoiui 
«re tk iit fti ni the buspitals, each for its invoice, 
as orderi'd, Itm-inf,' the order for the day follow- 
ing. Thujs with perfect system, all irants are

The hcMjpitab say that their mem ware new 
before so veil fed, with so good m ^mriaty. and 
at swh rcasonnlilo vont. The nvernRe money- 
saviiig to the hospitals by this agency i» esti- 
natod at about fifteen or eighteen per oent, 
\iith a roiT<'sj)ondinB iiicre;ise of food for the 
aoUlieis. The accompanying report for Novem^ 
bar vill indieala Noaiaatluil Iha ^wfety and 
amonnt.of suppliea porehaaed, and will vo to 
the frien<ls at home some assurance of the pro- 
vision which is made for the soldiers in hospi- 
tal, (aapedaUy when to thia ia added the fiwt 
the three great staph s of nouri aliment, heef, 
bread and potatoes, are obtained direct from 
tha Oomnissary.)

1 fortable, BO far as food and clothing are o««i- 
j eerned.

This can be done best from Baltimore, There 
are not less than two thousand New York ofll» 
cers among the prisoners. I think the best 
wav will bo to send one thousand dollars to 
Baltimore, to be tised iu the purchase of pota- 
toes, eabbages, onions, pickJes, hlacking and 
bruMhes, and fine combs. If money is sent to 
the men they cannot use it themselves. They 
hiiv*^ to send out by the guards to buy IhiriLCS, 
iuiil the guards jnoke just such returns as they 
please. It is not reoommanded to eend nonaiy 
to the men." 

•* The first relief got through was from the San- 
itary Commission, consistinc[ of fifteen laign 
boxes of clothing and proviidona.

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THE FIELD IIKLIEF CORPS. 
Mr. Johnson, the superintendent of the 
Field Relief Oflvps* writes: 

TIm movemontfl of tiie Field Relief Corps, 
Army of tho Potomac, daring the months of 
October and November, have been varied and 
intaretitiiig, embracing those operadoca of the 
army whirh bep^iin with tho evat'nution of Cul- 
pepper, and terminated in ita retreat from near 
Onmge Coort Ilonae; of the military incidents 
datinf( the retreat to CentntTitle; the snbseqnont 
•dvanco to Wnm ntou; tho attack at Rnppahan- 
BOek Station, and the recent advance acroaa the 
Rapidon, by the lower fovds; the papers of the 
day fidl accountH. The Fii-ld Relief Cxiqis 
during theite movements has saocessfallj car- 
ried out ita purposes. 

Attached to the varions ooipe emlmlRnce 
trains, it has been exposed to the (lantern of Ibc 
battle-Cicld, bat bns esc^tped any losses from the 
Imllets of the enemy, wUle Its Bloiea were f^Iy 
flffered to the nnfortnnate sufferers. This was 
particularly the case with the second corps 
^ent. when tho engagement near Auburn Mills, 
end later on die same day at Bristow StetioD, 
bemded for a time the saf< ty of the army. 
The harried evacuation of Culpepper was ae- 
eompliabed wifhont lees of importaaee, the 
stock in depot being placed in cars during the 
early hours of morning, and very shortly before 
the place was occupied by the rebel forces. 
• During the varions halts of the army and the 
est'iblishmont of hospitals in tho field, our 
stock has been eagerly songht for and generally 
dietrlbated with jndgment, togoodeffMt. Fei^ 
flimal intercourse of agents with the ddc In 
lioepttal and with the men in camp, can scarce- 
ly be carried to too great an extent The more 
totimately we know the wanta of the aiek and 
of the hpnlthy. tho better qnaliflod ^e beromo 
to apply remedies in the one case, and preven* 
tiiriea in the other. The series of <|iioetlous to 
which the Chief Inspect r h-.t^ nr^'cntly called 
the attention of the agents, is well iV -i_'T). (l (o 
promote the good of the soldier. iJuriug the 
late eampatgn, the traope wkoweexpeaad to 
great inclcmoncy of wet and cold weather, to 
rapid and fatiguing marches, bore up bravely 
•gakut their trida, Imt will probalily, after tiie 
enitement has passod away, sniEnr la aieknesH. 
The smbstitntion of fresh beef, driven with the 
army and slaughtered, frequently relieved the 
aoiWeia fkom eanying eonaidenlde weight of 
pork, and furnished n much more desirable arti- 
cle of food. 1 regret to report that Oeo. Longley, 
driTBT in the 6th ootpe, waa captaMd wiih hia

HOilAGE DUE FROM MAILS TO IIYGELV. 

In July, IHiil, orders were issued for the erec- 
tion of banaeika in or near a aertain city in a 
Northern Stj»te, to bo used as a rendezvous for 
a new rrginu-tit of voluuteeis. Adjoining the 
cdty was a beautiful grove, a isTorite plaoa for 
oooaaiaiial raaort from the dost and heat of the 
tf»wii. It was desired thnt tlie barrackB be 
erected in the grove. An inspector of the iSaui- 
taiy OomnuBBifm andeacvoted to show the nnflt- 
nees of the site, urging reasons, the force of 
which afterward became Bufficiently manifest. 
The barracks were erected od this thickly shaded 
phiin. These were used some two months by 
this regiment, and it wnn then nent to nii et in 
the field the enemy which its mission was to 
flonqner. Bvt bafiatw leaving its eamp of ran- 
dazTons it had already met another foe, agaiuHt 
which bayonets, bravery and patriotism were 
powerless. A protracted rainy season filled the 
eamp with water and mud; tat weeks the reek- 
ing atpmsphwre was ewtnrated with poisonous

given." The ciish value, then, of a regimaniof 
a thousaiul men, before it has mot the enemy, 
is nearly half a million of dollars, and by the 
same arithmetical calculation, each life in that 
raiment is worth more than one thousand dol- 
Ian (b the service, if that life can be preserved 
in Ml health and vigor to the end of the war, 
or until lust in battle. " Looking at the matter, 
therefore, in a financial point of vi"",v, we ]>er- 
ceive thut it is a subject of serious iuipurtouuo 
tbafc vnaj means should be taken to preeefra 
the lives and health of those who come tomtd 
to fight the battlus of their countn,-." 

But the money value is the lowest volne we 
can attach to flie life of a soldier. Eachttember 

of a regiment is a cUiien of the country, a mam, 
oecnpying a place in the social organism which 
no other can fill The proper ctvre of these 
patriots Incomes of incalculable impoctanocw 
then, in view of llio ftict that by far the greatest 
portion of the loss tu the iicr>'ice by death or 
sie knea a siisea from eanses which oodM and 
should have been preventetl, by proper and 
constant attention to tho conditions of health 
during the first few months of the existence of 
the mi]ltat7<Nqgaiiisation.

MIS.S NIGRTINGALE ON THE SANITARY 
STATE OF THK BRITISH ARMY IN INDIA. 

"When the Roval Commission on the San- 
itary State of tuo Army in India dLsc-loscd 
ill tlieir Report the painful fuc-t that in In- 
dia II rt'gimout of 1,000 men loses by death 
100 men every twenty moutb.H, exclusive of 
tboso who fall ii» the field, ft feeling of hor- 
ror pervaded bU clttoaon. We knew, how- 
ever, that in busy, bustling England, omo- 
tiuus, even the strongest, art^ apt to fade 
away rai>iilly unless kept alive by contin- 
ual reminders. It is, Uierefore, with iliunk- 
£ulnes.s that we welcome the publication of 
the present pnmphhit. 

mIss Mightiu^e's obsenratioDA may be 
regarded as a oomUnatacm of an epitoine of 
and marginal noti's on tin- Tli'])ort nf tho 
Boyal Ctuiuiii^Muii, and will be reaU bv 
many who sltrmk trom the ponderona dull- 
ness of a blue-book. The diseases among 
tho troop.<i in India are, she jantly remarks, 
cami>disea.ses; and the eau.st'«of them nre — 
1. Bod water; 2. Bad ikaiuage; 3. Filthy 
bazaars; 4. want of veotUation; 5. enrfaoa 
overcrowding in bun-uek-luit.s and sick- 
wards. To begin with the lir.st. Miss 
Nightingale exhibits a most mehiucholj 
picture of the supply of that great necaa- 
sory, water. It is no fancy sketch, and 
is thoroughly borne out both 1 y tn« " Sta- 
tionjJ Keporta " and the expericuec of tiiose 
who have aenrad in Xndin. At Hrderubad 
(in Scaadfl) tb« witar smnnsviUt nninwl 
life. 
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worm" — a thread-like animal about a yard 
in length, which gets into the legs and is 
wonnd out an inch or so daily — is one of 
the eonse(jnences of the bad wat^r in Si in- 
de. "At Bangalore, the Ulaoor tank, used 
for drinldiig, is the oatlet of the whole 
drainage of a most filthy bazaar (125,000 
inhabitants), for that of our cavalry, infan- 
try Bad horse artilh-ry V)arrncks, and of the 
gr^elor portion of the station. " The Com- 
numd^r-m-Chief testifies that he has for 
the ] i>t fii ir vt iirs and a half frequently 
bruugiit the Hul)ject to the notice of the 
authorities, but without resolt. At Seeoil- 
deraba<l a gallon of wat^'r contains 119 
grains of solid matter and 30 grains of 
organic m ttt r; w hile at Snittt " iiu one 
thinks of drinking the camp water. " "At 
Aaseorirhnrthe same tank is used for drink- 
ing and bathing. " 

Throughout India the troops are sap- 
plie<l with Wttter by water carriers, (bhees- 
t<'es,) who get it wherever they choose, 
and carry it to the barracks in leathern skins, 
which are never cleaned out. No systematic 
attempt is ever made to filter the drinking- 
water, though snoh is ooeasionally done by 
the 8oldi( r>*. of their own accord, or some- 
times under the direction of the few regi- 
mented officers who ore anlBciently enliglit- 
ened to perceive the neccHsity of the Jict. 
Nc»w fur this neglect there Ls no excuse, as 
the process can be effected at the slightest 
possible expenditure of time, trouble and 
'inonev. The more we reflect on the question 
of drinliing water, the more we are struck 
with its great importance, and the culpable 
apathy of those who are responsible for the 
terriVde state of things dfficloscd by the Re- 

Eort The impurity of the water ctjusumed 
y the troops is at itself quite suflicient, 
and more tlun safficient to account for the 
ezcMsiTB mortality we have allnded to 
above. As a matter of direct i i Mnoniy 
even, money would be saved to (l(»vern- 
ment by BODstitilting for the uncontrolled 
water-carriers, with their dirty leathern 
Imgs — or as Miss Nightingale quaintly calls 
them, " water-pipes with a will."— a system 
of filtered water, conveyed by pipes. In 
Fort William, Calentta, 184^ per annum is 
p;iM to the water carriers, with the most 
pernicious results. The argument is power- 
fully stated by Miss Nightingale in tne fd- 
lowing passage: — "The reason usually os- 
f^ignt d for emph)ying these human water- 
pipes in barracks, is, that tlu y are indispen- 
sable on fiehl service. But so are tents; 
and yet nobody proposes to bamck men in 
tents in time <»f peace." 

The subject of cleanliness in so hot and 
dusty a country* as India is scarcely less im- 
portont than that of drinking water ; and 
yet it will scarcely be believed that as 
yet the matter has been nlmost entirelv ne- 
l^ected. Instead of offering every induoe- 
mant to the wddkrto keep the porea of his 



skin free from impnfity, he is left almost 
entirely to his own resources in this partio- 
uhir; or rather, from the deficiency of ac- 
connnn l it ii HI provided, he is jiositivoly dis- 
couragi-d from keeping himself clean. Ful- 
ly to appreciate the extent of the evil, H 
must be borne in mind that even during 
qui<>.scence, the skin is, in the hot season, in 
a state of active perspiration tiiroughout al- 
most the whole of the twenty-four hours ; 
while even in the cool season the slight'O.st 
exerti<m i)roduees profuse ])i rs)iiniti<in. In 
the dry season, moreover, the soldier often 
arrives in barracks at the end of a march, or 
aft£'r a fi< Id-day, completely coated with 
the fine white dust which penetrates every- 
where. There are a few exceptions to these 
strictures, but so few are they aa not to af • 
feet the general correctness of our state- 
nient Tn one or two cases there are 
plunge-baths, but the stations where, with 
any regard to privacy and de<'encv, the sol- 
dier can enjoy a good comfortiible batli, arc 
extrmut'ly raro. Kveu in lioHjiit-ils. propor 
accommodation for washing is either Tfliy 
insufficient or altogether deficient. 

Bad as is the water supply and washing 
accommodation, the drainage is even worse; 
and after reading the ltei>ort of the Cora- 
mission and Hiss Nightingale's remarks 
thereon, our astnnislnnent is excited, not 
at the amount of mortality, but at the faot 
that it is not greater. Let Mis.4 Nightill* 
gale's facta speak for themselves: 

*'At the ca]ntal of the Bombay Presi- 
deney, where civilisation has intrmluced A 
'main drain,' two feet square, with 'a flat 
bottom,' this 'main drain' is a 'gTMt noi- 
sance,' and the 'stencli at times scarcely to 
l)e endured.' At Fort George, in Bombay, 
the latrines are not draine<l exc-.'pt into an 
open ditch, ' which is always in a foul state. ' 
At Ifodzas, the main drain of the town is 
eighty yards di.stant from tlu' European 
fort ; the elUuviii from it is very uffeusive. 
* * At Bellary there is no draiiMge, esoept 
the fall of the ground." 

The follo^ving paragraph discloses a state 
of affairs which is a disgrace t<» the nine- 
teenth century, and an argument unworthy 
of the feeblest intellects, even those belongs 
ing tf> people sunk in the intelleetoal ^»a- 

thy of Iiidiii; 

".Vt Secunderabad there is uo drainage 
of any kind. The fiui«l refiiso evaporates 
or sinks into the subsoil. A nulLih, which 
intersects the cantonment, stinks. The ex- 
tent of the cantonment is .so enormous, that 
it is said * to prednde any general snrfiioa 
draining.' — a statement which, if true, 
would amount to this, that the occupation 
oi ground by human beings must ineviti^ 
bly lead to di.seaso; a statement as am>Hoa> 
ble, or rather much more applicable to the 
iirea of I/ondon tliaii to tliiit of Secundera- 
bad, and yet London is drained both on 
the soxftue and below it." 
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Poor hnmaoity, not hebag of the quality j 

of tlie Olympiiiu p id-i uiul goddesses, im- \ 
tively makes demauds, for the satisfnc- | 
of which no arrangement, or worse 
than none i« ma l*'. But those detiiils are 
too horrible tor vis. Li t tis jjuss to other ( 
matters. 

The ventilation of barracks is clearly a 
most important point, and one vhioh in 

times pa-st the authorities have Hlumiofullv 
neglected. Mias Nightingale telk us that a 
■iiSQar earetesBnese prevaiu in India. Here 
nhi' Somewhat exaggerates. The barracks 
ill Iiulia are — whatever their other defects — 
08 a riilf, liirr,'i\ airv and wfU ventilated. 
She relies fur the truth of her statements on 
tiie Billon Beports given hy medieal offl- 
cers. It must, however, be remembered 
that army surgeons are now, almost for the 
the first time — alas! that it should be so — 
consulted about other matters than piUa 
and bncets. Their responsibility is no 
longer limited to doing the best they can 
lor men actually sick; they are expected to 
pronounce on the best means for keeping 
them healthv. In short, their fnnrtiniiHHio 
preventive as well iw curutive, iuhteud uf, 
as fnmerly, pun ly curative. Ftom this, 
perhaps, arises a little natural proneness to 
exaggi-ration, an insennible tendency to 
raise their profession at the expense of that 
impalpable load-bearer, Government. We 
jo/m not in this be understood as depreci* 
ating flieir ccnl. talent and conseientious- 
nees, or nndervalmng the importnnce of 
their object; but it is well known that re- 
form long delayed is somewhat indisciimi- 
nate in its attoolra, and often seeks to ont 
away Hoine of the sound timber together 
with that which is unmistakably rotten. 
In her remarks on "surface over-CTOwd- 
ing," Miss Nightingale is more iiecnrate. . 
The number of cubic feet of air allotted to i 
each soldier in India is generally ample, lint 
the quantitjr is too often made np of on un- 
dne proi)ortion of height. The flooring of 
the bariiu k.H i.s al.so extremely objectionaMf, 
being frequently either the ground bricked 
over or plastered with oow-dnng. Dirt and 
vermin are the natural conRcqiiencea of such 
a construction. Mii*s Nigiitingale's words 
in tliis j)lace state the whole question of 
barrack accommodation so tetaetj and well, 
that we cannot refinun frcnn extracting the 
passage: *' To mm up: it is not eeonomii-al 
for Government to make the soldiers asuu- 
eivilj/ed a.s possible. Nature sends in her 
bill — a bill whi( Ti lias always to be paid — 
and at a pretty hi^di rate of interest, too." 
Ix't U8 add, tliat if barra<'ks were built on 
arches, a free current of air would circulate 
under the building, give fsdUtiea for venti> 
Ifttion, mid riiise the oenijiants above the 
miasma which floats upon the siuioce of 
the ground daring a great'portimi of the 
yenr. 

Over-indulguuco in intoxicating liquors is 



j the greatest bane of the British army all 

; over the world. Imt parti<'iilar]y in India* 
I where the cireulatiou certainly does not re- 
quire to be quickened, nor the action of the 
liver to be stimulated. We fancy that there 
( is some mistake in the statement extracted 
from the rej>ort by Miss Ni^'iitmgjile, that the 
allowance of liq^uor permitted to be bought 
at the canteen is two drams of spirit, or a 
quart of porter in tin yhxcr of i ;seh dram. 
We know that, at all events, in one regiment 
in theBengnl J 'n -idency, it wa.s understood 
to be the regulation of the service that one 
pint of porter was the equivalent of one 
dr;Hii of spirit. However that may It, it is 
certainly vunr important that the consump- 
tion of qnrit should be diminished. The 
question is, would the prohibition to furn- 
ish spirits at the canttnii })riiduee that 
effect? Would it not ratlu^r lejul those 
meu'who had a hankering after si>irits to a 
more active endeavor Hhfoa at jircsent to ob- 
tain the vile, piii'^iiiKius arrack, even now 
frcouently bought from the uatives. That 
is tne argument used by those who ulvo- 
cate tlie sale of spirits at the canteen. Thero 
are license*! native stilLs, — ind<'ed. it would 
be impossible to prevent distilling did ira 
wish to do so — and who could prevent ana> 
tive from depositing in some spot which 
might be agreed upon, the poisonous li- 
quor, which is even now fuitively sold to 
the soldiers ? The reason why cnnteens 
have been established, was, that the dram- 
drinker might ut all event.s be routrtdliMl, 
and obtain good urrm 1; . To abolish dram- 
drinking at once would be impossible, for 
many men sre so wedded, so long aeeos- 
tomed to it, thai it has become n>'>rr nf a 
necessary* of life than food. To the nio.st 
confirmed drinkers the commissariat litptor 
. is not a sufiicient stimulus, and tin y liave 
1 recourse to a mixture compounded of na- 
tive arrack, chilli -pepjjer, and other hot and 
stimulating ingredients. This stufi^ which 
wonid take the skin ofl^the throat of an nn- 
■ sea.soned man, is not itiapflv ( alli d "hell- 
fire." No; dram-dnuking cannot be stopped 
in a day, but it may gradually be extin- 
guished by raising the tone and intelligeiieo 
of the soldier, and by always sulKstitutmg 
l»eer for rum on the voyage out, and thus 
preveuting him from contracting the hafaik 
Beer or pmrter is now generally to be met 
with in sufiicient quantity at all stations, 
and a plentiful supply of excellent malt 
liquor can be obtainM from the various 
hill breweries. Formerly the bulk, and 
consequent difliculty of transporting En- 
glish beer, formed one of the reasons for is- 
suing rum. This is no longer so much the 
case, though even now the supply of beer 
sometimes runs short. Let hill beer be used 
for the future, and all difiiculties of this 
sort wfll vanish. Gertoinly the statistics of 
intemiiornneo demand the serious consider- 
ation of the authoritiesi The sverage of 
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Liibitual drunkard.H in some Eiiropoaii re(^- 
ments ia noi laas than 15 per cent. Again, 
it is and, "(at HaMraehmigfa,) 'Midien as 

a body temperate,' and one-third of dinmso 
and one- half of crime produced directly ur 
indinoUy bgr dxink." Thirty-six cases of 
delirilun ^mens, five of which voro fatal, 
ooenrred at Allaliabad in one year; while at 
Cliniinr " tlu' dcatlis were just twii'i', tlie 
crimes juHt ten timea, as many among the 
in temperate as among the temperate ifin 
Nightinf^'ale teWs iis, that "in Tiurroah, 
when niidt liquur could hv had, health al- 
ways improved. A marked ohaooe for iho 
wane took plaoe whmi niirit ynm lanud in- 

«lMd." 

Among other CiuiKcs .if di^^ea8e in India, 
Ida Nightingale cites the cooking, which, 
abe oom{daina, ia conducted withmb Eoro- 
pcan appliances. Bo that as it may, the 
roault i8 exccUeut, and the soldiers take 
Tory good care to keep the oooka uptothair 
work. Aaregardathieqtieatimiof anaxoaaa 
of animal food, liiere o«n be no donbt that 
the soldier in India d'U's eut too much meat 
doling the hot weather, and that extra 
bfl«ad and vegetables might be with adTsn* 
tape snbstitn»''(l At present, the potatoes 
are uft**u had. This need not be the cose: 
in the hillH some of the beat potatoea in the 
woxld are grown. 

We BOW oome to « eanae of diaeaae and 
demoralization which yields to none in im- 
. portance; and we are glad to find Mi.hs 
Nightingale dwell on it witii earnestness. 
This IS, " want of occupatiitn and exercise." 
Diuiu}< the hot season tho soldier's life is 
positively i\ burden to him. Confined to 
iiis banrack-room from about Ta-u. tiU dor 
6 P.M., during that interval he baa pool- 
tivdy nothing in the wnrM to do except 
emoke, lounge on liis bed, sleep, grumble, 
•play 9i cards, and read. Card.4 avs^ of 
course, not allowed; but under the circum- 
etanccs of a dearth of oecn|Kdioii, their use 
is often winked at, or, wlu rc not, the pro- 
hibition i» evaded. Everything which else- 
wheve he doea for hinuelf ia in India oare- 
laUj done for him. Native servants clean 
hie room, cook his dinner, fetch hi^i water, 
mah hia elothee, and, in aome instances, 
even clean his boots. Now, some of these 
things he could very well do for himself, at 
a great .Having to (ioverumout, and a consid- 
erable physical and moral gain to himself. 
Want of ooonpation not only directly pro- 
duces evil effects on tlie li'";dt1i of tln' man, 
but also indirectly, by inducuig desponden- 
cy, pradiaposes to disease. Now, tbia maj be 
eawlytemedied. Covered gymnastic oonrta, 
eovered fives courts, theatre.s, covered skit- 
tli -al[. y.H and rifle galleries would afford at- 
tractive and wholesome occupation, which 
would be eagerly taken advant^e of by tlie 
Boldit TH. The oonstnictiou of such build- 
ings would, no doubt, cost money; but that 
mtmgwaaSd he m laeaUmt innwlmin^ 



for it would materially diminish the annual 
ooatoi zmlaoing aokUexs dead or invalided. 

The enaUidanent of regimental weak- 
shops ia also a very desirable thing, and 
very properly urged by Miss Nightingale, 
as well aa in the Station Beports. WeUunk, 
however, that she pushes the matter rather 
too far, and that anything more than earnest 
encoiirMiL^ 'nient and small lri;inH would not 
be advantageous. It must be remembered 
that a comfileteasd oiganised ayatem of 
workshops is surrounded with i)ractical 
difficulties; und it must never be forgott<'u 
thai anything of thiaaoit most be viewed 
ae aecondory to the principal object of 
making the men efiSeient soldiers. There- 
fore we would rtconiiiicud that any im- 
provement in thiii respect should originate 
with the men, be conducted regimentoUy, 
and be merely fostered by the authorities. 
Were men to be struck off duty for the 
aake of pursuing their trades, the military 
wofk, anch as gnarda, would fall the 
more heavily on <h«r comrades. A mao, 
al.so, whowiisan industrion.s, ^ivillt <1 artLsan 
wuidd not long remain in the armv, and 
would pos.<iess little zeal for hia pronaalon 

while he remained in it. 

Of course, m tho matter of hospitals, 
Miss Nightingale may justly claim to be an 
anthori^ ; oonaegttently, that part ol tba 
book before na wnioh rdaCea to them, will 
1m' rr:ul with attentive interest. The state 
of things which .niie discloses is sad indeed. 
Hhe aayathey "ore, as a rule, exoeedingly 
1)11'! regnrd.s points con-nidered c&sential 
to in alt h and admiaistration, even in this 
oountiy. What would be, e. tliought in 
this country ol an hoapital without a waiar- 
doaet, or bath, or meaaa of peraonal deaa- 
liness? Such an hospital would be consid- 
ered as a mere makeshift, till itocommoda- 
tion fitter for recovery could l>e provided." 

These are the chief objections maile to 
the hos))ital accommodation and system in 
India ; but there are other minor pointe 
which we have not here room to touoh on. 
At present, in aevere oaaea of aiokneai^ ft 
lunn's comrade is told oflf to attend him. 
Thi.s we object to ; but not for the same 
reason as Miaa Nightin^de; She asserta 
that in such a case the nursing is bad; 
drink is introduced, and hospital discipline 
suffers. Now, under the super vi^i in uf the 
doctor's apothecary and hospital sergeant* 
we do not aee how auoh oan be flie eaaa. 
As to nurning, a cnmr:id.% being the pa- 
tient's friend, is the kindest uttiuicUiut he 
can have, and any unskilfuhiess can be 
oa.sily remedied and removed by the in- 
structions of the hospital estaVm.shmeut. 
Tlie true objectii ii i<, that it diminishes 
the efioctivo strength of the regiment, and 
takes the men from their i»oper work. 
Mi.Hs NightingiXle, in speaking of the native 
nurses, alludes to the diihculty the patienta 

And nnsMi CB^fnispitti ip awmnniiMtin^ 

* 
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with each other, aud says tliat the native 
BuJces "miioh more effort to U'lim the Brit- 
on's langiiago, thnndons the Britou to Ivuni 
the native's." Snch may hv true iu Bom- 
bay and Madrafi. We believe it is ; but in 
liMigal it ia not tlie ooae. It has lately 
been nr^ed that the nnmber of bill-stationa 
fthoiild I f irii'K isnl to Ktu-h im oxtout that 
a large ijortinii of the army might be quar- 
tered in them bv rotation. At present, we 
beli(!vr tlint in tlio Bengal Pn-sulency only 
two r('(.<iuu iits at a time can bo so locatecf, 
the remaining hill-stations being occupied 
by invalids. The Ilo^ Commission re> 
oommend that one-third of the Enropean 
army hIiohM If k* jit in the hills. Miss 
Nigh tin gale '.s uurils on this subject deserve 
to be quoted: 

"It strikes one, however, tliat it would 
not be safe to dojiend for improvement of 
the healtli of troojm solely on oecuj)ying 
hill-stations, with such an ovenrhelmiiig 
amoant of evidence aa to tiie bad sasitary 
state of the statioux on the plains, and ev* n 
of not a few of the hill-stations themHelves, 
such as Darjeelinp, Landour, Nynee Tall." 

Sir lianald Martin thinks that tlie best 
elevations have yet to be determined ; but 
ho is of opinion that elevations of from 
2,000 to 4,000 feet above the level of the 
MB will be found the best. Those at pres- 
ent occupied are wet and clmngenbl*' in cli- 
mate. The change from the phiins, njore- 
over, is too sudden for many constitutions. 
There oan» however, be no doubt that it is 
rerj desirable to place a large portion of 
the urmy in such lii;,'li st.iljdiis ;is p<v-*,s( ss 
speedy communication with the important 
•trategic positions in the plains. At the 
same tiim'. tni> unieh mn^t not be expected 
from till' HUM' lire; the hills are preventive, 
hnt only veiy partially curative. 

What luui been said ooooeming barracks 
may, in a wider and fttller sense, be repeat- 
ed of native towns, with whose sunitury 
state that of our troops is also connect- 
ed, though in a lees degree, because the 
barnw'ks are geuei'ally at some (listaTire 
from the towns. We have no ro4)ui to .sav 
more than that small-pox aud cholera are sef- 
dmn absent from those of any aire, and that 
the absence of all drainage and sanative tat- 
ran p. HI I lit s is most ilisgraceful to our cen- 
tury of absolute rule. The condition of 
married soldiers is mmoh better iu India 
flian ut home, but the accommodation prant- 
ed tluni is to confined for henlth. The 
plains during the hot season arc not places 
where women and ohildKn oan, generally 
speaking, flourish. The large mortahty 
among tlieni, compared with that unnnig 
the soldicrH, proves one or both of the^ 
faets. Miss Nightingale oomplains, and 
with justice, that when a regiment is sent 
on f»ervice, the women and children are not 
taken proper care of. It is inipoH-sible to 

etaggezftte the etila and immonUi^ whioh 



occur under the present ^siem. She sug- 
gests that a picked married officer should 
be detailed to take chnr^'e of t\w fiimilies 
of those on service, aud that aiTangeuieutH 
should be mode for a regular remittance of 
pay. To this there con be no possible ob- 
jection; indeed, to neglect it after tiie ex- 
perience of the j)iist, would be rnminal. 

We will not follow Miss Nightingale into 
considemtions of the con8<K}nenccB of a vi- 
cious course of hfe in the Indian regiments. 
The Commission whuh invited her obser- 
vations on that as on other di lioate ques- 
tions, probably thought she had no more 
sex than an angel. If so, she seems to ua 
to have nrcepted the repulsive oflice with 
the sigh of a mortal woman, aud to have 
performed it with the oouxago cf «n im- 
mortal angeL — Athenfrum.

Even where it is thought of at all, the most 
cxtraordinaiy misconceptions reign about 
it. Even in admitting air int4; the j»;itient'» 
room or ward, few people ever think where 
that air eomes from. It may oome from a 
ccrridor into which n!ln r wards are ventila- 

I tt d; from a hall, always unaired, aiiways 
full of the fumes of gas, dinner, of various 
kinds of mustiness ; from an nnder-ground 
kitchen, sink, washhouse, water-closet, or 
even, as I myself Imve luul sorrowful expe- 
rience^ from open sewers loaded with iiith; 
and with this the patient's room or ward is 
aired, as it is called^ — pMi^oncd, it should 
rather be said. Always air from the air 
without, and that, too, through those 
windows, through which the air comes freah- 

! est. From a closed court, (specially if 
the wind do not blow that Muy, iiir may 
come as stagnant as any from a hall or cor- 
ridor. 

With a proper supply of windows, and 
a proper supply of fuel in open fire places, 
fresh air is comparatively easy to secure 
when your patient or potaemta are in be^ 
Never be afraid of open windows then. 
People dnn't catch oda in bed. This is a 
popular fallacy. With proper bed-clothes 
and hot bottlea, if Beoeasavy, you can always 
keep a patient warm in bed, and well ven- 
tilate him at the siitae time. 

" But a careless nurse, be her rank aud 
education what it may, will atop np eveigr 
orumy, and Inep a fioi-lMnMa oeal whei» 
her patient is in l»od, — ond, if ho is alile to 
gel up, leave him comparatively unpro- 
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teot«d. Tlit! time when people take cold 
(and there ai'e many ways of taking cold, 
besides a cold in the noae^) ia when they 
flnt get up after the two-fold exhansticm ot 

dresMing amd of Imving had the skin relaxed 
by njHiiy lioiirH, perhaps days, in bed, and 
thereby rendered more incapable of re-iu-- 
tiou. Then the Kame temperattire which 
refreshes the patient in bed may destroy 
the patient just risen. AihI cinnmon Bonse 
will point oat» that, while purity of air is 
eaaentiBl, a tempeniture most be secnred 
which shall not chill the patient. Otlirr- 
wise the best that can be expected will be 
a feverish re-action. 

"To have the air within as pore as the 
air without, it ia not necessary, os often 
appnu-H to be thought, to make it M oold." 
— Mrs. nightingale. 



PENSIONS, FUBLOUGHSk ANDBAOK PAT. 

Under the act of Conffresa approved July H, 
18(>2, i>eusiou8 are granted to the following 
classe»of iHirsons:

IL Wtdowh of officers, soldiers, or seamen 
dyiiiL; > f . ninds reeeivetl or of disease con- 
trait. ci lu the military' or uaval service, as 
above. 

ILL Childekk, under sixteen years of age, of 
meh deceased persons, if there is no widow 
■onriving, or ftom the time <d the widow's re- 

IV. Murauas (who have no hnshand liviu'^) 
of officirs, soldiers or Kiuuieu, tlfceiised as 
alore.Hjihl, providnl the l;itt< r have left neither 
widow uor i liildren uuddr sixteen years of aj^e; 
and provided, also, that the mother wits de- 
pendent, wholly or in part, npon the decease d 
for support.

^Iy T)k vh Doctor — I Imvo jnst returned 
from Cliuttauooga where I havo passed the 
last two weeks, nid from a tour of inspec- 
tion through the chain of agencies of the 
Comiiii-^sion which nxtend from Louisville 
to that point. It dmnccJ, hiokily ououf,'h, 
that I woH at Chattanooga through all the 
exeiting scenes of the recent battles, and 
was able to contribute som- iliiiij^ to the 
nnccoss vrliich attended the rrtorts of the 
Agents of the Commissiou to relievo the 
wants and snflbringB of the woonded. 

As you are donbtleas impatient to learn 
more than you yet know of the recent im- 
portant uvcut« to which I have referred, and 
more particularly bow foUy the Commiso 
aion has mutained its responsibilities, I 
hasten to mi^ko my report n'j jiromptly 
as poHi*il>k», and shall nmke it as full f.s 
the great pressure of other duties wUi 
pernut. 

As a prc-rcqtiisite to a clear understand- 
ing of the military operutionH, the work 
of the Commisiiion in and about Chatta- 
nooga* and ft pnqwr appredstttoa of the 
difficultisa ofrercomo, it is quite necessary 
that any one should hare gone orar the

ground himsdf ; and I tmst at no distant 
day yon may be able to see with your own 

eyes some of the enemies, more formidable 
thou rebel hosts, which our uoble army 
hare overcome in gaining and holding the 
positions from which tlio recent battles 
were foupht and victories won. Until I 
had been myself to Chattanooga, I hud no 
jnst ax>prociatiou, even with description 
after description, of the daring and energy 
which h.-ul led Gonerid Rosecrnns to follow 
to the very heart of its mountain fast- 
nesses, the retreating army of General 
Bragg; and after overcoming obstacles at 
first sight insurmountable, to seize and 
lu)lil the key to all the lines of communica- 
tiou through this gi-eat mountain-labyrinth. 

From near Tnllahoma to Chattanooga, 
the whole intt rval is occupied with moun- 
tuiiis of forijiiil iMe iM i^^-^ht, tiTiiiiiiritin^ 
laterally in preeij)itous esca])eraents, separ- 
at-cd by deep and narrow valleys, over 
which even a footman finds his way painfull 
and perilous. In justice to those who 
planuf d ami exeentrd the military move- 
ments prii>r and preparatory to the late 
Tictoriea, I most say tiiat onr people of the 
Northern States have no just conception 
of M-hat our army has done aiul .siilV n il in 
reaching and holding Chattanooga j and I 
am sore if all oonld see what I have seen, 
of difficulties ovcroome, hardsfaipa en« 
dured, and privations so cheerftilly suf- 
fered, there wouM be much less than thcro 
has been of flippiut criticism of the soldiers 
and the Chanwids of the Amy of the Com- 
berland. 

But if the country is more rougli and 
difficult for military operations than any 
which our armies have before occupied, it 
is also pictureacpie and beautiful beyond 
anything X have seen in the vaUegr of tba 
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Mu(^is.si]>])i, and its climate, jndgiug by the 
specimens we had of it, is in the iiiglie»t 
degree delightfnl and solubriooB. Chatta- 
nooga itself miist hare been, before cursed 
and blasted by rebellion, one of the most 



charming places on the continent. It 
staudti in the valley of the Teunesisee, shut 
in on all sides by picturesque mountains, 
from a thousand to two thousand feet in 
height, while the town itself is in port 
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perehed on eminences of t^^o or tlin p hnn- 
dred fci't, from which th»; IowIuiuIh, roucli- 
ing to the hose of iho mouuiains, are all 
elearly Tirible. IVIiep, fiheretoe, I taU yon 
that the last battlcH were fought in ft wmi- 
cirt'lo aroniiil tlio jxMnts of view in the 
plain or ou the mountain side, never more 
fhui three mflee distant, yon wiU concede 
thai those of na who were prc;ient enjoyed 
an opportiirity of vitne.swing militnrj* 
evolutions — all the varied phasoa of attack 
•nd defence by artillery and infkntiy, of 
oasaaltand repuke, of victory iind defeat— 
anch an has fallen to the lot of f<>w Mince 
Priam watched the struggle between the 
Greeks and Trojiaia from the valla of 
Troy. 

Of the battles themselves, I do not now 
|)r<))>*'sc to say mnch, as it will Im- foreign to 
my purpose, and they huvc ulieudy boeu 
described to yon in the letters of Army 
Comspondents and the aduiirabla tele- 
graphic summary of Oeneral Mr-icrs — so 
folly that it would scarcely be desirulde if 
poBsibJe. I, however, enclose a tojxigraphi - 
cat map, which made at Ghattanoogn, more 
fully and accurate than any y>>t published. 
With thiK and the descriptioua you have at 
command, you wiU be able deafly to oooi> 
prehend the sncoossrrs steps by whidi our 
army secured its final %Tctoiy, and ap]ircci- 
at<?, in some mciisiirc, tlic <l;;ring bravery of 
our troops ill Hcaiiiig tiie iieigUts of Lookout 
Mountain and Mission Ridge. 

My business, however, is with the noble 
spirits whi»_/V'// ill iIk/sc glorious diarfres, 
and it is with no ordinary satisfaction that 
I can say that, thanks to the proximity of 
the battle-fiolds to suital>le rece]>t:u-les for 
the wounded, and t<i the \vi> iJoiii uinl t ncrg;v 
displayed by the Medical Oilit »-rs, and liist, 
not least, the prompt and i>otent aid that 
the Sanitaiy Commiasion with its abun- 
dant stores was able to rendf>r, none of 
tliose oa-ses of ueglei't or protracted sulTer- 
iug which have been considered as in- 
•epanUe attendants upon the caxnoge and 
cenfonon of battle-flelds, ao ftoaa I know, 
were permitte<l to occur. I am quite sure 
that I do not exaggerate when I say that 
tile wounded in no oonaidenble battle ainoe 
fha wnr began ham been ao weU and 
promptly cared for; and I can sny also witli 
e^nalcoulidenoe^ that the aid rendered by I 



the Sanitary Commission has Tu vi r l)ccn 
more prompt and efficient, more heartily 
welcomed, or more highly appreciated. 

Owing to the difBealtieB of tnaaporta- 
tion — difHcnlties which had prevented the 
isHue (if full rations to the army since the 
buttle of Chattanooga — our stock on hand 
previous to the battle wsa not aa large ai 
I ooald have wished ; bnt wo were accorded 
even more than our full share of such 
facilities fr)r transport as were at command 
of the QuartermastOT's Department, and 
fresh supplies of the most needed artielei^ 
including aU tho staple battle-f!t<ires, con- 
tinued to arrive, so that our warehouse 
was constantly replenished, and every 
requisition was promptly filled. Of con- 
centrated beef, milk, stimnlants of yarious 
kinds, compresses, bandages, dried fruit, 
vegetables, shirts and drawers, we had a 
ffuffloient aapfdy to meet eveiy demand. 

In order that yon may aee preoisely hov 
our work was done, permit me to take up, 
in the order of their succession, the princi- 
pal events connected with it during my stay 
at Chattimooga. 

Towav'l Tiiidnight of Saturday, the 20ih 
of November, iu company with Dr. Soule, 
I arriTod at Kelly's Ferry, ten miles below 
Chattanooga. Here we were hoq>itably 
entertained by our agent, Mr. SutUffe. As 
I shall have tvcca-sion to return to this point 
iu the course of my narrative, I will for 
. the present defer reference to the grei* 
good which he has been doing here. On 
Sunday morning we started fur Chattanoo- 
ga on foot Kelly's Ferry was at this time 
the head of natvigation— llw liver being 
bloi koded above hy the rebeia— and allaiq^ 
plii's were tr;inspnrted from this point In 
wagons. As a consequence, we found the 
road blocked up for miles by trains going 
and returning, all hnirying to aooompiidi 
their almost impossible duty of preventing 
the army above from perishing by actual 
starvation. Crossing liaccoon Mountain, 
we came into Will's VaUey, where we found 
Hooker's forces occupying the vantage* 
ground gained \yy their nig)»t descent of the 
river, and came into full view of the rebel 
eneampments on the side, sad rebel 
teries on the aommit of IiOcdRMil Monnlain. 
From the latter, from time to time, came 
a puff of white smoke, ami the sullen boon 
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of the forty potiud ruriots, •which had ( (in- 
tinned day afUT duy to throw shells, fortu- 
nately without practical result, sometimoH 
Sato Chttttanooga above, •ometimes into 
Will's Valley below their CMmuDonding 
positinti. Pcsofiiding the vallr v, vtc orosst-d 
the river at iirowu's Fcrrj', and traversing 
am isthmtiB some two miles in -width, re- 
crossed the river to the town. At tliis 
iinic liirj^e detachments of Sliernian's fon'cH 
were leaving tlu ir encapment in ^\iil'a 
Valley and moving up the river, nobody 
knew whither. 

In Chattanooga I found onr Agency in 
diargo of Mr. C. Kcad, occupying fine 
rooms uLieh, withehuructerislie partiality, 
the atnthorities had assigned to onr use by 
displacing the Chief of Police who bad 
previously occupied them. Soon after niy 
arrival I called on the Medical Director, 
I>r. Perin, by whom I was most cordially 
reoeived, and was gratified to hear him 
express not only u high ref jieet and ap- 
preciation lor the Commission, hut hf ar 
strong testimony to the value <rf oui- Agency 
at this point, to him and to the army, as 
well a.s to till' energy* and discretion of our 
chief representative, Mr. Kead. The coi'ps 
pf agents ou duty here were uh follows: M. 
Ob Bead in eharge; Ber. W. F. Loomis, 
hospital visitor; F. R, Crarey, store-keeper, 
•with two detailed men as nKsi.sl!<nls: M. IX 
Bartlett, ngeut of hospital directory; A. 
H. Sill, transportation cleric With Mr. 
Bead, I called at several of tlif h.'adqnr.r- 
ters, and from all the ofllciaLs henid only 
kind worihi for the Comnuflsiou, aud as- 
sunmces of their readiness to coojxsrate 
with it by aU means in their power. 

Chattanooga was formerly a town of 
about -itOOO iiibriliitants, containing «omc 
fine public buildiuga and luauy pleasant 
residenoee, witii ornamented grounds and 
groves of beautiful trees; but it i.s now 
terribly desecrated aud defueed, feui-es of 
all enclosures gone, fruit and ornamental 
traea alike out down tor fire-wood, all 
vacant apacea covered with huts and tents, 
tibemore ]iromincnt points crowned with 
itrong fortilications, the whole Burroundcd 
ri£e-pit8 and lines of oironmvoUation. 

On Sttnday eivening » large part of the 
Uth Army Corps came up from below, 
passed through the^iown, with three days' 



rationM !!i thi ir liav< r-..!. I.s, and took their 
position, without tents or bap;?.'"^!', in front 
of the fortilicutious. Ou Monday our 
forces moved out, formed in double line of 
battle, with a frout several mUes in length, 
postt d reserves in the rear, threw out 
skii'inii^hers, aud made a general advonoe, 
taking possession of the first line of th« 
eni'my'ii < ntrenchmeutH, aud oi eupied 
Orcliaril Kn(d> in th<; e<'iilre of the valley, 
on which batteriea wcro pluuti'd. This 
advance wasmnde in excellent order.and the 
ambulances following doae in tiie rear and 
through llie sHkirmii-liing, extt nded along 
the whole lino. The uiiniber of wouuded 
was oomx>aTatively Buiall, uud they were im- 
mediately picked up and carried to the 
hospitals in time. On Tuesday, General 
Sliernu'.n having rrossed tin- rivir three 
UiileN above, advanced, uud without serious 
(>Pl>osition took possession of the north 
I'lui of Mi.'^sion Ridge. 

On the niornijigof the Rnmo day General 
Hooker moved up from Will's Valley and 
attacked the rebd forees occupying Look* 
out Mountain, and by a most daring aasanlt 
gained pos.se.ssi()u of all the northern 
portion, with the cai)ture of many prisoners 
uud the loan of 25U kilh d aud wounded. 
The latter wm immediately carried to the 
hoiipitol established near his headiiuarters, 
where they wi re v,fll cared for l»y their 
own oiiici i.s, .supplies being sent to them 
from onr depot at Kelly's Ferry near by. 
I'arly the next morning J[r. Head and Mr. 
Sill •went down and ; :iw that all the aid 
which the Commu>&iou could render waa 
famished th«B. 

On Tuesday night the norOi ends of 
Lookout ^fouutaiu and Mi«f>ion liidge 'were 
jiglow with the canip iir s i.f our forces, 
aud we had the satisfuctiou oi knowing that 
by the brilliant aohievements of the morn- 
ing the blockade of tlio river was raised^ 
and advantages had been gniniil which 
promised important resulUi in the impeud- 
iug struggle of tiie morrow. 

Wednesday morning our flag floated from 
the summit of Lookout, aud our forces 
advanced on the rebel stronghold of Mission 
Bidge, from our right, left, and front. 
After much severe fighting on onr left, in 
which Sherman's forces suflered very heavy 
loss, the rebel entrenohments along the 
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base of Mission T?i(lgo w c ro stormed by our 
advonciug lines, oud tlieu began tliat 
p«ri](m8 bnt giorioos asoent of its slope of 
1,000 feet ftt six tlifferent p uuiS, which so 
snrjirisoil ainl a])]>:illi rl Iho rt lu l garrison, 
and has covered with glory the brave men 
who dared ■ittempt it. Aftw u hour of 
mispense, inexpremiblypftiiifiil to thetboa- 
sands v h i a', * ro niorrly powerless specta- 
tors, the summit was gained and held, the 
roar of the forty pieces of artillery which 
crowned it was suddenly ailenoed, and 
we knew that a gnat victoty had been 

Two wagons had been secured before- 
hand, with which to transport stores to any 
point where they might l>e required; but 
no part of tile biittle-lii'ld lieinj^ more than 
three miles distant from headquarters, and 
ample i>roTi8um having been made by 
the Medical Director for the immediate 
remoral of the wounded to ho.spital, they 
were held in reatUness to use, if needed, 
while Mr. C. Read and myself, with a small 
■apply of storee, went over to the battle- 
field alongthe middle line of Mission Fddge, 
and ^fr. Loomis went toward the iiortlieni 
end, to seo if any help were required by 
the wounded of Sherman's Oorpe. B>y mid- 
night all the union wounded men on that 
part of the field which we visited ha ] lieen 
transferred to hospital, and such of the 
rebda as remaiaed in tiie hoosea to whieh 
fbej had been oairied had received all the 
aid we could give them, and so at 1 o'clock 
we returned to the town. Just a.s we ar- 
rived, Mr. Loomis came in and reported 
that the wounded of the 16th Armj Corps 
had all been gathered into the Division 
Ho8]iital'5, but that their expected mipplies 
hod not arrived, and they were greatly in 
need of oor assistance. A wagon load of 
milk, beef, crackers, tea, sugar, stimulants, 
drcssitij^s, itc, was immediately dispHtelied 
to them, and was, as may be imagined, of 
priceless value. 

Early the next mcttning. Thanksgiving 
Day, Mr. Kead and myself vLsited the 
hospitahs of the 2d, 3d and 4th Divisions 
of the 15th Army Corps, situated three 
miles np the river. The 4th, containing 
the largest number of wounded, (399,) wo 
found pretty well finpplicd, for tlie time 
beuig, with the stores wo hud scat up the 



night before ; liut these were rapidly disiip- 

ipearing, and, at our suggestion, another 
load was sent for and received during the 
day. The 2<1 and Sd Division hospiftsls, 
8itaati <l on til • liank of the river, contain- 
ing respectively 75 and 230 patients, had 
recmved xxp to this time no other Ru]>plies 
than such as had been earned in tiisir 
t medicine wnf^ons, suflicicnt to meet the 
first want« of the wounded, bnt by this time 
almost entirely exhausted. Just as I was 
oflfering to Dr. Bogen, the Surgeon in 
charge of the 3d Division hospital, the 
resources of the Sanitary Commission, one 
of the assistant surgeons approached and 
said to him, "Doctor, what shall we dof 
Our suppUes have not arrived, our men ore 
lyin^ (»n the grnnnd, ivith not blankets 
enough to make them comfortable. We've 
no atimulants, or dieesiugs, or projx^r food. 
Now, if the Sanitary Commission only had 
an agent here, we should be all right." I 
was happy to inform him that the spirit ho 
invoked had come at his call, and when I 
promised that in an hour's time he should 
have concentrated beef, milk, stimulants, 
dre.Hsings, fruit, vegetables, elothinj?, hed- 
ding and some ticks stuffed with cotton, 
his satisfaction shown from every feature, 
and both ho and the surgeon in charge 
spontaneously ejaculated, " l^li --s; tlif^ Sani- 
tary Commisaion" — an institution of which 
they Imd abundant ej^wrienoe on the His- . 
sissippi, where the kind and eflleient minis- 
trations of Dr. Warriner v/ere remembered 
with plea-suro and gratitude. At the 2d . 
Division hospital I met two old profes- 
sional friends, Dr. Potter, the Division 
snrgeon, one of the most efficient medical 
men in the service, and Dr. Me<isringer, 
formerly from Ciuvohmd, Ohio. The meet- 
ing, I think, was mutually pleasant, and 
Dr. Potter, who was just mounting his horse 
to follow his division, expressed groat satis- 
faction in leaving his men with some other 
resources than the light stock of supplies 
which they had brought in their wageoa 
all the way from the Mississippi, and moat 
of which must be immediately humed to 
the advance, for other battles were impend- 
ing. All these hoapitala continued to ba 
snpfUed from day to day with siudi thlnga 
as were needed. 
In these remarks I would not be under- 
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stood as iiuplying auy ueglect on the part 
of the respoiulbla medical antiioiiMeB, lor 
I have only to say that Oon. Shenuan's 
Medical Director in Snrpcon Moore, U. S. 
jL| to give all wUo kiiuw this officer aasur- 
§Qoe that his duty was done foUy and well; 
but as a oozi»cquence of the difficultiea of 
transportntidii, to wliidi I Imvc refpired, 
and which fspocially all'octed the nevly-ar- 
rived troops, his soppUee were delayed, 
■ad there ma an oppoxtanity tax the Con- 
mission to render ita aaaiatanoe in tlie man- 

aer I have df^fcribed, 

Ou 'ihuiik»giving afternoon occurred the 
Uoody fight at Binggold, in whioh we loet» 
in killed and wounded, 600 men. Meet of 
those wounded wero pooh brought into 
Chattanooga, but our stores, which were 
promptly sent, and in abundance, reached 
ftliflni in Hood timA- and beoame of aeat 
Talne tlicm. 

During tlie week succeeding these bat- 
Uee, through which I remained at Chatta- 
nooga, laige qnantitiea of atoxea wove duly 
issued from our rooms to oil the hospitals in 
the vicinity; tinu'ly arrival.s of the more im- 
porttiui iu iicifs conipeusatiug iot iho heavy 
drafts made on onr atook. Of the kind 
and quantity of goods thus iflsue<i, you will, 
in thw time, get a full acooont &om the 
•torekeeper, Mr. Crarey. 

The anbeeqnemt advanoe of onr foroee 
.towards Enoxvillewaa aooompanied by two 
of the three Bteamerw plying on the river, 
both loaded with supplies. By this means 
^ onr transportation was again reduced to its 
minimnm, and for a few da^a, in oomm<»i 
with all departments of the army, we shall 
be able to getforwtiril n smnllfr quantity of j 
supplies than could be udvuntugeously used. 
We can eaknlate^ howerer, npon a eon- 
tinuauce of the cortliul eo-opi ration of Oen. 
Meigs, Dr. Pcrin, nnil the other militnry 
and medical authorities, aud the good work 
wluoh we have bean doing will not be al- 
lowed to languish. 

IJefor** leuving Cbnttnnoopa, I must agfiin 
express my high appreciutit)u of the profes- 
■tonal and official merit of the responsible 
' headaof the medieal department, I>r. Perin, 
MediciU Director of the Department of the 
Cumberland, and Dr. Finley, Post Medical 
Director, as also of the earnest aud faithful 
eoipa of snigeons by whom their eflBacta in 



behalf of the wounded have been so ablj 
■eoonded. At the risk of neeming to aea 

all the workings of tlie medical dcjMirtmeili 
at this puiut »•/) couleur dr r<ts<'. I must say, 
that no instance of incompetence or ua- 
frithfolne— waa rerealed V>y my obaerv»> 
tions; but, on the oontran , I found rtaej 
much to admire in the ze;il nud success ex- 
hibited by all the corps of surgeons, who, 
with inadequate aooommodationa and limit- 
ed materials, were aUe to make the wound* 
ed more immeiliat^'lv and entirelv comfort- 
able thun could luive been exi>ceted or 
hoped. I am sure it would have quieted 
some of the fears entertained bj our i^eopla 
in regard to the faitlifulness of snigeoos 
and nurm^s if they could have seen with 
what sincere gratitude they accepted at our 
hands the means of administaing to the 
wants of the poor fellows in their charge; 
and frequent A-isits to the hospitals kIiowimI 
me that the wounded soldiers did actually 
receive and greatly profit by the gifts of 
our loyal women of the NorUi. Whatever 
may have occurred at other times and pla- 
ces, I am sure that ufter the battle (jf Clmt- 
tauooga there was neither tlic opportunity 
nor indination, on the part of surgeons cor 
nurses, to mi8approi)riate stores fui-nished 
by the SaniUiry Commission; and the Me- 
tropolitan Police, who enabled us to distri- 
bute to the anfferen the mre and mnoh 
prized gifts of sound, ftresh lemons. The 
loyal women who stitched thi- shirts and 
drawers, who rolled the bandages aud made 
the arm-slings ; the Aid SodetieB aud Branch 
Commissions who have sent us so liberally 
of dried aud canned fruits, of milk and 
iM^ef, wine, spirits, ale, butter, t* ;^, sugar, 
farina, codtish, and other precious articles, 
whidi we were able to distribute in abun> 
dance— maj rest assured thnt here, at least, 
they have accomplished all the great good 
which they had hoped of them. 

As I expect that you will bood have a full 
rei>ort of the woridng of the Commission 
iu thi< department, from the Uev. Dr. An- 
derson, it seoms hanlly neet ssary now for 
me to do anything more than merely allude 
to the other stations and agraoies whioh I 
have just visited. 

Kelly's Ferry was, until recently, tho 
head of navigation for our sti>amers on the 
Tennessee, and is still a very impoctsat de> 
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pot for the trans-shipmont of Government 
Btores. It is ten mileH from Chattanooga 
by land, and about forty by the river from 
Bridgqwrt ^nmediately after the battles 
at Chicamani^a, the Rev. O. Kenne<ly cHt.ib- 
lished aLodgo hero for passing sokliors, and 
since he removed to Bridgeport, the work of 
mpiriyiBg their wants, and of attending to 
the reception and shipment of goodii, has 
hoon mds-t faitlifully and rommondftbly per- 
formeil by Mr. W. A. Sutliflfe. He has 
been aided in Us friendly olBoes for sick 
•nd irounded soldiers, large numbers of 
xrhom have at times ber'n at tliis point, by 
Rev. Mr. Strong. I take great pleasnre in 
aeknowledging the hearty co-operation of 
Dr. Tailor, the seoloos snrgeon of the Post, 
and of Lieut -Col. Cahill, of the 16th Illi- 
nois, commandant of the Post, -who ha.s 
been always ready to aid the Agents of the 
Cdmmission in every way possible, and has 
greatly hdiied us in forwurding goods, hy 
detailing men to norvo ns gttnrds for onr 
wa^^ous, and likewise for the accumulated 
■tores lA the landing. 

Bridgeport is a very important point in 
otir chain of Agencies — so mneh so, that we 
are compelled to keej) a strong force, and 
they have been at times greatly pressed by 
their dntiet. There is here a large lleld- 
hospital, most a<lmirably managed, by Dr. 
Win. Varian, T^. S. V. To him we are in- 
debted for the mofit valuable aid in establish- 
ing oar depot and lodge. The trarehonse, 
formed of several large hospital tents, bos 
been caro fully arranged by Dr. Contes, "Sir. 
Pierce, and Mr. Pocoche, conveniently near 
to the railroad station and the field-hospi- 
tal, while the lodge ander the care of Mr. 
^ Kennedy, assisted by two (L-tjiilril men, is 
close upon the steamboat landing. 

At Stevenson we have now no agency; 
hot it is expected ths* it will be advissble 
to re-p«tal)lish one there soon. The "Ala- 
bama H<n!v<> " lias Ijeen offen^d by the 
(^uarUTmuHtcr to the Commi.ssion, to be 
used SB a Soldiers* Home^ and it is proba- 
ble that we sluill avail ourselves of the op- 
portunity of at the same time abating? a 
nuisance and creating a blessing, by taking 
it. S^venson is beeonuog an impartaat 
loeation, and now has no snitoble plooe for 
the accommodation of either offloers or 
men, well or sick. 



■^^:lrfr^ ( sboro' was, for a tim*'. virtually 
abandoned when the army advanced; but 
large numbers of hospital patients are ' 
henoeforth to be ploeed there. We hsTO, 
therefore, re-establi.shed onr agency, and 
oe<'n[>y a spacious warehouse, with Mr. S. 
L. Jones in charge. 

At Nashtrine, as yon may sappose, there 
is great activity. Dr. Read superintendi • 
the multiplied brandies of tlio business; 
Mr. Bobinson, Mr. Hopkins, and Mr. Fea 
attend to the large amonnt of stores pass- 
ing into and nut of the warehouse; Mr. 
Hoblit and Mr. ltif,'raham respond to the 
many calls made upon them in the depart- 
ments oi Hospital and Special Belief, while 
Ospt. Braytott overseea the onrangements of 
the Home. I have the satisfaction of know- 
ing, from persomil inspection and inter- 
course, that the varied and unceasing da- 
ties of these offloers of the Oommission am 
faithfnlly performed, often at the cost of 
much perronal diaoomfort, aanoyoooa and 
fatigtto.

THE BELIEF AOENOT. 

Ifr. Morray, Belief Agent witti the Seo- 

ond Army Corp-^, writes: 

On the 4tli of Sept. the tuidersigned re- 
turned from a short furlongh, resumed hia 
duties OS Belief Agent with the 2d Army 
Coi-ps, relieving the Rev. J. A. Anderson, 
who had been placed in charge of Sanitary 
affairs iu the 12th Corps. The ordinary 
duties of specud relief and of distritmtbm 
of stores continue to be discharged fay fre- 
quent visitjitions to regirnf-nts and inspfc- 
tion of hospitals. On the I'ith inst. the 
cori>.s broke camp at Morrisville and moved 
toward the river, as a support to the csTsIry 
who were then engaged ArithStuort's forces 
on Mouuhn'n Kan. We haltfd for the 
night near liaxjpahaunock Station, and re- 
sumed our march eorly thefbDowingmom- 
ing, croasiug the river on pontoons hud 
near the R. R. bridf^e. 

After wo had passed three miles beyond 
the river, the enemy were found strong^ 
entrenched on the heights of Branny Bt»* 
tion, which the cavalry di\nsion of Gen. 
Buford was hotly assailing. The action 
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vu bnt of dMWt duration, and rasolted in 
tibia driTUig of the Cuufodi rutos to a point 
• 1)0-011(1 Ciilpopper C. H. The aml>ulaiK'0 i 
train to whiuh mj wagon was attached 
ma very fortonati lj parked near tho field 
hospital establiahed by fho ottvaliy, And I 
hnd the s^itisfiu-iion of «h'.stribntiiip; a con- 
fiidernblo «pi!iiitity of ftimnliints and ohl 
linen to the Hurgfon.s in charge. The wag- i 
COS containing their hospital ttoTco and ap- 
plianees bad boen left beyond the river, and | 
they were almost entirely destitute of the 
oommoncst hospital necessities. Alter re- 
maining at the ho^ital for an hour, my 
wagon rejoined the tnua and pressed on to 
CdIih ] r. which we reached the aame 
evening, (13th.) 

I was thus enabled to reach Culpepper 
and afford relief to the sick and wonndcd 
in hospital at that plnco, not only before 
the wagons of this or any otlier " Cnmmis- 
aion " had reached it, but before even the 
supply wagons of tiie Hedieal or Subsist- 
encf Di pts. had entered the town. Our 
cavalry had ub eiuly driven the rob* la l>e- 
youd the Itapidau and the 2d ( 'orj^s con- 
tinned their occupation ot Culpe]>per and 
Tidnitj till the 16th, while the main army 
was being brnnfrht up from beyond the 
river. The.se days were spent in viKitations 
to the vSrioua hospitals occupied by the 
cavahy and 2d jOorps, and the distribotion 
of each stores as seemed neees,snr>' for the 
comfort of the men. This being the first 
test of the new relief system on the march 
and in action, it affiirds us pU asoreto bear 
witness to the almost uDanimoiu verdict in 
its favor, espeeially from tlio snrpfons of 
the cavalry eoqis, who had been before cut 
off by the very nature of their moyemeuts j 
from aU asdatance from na. On the Ifith 
in.st. we moved out from ruli>f ]>per, and on I 
the followiiif: morninp -^ent into camp at \ 
Sommerville Ford, on the KH[)idau. Dur- 
ing the whole roajroh my wagon, being on 
the immediate advance, was in Buch a po' 
sition us to reach eases •\\lnrli would per- 
ha2>8 otherwise have been uej^leet» d entire- 
ly. More than once has my wagon been 
stopped by a train of ambulances bringing 
the wounded from the front, and a reqni.si- 
tion snpplied, or a call for a bandage, etc., 
made by some i>oor fellow, compUed with. 
We remained in camp at the atoremention,- 



ed point nntil the 4th of Ootober, when 

the batteries op]>oKite invited OS to akS' 
da<lille. which invitation the representative 
of Sanitary Commission wtui not the last to 
accept. Daring our stay upon the Bapidan, 
the divieions of onr corps were so wldefy 
separated that it was found impossible to 
supply their requisitions from my wagon; 
I therefore requested the surgeons of each 
Brigade to notify the r^^ente of the ex* 
istenco of our storehouse at the Court 
Hone, and requested tliem to make their 
retjiusitious upon it for supijUes. This was 
generally complied with. Dnring our camp 
here, the 3d Division, then lying upon the 
Slaughter Mountain battle-field, was visit- 
e<l, thus completing my first rr>und of rog- 
imeuUd visitations. On the day immedi- 
ately following oar bombardment, we were 
relieved by the 6th Corps, and fell back to 
the Court Ilou.se; here we imagined we were 
about to make permanent quarters, and 
immediately began the eatablishment of 
division hospitals and the construction of 
enmps. We leinnitif d in tliis jtof^itiou un- 
til the 9th, when we were ordei'ed out U})ou 
the Sperry ville Pike to reUeve the 8d Corps. 

The aame night, abont twelve, we were 
ordered to evacuate our position, and com- 
mencod o»ir part of the celebrated nip to 
Ceutrc\-ille. We removed all our sick from 
the CvJtpeppeir boapitala, and reemning oor 
march, reached Brandy Station bj day- 
light, (^nitinuing our retreiit. we inado 
omip at liculeton on the uight of the 11th. 
The next morning we sent oor dok to Wash- 
ington by rail, and daring the afternoon 
moved again toward the H:ipi>!ih!innoek. 
The troops recrossed and moved to Brandy 
Station, the ambulances and other trains 
remaining on the north aide. Befbie daj- 
hght the following morning wo were arous- 
ed, and a.ixain fell back this time on tiicroad 
to Liberty Church. 

Passing the ohnrob, we vaaohed 8 Ids 
Station cm the Wanrenton Branch B. B. 

the ^ame evening. 

During the night we marched through a 
dmae forest to Murray Hill. We remained 
there till 8 A. M. of the 14th, entirely sur- 
rounded, as we afterwards learned, by Hill's 
Coqjs, whose advance lay within a quarter 
of a mile of our lines. At about five in Qio 
morning, as we were passing throng a 
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tSTine near Fox Ban, our tmm ol ambn- 
hneeo, which had paued out of onr lines, 

vivro opt'Tif 1 1>y rdicl batteries plant- 

ed on Aubui-u Hills, which rise Ix voiul tho 
Bim. Our pohitiou for a few mumeuts was 
• Tfiiy nnpleaaani one, betireen the bullets 
of tiuMe skirmiHhiug on eaoh aide of tiie 
train antl the shells falling arotmd na. I 
had no doubt for a short time, that wagon 
No. 14, its driver, and last, hnt not least to 
me, the agent, had puichaaed tickets for 
that popular tonte to Bidunood, Oor- 
donsville. 

The oavaliy socoeeded in making a way 
for OS to fall baek, which we rapidly and 

immediately did. While the action was 
going on in front of us, I diKtribnt< <l sf'v- 
erol articles of stores to the tuubulauce sur- 
geons, there bdng no field hospitals estab- 
lished. We were able to MSOnecmr march 
in about two hours, when wo ••»>n tinned our 
retreat, or rather rvu, as it now hod become. 

Oar fast gait enabled as to reach Centre- 
ville at 7 P. IL of the sjinie day, where we 
went into camp. Thi- light iit Bristow Sta- 
tion took place ou this afternoon, lasting 
Item 8 till 5 P. H. Oiur ambolanoes were 
considerably in adTanoe of the troops when 
the attack ooniniciicccl, and ns it was evi- 
dent that our troops would fall l)a<'k, I sent 
my wagon forwuid with the majurity. I 
howeyer pat a few artides in one of the de^ 
taehmant wagons sent to tin front, and ac- 
companied them till I nu t Siir}.;i <>n Myers, 
in charge of the wounded of the 2d Divi- 
aion, to whom I deliTered thent The ac- 
tion at this time being nearly over, I re- 
turned to thu- trnin. wliich I roacli. il ns tln-y 
were making a park beyond the Bull Run. 
Daring the whole of this night and tho 
raooeeding day, I remained distribatingaad 
relieving as best I might, tho loads of sof- 
fering wotijided men, which were every 
hour brought to the ambulance hospitoL 

A huge quantity of blankets, shirts, 
drawers, wine, bandages, kc, were dis- 
tributed in tlic way of fJi)ociul relief. Tho 
Superintendent of Field Relief was very 
fortunately upou the ground, sad aasuted 
me greatly by his advice and work. On 
the 15th the camps of our corps on the run 
were shelled by tho rebels, who ft 11 b:tck 
the following morning, thus endiU(^ liiis 
stage of the fall oampaigii. 



Onr five days of retreat^ bom the 10th to 
the 15th, were most severe in their ehaiactsr, 

wearing out both oflBcers and men. Tlio 
second ct)rp8 were assigned to the duty of 
covering the retreat, which gave them much 
more aevere marching, and led them into 
two actions which were avoided by the 
other corps. 

I If I hod been able to procure a new sup- 
l)ly of goods while at Oentreville, snch as 
were anti-scorbutic, they would have been 
of great uko. As it was, I wjis compelled to 
economize my Btor(». On the 19th iust. 
we moved to Bristow Station; on tlie 20th 
to Gainesville; and the same night, over 
the worst rojvd I ever traveled, we rejoined 
tlie main body of tho cori>s at Auburn Hills. 
We changed our camp from this point to 
Toikey Bend, on the Warrenton Branch 
H. R., onthe28d. 

t On tho '28th inst. I went to Gainesville, 
at that time used as a depot by the Chief 

I Quartermaster, bat was nnable to procure 
any stores, and returned to camp tho fol- 

1 lowing day. On the 31st T stniti fl for 
Washington, and returned ou November 
4th with quite a large stock of goods. On 
the 7th camp was broken at TorfcejBend, 
and the lino of march taken for Kelly's 
Ford. During our stay at tho former placo 
a second visitation to the regiments was 
nndertaken, and nearly gone through with. 

I We crossed the Bappahannook an tho 8th, 
with no serious lighting, and i)a«iHing 
through the lately deserted eucompmcuts 
of the rebds, halted near Brandy Station, 
On the 10th wo move<l to Mountain Ban, 

' aud mado camj) on its bonks. Hero we 
remained for two weeks, and while hero 
the ordinary duties of the Belief Agent 
wore discharged. On the 28d we received 
orders to move, but, after passing a mile 
from camp, were recalled on acoountof the 
severe weather. 

On the 98tfa, Thanksgiving Day, we at 
last got off, and moved rai)idly toward 
Germania Ford, on tlie Rapidtui, which 
was crotwed the some evening without 
opposition. On the next day we reached 
Bobertson's Tavern, on the Orange Pike, 
where we fonml tho enemy in force. There 
was heavy hkinnishiug all day, but no 

1 general uutiou was brought 00* Doting 

I the night the fm&mj fcU back to Old T«v- 
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dienville and behind the entrencbmcnta 
on Mifi« Bmi, to ihe banln of whieh Btream 

xre followrd him. On the morninp of the 
29th, tho 2d rnri>8. two divinious of t}u' !3d, 
and one of the Gth corps, all undt'i- com- 
nuuid of Qeti. Wanen, tram onderad to flie 
PIftiikrond lending to Orange Court House. 
We reacln d Fairmont Church in the even- 
ing, and moved out before dajlight to the 
front of the enem j*8 woilcii 

We xemaaned on their front till December 
Ist, when wo wore ordered back to Culpep- 
per Ford. \S'e croHned the Ford by night, 
and re*entercd our old camps on Mountain 
Ban the following ikkj. Ilie loaa <rf the 
corps during the movement wa« about five 
hundred of uU clasHes. Tho nse and ad- 
vantage of the present sjetem of tield relief 
was more evident to me than ever daring 
this short c-iunimign. The weather was 
most iutensely cold, nnd our "nyqdy of 
quiltH and blankets relieved from sulfering, 
or, perhaps, preeerred the Uvea of many 
wounded. The woonded were all under 
the charge of Surgeon Dwinalle, to whom 
many articles were furnished. I made it 
my business during the campaign to visit re- 
peatedly the field hoepitala, which dntywae 
particuhirly arduous after our movement to 
the right hud left me tho only roprosonta- 
tive of the Commission Mith Warren's large 
oonnnand. I have the pleaeore of reporting 
that my atodc was adeitaate to the demand, 
and in no case was n proper oull <lonie<l. 
Daring our movement the wounded were 
the major portion of the time in tiie ambu- 
lance train. I was, therefore, aUefrom my 
stores to fuiTti'-h them daily soft ernrkoes, 
tea. niilk, .stiniulunta, dtc. Everj' evening 
milk punch was made by the attendants, and 
diatribated to thoee needing it. Through 
my dbeervation r f my own aa wall as otiier 
corps, and from the i'xi)io!<Hion of medical 
officers, it is my impressiuu that the Com- 
miaaion brought ttedf moat favorably before 
the army; and, what is better still, relieved 
a mas'; of snfTering which woiilil not have 
otherwise been reached, and gave many a 
poor fellow ano&er sight of his sweet 
northern home who would else have slept 
under the forest trees of the wilderness. On 
the r>th wo moved onr enni]) to Stevens- 
burgh, and on the 7th moved to Shephord's 
Cbave, where the oamp IB n present dtoat* 



ed. Onthe6thlfaeiudersignedwnfeilieved 
by Dr. O. B. Holbrook, and on the UNh 

returned to Washington. During the past 
quarter it ban boon hia endeavor to keep 
himself b& much as possible under the di- 
rection of the medical staff of his eorpa, to 
whom he is iinh bted for many kindnesses 
nnd miu'h vahiaMe advice. In fact, as a 
representative of the Commission, he has 
met with nothing bat conrte^ from all the 
officers with whom his duties have thrown 
him; and his position lin'j been rendered 
doubly pleasant from the uniform kindness 
and sympathy of those under whom he haa 
been acting. He has to retnm his flumkn 
for the promptness with which all hia de- 
mands njion their time were met, and for 
the amount of good ho has been able to 
accomplish in faisdepartmenl 
Mr. Kurtz wi it* s: 

Having just retuninl from Brandy 
Station, I deem it a privilege no less thaa 
a duty, to lay before yon a few facta with, 
reference to my field esporimee. Thnrs- 
day, November 2(». we received tho 

I order to move. It was my lot to be con- 
nected with one of tho Field Belief wagons, 
temporarily attached to the Ambuhmoe 
train of the 1st DiviBion, 6th Corps. Left 
camp, accompaniod by Cnpt.-^in Harris, 
Assistant Superintendent, and Mr. D. S. 
Pope, Belief Agent, 6th Corps, at6o*elodk, 
A. M. At 2 o'doek, A. M., (November 

! 27th.) tho train came to a halt on the plank 
road leading to (iermania Ford. An hoiir 
afterwards we commenced moving again , 
coming 8 o'dodi in the morning within 
eiglit mile.<» of the Ford. Though weary 

■ and fa^'GTi'd out, \vi> ^till ])roferrrd moving- 
on to UU uueertmn hidt, and (elt no littlo 
indignation when hour after hour passed 
witiioat being able to ])ut our teams in 
motion. At la-^t, at 8 o'chx k in the even- 
ing, the wagon-master concluded to en- 
camp for the night, with the intention of 
crossing the pontoon bridge at dawn. Thia 

j intention wius carried out at 2 o'clock, A. 

! M., (Nov. 2Hth,) nnd we reached Locust 
Grove at seven, where we fed our horses 
and breakfasted. 

Hero the ofT^ ots of the march upon tiie 
men bcfrmi to ha seen. Many foot-sore, 
hungi-y, sick and weary,laggod behind their 
regiments; andhere I had for the ii^itirad 
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the satisfaction, as agent to the Sanitary 
OommiBsion, to speak voids of moonrage^ 

ment to tht> men, and to ftdminister to the 
needs of those who -woro suffering from 
diarrhcea, &<:., on the march. Bj 4 
o*«loek, P. M., ibe same daj, ive arriTed 
•i a spot nMrtho cxpcct^ni l)attk'-fi«'lil - 
mo\nng by wny of the Fre<h ricksbnrg aud 
Orange Turnpike. Hospitals were im- 
mediately eztempoxlMd for tiie -varimis 
divisions of ilw army, and the men wound- 
ed in tho onpT'iprfnifnt of the jmv virni^ iluy 
were removed iut<j them. During our stay 
here for two days, I visited frequently the 
hospital, 1st DiTision, Oih Corps, and find 
pleasure in stating that wc wore treated by 
tho snrgoons of thi> CDrp.s with kindness 
and courtesy. Indeed every medical ofli- 
oar whose acquaintaiioe I made in my 
oapacitj as agent of the Sanitary Oommis- 
sion, ninnifcHtcd tho (h^t jieat concern re- 
garding the comfort :in<l ii<-t'dsof the men, 
sod almost inTsiiably inquired into the 
variety and amount of stores plaoed in my 
hands for distriVintion. 

December Ist, we started on our return 
to Brandy Station. About midnight the 
traittsiudc in fliemud, and hnndxedsof the 
wounded were obliged to remain in the 
amhulimceK during tho night. As soon as 
titu impas.sibiUty of the roads was thus 
demonstrBted, an orderwas giv«n to eamp, 
and tlie surgt^ons in charge of the wotind- 
cd in<iuind with a loud voice for the 
agents of tlie Suuitury Commission. At 
ones we raputed to tiie place, and in the 
darkness of the night deliTcred to the 
mcdicfd officers such stimulauts, condensed 
milk and crackers as they needed to feed 
the wounded soldiers. We were moved to 
toan at the sight of the patient heroism of 
the sufferers, and our hearts were cheered 
beyond expres.sion by tlie knowledge that, 
through the aid of the Sanitary Commis- 
sion, tiiie darkness and gloom of the night 
was lighted up for tliese woimded patientB. 

At 8 o'clock in the morning we resumed 
the march. By order of the surgeon, 
■noliier halt was madeadiorfcdistaneefrMn 
Bnmdy Station. Here again the assistance 
of the Commission was colled into requisi- 
tion, and the remainder of the beef extract 
aud crnckers in the wagon was distributed. 
Alter the fronnded had been zefreahedi we 



moved again until we reached the ground 
ooenpied by the division before tiie mareh. 

During the remainder of our stay with the 
army we were gratified at being able to 
furnish the medical ofliccrs with socks, 
drawers, forthe wounded, prior to their 
transportation to Washington. 

Allow me, in conclusion, to state that 
my experience mpro ttrnq^ure Field Beiief 
Agent of the Sanitary Commission, brief 
as it was, has satisiled me that the value of 
the Commission is api)reeiated hx both men 
and ofiicers ; m that I can well understand 
the truth of tho remark made by Dr. Clark, 
(Ist Division, 0lli Corps,) alter we had 
brought him socks and drawers for tho 
hosj)ital under his charge: " I do not know 
what would have become of this army had 
it not been for the Sanitary Commission.'* 
This remark simply echoed tl^e sentiments 
of many officers and privntcj ex]ir« ssed to 
us at various times. It would be super- 
fluous in me to dwell npcm the importaaoe 
of the field oiganiiMttimt in the Anay «rf the 
Potomac, under your puccr«sful supervis- 
ion. Thousands of sick aud woimdetl 
soldiers throughout the land have spread 
the htoB of tfie noUe and aelf<deiqring 
worth of your agents in tho field, sharing 
as they do many of the dangers and all the 
privations and inconveniences of camp life; 
and the day cannot be far distant when a 
grateM nation, redeemed Itam the curse 
of treason, will pronounce the name of the 
U. S. Sanitan,' Commission with a heart 
overflowing with gratttnde. 

D. S. Pope, (Belief Agent, Oth Amy 
Corps,) speaking in his report of the move- 
mcut, says, with reference to the 2d of 
December: 

We started for Ttasadj Station. The 
roads were in a horrid condition. • * * About 
eleven o'rloek in the evening we stuck, and 
remained thus until morning. The sick in 
the ambuhnoes snfAnred a great desl. The 
hard tack had given out, and also their 
beef tea. We issued the crackers from Mr. 
Kurtz's wagou, aud beef tea, rum aud milk 
from mine. Captain Harris, onr Aasistsai 
Snpointendent, made some hot milk pnnoh 
for them, which many declared did tliem 

imoro good tiian anything they oould have 
had.

had it not been thait they were supplied 
with crackers, beef tea uiul milk punch by 
the ttgeuts.

Cana<la, has forwarded to me copies of the 
valuable reports which the Sanitary (Jom- 
miasion haa iaimed from time to time, 
for the tue of the army surgeons in the 
field. He has also sent mo blank copies of 
tho rtitunm in use in the United States 
Army, among oihen fhe> focm of the 
monthty report of nek and wounded, in 
which occurs tho tabit-au statkment of 
OT ssMoT wot N'PM, showing the "seat and 
charattei" of each wound inflicted, the 
"aide of the bo^ wounded,** **how re< 
oeived," " natnn' of missile," "treatment," 
and "resolfc»" with a oolomn for short re- 
marks. 

There are tome features in thia tabnlar 

atatement which, it appears to me, are 
likely t' I iiii]>air its utility for comparison 
with tubular returns of injuries of a like 
nature in other countries, and believing 
the subject to be one of great professional 
importance, T am anxious to call the atten- 
tion of the Siiuitiiry CoiiiTiii'*sion, and by 
its means, that of thtj hurgeous of the 
American Army at lai^ to the dassiiled 
form of return, or tabular statement, of 
gunshot wounds wliieh is now adopted in 
£nglaud. It is one which was arranged 
bj an FngHwli surgeon of great experience 
in battle-fteldfly bat who has lately retired

II am taking in sending this letter, for the 
sake of the motive which has prompted me 
to write it. This is none otlier than an 
I earnest desire that the sufferings of your 
brave soldiers now in the field may, among 
other rewards, be attended with this good: 
that the additional experience in military 
snrt7«'ry wliifh tlieir injuries are capable of 
giving to the stores of information already 
accumulated by the members of our nobto 
profession, may be fulty gathered, and that 
in this way the labors of army sTirpoons 
may be still bett*>r enabled to fullil their 
high purpose of saving Uvea of the utmost 
value to their conntiy in its hour of need, 
and of generally leaseoing the unavoidable 
inisi-ries of war. 

It may appear to some suj:geou.s, at first 
view, a matter of no great interest what 
kind of arrangement is adopted in aimj 
returns so long as a general nomenclature 
is used, and on the whole correctly applied; 
ex]>erience has, however, taught that ao 
far from this being the case, the impor- 
tance of ])n i isi<>n and accuracy in clasifi- 
cation is just fis great as correctness in 
nomenclature, and that the nature of 
statistical and professional retuma will 
bear exact relation to the degree in which 
tliis ini{>ortnnce is ai>precif»ted. Such 
precision, indeed, is especially important in 
the aimy returns, with whidi militaxy snr- 
geons have to deal, and in no department 
of the military surgeon's practice in which 
detailed returns are called for, is this im- 
portance more obvious than in the Depart* 
ment of Wounds, and especially of gun- 
sh(»t w<iunds. In time of war these in- 
juries usually occur in hirge numbers to- 
gether; the occasions are such that sor- 
geons have no time to apare for entering 
into detailed reports of each particular 
I caAc: and vet the nature of each case must 
be defined within ii&ed limits, if tho re- 
cords furnished regarding them are to be 
turned to any practicidly useful reeulta* 
whether as repnrtls their FHlrp^r.^l conse- 
quences, their ultimate results in disabling 
and invalidittg aoldiexs, or in estahliBhing 
compaiiaoos between ti^ effeoto of vrnioiu 
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modes of treatment. If wounds of diflerent 
ehaiBctexs and gravitj, ▼onndB oomplioated 

with serious lesions, and others simple and 
nn("oiinilic;iti'«l, lire mixed together nuder 
one heudiug, then tho deductiutui mich as 
I ham indicated, on being made, mnsfc b« 
open to BO niiuiy sources of error tiiat no 
Feb'nnce can be placed upon them. 

I feel assured that the members of the 
OomnuBiion irill folly join Tvitli me in esti- 
mating as extremely important, in » profes- 
sional point of view, the condition that, 
■whatever form of eliuswilicution be adopted, 
whatever form of tabular statement framed 
in onr returns, these forms should be sndi 
as will enable 8ur;j:c ons to compare with ex- 
aeturs-i injuries of lik<> kinds and degn'cs 
of gravity us regards their stiitistical rcsidts, 
wheUier in respect to mortalify, or the 
effects of operative interference, or other 
treatment. They will also agree, that these 
means of ejcact comparison should not be 
limited to the tabolar statements derived 
from different actions in which one and the 
8am«> people nmy have been eng:agi'(l, but 
should embrace a far wider rauge; indeed, 
should be capable of being applied univer- 
sally, so that the sorgioal resolts of wariike 
operations in all partw of the world might 
bo placed side by side and compared. It 
would probably be attended with valuable 
ptaetical results if an international congress 
of surgeons were formed for tlie purpose 
of agreeing upon a common clnHsification 
and form of rutnrn of tho injuries of war; 
for until such a general anangement be de- 
termined, there must remain a certain 
amount of neerlle'^s im]icrf 'ctifHi in the 
stuti-sticid information derived from such 
sources. 

The tabular statement in the report ot 

sick and wounded divides the seats and 
characters of the gunshot wounds into four 
principal sections, viz., flesh wounds, 
wounds of cavities, baetoiea of bones, and 
wounds of joints. These, again, are sub- 
divided into regions, or into particular 
bones or joints; but provision is not made 
for indicating audi wounds as thoae of the 
larger arteries, nerves, organs of special 
sense, as the eye, and others. These inju- 
ries might be referred to in tho accompany- 
ing remarks, but they would not bo shown 
in the Mimeriiwl nlniiw. A gundiot frno- 



ture of the cranium with depression, but 
wMout pauiratlon of the dura mat«r, is a 

very different injury in itse.sscntial features 
than another injury ipith penetration of the 
dura mater, and the prospect of success 
twm deration or trephining in (he one 
! case as a remedial mea.sure ia widely dif- 
' frrr«!it from wliat it is in the other. But 
such special differences would not appear 
in the tabular statement, and irithoot sueb 
limitations in the premises the oonolosions 
shown in the column of results must neces- 
sarily bo much impaired in seientitlc value. 
An examination of the tabular statement 
win exhibit many other d^oienoes such as 
I have alluded to: but I wiU not dwell on 
these, as they "will more reudily sugprest 
them.selve» perhaiw by an inspection of thp 
dassiflcation I am forwarding'witii these 
remarks. 

Before submitting Inspector-Getieral 
Taylor's classification, permit me to take a 
brief review of what had been done in thia 
country in the way of classifying polemical 
wounds previously to its appearance, and 
also to make a few remarks on the advan- 
tages of its arrangement. 

Strange as it may appear, until the year 
\^^)T>, and until several months after the 
I opening I'attle of the .Mnia, there was no 
specific elassiticatiou fur gunshot wounds in 
this oountry. These injuries were aliown 
nnmerioally in Hie ordinary rettirns under 
the general term of "Vulii' ra Sdojiito- 
iimi," and a division of them was al&o made 
after eadi aoUon, according to their sup- 
posed gravity, whether slight or danger- 
oiia. Tlie order which the English sur- 
geons received at the commencement of 
the Crimean War for the classification of 
the killed aikd wounded among the men of 

their regiments, and on whidl fluj acted, 
was the following: 

"As soon after an action as possible, 
medical officers in charge of corps will 
make out, and transmit to the Inspector- 
General of Hospitals, for the information 
of the (ieneral Commanding in Chief, re- 
tama of oaandtiiw^ made out agreeably to 
the following lonn:" 
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No otlu>r (•hi.^->if'n'il return nf pnn!^!int in- 
juries was furuibhcd. Tlus was the general 
fom nMd during the Petdasnkr War, sad 
during the 40 jem nhich raoeeeded the 
dosing scene of the Duke of Wellinj^'lini's 
fiiiiil sncci'ss at Wuti'iloo, no olian:-V in it 
waw mttde. fcluck a iorm of return was 
soasody in advADoe of the method of ar- 
rangement emploTcd by Hippocrat^B and 
Celaus, into "mortal" and " non-mortiil" 
wuuudti, of each class, of which they defined 
tegular Uata ; and aosroely ao advanced aa 
those employed by Home of tiieir aaoeea- 
sora, who «nbdiviil. <1 the mortal wounds 
according to the causes of their fataUty — 
such as wounds producing death by imped- 
ing reapiration, by depriving the body of 
nutrition, by hromorrhage, and so on. 

In addition to tlic nnm<'ri<"!il and descrip- 
tive rt$turu abuve mentioned, it was ex- 
peeked by the »ntiu>ritiea that the hietoriea 
of wounda of particular iutemat would be 
finiiislied in the monthly or annual pro- 
fettoionai reports of corps, but the regula* 
tiona required nothing mora Bometimee 
aurgeona of their own aooord would iabu- 
lato tlifi ernes whirb come under their car«», 
for the sake of conciseness and order; but 
from the different views held by different 
awgeonB, and the tendcney'tiwt would 
naturally occur to put prominently forward 
some spcciidly successful n sulbi. or features 
having a particular attraction fur the Hur- 
geona who reported them, no fair compari- 
aona conld be inatituted between the tables 
from different soiTrces. Other /enlnus sur- 
geons, again, would gather together groups 
of caaoH fgom » wider fidd of obaervation, 
for the pnrpoae of inveatigating apecial 
questions, or illustrating pnrticular doc- 
trines; but such Bumniaries could only be 
made by an expenditure of much personal 
egratUon, and they also too often contained 



the aame elements of exm aa thoae I josl 
now adverted to. 

The following is an example of individual 
arrangement: The last year in whicli any 
considerable body of soldiers hiboring un- 
der the effeeta of polemical injturiea came 
to Kngland, prior to the Crimean period, 
was the year 1^1?^, -when the military oper- 
ations in India, Isew Zealand, and the Cape 
of Good Hope fnrniahed a number of 
caaee of this class. The medical officer in 
chars'** ^br hosjiital where these invalids 
I were received, arranged their injuries in a 
i special return, the first column of whiidk 
I was intended to ahow the nature and aitoi^ 
tion of the wounds, and flte r. njaining 
rolumn*? the various ways in which the 
piiiH'uts were finally disposed of. On ex- 
amining the column of " Situation," in the 
first line, wounds of the head and face wen 
ri'turn«'d together, and I need hardly men- 
tion wiiat diilereut cousideratiouH are in- 
volved in the wounda of these two refdoaa. 
Then followed wounda of thr 1" rax: 
. tliirdly. of thr- ft1)domen: and fourthly, of 
the back; without any subdivisions to show 
whether parietes only, or the cavitieB oon> 
nected with them, or any other complio»- 
tions were involved in the injuries. Five 
I headings then followed for wounda of the 
upper extremity, viz: tjhouidi-r, arm, el- 
bow, forearm, and hand; and aix for 
wounds of the lower extremity, via: Hipi 
thigh, knee, leg, ankle, and f'»ot: without 
any indication to point to ^artieuhu- inju- 
rieaef bonea, nerves, or uteries, with which 
some of them were donbtleas complicated. 

The retnrns of a corres-pondinL,' kind 
which have been handed down to us from 
yie Peninsular campaigns, are, forthemoal 
part, of an equally unsatislactory nature. 
Inspector-General Taylor n-ferred to this 
; fact, in proposing his classification, in the 
following remarks: "The necessity," he 
writea, *'for eome anoh daeaifleation aa 
that now proposed, is obvious, from refer- 
ring to the returns drawn up during the 
FeuinsiUar War. These will be found 
nearly uninteresting sad uninstnictive, in 
consequence of the want of due diatiuetion 
amongst wounds of wholly different nature 
and (luality. In the wounds of the head, 
chest and abdomen no distinction is made 

between m^fiib flesh wounds of tiusss t»» 
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gions and ii)juri> s of the more important 
vif*oorn. Tho returns do not even distin- 
guish between incised and gunshot wounds, 
which are of tueh totally different Talne 
eTen in the same parte; all kinds of 
wounds seem brought together simj)!}' ns 
'surgical cu-scs,' and in some of the returns 
of 'capital operations/ it is not clear 
▼hether flngera and toes have* or hare not, 
been included under the terms upi>er and 
lower extremities." It is somewhat im- 
portant tliat the fact should be known of 
these oncertaintieB and serious imperfeo- 
tion-s existing iu the comparatively recent 
profossionid returns rcfi-rred to, for in al- ] 
most all works of surgery ihoy are quoted 
as standards of comparison, inth a 'variety 
of objects, to show the resnlts of amputa- 
tion in different roprinns, for pxara])le. 

InspL'f tor-Generul Taylor commenced his 
classiticutiun of gunshot wounds in India 
at the time of the Sutlej campaign; but 
completed it in the present shape, while 
the principal medical officer at Chatham, 
before leaving for the Crimea. He sub- 
mitted it when in charge of theSd IKrision, 
before Sebastopol, to tlie head of the m'Hli- 
. col department in tli - ( riin -n, in July, 1^.")"^, 
and it was then ordered tu be adopted for 
tbo army retoms in general. A few months 
before that time Deputy Inspector-General 
Parry had cmploved it in classifying the 
wounded nnder his elinrge in the Surgical 
Division of the InvaUd Hospital at Fort 
ntt, during the pniod ending Slst Maceh, 
1855 — the time when the first series of 
wounded invalids from the Crimea arrived 
iu this country. This may be safely said 
to be the first time that a general danifica- 
tion of gunshot wounds at all approaching 
to ])recision was employed in the army 
returns of any country. The purpose of 
the daseHtcation is so well ocplained in the 
Deputy Inspector's Annual Report tot th6 
d:ite just mentioned, that I cannot forbear 
quoting a few of his remarks on the sub- 
ject 

** With a view of forming something ap> 
pfoaehiog to a correct estimate," he writes, 
"of these various wounds and injuries, I 
have, in the following table, classified them 
■ooording to dilBerait regions ot the body 
in which they were situated, and after- 
wards ai^bdivided these nnder each i»lam. 



into sevend species, according as they were 
either oontiued simply to the soft tissues, 
or complicated with more or less injury of 
the oseeoos stmetares and articnlations^ 
or with lesion of important organs, vessels, 
or ncrvi s ; and these latter, again, according 
to the nature and degree of complication. 
This classification is framed according to a 
form of descriptiye return of wounds whidi 
was drawn up by Deputy Inspector-General 
Taylor soon afti r the arrival of wounded 
into this estuhlitshmeut, but is extended 
mote in detail" 

The extension to which Mr. Party here 
refers, he adui)ted to the particidar cases 
which happened to fall under his care. 
Thna, under Class 2* " Ghmshot wounds of 
the face," Mr. Parry extended the distinc- 
tions into those conijilicated with injnrv- to 
bones and lesion of one eye, lesion of both 
eyes, lesion of one ear, lesion of eye, 
ear, and sense of taste, and so on. The 
classification readily admits of such sub- 
divisions as these, and this one of the great 
advantages of its ai-raugemeuts. 

As will be seen by reference to the classi- 
fication, gunshot wounds are divide 1 into 
12 eh'usses. Insjieetor (toiiernl Tiiylni :i 1 l d 
three other classes — one for sword wounds, 
a second for lance and bayonet wounds, 
and a third for miscellaneous wounds not 
ineluded in the foregoiuf,'; so that all the 
injuries received in action might find a 
place in tho returns. 

I win oonetttde this letter by appending 
Inq)ector-General Taylor's classification, 

arranged in form for a descriptive numeri- 
cal return. (See form A.) When required 
for a detailed description of particular 
eese8,the headings of the return are simply 
printed over ft wider space, so as to leave 
room for remarks utuler eneh heading. 
(See form B.) I'maily, permit me to ex- 
press the hope that the subject may be 
thought not unworthy of the oonsideratioa 
of the members of tin; Sanitary Commis- 
sion, and that the remarks I have made 
may lead to discussion of the questaon 
whether this classification is beet suited to 
ensure precision of tabnlatjon, or m|uires 
further improvement.

THE CASE OF SURGEON-GBNBBAL 

HAM510ND. 
EiiH«r$ Sanit iry Commiiion Bulletin: 

Gemtlbiixn : I am interested in ereiy ddng 
that aflbcts the efficiency of the medical scrvk-o 
of our army, inasmuch U4 I have ki oilmen an J 
liiends in iUs ranks, and the Iuim or the protior- 
vatioa of their Uvea wuf at any moment torn 
on the quostif'M wln tlier the Anny Medical 
Department is well or ill aduiiuiHtcrcd. I 
make no apology, therefore, foraskin^ informa* 
lion on certain p<iint.s roimr i-ti <l with its ad- 
ministration, in which hundreds of thoasauds 
of the people feel as deep an interest aa 1 do. 

I nndentand that Uie President and Senate, 
more than a year ago, appointed a cei^liin Dr. 
Wuu A. Hammond to be Sargeon-Ooneral of 
the Army, or, in other words, Qeneral Superin- 
tendent of all that our OoTemmenk doea to 
protect our s Idiers against diHeose, and to 
provide them well-ordered hospitals when 
siek orwonnded; Uiat Dr. Hammond was soap- 
poiuteil bcf ui'^f the T'rp<ii1< iit ami Semite were 
Hitislied that he was })re-emiueuUjr qoaliBed for 
the duties of that high place— on the effleient 
performance of which duties the life and fllA 
health of hundreds of thousands of our sons and 
brothers so largely depend. 1 hear that his ad- 
ministration has been eneigetio and effloient> 
On this point I may, of conr*?p. be misinformed; 
bat the last report of the Secretary of War, as 
foliffiabadin tiia Mwspiqpers, statsa that «iily 



about eleven per cent, of our suldiers are in 
hospital, heeause of disease, snd I know that 

this is far below the averaj^f nninnnt of sick- 
ness in the British army in the Crimea, and in 
any foreign anny abont whi<li I have been able 
to inform myself ; and this eertainly seems to 
show that Dr. Hammond \u\h iV<)u- hi»> oflicial 
dnty with ability and with uuubuul success. 

It now appears fiom common report that he 
has incurred fli'' displeasure (>f Mr. Stanton, 
tlie Sc<Teturj- of War, and that the ."Secretary 
has felt himself authorized priK-lically to nullify 
the action of the President and Si uate in np- 
[) 'infiiig him Siirc't'on-Cieneval, and has ord' Tcd 
him otf to Chattanooga or Knoxville, directing 
him to stay there until ftarther orders, witiiont 
any dnty to perform, and has in the mean timo 
put some one else ( I do not know whom) into 
his plaoe as Acting .Surgeon-QoneraL 

Now I have a great respect for the Sccretaiy 
of War, (ns every loyal ATm i i' tin orgh* to have 
in these times,) and that respect rett> mainly 
on the results he has produoed and the f^nend 
progress our armies have made since he took 
onioe, in our war against rebellion, liut I 
respect our lawful Surgeou-Oeneral for just the 
same reason. Be seems to have been at least 
equally s'K ccssfid in tt^ditin;:; camp disease, and 
introducing method, economy, and efficiency 
into our military hospitals. 

Wliat I want yon to tell mo is — 

1. Can Mr. Stanton kgaOy remove a high 
officer of the Oovemment, like the Surgeon* 
General, and put some one else in his place ? 

2. Supposing Mr. Stanton to have no legal 
right to do so, but that in these critical and 
perilous days the public welfiire requires him 
to assume it, should not the exercise of this ex- 
treme and almost revolutionary* power 1k' at 
once followed up by a demand on his juvrt ior a 
Congressional Conuaitlee of Inquiry, or for the 
more direct and prompt process of a ('<"irt- 
^lartiid or a Court of Inquiry to investigate the 
charges of misoonduct on which he feds justi* 
ficd in thus assuming to remove from hiapiaoa 
an officer whom he dul imt put in it? 

Uis action seems unjustifiable unless the 
Surgson-Oensral's administration has been 
grossly nnd notoriously cnrrujtt or intffieient 
Even if leg:d evidence of such corruption or 
inefficiency, such as would satisfy a court, can- 
not be obtained, there must be moral evidence 
of it that wrald satisfy a rongn ssional Com- 
mittee. If there is not, how did Mr. Stanton 
satisfy himself on the subject, and become 
convinrrd tlint it was his dnty to override law 
and usage by practically dismissing Dr. Ham- 
to «hkh he waa appointed 
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aa the hent man for it, by juut the same aulbohty 
that made him, Mr. Stonton, Secretary of War? 

3. Who is the present " Actintj Surj^'oon- 
Geneial" of the army 'i Have the Preiiident and 
Sfloati^ (Mr either, ever aerigned to hiitt the in<Mt 
TOipoiBsibte duties of thiit great olBe«? If not, 
tind*»r what color of title iK h*' now exorntini,' 
thcu) ? What is the tSui^eun^Cicnbral doing at 
tiM Boutfawestem frontier poot to whidi be it 
fcaniNhrd ?

makin ) lunth rs, I fori thiit I oUt,'ljt to lift 
my own iuiiiguiiicAQt voice iu warning. Mr. 
Stanton seems to be k^^'^K very wrong and 
making a Kuicidal bluudi'r in these dealings of 
bis with the ilKli ul Bnrenu. Perhajwi he does 
not fully appreciate the intense interest of the 
people in the health of the army. The torrent 
of iuiiiy rilief supplies poured int > 'li' l jiots 
of your CommiHsion ou>{bt to enU>,'ht< u hiia on 
Ibis point If he appreciate iu any degree the 
inteatsity of pnblie litsling on this sntjeet^ ba 
will be very careful how ho offends it. If his 
sense of otUciol duty compels him to any act 
irhiob looks like thwarting the Surgoon^Oene- 
ral, or interfering with him in his eflbrts t - 
preserve the health and li vi .s (tf our Hons and 
brothers, he ought for his own sake to let the 
people know what are the gmnnds on whioh he 
proceeds, and to let them know it at once. For 
if the people began to suspect that be is 
prompted by personal or poUtiest feeling, (and 
such tbinf^s are whispered,) ft wiU be aUow 
from which he will never recover.

We cuuuot, ulthongh anxious to do so, 
fiud any apology for thw action of Mr. 
Stanton; nor does our inability neoessarity 
imply any want of nncoinlitional loyalty to 
the "i>owers that bo." If Dr. Hammond 
has not performed his high functions with 
honor and sooeeas, we agreo witii ** Bepnb- 
liean" in demanding that he be snbjeeted 
to a lawful ordeal; if he hofs, we agree with 
him ul.Ho, in in.siiitiug that no artificial, par- 
tisan, or unjust ol»staclo be placed iu the 
vrsj of the immiwliate zeiBataUment of the 
Surgeon-General aa the heed of that bureau 
which owes its regeneration and brilliant 
character to his scieutiiic and honest ad< 
nunistration. 

From every quarter we hear caqmsiioBt 
of ro-^pet f for Dr. Hammond and his bu- 
reau. Sir Henry Holland, on liis recent 
visit to tiiia ooontry, remarked tliat lie had

After spcndinj? four days (Ootober 2Gth, 
27 tk, 28th, and 29th j in very harmouious 
and earnest disonsaiona upon the main 
questions that ha<l called them together, 
they cmbo<lied the more definite conclu- 
sions of their conference in the following 
reoommendations or reaolutions:

untaires, ) and to prepare, in accordance with tho 
military anthon^, the pUcea in which the 
woandod ehal! be attended. 

"Thi y TUiiv solicit tho co-npenlion of the 
committee of ueutn^l nations. 

"6. Upon application and with ci.nsont of 
the militirj- authoritieii, the comniitt MS shall 
send the infirmiers volont(tirea apon tin L atle- 
field; they shall, at snoh times, be onder the di- 
notion in the chief military commander.

CuMMiSSION. 

HntBX DoiTAirr, a cittsen of (}onev«» who 

was traveling as a tourist in the regions 
occupied by the vaist armies that met at 
Solferino and Magenta, hod his aoul so 
stizred by the seanea of eamage and war 
that he witnessed tihera immediatelj npon 
the cessation of the conflict , that ho deemed 
it a duty to humanity to apply such volun- 
teered aid OS ho was able to organize and 
put into operation npon the spar of tiie 
oooasiou. The rei-or*] of that timely and 
merciful work is in the hearts of the multi- 
tude of mutilated sufTerors, who, but for the 
succor whioh that noUe man and his obe- 
dieut (lelpers rendered, wonld not now bo 
able to recount the scenes of the terrible 
battle-held of Solferino. • 

Thus naturally thia uoblo-hearted and 
earnest man, 1£ I>dhaiit, was led hy his 
brief and thrilling expcrienoo to reflect upon 
the practicability of calling into existence 
au organized, national, and iitlernati^nai 
scheme for applying the services of trained 
corps of voluntary nurses, so as to secure a 
uniform system, rendered by study nml ex- 
perience superior, if possible, to tho hastily 
extemporuMd band of Tolnntaijattendanta, 
oiganiiedandlad fagrhimatSoltanna This 
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g«&tleiium*8 little book» entitled **8ou9«nSr 

tie Sfil/erino,'" embodied many of the results 
of bis study and eTi)orience. This nnpre- 
tending little " Souvenir," accompanied by 
4 eirenlar from the ** SoaXtf vf PvMe Ute- 
fiditfss" of Geneva, vas transmitti il to the 
various Sovort'ipns miuI Ministers of War in 
Europe, and, in response to the in^itAtion 
• of the eironlar, the Conference assembled. 

Beveml of Hie qneetione trhidi were sab- 
mittod to the Geneva Conferenw had al- 
ready lH>en bronght before the Statistical 
Congress at Berlin a month previously. 

Unanixaons approT«l «w given, the 
deliberations of the Ocmforence, to the pro- 
posed plan for enconraging the timely pre- 
paration of materiel for the succor of the 
wounded, and especially for effeetnaDy or- 
gauizinij the humane endeavors and charities 
of the pi'opli'. Said the distinguished rep- 
resentative of the Govenunent and Army 
of Prussia: "Behold, gentlemen, the groat 
field of actiTity for permanent * Soeietiee of 
Relief,' organized in time of peace, and pre- 
pared beforehand with all suitalde means 
to supply the work of official authorities, 
and to satisfy the wishes of a truly religious 
idiilantiiropy." 

The medical delegates at the (Jeneva Con- 
ference joined heartily with the ntm-medi- 
flil dd^pitas in all the debates and purposes 
of the Ckmferenoes. Their sentiments in 
rofereiu'o to such worlvs of life-saving are 
happily expressed by a French j)hysician. 
Dr. IIeniu Navbe, who, as a public joiu:- 
nalist, has eamestly ad-vocated the objeets 
of the Confetence. He writes: " The phy- 
nician has science, let him confer with the 
benevolent and sympathetic; let him en- 
ooorage them with his ajiprubation, and 
enUghten tlu 111 with his counsels. Knovai- 
tilffo n-ill tlnis h' I'lhli'ti ihc rnh'r of hrnero- 
leiic, (iiid tlf result will be beautiful.^' And 
juetly does that cloqucut physiciim abk: 
. *'Is it not the highest mission of the true 
physician to aid witli his professional knowl- 
edge (lie endeavors of the benevolent nnd 
Bell-Bacriliciug ?" Such apx^ean) to have 
been the spirit not only of the medical 
delegates at the International C'onference, 
but of the various S<iverei:'rn'< !nnl Ministers 
of War who sent mcsbugos of coumiel and 
enoonragement. 

Theve is no dilBenlty in deleoting in tiie 



spirit and diseossions of the Geneva Oon* 

ference the germs <»f ^rr- at things foor tho 
science and art of battle-field ndief. 

It is very interesting to find them taking 
up and diseossing, de novo, aqaestion whieh 
the U.S. Sanitary Commi8si<ni solved nearly 
two years ago, viz. : IInw to orfranize the 
outside labors of the people for the relief 
of their relatives and friends stridden upon 
the battle-field, in sueh a manner as to 
aecure a rommensiirate npplication of aid 
and eoiufmi, witlioiit iiivadiu^' the sjthero 
of miliiury discipline or weakening either 
ttie dependeneo of the soldier upon the 
military establishment or the sense ci 
8j)<)nsil)ilit v of the meilieal officers. 

Difliculties that the Geneva Conference 
regarded as very serious and almost im> 
passable, we have met and readily snr- 
moniited. "We have demonstrated how the 
siHjntiiiieous benevolence of the i)et»ple may 
bo organized in time of war, so as to carry 
the offerings of the homes npon the battle- 
flelda, through moving armies, and into 
military hospitals, without cniiHietinfr witli 
the rigid requiremenUs of military discipline. 
While we feel great interest in again teking 
up, with our foreign friends^ the rudiment- 
ary principles of the matter, we re^-rt^t that 
the light of American experience did not 
shine upon the debates of the (lenevn Om- 
ferenoew 



TUB AMBULANCE CUKFS IN TiiE ABUY 

OF THE KxroiiAa 

Although the neoessity for an amlmlaiiod 

corps, or in other words a trained officered 
body of men, under milit-firr discipline, 
supplied with all the necessary appUunoes 
for the eonveyance of the Wounded from the 
Rl)ot where they fall to the field hospital in 
the ronr, has b* . n f< It evrrsince the war be- 
gan, it w as not eonijiletely orgiiiii/ed in the 
Army of the Potomac until August of lasb 
year. It had, however, been previonslj in 
process of formation, awaiting full growth 
and the approbation of (he p lu rnl com- 
mauiding. Dr. Letterman, tlic able Medical 
Director, has been steadily working at tho 
andiulanco scheme for more than a year* 
striving to meet every r< <]nireineiit of hu- 
manity without coullieling with militoiy 
dierifiJine. In this work he has been aided 
and heartU^ snstained by Soigoon-Oaiwal 
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Hammond, whose thorough knowledge of 
militfiry hygiene nnd discipline, all who are 
at all familiar with the medical history of the 
wax mnBt know. This adminble solMaie 
of Olgani/.ation, set forth in order Xo. 86, 
in one of the striking proofs of the pro- 
feflsiuniil wisdom oud humanity of the 
medical corps of the Army of the Potomso. 
It only reiaaiiiH for tiie Government to 
adopt for the rntire army of the nation a 
similar orgaaiiuition. Indeed, wo know 
Ihst the Burgsoik'Qeiieral i» desitons of 
canying thronghoiit (lie entire army some 
such uniform plan, and it will not be long 
before the loud and invsist iblc <'xpre8.sion8 
of professional and {x>pular ajiprobation 
for his offldsl greatness and snoceas in this 
and other medical fields will relieve him 
from ihos<» nnju.'t and odious reHtrainta 
which now seem to limit the ruige of his 
fonotions, ihongh th< y cannot, in fact, en- 
tirely deprive the sick and wounded na> 
tional jMildier <iii the tiiM, in the ennip, or 
in qmixters, of the fruits of his wisdom and 
proTuiionaiy care. We shall have more to

He will tjive his personal attention to the re- 
moval of the sick and wounded from the field in 
time of action, going from place to place toai^ 
ctiriain what mnj be wanted ; to see that bis 
sobordinatea (for whose conduct he will he re- 
sponsible) attend faithfully to their duties in 
taking c4iro of the wonndi il, and removing 
theru as quickly as may bo found consistent 
with their safety to the field liospital, and see 
that the ambidancejt reach their destination.

The train, as above stated, follows close tipon 
its division. When a battle is expected, and 
the division deploys into line, the truin halts ia 
the rear. Now comes the most diffleidt sad 
tryinj? Ume of handling an ambulance corps 
ctFectively. Those who are interested in devis- 
ing a syst- 111 nf ambulances must not for'^'. t in 
their theories without experience, this critical 
time, must l>ear iu mind that without compo- 
t<:nt and tried officers, without men held nnoer 
the Btriotost military rule, their finest schsiao 
will prove a failure, at the time when the 8er> 
vices of the ambulance ct>rps are most demand- 
ed. The plan of humlliut,' the umbulaiu'i' corjis 
in an action. I can present t^i tliem from expe- 
rience in all the battles fought siucetilS praseoi 
ambulance system was adopted 

In the first place, Ihe stret<;her-bearerB march 
with the regiments to which they belong into 
the acdoB. The Medical Director, with the 
Captain of the amljulance corjis, are with the 
(ieneral commanding the corps at the front. 
,\s soiin a_s the ])ositions into which the divis- 
ions in battle will be thrown are ascertained, 
the ^ledical Director communicates with the 
Surgeon-ia-€hief of i>tvision, designatjag the 
places where tiie divisioB hospitals are to be 
locatrd. Till so hospitids are com|K>Hed of the 
hospital tent** iu the division, together with a 
house or bam. if available. The ambulances 
are drawn up between hospitals and the division 
in front, awiutiug orders. One officer of the 
ambulaaoe traia is with the Dinatoa Commead- 
er, one aon^eommissIoBed officer with eeeh 
brigade. The Medical Officers who accomi>anjr 
the regimtmtri int*i action take position by bri- 
gades, iu some sheltered loeation contiguous to 
their respective brigades. This piksition is knowa 
to the Setgesai watching the brigade, who 
directs the wonaded with stretcher-beereit 
thither. The ambnlanees are ordered vp to 
the same pl.ice. to take the wounded to the 
division hospitals in the rear. 

Tile otriei r at division headquarters, as soon 
as the action begins, orders up the ambulances 
and designatea the point to which they are to 
go. lie learns from the Medical Director or 
corps officer, the various positions and shifting 
of the troops, and acta accoriH!i;;ly In this 
manner the operations of the iiiul i l aice corps 
are conducted throuehout the a. ti .n. and sub- 
sequent to it, until all the wounded are removed 
mm the field to the division hospitals in the 
reer, where they xeoeiTe professional and all 
other treetmeat aeoeMaiy. I abstdn from any 
de8eri[»tion of the division hospitals in the fielc^ 
my object being to exhibit the ambulance sys- 
tem aa it is, and as it has worked in this army. 
From more than a year's experience in the hard- 
fought engagements of this army, I can affirm 
that I have aot kaowa wounded' to lie on the 
betile>field two hovrs after their liqnries were 
received. I must, of course, except the battles 
of last May, on the south side of the Rappa- 
hannock, w here the field remained in posscs-sion 
of the enemy; but even there, in one engage- 
ment attended with success, I have seen over 
one thousand wonaded withia the hospitals of 
oae oocpa two Iumwi after tha battle waa over. 
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T Ix^rr to nsHiirt^ mf^n now intfrr'<(*»fl in di'vis- ' 
itiif iiu amliulanoo svsti in, tliat any m h* iiie of 
tlicirs which will |ilar>' iti< n in mi ambulanrc 
coqjs, not Hiibsfment to the striitest military 
rule, not bouml to uuirt-h ns suMicni nndor fins 
vith their regiments, will prove a fftilnre.

Senator Wilson will, ere tliis reaches our 
readers, have introdnoed a bill orgutuing 
the ambulance corps for tho wliole anny.

Do you tver j,'o into the bed-rooniR of any 
persons of any clasH, whether they eontuin one, 
two, or twenty peo[)lc. whetlior they hold Kick or 
well, at ni^ht, or before the windows are open- 
ed in the morning, and ever find the air any 
thin^^ but imwholeBomely clone and fbnl ? And 
why should it bo so? And of how much im- 
portance it ia that it should not bo so 'i Duriiijg 
sleeps tho hnnanbody, ovon vImb in health, is 



far more injured by the influence of fonl nir 
than when awake. Why tuii t ynu keep the 
air all niv;hl, then, as pure n» tlir- airwitho it m 
the rcxuuH you sleep in ? But for this you must 
have KuflieientoaUetfor the impure air yon mako 
yoQisalves to go ont; sufficient inlet fat tho 
pore irfr from without to come in. Ton most 
nave open chimneys, t>pen window or ventila- 
tor; uoeh^Ko curtains round your beds; no hhut- 
t< i-s or curtains to your windows, nunc of the 
contrivimcea by which yuu undermine your own 
health or dostroy the ohsneoo of neoveiy of 
your siok. 

A eareflil nnrse will keep a constant watdi 

over her sirk. t sp, ci.dly w( nk, protracted, and 
collapsed c-aM s, to (^uard Hj;aiii.st the cftVels of 
the h}<H of vital heat by the i)atient himself. 
In certain diseased stales much less heat is pro- 
duced than in health, and there is a constant 
tendency to the decline and ultimate extinction 
of the vital powers by the call made upon them 
to sustain tlie heat of the Itody. Tases where 
this occurs should be wntdn d with the greatest 
care from hour to hour. I had aliiKisi said fmm 
minute to minute. The feet und Ii ;,'s should be 
examined by tho Iiand from tinu- to time, and 
whenever a tendency to chilling iadiscoveredL 
hot bottles, hot bricks, or warm flanneifl, trith 
some wann drink, should be made use of Tintil 
the teinpenitutc is resttired. The lire should 
be, if necessary, r. \>\i iiisivd. I'atirnts are fn;- 
quently lost in the hitter sia ;(•« of disease from 
want of altenti<ui to siu U simple precautions, — 
The nurse may be truating to the patient's diet, 
or to bis medicine, or to toe ocoanonal doses of 
stimulant which f-ho is directed to f,'ive hitn, 
while the jvatit ut is all the while sinkint; fnim 
want of a little e\t( niul wiis iiith. Snch casea 
happen at all times, even during the li< i^jht of 
snmmer. This fatal chill is most apt t > cccur 
toward early momitts at the period of the low<> 
est temperatnre of tke twenty^bmr boors, and 
at the tlTuc when tho effeots of Uio preceding 
day's diets is (»\hausted. 

G.':i T.illy f] ' ikii\'_'. you may expect that 
weak patieutM will sutler much more in tho 
morning than in the even in (7. The vital p w- 
«Ts are modi lowvr. If they are feverish at 
ni^ht, with burning hands and feet, they are 
nlniost sure to be chilly and shiverincj in tho 
nvTjiin;;. I!ut iitirs' s are very fond of Ijcuting 
tho fi ,f-w;iriii. r at iii'^dit, uml of nrf,d-'ctintf it 
in the niornin«^, when they are busy. 1 ahould 
reverse the Tnatter. 

All these thintes r(H)iiire common sense and 
care. Yet p. rhaj-s in no one sini^le thing is so 
little eomnion sense shown, in all ranks, as in 
nursint;. With private sick, I think, but cer- 
tainly with hospital sick, the nurse should nev- 
er be Katistied as to the fr< .shnoas of tho el* 
moHphere, unless she can feel theairgMitij 
moving over her face, when stilL 

Bnt it is often observed that the ttvrsee who 
make the preatc- t initcry atjainst open windows, 
are those who tjike the least pains to jirevent 
danf^erons drannhts. The door tif fbe p.itit lits' 
r<iom or ward muM sometime.s stand open to al- 
low of iwrsons passing; in and out, or heavy 
things being carried in and ont The can* 
fhl nurse wiU keep the door shnt while die 
shuts tho windows, and then, and not before, 
set the duor ojx-n, so that a patient may uut be 
left Bitting up ia bed, perhape in a prafnao per> 
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iphmtion, directly in tbtdran^ht between the 
open door and window. Neither, of oonrse, 
Boold 8 patient, while being washed or in euy

The oxtru<iriiiiiiiry <>i>iifiision betwcMi ci.ld uml 
Tcntilution, evt u in the luiiuls of weU-odiuateil 
people, iUlUtmtee thie: To muko a room rold 
it is by no means neoenaiilj to ventilate it Nor 
is it at all neceaeary. in order to Tentilate a 

room, to chill it. Yi t. if u n irso find** a room 
cloHO. Kh«' will let niit tL, im , tlMTi-by making 
it closor, or nhe will n|M n tlir dotr inti) a lold 1 
room, without a tire, or an i>i>i n window in it, j 
by way of iinjiroviuf,' the ventilation. The safest I 
•ftmoephere of all for a patient is a good flre 
and an open window, excepting in extremes of 

temperature. (Yet no ntirse ean ever be made 
to understand this.) To ventilate a Hmall room 
without dnmL;ht,s. of c«)urse ii iiniri s niore eare i 
than to ventilate a lar^e one. .\nother extraor- 
dinary fallacy is the dread of ni^•ht air. What l 
air can we breathe at night but night air ? The 
choice is between pure niftht air from wifhoot 
and fool night air from withitL Most people 
prefer the latter. An unaccountable choice. 
What will they say if it is proved to he true 
that fully one-half of all Ihe disease we sutler 
from iH occasionetl by jwople Hlecping with their 
windows shut? An open window moat nights 
in the year can never hart any one. This is 
not to say that light in not necessary for recov- 
ery. In great cities, night air is often the best 
and purest uir t<> be had in the twenty-fotir 
hours. I could better understand in towns J 
shutting the windows during the day than dur- I 
ing the night, for the sake of theaick ; the ab- 
sence of »nioke, the qniet, all tend to making 
night the b«Rt time for airing the pationtH. 
One of oar higheRt modical authorities on Con- 
Bunipfiou andCliniut. lnw toM lur thid tho air 
in I.tiiidon is nevtr so g»K)d a.s after ten o'clock 
at ui^ht. 

Always air your mom, then, from the outside 
■Ir, if possible. Windows are made to open; 
doofs are mads to shot- a truth which seems 
extremely difBenIt of apprehension. I have 
prcn a ciir< fid nurse airing li« r i>ati< nf8 room 
through the door, near to w hieh w t:re two gas- 
lights, (each of which consumes as much air as 
eleven men,) a kitchen; a corridor, the compo ' 
■itiou of the ntiiio.sphere in which consisted of ^ 
BBS. paint, foul air,neTer dumged, full of efUuvia, 
inelndinf^ a corrent of sewer air from an ill- I 
placed sink, nscrndin^' in a < rmtinual stri lun 1 v 
& wiU-Ktaireu.sf, and diM'hurgiug th<'nif^e]viK 
constantly into the patient's room. The win- 
dow of the K.\id room, if opened, was all that 
wo-s desindde to air iL Every room must be . 
sired from without— every poassge from with- I 
out. But the fewer pa-ssoge* there are in a hos- 
pital tlic better. I 

If we jire lo ]>Tt Horxe the air within as pure j 
oa the air without, it is needless to nay that the 
chimney must not Rmoke. Almost all smoky 
chimneys ean be cured—from the bottom, not 
from the topi. Often it ia only nscsssszy to 
iinve sn inlet for air to supply the lire, which is 
feeding itself, for want of this, from its own 
chimn<y. On thf ntlu r hand, almost nil chim- 
neys can 1"' u iiile to smoke Viy aeart l' nurx', , 
who leta thu lire get low and then overwhcima 1 
II irith eoal; aol^ ivs vscilj beUsva^ 1ft oid« ' 



to Bparo herself trouble, (for very rare i- un- 
kinduess to the sick,) but from not thinking 
what she is about. 

In laying down the principle that the flistob* 

jert nf the nurse must be to keep the air breathed 
I V h. r patient as pure as the air without, it 
must not be forgotten that every thing in the 
room which can give off effluvia, bt sides tho 
nstient, evaporates itself into bis air. And it 
follows fhftt there ought to be nothing in the 
room f \fepting him, which can giA-e off clBu- 
ria iir nmist^ire. Out of all damp towels, *e., 
which lii eonie dry in the ronni. Ihe damp, of 
course, goe.H into the patients air. Yet tliis 
**of eonrne" seems as little thought of. oh if it 
were an obsolete fiction. How very s/ ldom you 
see a nmse who seknowiedges by her praeiiM 
that nothing at all ought to be aired in the ps- 
tient's room, that nothing at all ought to DS 
cooked at tho patient's tire! Inde. d the ar- 
rangementa often moke this rule impossible to , 
observe. 

If the nurse be a very cnrefnl one, she will, 
when the patient leaves his beil, but not his 
room, open the sheets wide, and throw the bed* 
elotlies back, in order to air his bed. And sbs 
will Rjireiiil the wet towr Is or flioin. Is carefully 
out upon a horse, in order tn <lry them. Now. 
either these bed-clothes iind towels are not 
dried and aired, or they drj" and air tliemselves 
into the patient's air. And whether the damp 
and effluvia do him most harm in hia air or in 
his bed, I leave you to determine, for I cannot 

Even in health, people cannot repeatedly 
breathe air in which they live with iiiijfunity, 
on account of ita becomin".,' cliarpt il with un- 
wholesome matter from the lungs and skin. In 
dise^iH*' where every thing given olTftnm the body 
ia highly noxiona and dangaioiis, not onhr 
must there be plenty of ventilation to esny off 
the etilnvia. but every thing whicli tlie jiatient 
passes must bo instantly removed away, ua be- 
ing more noxious fbsn even the s aw ii n a t i o iMt 
from the sick. 

Of the fatal effects of Uis eihiviafiom tbseat- 
crc bi it would serai nnnecessaiy to apssk, were 
they not so constantly ne^-l. cted. ConcealittK 
the" utensils behind the vidlance to the bed 
seems all the jin cnution which is tlmu'^lit ne- 
cessary for safety in private nursint,'. l>iil ^ "ii 
but think for ouc moment of the otmosphero 
under the bed, tho oaturatiott cf Hw under sids 
ot the mattroas with the warm evsporstioiia, 
you would be starlied and frightened tool 

The URo of any chamber utensil irUhovt a tid 
sheiuld be utteify ab<dished, whether among 
siek or well. Yi>n run t iisily l onvine*' yurself 
of the necessity of this nb.solute rule, by taking 
one with a lid, and examining the underside of 
that lid. It will be found always covered, when- 
ever ttie utensil is not empty, by condensed of- 
fensive matter. Vbsie does that go, wbsn 
there i.s no lid? 

Earthenware, or if there is any vd ..1, highly 
poliahed and varnished wood, are the only ma- 
terials lit fur patients* utensils. TheveiJ lid of 
the old abontinable doae-stool is enough to 
breed s pestilence. It becomes sstorsted with 
offensive matter, which scouring is only wonted 
to bring out I prefer nn earthciiwareudaab** 
ing tdwHys cleaner. But there SMVSliousgOOd 
now-iaahioned arrangements. •< . 

A dop-pafl should new be tooneB tetoft 
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Bick room. It hli' til l be a rule iuvarinblc, ra- 
ther luuro imin)rt;uit iii the privato house thnn 
els.'whero, that the utensil should Wt- currit'd di- 
rectly to the w;it<T-c1<>K. t ; emptied thoro. linscd 
there, aadbro i-ht ; TlMve should alwuvK 
be WAter and a cuck in evaj vatar-oloset /or 
riiMiiig. tint even if there u not, yon mniit 
carrj* water tlu ro riiiso witli.

I can harrlly say which is 
most abominable, whether to do this or to rinse 
the atenail in the sick room. In the bost hoe- 
tlaliHieiioiWftn]l«tiUttilOBlui>-])ail Hhall ever 
brought into the wards, but that the uten- 
bIIh shidl bo carried direct to be «mj)tied aud 
rinsed, at the i)n)]>er pllUM.

NEED SO MUCH MONKY?" 

If thti people fumiah auppUua libeially 
wiihfrat cost, rad if tiie stofeihoitiM nd 

treaKurioii of Uie varioua Branohea of aapply 

are full, bow is it that the Ceutral Treasury 
of the bauitary Cumtuisiiiuii culls fur and 
dispoMfl of 80 much money ? This is a 
plain question, honetttiy asked; and there is 
a plain uuJ houodt auswor. It in this: a 
large ivni MiLit of mouoy is noeded, becaiue 
the pi\-s<'Ut machiaeiy of the Commiiiision, 
which is suppoited hj the Oeatnd Treasury, 
cannot be kept in motion without a very 
large casli expcuditurt-; niul thn jiidgtiieut 
of bagauioos, humane, and carvluliy calcu- 
lating men, to whom Che whole matter has 
been 8ubluitt(^d, fleddes, without qualifioa- 
tiou, that nil this machinery miist bo kept 
a-goiug — that large as its cost Is, the results 
fur good tt hioh depend upon it are so much 
larger, that the Gommission, as the tmstoos 
of the i)eoi)le'3 bounty and repreauntaiivcs 
of their bi uevoJonce, the executurs of their 
will, could nut hud a jaslitication in idluw- 
ing the oxpeusivencss of the system to cause 
its discontinuance until a fuir stjitt-meut of 
their intention to tlirscmitiiuie it, and the 
reason why they intended to do si>, should 
have been laid before the peupk', and the 
question put, Shall the Sanitary Commia* 
aion, or shall they not, go on with thia work 
You, L-^a 6. U 



in all its breadth, involving this aryiual 
expenditure? Shall tfaey drop aU other 

branches of their work, and limit themselves 
to the charge of merely "distributing the 
supplies" which are sent to them; or shall 
they keep up thdr entire i|7atem, embracing, 
with this distribution of anpplies, aanitaiy 
in^ipection by mediciil men, of enm]i'» and 
of field hospitals; sanitary inspection, by 
medieal men, of general hoqntak; apeoial 
relief, with all its agenoiea, aad in all iti 
various depiirtmr nts; the hospital directory, 
with its reirister. imd its 500,000 names ? 

The fact of the case is this, that the work 
of distributing wappUn to the side and 
wounded, while of course it involves much 
expense, is but one of five directions in 
which the Sanitary Commisaion are labor- 
ing to ward off disease and death from the 
soldier, to insure speedy recovery, to ro- 
lii V • the anxiety of relatives, at home, to 
make the dear-bought experience of regi* 
meuts already long in the war, available to 
regiments just entering the field. Part of 
this work sugfj'e.Hted itself and grew up as 
the (Jommission went on. Imt most of it 
entered into the original plan of the Com- 
missioo, whioh was based upon the idea 
that what the army needed from outside ifc- 
Kt'lf, vrns not merely additional clothes, and 
food, and care in times of emergency, but 
a better understanding of the conditions for 
securing health, and more urgent induce- 
ments with more ponstant eonstmints and 
inrtueuee^H to lead to a regard for every pos- 
sible law which would guard against or 
check disease. Hence the whole depart- 
ment of " S;i.nitary In ijiictiou" wiw eslub- 
U^hed in ti< 1-1 :nid hospitid, involving huga 
expense, and to the casual observer pro- 
ducing no very important results, — in the 
whole of its work making leas ahow of le- 
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Iwf or aid to the soldier fhaa would be 

made by the distribution of one mgo i 
load of supplies to woundfd or dying men^ — 
jei in its actual effects prubablj esving 
more liTes to the tawj and to friends at 
home tban has ever boon done by the dis- 
tribution of nny live hundred wagon loads 
of thesf snmn sn[)j)lii s. 

The kSpeciiil Ii<'lief department also in- 
. volving now in its eonstaat enlargeaient a 
heavy and inoreiusiug oaUajt U one of the 
branchos of tlio Commission'B wctrk wlnCh 
has tery littio to do with supply distnbu- 
lloo, and was not indeed emfafraoed In the 
€iriginal plan of orf^unization. Yet this 
•amoSprriul Ki-li< f work witli its "Ixxlges" 
■Did " Homes" all along the Atlantic coast, 
on the Rhorai ot the IfiMisrippi, and inland, 
whererer an armj is foond, ooold not be 
given n]> to day -without to-morrow and 
oufh following day expoMiiiK to manifold 
evils, at least three thousand men who now 
•re protected. 

So of the "Hospital Directory," with its 
agoupitM for giving prompt and occurute 
informatiuu to those at home concerning 
the sidiand wounded throoghontthe army; 
tilis inTOlvos largo expense, so much so that 
a few montlis sinre tliosf who Imld them- 
selves responsible for the right use of the 
mooej pat into their hands by the people, 
almost decided that they had no right to 
oontinuc this branch of tho Ci>iniui linn's 
work, which uftor all wiks not for the aid ot 
tho soldiers t>o much as for the relief of the 
anxious ac^itode of friends; bat wlien the 
proposal to give it np wsa diaouased, it wae 
found that there was an immon-?*' ]>re.ss- 
ure from "the peopli'," demanding the 
oootinaflnoe of this servant, and friend, 
and oomforker of theirs. This too had 
grown up, not tw part of the ori^nal plan 
of the Gomaussiuu, aud sui'ely in nowise 
oonneoted with the dMribatioB of needed 
snppli a, bat it had oome out of an urgent 
call of the people that those who in their 
name were h(;ipin^( the soldi«^r« in the field, 
should now also help them at home — the 
fathers, wires, and mothers— by anaweiring 
their inquiries about the sick aud woaudeiL 
Thus it was that this Hospital Directory, 
with all its aids for securing and transmit* 
ting information, had sprung up out of the 
demands of the people and the people ask 



to be and are ealled upon to defray the eoi^ 

pense of its continuance. 

Such is the hifstory, broupiht dowii to the 
present time, of those four depurtmeuts of 
Hie Oommission'a labor, additional to th0 
work of "Hupply Distribution.** Theooet 
of maintaining these four departments with 
the largeness which the interests of half a 
million enlisted men, and half a million 
homee ask for, and with the thoroughneee 
which wise economy unites with medical 
science in demandiiip:, ciTinot be Ickm than 
thirty thousand dollars each montli. Aud 
it ia with the express nnderatanding that to 
snoh nse this much of the money will be 
appropriated, that funds are a k- 1 for aiul 
ooutri buted to cany on " the work of the 
Oommiasitm." The detail of tiiese expen- 
ditnree in each one of these bninchea is 
open for examination, uii.l the rcMuit of 
such examination by cartful business men, 
who bare tliemaelTes contributed largely to 
the very money tbos nsed, and whomeaanre 
also tho work which is done, is thisi Thoao 
men say, the Saiiiiriry Commission would 
be false to duties assumed, and to dutica 
providentially laid npon than— Mae also 
to the people, whose work this rtnJly ia— 
falae hkewise to the nge wliich pv»i the 
opportunity fur just this work of lilliug up 
generously a great page of n nationii his* 
tory— an opportonity given at jost thin 
time, tho one year out of a ceuturv- — falso 
to all tlii.s, they say, would the Cuniiiii-isiou 
be if it did not perseveres and carry on all 
these agencies for good, confidently and 
unhesitatingly asking thr })> ^ple for what- 
ever money is really needed, with fit econ- 
omy, for the work. 

Tfans ft is that the ** Central Treasury, 
from which all these departmcuta of the 
('omini.ssion's work draw their support, 
needs constant renewal, ulthouglk tlie 
Branches of supply (lately so amply fur> 
nished by the proceeds of tiie **Banituj 
Fairs" held in various sectionsof the conn- 
try) may be stored to ovetflowing with 
goods and money. 

Bat the whole groond ia not covoed faj 
this statement. All psssons employed ^7 
the Commi8.sion in every part of tho vast 
field draw their pay from the Central 
Ttoasory. Moreover, it Ima become the set- 
lied polisj of the GommisBton to empk^ 
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paid agents. A largo experiouce, with a 
jealous regard to ft right and economical 
ose of fuuda entrusted to their care, has 
eonYinoed the OommiMioB beyond queetioii 
that in a work continuing thus for jean, 
the only wise nuthnd is to oraploy ihr l»cst 
men that can be obtained, with compensa- 
ting puy; that thus only can be seoored 
continned mnA ezpoieiMMd labor, (ima of 
the most importnnt of all things in this 
work) — 8temntic effort — a sense of resjioa- 
sibility to those in authority — entire yield- 
ing vp of time and afarength to the aervioe 
— end ft right on the part of ttie oflloen of 
• the Commission to remove any p'Tson from 
the service who may prove to be inoumpc- 
tent or ill anited to the mnrk. Under the 
▼olnnteer system of agency, which mi^ an- 
swer well where a compriraf ivdy narrow 
field is covered, and for a work which is 
limited to weeks or months — ^none of these 
abflolately emenftM ends ean be aeonred. 
And although this work of the Sanitary 
Commission is a btnicvolfiit work, and its 
benefits are gratuitous to those who receive 
them, jet it haa to beeondneked in its hvge 
labors with thonn^k huiiness method This, 
too, is to be borne in raind, tliat this sys- 
tem of piiul Hgoats does not exclude the ad- 
vantage of having in the woric disintereet- 
edneia aifd raligiona earaeatneaa. On the 
contniry, many mt-n of jnst thone rharao- 
teristics, and who because of tJie sjiirit 
which was in them entered into the work, 
are now retained among the paid agenta; 
they were m« u who oottld give a few months 
to the cuust>, but were not justified in giv- 
ing years. And in selecting persons addi- 
tional to be employed, the aim of the Oom- 
missicm is always to get men whoee hearts 
are tliere before their handa are eallad to 
take hold. 

But once more, the Central Treasury is 
drawn upon, not onfy for maintaining the 
various departments already named, and 
for the pay of all tlie persons employed by 
the Commission east and west — some two 
hnndred men, indnding ita eorpa of Hedi- 
oal Inapeet oi B b at also for the porohase of 
such supplies as are needed in omergenoios 
where there is no time to send to distant 
Bnmehea and atorehonaea. In tUa way 
after a single battle, somelimea llfleen or 
ftweu^ tbonaand doUam are nae^ evwy 



single dollac of which probably hdpa to 
mcrt some real want or to save a life^ 
From the Central Treosnty also comes tli» 
mon0j whieh maintaina in the field witit 
each army corps independent meana of 
transportation for eanying with the army 
as it moves and distributing there sanitary 
snpplies. This is the system now adopted 
by the Gommiasion. There is also the ex> 
pense incurred of purchasing horses and 
' wn?Tf>a<? with which to transport supplies 
from tlie nearest depots to battle-fieldsL 
13iia OKpenae ia often imj large, bnt it haa 
miwe than once proved of incalculable 
benefit, enabling us to reach the wounded 

I with our stores on the field, long in advance 
of the Qovemmmi atoree. l^r, aa ia well 
known, acooiding to existing laws, th* 
Medical Department can draw ^iipplies, bnt 
is utt«Tly powerless as to ordering them 
forward to the field, there being no inU^ 
pmidmt InmtportaHtm at the eontrol of thai 
Department. The ICedioal officer is obliged 
t<) make over his supplies to the Quarter- 
master's Department for tnmsportatiou, 
where, with the immense burden which ia 
heaped up there, there is often an unavoid- 
able delay which is death to the wounded 
who are waitirg upon the field. So long 
aa this law oratinnes, by which the haad» 
of the Hedioal Department are thus tied, 
" so long" — as one of the Medical Bureau 
recently said, a member oi the Kegnlar 
Army — " is there an absolute necessity that 
the Sanitary GommiaaiiMi aland ready with 
ite independent trmiportoHon to carry foi^ 
ward at the earlieet moment anppUes to th* 
battle-fields.*' 

Snoh is an ennmeration of aome of Htm 
principal demands which the Central Treas- 
ury of tlic Sanitary Commission must al- 
ways be prepared to meet In their aggre- 
gate theee demands call for n monthly de> 
poait in the Tfceaanry of forty thonsand 

dolIiirH. 

huch is the record, and the record is tlie 
appeal. It asks whether the people wish 
thia agency in behalf oS the aoldien in teni 
and in hospital, and on the battle-field— at 
the east, and at the west, and at the sonth 
— to cease ; or whether it is their wiU to 
haTO it oootlnne in ita kigeneaa of plan, it» 
scientiflo exactness, its thorougfanesa of da^ 
tail, i a ptomptnoia in meeting emeaynp^ 
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olea, its ability to do all that the friends at 
home 'Would themselves desire to do for our 
■oldiez*. If the people say it nrast ttill go 
on «-ith its work, then must they ooniribute 
lihprallv cot onlj to the Branches, and to 
the locttl boiuff.s of supply, but also to the 
• CSuitnl beasurj of the Commission ; uid 
M long M'the war oontinuea, so long shall 
ft foil reeozd be fnnuthed to iham.

Hie constancy and methodical liberality of 
tiie Paeifle Coaal to oor Saaitaiy 0<Hnnue- 
•ion as th^ir almoner, ia oor chief de- 
pendence. You will hear a great deal of 
the vast Sanitary Fairs at Chicago, Ciuciu- 
utl, Boeton, BnflUo, Albany, Washington, 
at which vexylaige nuns of money are raised, 
•ad you may very naturally think that it 
must be high water in our Central Treasiuy I 
It ia important that the puupleof Califoniia 
sLoidd understand that all thia money is 
fitly ex])OU(led by tho lirnnclu s themselves 
in the. purchase of supplies — which su})plies 
are forwarded to our receiving depot for 
diatribntion. But the whole cost of distri- 
bvtioo;, with the men, wagons, horses, and 
marhini^ry of every kind whioh tninNportH 
sapplie.s uud makes them uiMjful and saving 
to the army, all thcee aecnmnlated oomfdrta 
and netMv saries falla npou our Central Treas- 
ury; wli it'll lias nioiv to do, and is mure iudis- 
pcuiMible, precisely according to the amount 
Of anppliee that are famished to it The 
more money the Bxanehea hai?e, the more 
BUpplicH we havo; an-1 tln' moii' Niipplies wo

All the mon^ and all the supplies thaft 
oould be raised and ftmiahed woaU be as 

useless t<» the army without us, as the rains 
on the hill sides of the Croton Kiver would 
bo to the city of New York, if the city had 
not built an expensiTe aqueduct; whidi ao» 
cumulates, economizes, and distributee, by 
III) ititrirntc and eo.itly systi m nf mains, and 
gaU.'S,aud trainerH,and pipes,aud Htop-coofca, 
this water to erery house, every kitchen and 
chamber, every waah-bowl and pitcher and 
month in New York! 

The United States Sanitary C'oinmisFvion • 
ia the aqueduct, with its enormous pipes of 
supply, and ita diveraified pipea of distri- 
bution, now laid down over the whole field 
of war, and maintained, with nil the neces- 
sary breakages and changes of position and 
spread of operationa, &om Texas to Kea- 
tnrliy; fnun Kiiii as to Virginia; from the 
Potomac to the liio Grande; from Portland 
to Charlostuu, and Femandina, and Ship 
Island; from Chicago to develaad, Giiiflia-> 
uati, Louisnlle, Cairo, Memphis, MaahTiIle^ 
Chattanooga, and wherever the army stays 
or goes. Understand, then,that the wealth 
of the Branches is indispensable to the sol- 
dier's relief, but the* their wealth only 
makes us poor — by giving us mot-o to do 
and nothing to do it withi We ure like a 
stage company, witii uu immense number 
of paasengera, but left without forage for 
our horaee, or horses for our coaches; or, 
rutlier.we should be so if CaUfoinia di<l not 
make herself the great motive power fur 
the Central Machinery of tiie Seaitaiy 
Commission, and thus furnish horsce an^ 
fofiige. I)y which onr overflow of passmf^ers 
(the supplies!) are all e.\iicditiou.sly trans- 
ported to their destination, (the sick and 
wounded, or the naked and hungry aol> 
diers!)

I rejoice at 
tluBlioIjjMloiiqr. Ih«vataUoiiraUe«iid 
rich men that if they wished the United 
State's Sanitary Commission to llirow itw-lf 
into the aims of its devoted friends in CaJi- 
foniM, and depend whoUt/ on her liberality 
for the tappoTt of ita Contml Machinery, 
that we were not afraid of the result; that 
the newspapers from the interior of that 
Stote and fnm Oregon and Washington 
Territory, as well as private letters, wem all 
a-ssnring mo of the devoted and unstint<>d 
sympathy and pride of the Pueific Coast in 
the unexampled work of mercy and love 
that they had made so lazgetytheurown; and

The United States Sanitary Commission, 
our Ceutnil Board, originated, designed,and 
eat in motion all this now vaat madiinery, 
both in the hionea and peaceful States, 
where supplies are accumulated, and in the 
field, where they are distributed. Its 
operatiotta are on too -mat a scale, its re- 
latious to this war too momentous, ita rec- 
ord too honorable, its work and ? rinciples 
too deeply wrought into the tender experi- 
ences and gratef^ memori s of nearly a 
million of men, who in the field and in tiie 
hospital have at one time or another had 
their hunger and nakedness, their wounds 
and fatigues, their sore feet and bleeding 
limba, miniatered to by thia Inatitation, 
not to make the sagadooa and fore-lookiug 
think, that the time is coming, after Uie 
hurry of this war is over, when the ques- 
tion will be carefully aj^ked, who planned, 
who worked, who supported this United 
States Sanitary Commission, who sni plied 
the brains, and who the heart and who the 



money by which thi<? thf !r\rp >st. most sno 
cessful, and most bcueticent charity which 
Ofafialian hiatoiy haa ever aeen, was set 
•-going and kept s-going? There are even 
people who begin to foresee that the political 
value of a gof>d record in this ComminHion, 
is worth careful consideration. Now, the 
loyal North and West, nnmerona as the de- 
mands which the bounties and the supports 
of boldit rs' families and all the other h>efd 
expenses of the war moke upon tliem, do 
nc^ mean to be behindhand in their sap* 
port of the Oommission. They are begin- 
ning to see, i€ii\ tliiit it is not enough bo 
make their record perfectly clean to snp- 

Iport merely the home branches generously, 
far they f o tea e e that when a due considera* 
, tion is given to the subject, it will appear 
to all that the Ct ntr.il Machinery, the San- 
itary Commission proper, rocogni/.ed by 
the Ckivemment, eo-<»dinated with the 
, medical department, welcomed and trusted 
by the gener il<^. loved and relied npon be- 
cause alone imo wu and seen by the soldiers 
themaelvea in hospital and camp^ ia the 
final heir of whatever interest, or national 
glory, or gratitude thi.s movement has 
awakened, as it is the sole condition of 
the actual aerriceablenesa of the branches 
themselves. Aoooidini^y, the eonntry here 
I is beginning to say that California must 
not nin away with all this gratitude of the 
soldiers, must not fasten on herself the 
eyes of the whole world and all fntore hla- 
tory, aa the head nurse <tf the great 
American array in its memorable and 
glorious war for the permanent establish- 
ment of onr national liberties. We hope, 
atleaat, that this is the growing feeling: 
We eamefitly and fondly desire to make our 
support national, to draw no mure from 
the Pacific than from the Atlantic. We are 
anxioaa to see tiie aoeonnt aqwoed, and aa 
much in the scale, the centre being the 
Rocky Mountains, which hangs on this side, 
as on yours when the war terminates. If, 
however, we are disappointed in this hope, 
we Hhall not be discooiaged; for we ahall 
not be without ynur enthusia.s(ic. v'mi* 
ever growing and etermore gracious and 
cheerfnl snpport. n I wete not properly 
and sincerely jealoos of my own Atiantie

On striving at Newbero, I aongfat the 

depot of the Commission, and was welcom- 
ed by Dr. Pago, the gentlemanly insjiector 
of that district, whose sorvicos in the de- 
partment of the Soath hflivo seoorsd for him 
n re]>utation for probity and elBeieni^ whieh 
is doubtless merited. 

The district allot tc^l to tho doctor covers 
a wide range, embracing in oil sixteen gen- 
eral and post hospitals, indading a conva- 
lescent camp. Tf) nil of these stores have 
been wnppli' il npon the rr'qni.sitions of the 
surgeons, and I am happy to know that the 
most cordial relations exist between the 
surgeons and the Commission, and thai 
they co-operate most earnestly to promoto 
the well'bcing of our trooi^. During my 
visit it was my privilegef to accompany Dr. 
8amnel MeOormiek, the Medical Dbreetodr 
of the Departnu Tst. whose inquiries into 
the ctrndition of the hospitals were thor- 
ough and accurate. It was eqiially pleas- 
ing to notioe the readitaess with whidi the 
Medical Director of the post and bis asso- 
ciates not only re«i>onded to the inve«?tign- 
tions of their superior officers, but were 
anxioos to make a foil exhibit oi all the af- 
faim intrusted to them. Dr. Page 
pnnied the Medical Corps, and the oc- 
casion presented a cheering evidence of tho 
unity and fdlowship existing between the 
sargeons and the Commission, and their 
joint efforts to aid each other iu the great 
work of promoting the comfort of our sol- 
diers. 

The Stanley Hospital at Newbern, the 
Mansfield at Horehead City, and the Ham- 
mond at Beaufort, are the chief in size and 
importance. The two fir.st are erected on 
the pavilion plan, and arc well ordered in 
all respects. Br. McOormiek directed the 
use of China table furniture where tin wan 
used, becau.se of its wholesome nu^ral in- 
fluence upon the troop.s. It i.s niorf home- 
like, and promotes the reflection tliat the 
Government is earefal for the comfort and 
weil-being of its defenders. 

During the siege at Washington, N. C, 
the agents of the Commission were ou 
haud with their vained storcs,and their uso- 
f nlnesa is a matter of reooxd. All the ho*. 
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pital ♦nmsports were well snpplied witli tlui 
meaDii for "aid and comfort" from the 
depot at Newbem. Aboat forty regimenli 
have been wider ioepeotion, tad I judge, 

from nn rTnmination of ninny of their 
campH, that tboy are well ]Hili< <Hl in mnnt 
regurds. I was particularly' impressed with 
Che sabHtaatial and eomf orlable appeanmoe 
of many of the camps. Log houses, witll 
glnT"<l triml'xrs atul open lire-places, are 
coiumoQ. The regimental hospitals are 
generally comfortable and well snpplied. 

In th<^ Tiuirshy district between Newl)em 
and Mon hcad f'ity, and on the line of the 
railroad between these two places, there 
are several encampments, in which there 
hai been mneli siekneaa. At Newport bar- 
rnclc-;, rspocially, the men have snffered 
fnirn int<'rniitt< tit fovcrs. It is unsafe to 
allow the same troops to remain long at a 
time at this poini 7^ quinine ration ktu 
been used /reel t/, and in some badUiet wtA 
marl-fil ivlnuilaqe. If company officers 
wero held to strict accoimt as to the f»re of 
iheir men, and were required to inspect 
each one daily, with reference to under- 
clothing especially, cleanliness, tie use of 
prescribed prophylactic means, the tempera- 
tore and ventilation of quarters, I am 
satisfied much sii^esa wonld be prevented. 
It is not unfrequently remarked that some 
companies in the samo camj) are more 
sickly than others, and the diU'crence is 
donbUcss owing to the diffiarenoe in the at> 
tration and care given to tiie men hj their 
officers. 

LoMt year, the scurvy commenced among 
the troops in this district A early as July; 
and though it did not prevail to an alarm* 

ing extent, it m :is snfficiontly prevalent to 
iudicate the importance of atlopling riirans 
for its prevention this year, if Bonus of 
the land now vacant in the vidmtijr of New« 
bum coold be granted by the Qovenunent 
for garden pnrpo?f's.nnd(»r tlie management 
of the Commission, I am satisfied it would 
be a great bleming to the acmpr in ttiat 
rerrion. The land is a sandy loam, with an 
nlbnaa! Fnb-snil.contnining large qnantities 
of shulis aud other marine deposits; which, 
if brought to the surface as a fertilizer, 
would greatiy increase ita productiveness, 
and insure Inrge crops of eiirly vt^petables. 
The ground might now be prepared for 
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onions, which would be ready for use in 
ApriL Beans would ripen in May; tom^* 
toet in Jvae; and large supplies of carrots 
and potatoes might be gathered at various 

times during the growin-? • \'^'Tn, and a 
considiTfiblc crop stored for \viiifpr use. 
The expense and labor of conducting such 
smaO Isnns as would be neceseaiy to sup- 
ply the several posts on the coast, would ba 
very small, ct»mpared with the immense ad- 
vantage that would accrue to our troops. 

The prisoners of war, confined by rebel 
authorities, ]|ave also been the recipients 
of aid from our apcnts in t1i;s dej):irtment ; 
and the cases of individual relief allbrded 
refugees and to soldiers needing transporta- 
tion, ice., are not a few. Hr. Geo. B. Page 
art<^ as the relief agentiand IS an eamcst 

j work or in the cause.

THE CINCIMNATI FADEL 

The Cincinnati Sanitary Fair having tha 
experience of those of Boston aud Chicago 
to profit by, socras to have outdone them 
both in the variety of its devices for the rais- 
ing of mon^, and in the products of the 
sales. It was opened with speeches from 
General Rosccr.^nz, Bishop McTlvaine, 
Gtnierd Carey, atid other notables, na- 
tional and local. The work fairly started, 
th^ number of things that were done to 
secure its •success defy all description or 
enumeration. There wius an Atitejgrnph 
Committee, whose business it was to hunt 
down celebrities sll over tiie conntty, and 
extort from them something in their own 
handwritin-^ that would satisfy the publio 
craving for this species of curiosity. Of 
Dr. Wendell Holmes, of Boston, they re- 
quired that he should be funny "over his 
own siKnuture," for tins special occasion ; 
and ditlicnlt as it is tu make prnple laugh 
to order, he tcm funny accordingly. There 
has, we venture to say, been nothing in 
this walk of comicality equal to th ' follow- 
ing epistle since the list of book-titles

Tbeie was » Befreshment Hall, and 
it was «i]]«]>li( (1 ill IuvInIi nbmulanco with 
every vuriety of edilde, from every place in 
the neighborhuod. The city and ila vicin- 
was divided into diatriots, and eadi dis- 
trict covered the tables with cooked dishes 
el all kinds on n particnlat daj aaaigned to 



it — coffee, oysters, turkeys, ducks, HnVk- 
ens, hams, tongues, beefsteaks, cakes, 
frnite— and a handled ladies waited on the 
gue«t8. There ivaa n Ladies' Basaar, la 

wliic li almost every thinpf that ladies can 
either dovise or mftnufucturo, or that thoy 
or gentlemen are at all likely to reqniro, 
was exposed for sale. Theie is kardly anr 
art or mnnnfnctnre that was not represented 
at it, and hardly any depnrtmpnt of inrTu'^- 
try in the West which did not contributi- to 
it. And thongb last* not least, there was 
an Art Ghdiery, containing all the most fain- 
able pictures to be found in Cincinnati or 
its neighborhood, lent by their owners for 
tbe occasion. It mu^t nut be forgotten, 
toOfthataswennuokedinonrlaat, Cincin- 
nati, young as it is, possesses a ooUection 
of ]nctures and enf?rftvin|f9 mch «.•« only one 
or two other cities in the Union can boast. 

Tbe proeeeds of the fair are already eal* 
ctilatod in the rough at 9200,000. This is 
ft large advance on that of Boston, niid a 
still larger on that of Chicago, and is 
doobfless due to the experienco gained hy 
the example of tiiese eitiea, as well as to 
the growth of the cnthuaia.sm which the 
Huoccsp of the earlier eflTorts in this direc- 
tion have iu.spircd. There is, of course, 
rety little doubt that New Tork will pro- 
duce ft result in money which will far Stir- 
pass that of all the other fairs put topether, 
and there is no reason why it should not. 

But oar readers will find, on our flisk

The Qovemment prarided 
arms and ammunition in abundivnoe, but hospi- 
tal supplies were lacking; the cause was in 
d iMi^or of j^roat loss hy neglecting wounded men 
in the field ami in the hospitals. Then it was 
that California blazed up suddenly with a bril- 
liant, a golden lights and oar State gained a name 
of which Oklifornians, widi oil their vanity, 
may well be proud. Though the Eastern States 
have 1,'iven much more, their Rifls were not in 
one 1 ir_' ' stfL-im. but in numberle.ss rividets — 
by t>i.it( s, l»y cities, by >ilLiges, by societies.

HELP FROM ABROAD. 

Everybody knows, although we por^sess n(» 
statistics on the subject, that there in hardly 
a dtj of any aim or intMwt in Europe, 
which does not possess a colony of Ameri- 
cans, who have gone aV>rond ritlu>r to study, 
themselves, or to educate their children, or 
to engage in biiaine88« or in quest of health, 
or simply to enjoy themselTes. Tlioy are 
to bo found in London and Paris l)y the 
hundred, in Florence, Borne, Munich, 
Dresden and Berlin, Baden and Pau, by 
the dozen, and are neaily all, especially 
those who are ix^niifttiently resident in 
those places, persons of wealth, or, at all 
events, in very easy circumstances. They 
axe, generally, remarkable for the facility 
with which thoy adapt themselvea to for- 
eign manners and customs, but are equally 
remarkable for the tenacity with which they 
ding to their nationality, and the eager- 
nBBBt and almost ostentation, with which 
they proclaim it. Tlu ir lovo of tli' ir conn- 
try, and interest in it.s fortunes, iu lact, lus 
has been proven by their demeanor during 
the war, seem to gain intensity in the di- 
rect ratio of their distance from it. No 
Americana have been so zealous in their 
support of the Goverumcnt, so uncompro- 
ffiiringin their loyalty to the Union, as those 
whose lot has, since our troiiM< s coui- 
menoed, been oast in fort'i<,'n lantls ; and 
their zeal in its defence has probably been 
quidcened 1^ the fact that they have found 
tiiemselves for nearly three yean, on the 
continent as well ns iu EnfTl uul, incessantly 
engaged in repelling the attacks on the na- 
tional cause, which, strange to say, most 
foreigners, for some time past, seem to take 
ppecial delight in making, whenever, either 
in steamboat, train, holol, or oven in or- 
dinary social intercour.se, they lind them- 
aelves in the company of Americans. 

It has long been a subject of regret that 
this patriotic fervor of tlio Americans 
abroad could not bo made to display iUicll 
in something move snbstantial and aervioe* 



able than a wordy warfare at dinner tables 
and in eaf<9, and that aome meana conld 

not be provided that would enisle them to 
sliare in tliat work of succoring and com- 
forting the armies in the iicld, in which 
everybody at home la in one way or other 
engaged. We are g^ad to say that tiiis 
want has at last been 8np]>licil bv tlie oh- 
tabli.shment iu Paris of an organixati(jn to 
bo known as the "Eckopean Bkancu op 
IBB Umxtbd Stathb SamTABT Comoaaioii.** 
It has been started under the auspices, and 
in a great nioa.sure owing to the exertions of 
Dr. McClintock, the Minister of the Amer- 
ican Chapel in the Bne de Bern, aided by 
a number of active and patriotic Americans, 
either temporarily or permanently resident 
iu the French capital — and there are a 
largo number of sndi. They havo ap- 
pointed a Seoretuy, hired offices, collected 
nioiK>y, aiiil arc cntjililishing brunclicji in 
all the places most frequented by Ameri- 
cans in other parts of Europe, and havo 
placed themselves already in oommunica- 
tion with, and under the control of, the 
Sanitary Commi.'-sion here. Money they 
hope to be able to tmnd us iu cousideruble 
sums— that is, considerable for the numbo* 
of persons from whom it will have to bo 
collected ; and oft'cr at the nnt^^ct to con- 
tribute to our stores what it is difficiUt, if 
not impossible, to procure here, except at 
▼eiy high prices— a quantity of very fine 
and perfectly pure brandy. We are in 
ho})c» that they may be able to do much in 
collecting and forwarding contributions to 
the New York Sanitary Fair from the Tari- 
ous European countries. There is one ser-^ 
; vice wliicli fbcy will mulonl^tedly render, 
which though perhaps not i>o immediate in 
its results, may be oi more permanent ben* 
etit to the country tlian any other, by the 
I difTn>iiiii of information in Europe totich- 
; ing the medical and sanitary aids wliicii the 
nation has provided for ita armies during 
this war. There is certainly notiiing in ova 
history, or in our actui^l social condition, 
I entitling us to .so h\^\i n place in the Kcalo 
of civilization, as our efl'ort« to save life dur- 
ing the last three years; and they only need, 
we are quite satisfied, to be more widely 
known, in ord' r to secure for us n wider 
I and more lasting renown than will eve: be 
' won for ns by our armies. How little they 
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•re yet known in £!itrope is, howeyer, re- 
VMled hj the fact, that at the Saoitaty Con- 
fncaiioe irliioli reoentlj met at Geneva, 

Switzerland, and w;is attended hy tlio 
leading army stirgeons and sanitary re- 
formers in Europe, and of tho proceedings 
af which we gsre a enimiuury in the laat 
nnmber o( the BuUeiin, no mention what- 
ever was made, nor did any thing aeom to 
have been heard by the members of it, of 
ihe foot that the United Statee Sanitary 
ConuniHsiou bad fat over two years been 
engaged in the snoces-^ful prosecution of 
the very work of which the Couierouco met 
to discuss the possibility ; no mention of 
the fact th^t we had xendered, through 
three c:impaign.s, that very aid to the largest 
army in the world, of which they spoke in 
all their discussions as a new, unfamiliar 
problem ; no mention of the vast, oompU- 
oated, and yet perfectly successful organi- 
zation by which this aid h.i i boi n ufforded ; 
no mention of tho great mass of facts of the 
highest interest, and of tiie completest 
noveltj, bearing on this whole question of 
the sanitaiy condition of armi<'.s in the 
field, which we have collected and col- 
lated, and which ore to be found in the 
doonmeuts whieh we have for the laat three 
years been scattering broadcast over tho 
country. Of courso, this extraordinary 
omission, this strange spectacle of scientific 
men meeting to disoaaa, in the heart of En- 
rope, tho posfjibility of constrooting a ma- 
chine which had boon for years in snceoMs- 
foi operation only a fortnight's distance 
from whwe they sat, was due simply to 
ignorance. We owe it to the cause of sci- 
encp aiil humauify, tlurefore, not Irss 
than to uar own fame, to see that this igno- 
rance is removed by a wider diffusion in 
Europe of the printed reoords of our labors, 
and this the "European Brandi"wi]l aid 
US materially in doing. 

Omt DQINQS IN WASBINQTON. 

The agency established by the Commis- 
fiion for the jmn lia'^r' of supplies for the 
hospitals in Washington, lost summer, of 
the nature and objeot of which a full ex- 
planation win be given in No. 4 of the 
liu!!''!':i, has now been in opoation six 
months, aud the report of the agent shows 
ihe total weight of the supplies purchased 



in Philadelphia and delivered in Washing- 
ton daring that period, as taken from the 
manifests of the Express Company, was

Although there vros considerable com- 
plaint made nt tho first by tlie stewnrdf? as 
to various oi'ticks furnished, aud idso 
the prices of some of the supplies, we are 
oonvineed it was partly from the fact thai 
it was a new work, and that v.- •5t.irl<'d be- 
fore we were fully ready, and before there 
was a definite understanding between the 
purchasing agent in Philadelphia and the 
agent in this city, who was assigned to this 
duty, as was supposed, only temixirarily. 

As a rule, the surgeons of the hospit4ds 
seem perfectly satisfied that the supplies 
whieh they receive through the Sanitary 
Commission aro of better quality, and at a 
much less price, than tliey could have ob- 
tained the same in ihe markets of this city. 

Some of.tiie stewards of the hoi^tals 
still get a Iarg(; amount of their supplies in 
the Wa-shliif^ton market ; and one of the 
reasons that led the Sanitary Commission 
to undertake this woris was, to prevent the 
stewards feom receiving a per cenk from 
the dealers there. 

If the order i.s.sued by the M< tli< al Di- 
rector to the surgeons of tho hospitals, 
bearing date of June 23d, 1888, in whieh 
he says: "The Surgeon-General dincts 
that the purchase of sueli supplie s will bo 
made by yon from no other source, except 
1 incases of emergency," was obeyed to thn 
letter, there is little doubt that the men 
' iti llu hospitals would get a larger nraonnt 
of fresh f ' > 1 than tli- y can if the stewards 
are allowed to purchase elsewhere, and in 
Aim ^nj redttidng the hoqntsl fund lower 
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thAn it voold hmwe been had they pur- 
ebMed fluoni^ the Oomadmaan* 

If the hospitals were all fully 8upplie<l l)y 
the Commission, it w^mlil be no extra px- 
peuse, cither iu piu'chiiumg ur iu iDHuriug, 
as the foroe whieh ia neoeaaaiy to do the 
ttUkQnt of work now done, coald do what 
cxtni 'norl< tliere vonld be from the in- 
create ^>f orders.

HOW 1 liK UKllEL PRISONERS FARE. 

The subjoined commnnieation from one 
oi ma iaspeotora on the oonditUm of the 

reb«l prisoners at Point Loolcout, Md., 
is fi very emphatic n-joindcr to the connt^er 
charges of ill treatment and starvation with 
whidi the Riefamond papecs are now seek- 
in^ to cover up tbemisoondQctof their own 
ofticial.s with refrnrd t(»ournicn. When we 
last wrote on thin bubject, there was a good 
deal in the sanitary condition of the oamp 
at Point Lookout that admitted of im- 
provement. Tn other words, there was a 
want of thorough policeiug, though not 
greater than is occasionxdly seen in our own 
oamps, where offieen are inattentiTe to one 
of their most important duties. This has 
now ]>oen remedied, and the fart with re- 
gard to the prLsoners' increase in weight, 
which onr inspector prodnces, prorea be- 
yond <jii lion that phy.«ically the condi- 
tion lit' a Confederate .soldier in our custody 
is much better than it would be if serving 
intheianksof anyof hisownaimiea. And 
this is something that nobody will regret. 
Nofliing can aid better in breaking down 
the militarj' power of the Confederacy, 
which is now, beyond question, all that re- 
maina of tiie rebellion, than the kind treat> 
ment of the men who fall into our hands. 
Any tliinfj like retaliation for the cruelties 
iutlicted on our prisoners at liichmond, 
woold onfy be excusable on the ground 
that it was nece8.>^iiry to secure a mitigation 
of their siifTcrin^Ts. Il< sort to it, for any 
other rcaiiuu, would not only evince a want 
of sdf-respeot on onr part, bntwonM be 
exceedingly bad policy. 

Oeneral Tititler lia-t, wo believe, sought to 
fortify his position in the negotiations 
now pending for an exchange of prison- 
ers, by the affldavita of aereral reb^ non* 
commjsaioiled officers, toaobing the food 
and clothing of the prisoners, and we are 
iut'urmed their tenor is very similar, and on 
some points atronger, than that of the ze* 
ports of onr agents.

THE PBOTBCnVB WAR-OLAIM AGENCT 

IN PHILADELPHIA. 

Tho ProfocHve War-Claim Agency of the IT. S. 
Sanitary Commission had its origin in the de- 
rire to effsel • pvompt nMement of the ohims 
fif soldiers and their relativ.'s npon the Qovem- 
nent, and to afford protection against the ex- 
orbitant demands too often made by claim 
agents. The meamm met with the cordial ap> 
prov<\l of the df-partments at Washinfjton, 
whose labors it tended to facilitate by dimin- 
ithtag the opportonitiea for the proaeeatioa of 
flmndolent claims. A board of managers was 
organised, and an examining? snrtfoon and soli- 
citor were appointed in May, 1803, and, in the 
aaaie nmib, an oOea was opened in the Inild- 
ingoccTij^ in^ liyflp- U. S. Sanitary OonUDiasEon, 
at No. 13U7 Chestnut street, Philadelphia. The 
result has ftally demonstrated the valtte of the 
enterprise. Without any f^pecial eiTortlooaU 
pnhlie attention to the work of the acfeney, 
nearly one thou»iuid claims were presented to 
ft in the first six months of its operatioa, and 
the hnsiness haw ?!>io'm each mo'ith a steady 
incresM. Two-thirds of these claims were pre- 
ftned by soldiers coming from all parts of the 
loyal States, who had been honoiaUy dis- 
charged from the United Stat'-s serviee by rea- 
son of wounds or sickness incurred therein, and 
the leiBaiiider wata made hgr the rehUfca of 
d' I' iHed soldiers. In addi(i"n to Wh regular 
work of proseenting claims for pension and ' 



bounty, the agency has been instrumental in 
obtaining their descriptive lists for soldiers who 
had Mb Humftf in hospital without pay for 

wnjit of those p;!]» rs, mv\ in enrrccting, through 
the aid of its correttpoudeuts at Washington, 
eirara in the ifaud atatamenti of diaehaiged 
boldiers, which would otherwise have occasion- 
ed them serious loss. By an arrangement with 
the paymaster, M^or Taggart, and the United 
States District Attorney, the back pay doe 
prisoners of war at Richmond in also procured 
for their wives or mothers upon suihcient proof 
being made of aodi captivi^ and of the claim- 
ant's identity. These matters are nil tuijusted 
and payments made without any cost to the ap- 
pUoant, except a trifling fee paid to th^e magis- 
trate for executing the necessary afldtviti. I'ha 
suvitivf thus rflVctrd to ])arti»'^ who are, in near- 
ly every cose, of very limited means, ma^ be 
oompnted already at thomanda of doilara. A 
few instances, selected at random, will etl'eet- 
ually prove this : A woman, re.sidint: in Phil- 
adelphia, whoso husband diod m tiie Stiivicu 
iifaaint eighteen moufha ago, applied, ahovtly 
after his il. atb, to a firm doing Inasiucss as 
claim agents, who engaged to procure her pen- 
sion and hoonty for tiie aim of ten dollars; at 
the end of eighteen months they handed OTSV 
to her the amount of her claim for bounty, less 
a charge of twent}'-fivo dollars for their services, 
and then told her that Ihej had owlooked her 
claim f"! p ti-;on altogether, .\nnther lady, 
the widow of an oflioer, to whom large arrear- 
ages ware due, but whose claim required veij 
little proof, and that of the simplest aort» aOid 
was promptly niljusted by the d. purtm jnt, was 
forced to pay ten per cent to a chum agent, 
whom she had amploy«d for its ooUection. Al* 
though a severe penalty is imposed by the act 
of July 14, 1862, where the charge by an attor- 
ney for proeeenting a pension claim exceeds the 
sum of five dollars, the provision is often evad- 
ed, by charges for additional paper?;, which 
are seldom ret^uisito if the claim is originollj 
properly prepared. 

One grrat liinderanco to the satisfactory ad< 
justment of claims for the bounty and bark jmy 
of soldiers dying in the service, and it is feared, 
to the work of enlisting reemitR, is fonnd infha 

tcdions process to whieh those i hiirji ; ii.-e ^wh- 
jected before final notion upon thetu is had at 
the Second Auditor's Department At least a 
year usually elapses from the date <if the sol- 
dier's d> ath before the bounty and back pay 
remaining unsettled can be secured to his 
widow or children. This period ia nanaOy tha 
one in which his loss is mo.st felt, peenniaiily, 
by his Dajnily. Legislation npon this point,

The value of the ProlfOlive War-Chvim Agency 
most be evident from thid staU'uent of itH pur- 
poses oad priucipied. il auy farther evidence 
of ita light to the oonfldenco of the soldier, and 
thefrifti ls ii th solili( r, were needed, it would 
be found iu thu uUaraottsr of its ofiicere. Mr. 

H. Tilghman ia lha Ohairman of the Com* 
inittff, and aiuong its directors are Horace Biu- 
ney, Jr.. Alexander Brown, William WeLsh, lion.

DRESS AMD U¥ai£N£ IN THE BltlTI^U 
ABMT. 

Whatever errors are conspicuous in the dress 
of the army and the volunteer force, may be 
traced mainly to a neglect of those hygienic 
eonaidaratiosu snggested by the dutii 8 peculiar 
to the Boldior and the voltmteer. The former is 
aacriliood to decorate sartorial cffectu; the lat- 
ter haa too commonly saciifloed himself by 
adopting an attire which is but a mon^frel ver- 
siuu of the dress of the soklier of the line, lack- 
ing the rulief derived from brilliancy of color 
and ornamentation, and equally nnsnitad tot 
actives service in the field. What can bo more 
lamentable, from an teathetical point of view, 
than A volvnteer r^ment oorapoaad of the long 
and flio short, the meiii^^re aud the sioiit, the an- 
piilar and the rounded, clad in tight^lilting 
uid Htraight-cat trowaen? Fitted only for the 
weU-f^mned, no dreaa more folly brings into 
prominence all the ugliness of the ill formed; 
dependent upon the integrity of the etiff hues 
originally devised and set up by the tailor, and 
not on easily and gmoeAiUy flowing folds* for 
moh hmOj t» it poaaagt M ,a o ne ia novo «n-

That complete diffuiuon of body and limbs on 
the pround, which is a neoessity of proper rait 
aft'-r ninrrhint: or fighting, ia an impoesibility 
while the body and oxtreraittes are so tightly 
girthed; and comfort in squatting on the hams 
or hotoling ia to ba ohtainod only by ndUaaa in> 
difference to thr orivrinalibrmataonandiirtagrilif 
of the inexpressibles. 

It needa bnt a glance at the condition of dreM 
of the regular soldier off dnly at nightfall, in 
in the fi -M, in rnmp, or in bnmickB, to see that 
the tight litiiiitj tunic and btruightrcut trowaem 
were devised only for the erect poeitiott. Bmj 
V'ltt'in unloo.st d, to Ki^:'r.r»< '.i-e.' (Vgree of flreo* 
dom to his limbs, he is the very antithesia of 
the ordeily, welt-aet looomotive nnilbnn whidi 
most gratifies the eyes of the martinet 

The loose jacket with which the soldier is 
permitted to indue himself in the intervals of 
dn^ia not merely a bygimierequiaita, bnt it i« 
also necessary nfi n prcventivp nf mufiny. 

Previous to the Crimean war, the soliber, sar* 
torically regarded, waa aimply looked npon aa • 
tailor's block, and not as a living sentient beiitg. 
It was anticipated that the inquiries nf the 
Hoyal Commission of 1857 on the sanitary state 
of the anny,woii]d gitra ttia eoi^diiyrves to fliia 
perverted notion. Certainly they led to the ex- 
cision of that portentous decoration and illimi^ 
able espenditoie of braid and gandy woiatedi^ 
wUdk bad previously couBtituted the Ughaat 
aipresnion of military wsthetics. 

But the great principle by which the Com* 
mission aooght to ballast the aartocial vagaries 
of the IIorse-Guards ha.s proved tar less effect- 
ive than was to have been desired. "Too much 
importance," said tite Commiflaion, **eonnotba 
attaohed to an easy adjtistment of the clothing, 
so as to le«v«» to the respiratory and other 
organs of the body, as well as to its muscular 
daTsIopmentt the ntmoat freedom." Six yean 
have elapseil siiiofl this important opining was 
enonciated, yet we find a recent cummittoe of 
oflloen formed fmr the purpose of simplifying 
the cqnipment of the soldier, occupied chiefly 
with the following questions: The nnhstitntion 
of a loose serge-jMket for the lighi-titaiig uud 
nneomfortable shell-jacket, now in oae tor nun- 
mer nnd ordinnn.' field da3*s; the selection nf a 
forage cap of preseutable aq)ect and comfort- 
able fbr wear, the Kilmarnock oap in nae being 
aa difficult to "set up" and keep in order 
as starched linen, and when set up destnietiv© 
of mental aud cranial comfott; reiuoviug^p^e 
udeaa band-alaab ef the tonio, and giving m 
larger and more comfortable alsevsi. Other at- 
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temtioiw in dnas mmI eqaipmeiitB are pco- 
pond, all t' lvliug to coAC Bomcwhat tho bound- 
Hp limbs of the unhappy aoldior. Is there no 
x^tuy Tenfcldioeldi to sboir that ease end 

freedom, dnnibility and uilitfliy smartness and 

hundsamcness, nre not inconsistent with each 
other, and may bo cooibiued iu one attractive 
whole? 

The n cf lit Royal Commission on the fnffljlff* 
army approached the subject of dress irllb 
gnat difitdepoft Adndtttng there had been 
great impVOTenuntM of lato yeiin^, it gnvn a 
qualified approval to the prcsi nt drr ss of tho 
European boldier in the tropica, and liiuited its 
■DggestioaB to the imdeit^othing, Ihe head- 
dress, and the boots. It nrRfd th:it the nse of 
a light daanel garmeut next the skin fehould be 
made impevaliTe— an admirable soggaation, if 
the textnro of the material be rach aa not to 
make nrlnption a torture. 

Tiio lonu siud structure of the boot were just- 
If animadverted npon. The EngUah gentle* 

men's brood-soled, broad- tood. flnt-hf r Ir d walk- 
ing shoe or boot, is the perfection of a covering 
tat the foot, in form, ease, and utility. Why, 
then, should our soldiers be condemned to the 
present wretched shapeless abortions ofnmiiiu- 
llition- boots ? The head-dress, murderously 
perverted too often at home, is of pre-eminent 

imjKirtunce in Tn'liru Tt ■vvmil;! > impossible, 
probably, to suggest any thing to s&rpass in 
ease, oomfintt or elegance, a modilleatioB of the 
turban; but the conventional sartorial notions 
of the military mind seem to inteqjose an in- 
superable obstacle to its adoption. The wicker- 
woA hdmet nov in nae in fiidia affbida eoo- 
sidtTuble protection to the head agninpt the 
sou's rays; bnt several improvements are sug- 
gested bj Mr. Jnlins Jtltnjt, F. B. 8.« of the 
Bengal army, to which the Commission directs 
partienliir attention. "He proposes to make 
tho outer shell of the helmet double, with a ven- 
tilated apaoe betmen the layers, and within the 

ehell th'Tc in ri lining to fit tight to the head, 

leaving another ventilated space between the 
inmr sniliMieof the shell and the wearet^s head. 

The objeotof the eontrivanco is to insure Uie 
passage upwards of two distinct currents of 
heated air between the outer shell of the helmet 
and the head. In order to diminish the power 
of the outer shell to absorb the sun's rnys, the 
inventor proposes to cover it with a thin, high- 
ly-polished Betsllie autflKM.

But to stand in lUe 
midst of a Christiaa community, known and 
widely reported for its charity, whose example 
iaqnolad tlw world orer— to stand in soon a 
oomnuuiity to nlaad for aiieh a ohariliy as that 
we mam meet to aerre, that is not a ta^, or 
eifWI adaty. but a necessary pleiusure. Allusion 
lia9 been made already to tuu genenil topics of 
the d.iy, the couflict which is waged and yet to 
bo waged— that which ^ives occasion for such a 
BMeting as tliis^ but it is not of these that I 
wnildor aball apeak, bat simply a wand or two 
ilk rejinird to those that have gone ibrth^nd are 
■nfiF'riu'; in this conflict. I w,»s asked to-day 
by a friend, wliom I see present this eveuinj?, 
whether I thought tins 8;vnitary Commission 
was really needed, and whether there was not 
some little humbug about it ; for, he mud, he 
ynfi told by a friend that an officer in the army 
had informed him tiiat fliere was no need of it, 
no oeeasion for it I cannot say who that ofH- 
ccr wiis; I w ill not suppose but that ho w;is sin- 
cerely mistaken ; but I hav.' n i li iubt that he 
was mistaken, wholly and «beolut4.'Iy, for I do 
not speak merely in conse^Nlloa of the euthn- 
Btaatio nttenaoss which yon aa well as I heard 
hen last yesr from that moat laborious paUic 
Rervant. Dr. ni Hows, nor merely from tno re- 
ports in the j)iip*jrs. It has been my f^ood for- 
tune to havo a brother-in law called into this 
service, and for more than a year be has been 
MMKtag in behalf of the sick and wounded of 
our aimy in Washington, Fhiladelphia, fialti- 
nore, New Totk, ana New Oileaus, where he 
now is ; and it is through him that I learn of 
the interior r<»4ility of this grout niissiou of 
mercy; and th(Hii;h I do not undertake to en- 
dorse that which uoeda none, yet 1 say I have 
no more doubt of its necessity and mercy than 
of the sun that shinas in the heaTons by day, 
or any other CmjI of my ari s lsBca If iSoMt 
lingers in any mind a doubt— and "he that 
.donbtcth is diimned already," it is said— of the 
the gi-ent i^'IimI of thin ftMSOi'iation, Id th<- doubt 
be <ueared away at onco. I hare contideuoe in 
the society and the men who manage it, and 
then is no other nhannel throogh which yon 
«aa bttlsr eomvey yoor help to those who need 
it than this. I have sometimes thought that 
we know very little of true patriotism. It is 
not snch ao we who are comforUiltle .it Imme 
and pitch from the loaf of our abundance a 
cmmo here and there a large crumb perhaps 
Dram the individaal, bnt how small in the i^- 
gvegata, when oomparsd with our oomfbrts and 
the necessities of those to whom it is given. I 
was conversing to-dsy.with a ftiend of former 



years, who in an incident she related to me r^ 
vealed the temper of her ovm kind heart Har 
little boy, not able to speak plainly, seeing • 
pale soldi or on the street oefore her house, went 
up to him and asked him if he was sick. The 
soldier replied. No, thiit ho was hnnRry. The 
boy lispeil out in his broken prattle, '• Al;ikcej>s 
a soldiers' hotel; oome in." Ilo came in nnd 
got a cup of coflba, and the little fellow, en- 
coon^ by the aMeeaa which had attended hia 
ftrst endmvor, went ont and bronght in twenty- 
seven others. They had been on a boat trarel- 
ing from Friday until Monday, with niiniins? to 
eat but onwckurs and river water, andwerr luita 
rca<ly to appreciate tho excellent breakfast to 
which they soon sat down. Aa they sat at ths 
t^ble, the good lady noticed a resemblance be> 
tween two of them--they were brothers. ** Aht* 
said she, "hov.- pleasant it mu.it be to have a 
brother with you in the army." "Oh." hn r<v 
jiUr l, '-th re ure more thfui t.vo, tln^re are five 
of US brothers here." So there were; five stal> 
wart, brave fsllowa had gone togathar from ona 
fanuly. Thara was anothar iriio waa a oiippla 
who eonM not go, and another who waa too 
young, bnt it was all they could do to prevent 
the old man troint: too. That I cull i)!itriotism. 
W'Im of tis d.int- ntiy thiti.; thiU <- \n bo men- 

tioucil in the s;uu" day as tliat? I know of in- 
stances in which the only child has gone and 
not been taken back; and when one and another 
fUla, and every dsr brings nearer the prospect 

that this only chil l m'ly fall. I know heroin 
mothers who stjiud lirm to the offering they 
have made, and will uot dr.nv I nick thrir t^ittl 
Who of us is patriotic in this measure i" L»et 
me read a line from a young woman, a woman 
of education and enltnre, belonging to a wealthy 
family in the Wevt, idio haa given most of har 
time since the war began to the soldier's ser- 
vice, having gone ont with tho first regiment 
from thi\t noble .Stats, Indiana: 

," Nothing ever tonohed me so muah as cheers 
from those hospital eots. When the fiill of 
Vicksburg was announced in Jackson Hospital, 
at Memphis, tho whole great building, fllle«l 
with terribly wounded, ran^; for an hour with 
cheers and .songs. Some saner and shouted who 
never had strength to speak avain, and many 
who knew thev ahoold never hear of another 
victory on aaxtb. 

" T m:\ trying to bo patient and stay at homo 
without fretting; but I can't see how peoi>le can 
say, ' Well, you ought to rost and ouioy your- 
self awhile, you have done enough. AJl the 
wmk I ever hod in my life that gave me f^l 
heart-room and the best of rest and joy is that 
same hospital work, and nothing oonid indu^ie 
nv to eud'.ire this sort of ' rest' a minute but 
that fatiuT uotds lue, and ray duty is at homo 
for the proKent I jiray < very hour for tha 
chance of going hack with a (dear flOBaoiso<ft 
aadlknawIahstL 

' I rtpeak of it aa ' work.' It isn't work to ma. 
I lovt everylx^dy who ba-s rai.sed a hand for true 
love of the c luso, luul my tirat enthusiasot 
never wore off. Ignorant, filthy, and ooersena 
soma mast be who noed the services of hospimi 
nurse, yet always the first ais^ of a wmad m 
a pole bee that is the price of a asrrioe to onr 
couutrj', makes it« owner a hero to nif at onoo, 
and all labor for him on honor and ^mtmsa.

TTing durii;;; luy services thera 
I had taken in my h:ind n pail of ired lemonade^ 
prepared from the vtoi< s ol the t'otnmisaion by, 
some ladies from Kew York, who were with na^ 
and went not to the cars to distribnte it among 
tlie wtu'.nilfd. I never shall forget one poor 
fi lli-nv I saw there. He bad been i Tt for dead 
on till! fieUl, and tho reb -Is had r' ><jlK' I him of 
everything that is their profession; they have 
done it ever sinco the bciginning of th^ war; 
thcnr had token all his olotkMas» and he was wrap* 
ped in a bhmkei He was scarcely able to 
Kjiralv. but ho sliowc 1 mo Ids wounds, and I 
gave him a f^las:; of k a:ouadc, for which he re- 
turned a look of inexpreasiblo gratitude. A 
Imll had taken out liis right eye and came out 
Ijebind his car, and ho was not expected tt) live; 
but two or three weeks oftierward, in a hospital 
where J went to find some of the Foorteendi 
Kcgiment boys, I found him with a |xit di over 
his eye, seemingly getting well, aud lie ^aid to 
mc : "Sir, I wish I ha'l a house an 1 ha to give 
you. " Now I was only the instruiuent of Iho 
kimitury Commission; it was their ice and their 
IcmooaUe, and I waa simpljr the iasimnieot to 
earryit from their beat to tke car, to this poor 
fedow Yen: may give tiKUiy floUars', but canuot 
pay for or balance tin- e< :!;luit aad good they did 
tlint n.an and thousnruls o) ot!)- r.'^ liko liiin. And 
Huch «oeii.M aH this I wilii. ?«pd cuuslaaliy during 
the four diiTS and nigbl' 1 )\n liucd there. 

The Bgcu'ts sod employees of the Uommlseioa 
(but few of them psid. I am happy to say) ren* 
di Ted most elllcii'tit and faithful service thu v^ bole 
time. I will tell you auothir instance of how 
good a thing this .Sanitary Commi^sioa is. A 
yi>nng man camv to me oue cveuiug, »iiyiag : 

There in a youtig man ia the ei'eond cabin vrboa 
I tbiok yoa would like to see." '* Thej are rebels 
there."! said. ••Yes," be repUed. •*lhey are; 
bnt come aud ace the man." I went with \\\va, 
and mei iing on the stairs that good man nnd true 
phiUnthropiht, Mr. iJarMay, of I'l ilaJ Ipli a, ht* 
went with us.

The Couuiii.*sioa was tU- re 
again, long ahead of the Governmeut. with nil 
their plenteous bounty, bestowing it with a 
liberal band on all who needed it.

*TBS WORK OF RELIEF TS BASXBBN 

VIRGINIA AND MARYLAND. 

T>r. Steinor, Chief Inspector of Kelief, 
hsx3 mode tho following very intereating 
■eport «t tbe eession of the Oomnuarion now 

being hold in Washington, on tho work 
of relief since July last, in tlm armiri of 
Eastern Virginia nnrl Marviand, excci)ting 
tho troops ia Washington, iialtimoro, aad 
Utryland: 

The Field Belief Corps, plaoed in tho 

Array nf Ihn Potomac July 18, ISfiH, has 
einco that time steadily labored in that 
field, down to tho date of the present Bc- 
port, gaining the zespeet end oonlldenoe of 
the officers of the army as well as tho good 
will and gratitude of the men. It has bixjomo 
an ''uislilutioa," so to spcak,ia the army,and 
lifts adapted itadf in atach a vajrto meet the 
wants of tho iflmoe, that the plnn of the 
Commission, as n sttpplemcntaiT- organiza- 
tion to tho medical corps, acting with its 
approbation, and, where U It possible, un- 
Aar its direction, has been strictly earned 

out. Experience hn" \)''rn f:;;itj; (l liy its 
members wliieh Inn •wond'. rfally increased 
its efficiency; and I have no hesitation now 
in claiming for it the Hghl to be oonndered 
one of the best modes, if not the very best, 
of administering the lio!intie<^ of the people 
to the soldiers, without interfering with the 



regular rodtino of military life and dieoi* 
plino iu tlie alightcst manner. 

The opemtionB of this corps have bom 
couJ acted up to date in the manner indi- 
cated in document No. 72, viz. : the ugenta 
live iu the re.si>^ctive corps to which they 
have been assigned by the snpevintendeni 
have their tents pitched along with fhe 
ambulance corps, where their wa'^on'? and 
stores are generally retained. Titey visit 
tho hospitals, whether division, brigado, or 
regimental,flnd onfc wants from the medical 
ofllecrs or from personal insp ction, and 
then see that these arO stipplie l, the sur- 
geons generally dispatching ambulances or 
wagons for them; or,i|i ease of their inabil> 
ity to obtain thi^ transportation, the agent 
employs his own wagon for the purpose. 
When the army moves the sanitary wagon 
moves with it. The agent looks ont for 
cases where individual relief is needed, and 
furnishes it directly, because such c.iscs are ^ 
sometimes so circumstanced that it would 
be impossible to get medical attention,wift> 
ont long dday. By his aequaintonee wifli 
the oflSccrs of tho corps he is enabled to 
move alnn;^ tlie man-hing cohuiiii unhiuder-* 
ed by qucstiunn that would necessarily meet 
the stranger. The reports of the agenti^ 
referring to tho movements of the army of 
the Pdtomae, will show how great were the 
opportunities nlTorded them from timo.to 
time of bringing kindly relief to tiie suf- 
fering and wayworn soldier. 

This work deinaji !'^ not only zee-l and 
earnestness, but that the agent should be 
possessed of a good judgment, enabling him 
to distingnish between an affectation of 
suffering and distress and that which is real 
and unafTected. Tlio former can be a^sumod 
by the malingerer iu so plausible a way 
that the novice to this work of philanthrbpj 
is always liable to gross deception. Ha 
gives hcrnuxe tho demand is nimh' Ha 
doi!s not investigate the nature of this de- 
mand, nor the probable tntth on wbidiilii 
based. He gives freely and without stinl 
Tlio nnle'j'^rving are thus rewarded for 
their cuniiiii;: :ind liei, and the stores which 
the sympathizing women of the nation have 
forwarded for the use of flie suffering, are 
prostituted to satisfying tlie greed ' f tho 
worthless. This is especially the easr? with 
lady visitors to our camps. With hearts

full of genennw eyirpathy, and spirits 

wigor to rolicTe suiTcring — their sole desire 
being to aid their brothers in the name not 
«ufy of a (SomaMm national canse, Imt in 
aeoordAnce with the Christian rule that 
meat should be given to the luingrv, drink 
to the thinity, lodging to the houseless, 
clothing to tho naked, and consolation to 
tlioae in prison. The idea of dece|ilaon on 
the part of those requesting aid is never 
dreamed of bv tlu-se minihttTs nf cliaritv. 
Their miissiou is a holj one, and all thought i 
of nntmib on the part 9it thoae daiming 
a6i>ihtaiir( is nroessarily absent from their 
minds. There is anoDicr class of persons, 
also, unfitted for tho work of relief — thohe 
proceeding from State orQianiiations, and 
vager to give pnblieilj to tiie resnUs of 
Iheir operations in the army. They give 
t<» eve n" one asking, give froi ly, and thus 
do uijuxy also to tho cause of relief. The 
]»xincip]e nnderlTiog the work of the Bdief 
Agimta of tho Sanitary Commiaaion — that 
nndcrlying the •whole debign of tho Com- 
mission — is to work as for as possible with 
^the approbation of the Medical OiBccrs, 
fonuahing supplies under their orders, or 
directly to indiridual oases after eaiofiilly 
examining into the real character of such. 
A sound judgment, unaffected by mere 
aentimentaJiam, ornnanapectingtendehieBa 
of heart, and most certainly froo from all 
desire of parade nnd show — u Bound judg- 
ment, I say, conjoined with an earnest sym- 
pathy with real suflfering, and a holy love 
of the Union and nil its defendexa— 4hi8 is 
imperatively de manded from every one who 
wi hes to do satiiifactory work in tho way 
Of Field Belief. • 

One important f catnre in cor opeiationB 
is, to make cvoit effort so that the soldier 
shall receive every i\i\v\<i to wJiich lie is 
entitled from Uovorument. Whenever 
artidee are property obtainable from the 
purveyor, quatteinuater, or commiaaaiy, 
an efl'urt i.s always mode to aid liim to .secure 
such from the regular sources; and when 
thia faila, then to eome to the reaone with 
the yolnntaxy bonnttea of the people. If 
the waiit is so imminent as to demand im- 
mediate attention, the needed stores are 
fumiiihed at once. 

In the molitb of Kofember mjr attention 
waa dixeoted to a plan for the addition of a 



flying ambnlance arrangement to the Field 

Belief Corps. After some weeks' considera- 
tion of this subject, on the 23d of the same 
month I approTed a plan which waa pro> 
posed by a Buaataa physician, Dr. Heripan 
Boalen, who wns represented as haTing had 
considerable experience during the Crimean 
war in the management ol a flying ambtt> 
bnoe d^Kti Thia plan waa ahortly after> 
wards put into operation, through the or- 
ders of the aa.sociate secretary in ^Va^^hing- 
ton, Mr. Knapp. Finding on my return to 
duty, after a few wedca' leave of abaence, 
necessitated by increasing indiqaoaition, 
that this flMiig ambnlance arrangement 
would not be required during the winter, 
and that Tery important cfaasgea would btf 
neeeeaary before it woold adapt itself to 
the iici'ds of tlie romiriissioTi, an order wa.** 
issued dispensing with it on December 11« 
1863. 

HiM artangemenla for the Fidd Belief 
Oorpa during tho coming quarter will 

quire certain changes, whieli "eeonomy and 
the character of the needs of an army in 
winter qnarters leqnire. It ia intended 
that the agenta shall have the Add atore- 
house, vrhich is generally situated at tho 
quartermaster's depot of supplies, as their 
headquarters. The wagons will be brought 
in during the moofha of inaetivity. The 
agents, with their saddle horses, will mova 
through the enr}>H as occasion shall require, 
ascertain what wauta exist, and endeavor 
to have these anppUed, either through the 
medical officers, or by personally carrying 
the stores and directly meeting iiulivitliKil 
want. The superintendent will have tho 
opportunity of learning almost daily the 
eonditton of the work in each coxpa, and of 
giving directions continually on the .subject. 
The whole family will have frequent oppor- 
tunities of jiroiitiug by each other's cxpe- 
rienoe, and stimulating each other to eon* 
tinuous good work. One or more wagons 
will be retiiined at tho field store houso to 
meet such emergencies as may require tho 
troaafer anddraty iA atorae fkom one point 
to anothor. "When aetiTO operationa aco 
once more resumed in the army, the wagona 
will be replaced. It must be understood 
that in this arrangement it is not uecesaarj' 
that the agent ahould readi the fidd atoro- 
houae etery nif^t— indeed, the nature of 
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liis bnniMM mny require him to remain 
anraj from thf 111 ;uL[itnrtorfl for days on a 
%ip — tlie only change of the plan aa re- 
gards the qnarten of the agent being that 
CheM nhall be now for Che irlnter at the 
field Btore-housp, and not sepentted from. 

the rest in each corpn. 

An earnest effort hoa been made to keep 
(be expenses of tiiia eorps within raosonaiUe 
limits, and the compensation aUowed the 
agents is barely enongh to meet the ex- 
penses neceseariljr incurred; still thoro has 
been no oomidMnt, beoanse the sorvioe has 
been entered upon with • strong nttadi- 
nent to the Fe<loral cause, and an anxious 
desire to aid those who are so nobly fighting 
ia its defence. The ordinary life of the 
nnny when inaetiTe offinrs no attraetions to 
most men, althongh the ])n)mpting» of 
mofbid enriosity will bring them in ho.sts 
to battle- fields; and it is daring this inaolivo 
Ufe thftt our relief agents am called upon to 
do yeoman's service. They mnst labor so 
that all obstacles to health shall be removed, 
and that the soldier shall be fitted for vhat- 
0f9r maj be required of him. A strong 
aenae of dnty mnst be the loHng motive, or 
more attractive positions would draw them 
off. Again, the position is freqnontly one 
of danger. Some of the agents have been 
under the enemy's fbre in the perforatanee 
of their duty, and all of tibem arc exposed 
to capture in their lonesome rides through 
the coi'ps of the army. Our portion aa the 
idnumefsof a people's bonnteonaotmsidm^ 
tion for the sick and wounded, has as yet 
practiciilly ""f been rocognizr-d by the 
authorities of the Confederate (iovernment. 
One of oor teamsters, attached to the 5th 
Corpt, Oeorge W. Longley, was seised by 
the rebels in a late attack on the army 
train, and is now believed to bo u prisoner 
in RichmoiiiL Considering that the in- 
variable role of the Oommlsrion has been 
to snpi^ the wants of nil the wounded and 
enffering within the Federal lines, and that 
flie eyes of all Europe have been • tamed 
toward the general raeognition of a cori^s 
. ot iMjlrmiers V^olotUmrea as free from cap- 
ture in time of war, (as specially shown in 
the lato GongresB held at Geneva,) it is 
mortifying to find that a aimilar reoogni- 
tion wilt not be granted bj the Sontham 
«onteatante to panona holding similar 



posftions in our own armies. It is shame- 
ful that the reward for bringing succor to 
the wounded should be incarceration within 
the walla oi a loathsome prison, and expo- 
sura to want, bnoger, and loathsome die- 
esHe. As the matter stands now, all this 
rc.'illy impends over every one who works 
lu the Field Relief Corps, and the danger 
is ftedy and fearlessly braved. 

As a gencri'.l thing, a weekly report has 
boon made, through the Sup'-rint -mb nt, on 
the work of reUef in his corps by the 
agents. These reports are transmitted here* 
with, witiiout oorreetion or alteration, ao 
that tho rf cord may cxiht as it was made at 
the time, and may be placed in the Archives 
of the Commission for the use of the future 
historian of tiiis war. 

I must state my candid opinion, that a 
more energetic, zealous body of young 
men I have never met with than those 
which coDStitate oor eori» in the Army of 
tho Potomac. The p osition oalls out all 
the faculties of mind and body. The 
agent has frequently . o play hostler, cook, 
tailor, shoemaker, teamsbsr, and indeed 
mnst know how to help himself oat of 
every dilemma in which a mun r-.in pofwibly 
' fall who is in the field away Irmn t!io aidn 
as well as the refining iufluouce^ ul civiiiziv- 
tion. He most be prepared for any and 
every form of accident that may meet him 
in his nomadic life — undergo all the hard- 
ships and much of tho danger of a soldier's 
life, and yet bo uaaflboted by tho hope of 
preferment, tlie iuerease of rank or pay, or 
oven by a notioo in a g 'U ral order. They 
labor on in their work quietly and UDob* 
trujivcly, soattoring the handiwork of tha 
sewing eirelos of viUages and eoontry 
towns, as woll as tho larger stores of great 
eitie-s, un l thtu making available what the 
glorious charities of our people are eager to 
extend to the solforing soldier. What a 
noble work is thus done by the joint aid 
I of the furiii.slrpr.i and distributors of sup- 
plies, is only to known to liim who knows 
all things! 

In tais connection I must make special 
mention of tho untiring assiduity of Capt. 
Isaae Harris, tha Assistant Superintendent 
of the Corps, who has had charge in tho iield 
daring the temporaiy absence of Mr. J. W. 
Johnson. His vigilanoa and aotivitj aca 
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aaiy equaled by his jealous care for^ho 
good roimtfltion of Uic CommiRsion, and 
his resolute determination that no quaai- 
philaathropist shall use it for his own per> 
MMial Advantage or advauoomeni. It ia a 
f»>rfn?>nt<> orrurrrncc thnt we Imvc two men 
ao d<-vott d to ourwurkns Mr. Johnson and 
Capt. Harria in the Field Corps. At boat, 
only general direetiona for this woric can be 
iftsned by the Chief Inspoctor. nnd it is a 
fortunate cirrnmstance that thc-^o gentle- 
men have taken such an enthusiastic hold 
of their dtitiea. Like erery one eonneeted 
•with this hard-working, patient army, the 
love of eouTitr^- and of doiiifr r<>oi\ nerves 
them to meet all exigencies as they aritie. 

Since tiie ftntfcmnatioB of tho Field Be- 
lief Corpa at Boonaborongh, Hd.* Jnly 17, 
180!^, in addition to the four wapnn IomiI^ 
of stores first sent forth — of whieJj no no- 
count was made — the following anicles 
httve been iaaned timniglk its agenta np to 
the date of this report:

In condtidiiifT tliir, f:fer.or;d sketch of trJmt 
the Field Jicliif Corps hia been, and itiiat it 
km dbae, I must state tiwt I consider my 
oonneetion with it as one of the moat aatis^ 
factory and extended opportunities of do- 
ing good thnt has cvi r fallt ii to my lot, and 
express my sense of thankfulness to Provi- 
dence for the great privilege I have enjoyed 
of snpttintending and direeting its opera- 
tions. 



t)n the 8th of December, 1803, I was put 
in charge of a district, including not only 
the Army of the Potomac, but all the troops* 
in "Eastern Virginia and Uarybmd, (eaH 
from Cumberland,) excei)ting thone con- 
nected with tbe defeiuM'H of Wo&hiugton, 
and those stationed ut Bultimore and An- 
napolis.*' Aa the troops in the western 
IJortion of this district are mostly station- 
ary, T did not deen^ it advi->;ible toost.iblish 
a depot of stores wiliiin its limit«, or to 
keep a permanent relief agent with the 
command, but omMloded to wwk for th» 
present through the reports which our 
Sanitary Inspectors would ma];c, as to the 
needs of the troops, hospitals, iV:c. , on thtsir 
viaitationa, intending, in ease there shonld 
arise any special need, hereafter to detail a 
relief ajf^ont \ax this business. Acting in 
accordance witli thisxilan, Dr. W. S. 8walm» 
Sanitary lusix etor, waa ordered (Decem- 
ber 7» 1863) •*to proceed by the earliest 
train to Cu!nl>'>rland. Md., with the view 
of ascertaining the wants of the trot^pn and 
hospitals located in and near that town ; 
thenoe to proc e e d to ICartinsburg, Harper*» 
Ferry, and Charlestown, for the bume pur- 
pose," and if ho sJ-onld fiml hospiUds at 
intermediate points, to visit them also. Dr. 
Bwalm rq[K»ted «m the tnmto as he f oond 
them in his tour of inspection, and the 
needed stores wore for\vard(\l ut once from 
the atorehouso in Washington. From tima 
to time similar visito for asoertsining wantn 
in this portion of my distriot will be mad* 
by proper officers. 

Tlie Kcction of Norfolk, including so much 
of Major- General li. P. liutler's command 
(18th Army Corps) as is stationed in Yir- 
ginia, has been under the speciid core of 
James Gall, .Tr , Relief Agent, whose sound 
judgment, kind heart, and geutlemonly 
eharsoter have enabled him to render eiR' 
oient aid to the needs of this aection, to 
su])port and give additi iu.il .stron;,'th to the 
reputation of the Commisbion, and to goio 
the respect and confidenee of the military 
offioers with whom he haa eome into eon- 
tact. III? lijis steadily and regulnrly vi.sited* 
all the regiments and hospitals in liis sec- 
tion with promptness, aeut in hi-s weekly 
reports of the nattire of his work, furnished 
intelligible and accurate voiiohemaa regards 
eipenditures of states and mqnejo, and» ia 
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ft word, bus shown himself to bo a moil'-l 
ReUe/ AyenL I have rcasou to believe that 
our work ha* been dene most ilionnighly 
and eflunontly in this aection. 

When tlioro was en Opportunity of for- 
wartliiig stores to Richmond, ho acted 
promptly in this matter ; and abundant 
proof has been afforded m of the accepta- 
bility of this work through the letters of 
Bripradifr-d. 'Ill Till N'(>:d Dow, and others, 
now iucurcer.ited within the walls of Libby 
Mid Oastle Thnnder. 

The stores fnrwardcd from the Washing- 
ton storehoiist for iiso in Mr. Gall's Rcction, 
(hirgo quontiticii were also dispatched from 
Baltimore,) will be abown by the abatract 
accompauyiug this report. 

I iilso ask ftttontion to the Statement of 
Issues from tho Norfolk storehouse duriug 
the year 18l>J, prepared by Samuel Bocou, 
the Oommisaion'b Storekeeper at that poet.

TBS WOMEN'S COUNCIL. 

Affaw ihe late session of the Boanl at 
Waahinfrtrm, wliirh trrminatcfl on Friday 
evening, January 15th,a Council of Women, 
representing the varioos Branches of the 
U. 8. SaaitMy Oonuidflaion* aiaembled at 
the Central OfHi^t"", and -were in scjwion 
. Mon<lny, Tnesday, and Wednoitluy, Janu- 
ary I8tb, lUth, and 20th. Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Oonneotient, TenBcmt» New York, 
New J. rsey, Ponu^lTania, Delavviir.", Illi- 
nois, Maryland, wcro rpprpw-ntcd. uud — to 
name some cities and towns — rortland, 
Boston, Brntdeboro', Ifiddlslown, (Oodil , ) 
New Haven, Watertown, (N. T.,) BufTiUo, 
K^'^hoster, Now York city, Pliiladplphia, 
Pittsburgh, Elmiru, (N. Y.,) Wilmington, 
(Del.,) Chicago, Troy, Sharon, (Conn.) 
In addili^n to Hm ladies, who were fovmsl 
. delegates from the Branches, the wives of 
some Senators and l{epre.<ientrttives most 
interested in the war were present, and a 
few ladies dietiiigiiiilied for tbeir aetivity 
in til'' iiuMii" scn-ico, MissDix, Mi-s. Sena- 
tor Hiiilun, ^[rs. Gibbons, and ihv wi^es 
of two generals in the army. Besides the 
Bresident, and the Qeooil Searetaiy add 
Assoeiato Ssorelaries, and other officers of 
the Commission, several medical and mili«> 
tary gentlemen attemled the council. 

It was no part of the design of the meet-

ing to discnss or effect any change in tho 
organization of the Branches — which have 
long been working ^th commendable effi- 
cacy; nor to bring atKNit anj greater oon- 
fonnilyin the details of local work— there 
■wcro no special embarrassments or obsta- 
cles to remove or overcome. The meeting 
of women lisld vadw Mr. Olmsted's snper- 
intendenoe a year ago, had effected all that 
was tL sinible in that respect; and then not 
by force of any compuLsory or binding 
regulati<)ps — but only by the comparison of 
views and tho difRuion of light. One 
fter another of the eastern Branches had 
voluntarily adopted the general method 
first assumed by the Boston Branch, until 
thwe was little to choose in the order and 
success of their operations. Nor were the 
Brruiclu^H in want of light npon the views, 
the plans, and the machinery of the Central 
Board. The nnmeroiis and thorough pnb* 
lications of the Commission had furnished, 
to all attentive readers of tliem, sufficient 
illumination upon theee points. Yet it was 
not vainly thought, that the meeting of 
these reprasentative women would bring • 
out, by wholesome friction of opinions and 
excbauge of experience, much that would 
be both new and interesting to themselves 
and -valuable to tiie Oommisslon itself ; that 
the sight of each other would be gratify- 
ing and stimulating; and especially that 
the bringing of the experience and work of 
theBranobes, and the «cperienoe and woik 
of the Commission itself in the hospitals and 
the field, into direct contact and comjmri- 
son, or rather into their real relationship to 
each other, would present the whole work 
in its completeness, and give to the usually 
divided or discriminated halves of the com- 
mon enterprise, the feeling of whol e n e ss , 
ii which our nature so much rejoices.

The first thing, then, attempted in the 
meeting, was to convey to the xiomen in 
council a full ainl liviii;j: r.-ini--])tion of the 
\?ork of the Commission, in Iho liospitsvl, 
the field, and with the soldiers averywbere. 
This TTOB effected in Tarioqt iraya: — Islk 
By carofully laying otft in iri>ri/.<, the 
distinction between the olijecfs-, anil nietli- 
ods, and duties of the Urttuches — iu their 
collection of sniYpIie»-4nd the objects, 
methoilH, ami duties of the Commission in 
their distribution of them. 2d. I'y h ctur- 
in^frum u gigantic diagram, iu which each 
and eveij part of the work of the Commis' 
sion is laid down in UAes, (of dilTereut 
oolory i — thcmedicnl, or i^reventive H'-rvieo, 
ill grc^eu, the sptcitvl relief service in red, 
and the general isiipply uorvice in black; 
and by whidi diagnun the system of re- 
Rponsibility adopted in onr Commis.sion 
servico is illustrated. ,Hd. By 1« <'lnring on 
the black board ou the geographical posi- 
tion of OUT corps and on onr relief stations* 
iriih illustrations of the difBoolties of 
transportation and the distunce of four 
armiea from their base. 4th. I3j inviting 
questions and fimiiahiDg answers, or by 
asking questions and obtaining answers 
from the ladies present— many of whom 
bad been in the field. 

The chief questions the Commiimioiv had 
to ask the Branches were : 

1. As to the efficient of the new plan of 

associate mannpers. 

It wa8 found that wherever faith and zeal 
had taken hdd of fbe canse, the least 
patriotic towns and neighborhoods had 
yielded to the efforts of the single-handed 
ladies who had championed our plan. One 
lady had found that when three or fonr 
letters of inquiry and entreaty for some town 
organization had failed to elfectit, the fifth, 
fixth, or seventh aceompli^ihed it. Another 
(and this was a general testimony) had 
fofond, thai where all letters had fSailed, 
per; <>i>a1 visits succeeded. One manager 
had visiti d forty ditferent tnwiis. Anotlier 
hud quickened loyalty and humanity in the 
Tory nests of oopperheadism, and made 
several towns, giyen over to hopeless hatred 
of the war and all its fruits, take to Mo tive 
exertions in behalf of our sick and suffering 
soUUerti TwentynMven oonnties in Kew 
York, wilh aasociato maoi^iera* fnmiahet 



three times the amonnt ot sapplies <^ 
twenty-seven other equally favoiably sitnat- 

ed counties without aP"!oriatc managers. 
It was found tliat the wcstera region was 
more generally interested, though not 
SO systematically at work as the east- 
em; pnd the comparison o{ notes l)etween 
the representations of different districts left 
an impression upon some of the Branches, 
that the fields that th^ now tilled needed, 
and would bear, mnch deeper plowing 
and a w ider f fuvinp;'. 

2. The iuiiueuco of canvassing agents 
was a point on which the Commission need- 
ed information from tli<» Uranehes. It was 
generally allowed thAJ the information 
eommunie.ited by the living voice, by well- 
informed and experienced canvaasers, had 
done great good, and that docmnentary, or 
even newspaper publications, would not 
tako its jdiice. INfiiny coranninitie<i dated 
their faith in, and zeal for, the Com- 
mission, from the visit of some earnest and 
thorough canvasser. More of this work 
was jisked for. 

3. The inliucuce of the liuUdin and of 
onr doenments in general, was anotlier 
question we had to adL There 8e< 1 to 
be a divided jiidprmcut on this point. 
Tho-so who wex-e comparatively new to 
our work wdued these publications, and 
thought tiiem very essential, indeed india- 
jiensablc. Those who knew it best, thought 
the I>in'/>-iin too heavy : the articles not 
short enough ; not enough crowded with 
spicy and affecting incidenta ; too mndi 
occupied with bu. sin ess reports and soicn- 
tific matter. Tin l idiea were informed 
that the liuUttiu had several fuuctiuus; — L 
To take the place of other and expensive 
printing, and pres e r ve our official reports 
for circulation among our own '%orps of 
workers. 2. To advance saniturt' science. 

3. To commuuicate with the medical men 
in the army and the profession elsewhere. 

4. To kepp the money-giving public posted 
as t«j the «uV).stantiid nature and extent of «iiir 
work. 5. To address the sensibilities and 
affections of the homee of the land. We 
could not sacrifice the otiier four objects 
wliolly to the last; bn* we would endeavor 
to make the last more prouuneut. 

4 The infloenoe of Sanitozy Fairsnpon 
onr fntnre prospect of supplies, was an- 
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other qaestion of great interest. As ''in 

dry woiither all nlgnu fail," mo it w;w cora- 
tn'>iilv thonplit, in a crif ical and exceptional 
pt* riuvl of our uational kibtory like thia, the 
Bsnal rake break' down as to the unfaror- 
ableness of spasmodic excitemonta upon 
the nniTUfil intcrrst of tlie publio in sani- 
tary work. It was stat^nl that in CLioago 
and in Boston the fairs, very uu^iopuLu: 
among bnsinesa men at the start, had grown 
in f:iv<>r OH thoy camci to the practical t<>st ; 
that the bupin<"?H interost li:ul found them 
their boitt aivurbi^iiag uurd; aud that trude, 
instead of Buffering by their oompetition, 
had actually thriven in a marked way OH* 
der their stimiilns. Clii< !if^o, it was ropre- 
sented, vfan quite rcody^ tu hav*^ another, if 
aeoesaaxy. The arnonnt of patriotism 
oreated by the fairs quite overbalance 
any lo^s of lobular industry through the 
ttiuipor.iry exhaustion cause<l hy thfm. 
There seemed to be little evidence that the 
nsnal returns of the receiving depots Were 
leesentHl by the eidstencc of the fairs, 
while the increase of nnm}»ers freshly in- 
terested iu the work, by the utteutiou thus 
called to the subject, largely exceeded) in 
its prospective romtlts. all possible injuxy 
prodiu'i'il l>y thonie local <"Kcitenient.s. 

The maiu questions which the Branohes 
had to pot to the OommisBion were flieio: 

1. There is a jpommon impression, in- 
dn^'tn'n-Hly increased by the rivaln or ene- 
mies ul the Commission, that the cost of 
the Sanitary Commission is excessive — par- 
tieolarty in salaries and in printing. The 
ladies present hiwl no misgivings on Ihis 
point, but thi>y wished to be able to answer 
the gainsayers with authority. It was 
shown that the Sanitary Gommimdon had 
received (V)v estimated value) about seven i 
million.s of dollars in supplies, and about a j 
miliiuu dollars iu money ; that the money j 
had been used, about ha{/', in purchasing 
such kinds of supplies as (ha homes of 
the land do not furnish— medicines and 
food necessiiry for the sick and their relief ; 
and the other half in distributing efhciently, 
by a tiioroughly organized and necessarily 
costly i^stem, the seven millions of sup- 
plies, or in maintaining Homes nud Lodges 
aud special lieUeL It was shown that at a 
eost of $16^000 a month, two hundred 
l^ertsi BMdieal anapeotozsi relief agents» 



clerics, aaid assistants were maintained in 

the field, distribut«>d all over the eonntrj-, 
from Texas to New York ; from I'ort Royal 
to Kansas ; that the.se men did not average 
the wages of carpenters and masons, al* 
though most of them were men of edncai* 
tiou, taste, and skill, who cuuld earn many 
times over their siihiries iu utlier iield.s of 
labor i that, for instance, the Kelief Corps 
of the whole army of the Potomac dJA not 
average ••-■■■J.tiO a dny to each man. and that 
no v«^>lunteer service could take its place, or 
compare with it iu efficieucy. 

S. As to printing, everybody was ' 
amazed to learu that the wliole cost of 
printing to t!ic Conuni.s.sion, for its whole 
exittteuco, three years nearly, hud been 
sboat $10,000, including advertisin?, re- 
porter, B'('!''{in, medical tracts, and other 
documents. Thi- C'li - i ' > Branch, by its 
ehuiueut and enlightened dcleg.itc, Mrs* 
Huge, urged that mlvertisemeni^, by news- 
paper, pulpit, and circular, was the VMy life 
of all succcs'^ ; that in their Branch the 
matter had been reduced to an aV)solute 
system, aud that they hesitated at uo ex- 
pense found neoesntry in bringing their 
wants before the public She urged the 
importnuco of frequent and of npei-ijh- calls 
by printed circulars, aud exphiined the 
effieaqy of an "Oxtoa CirmtUar" only 
eight lines long, which brought that wliole- 
some anti scorbutic on strings into their 
depots, tm hundreds of barrels were de- 
spatched. This was followed, by " a Potato 
Oiveahtf,'*and that 1^ " a Fiekel Circular,'* 
with similar i>ro<luctivene.ss. The whole 
press, s»'ctilar and religious — tlio whole 
clergy, by careful liats made out according 
to denomination, were made mediums of 
advertising in the Weet» with wonderful 
result*. 

3. The question of security iu tlir traus- 
portataon of supiiliei', and of a prompt and 
just distribution of them among the sick, 
withf»nt riivagc from surgeons, stewards, 
and nurses, was treuteti with great cojuous- 
ness. The Commission exchanged their 
testimmiy with those ladiea who had been 
at the seat of war in quest of evidence on 
this vital point. The Commission has al- 
ways assumed the general tru-stwortiiincss 
of the liedioal Department, the army sur- 
geons, and stewards, on ordinary grounds 
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of oonfldenoe in the dMoni^ «rf parwHiB 

Lolding responsible stations. It has ad- 
mittotl a small per rentage of losa and 
ravage. Bat apart from this general truat, 
itoporitiTeirateliftilBenand direct obMrv»> 
tton have warranted none of the HnKpicions 
80 ntlpiirlr prevalent against the honesty 
and ordiuaiy humanitj of the sorgeons of 
the anpy. M n. Hoge testified that -with 
the fullest ()i>portunities of tracing sup- 
plies, she had not been able? to see how 
the/ ooold, or that they did get stolen, 
or lost on their way; or that i^ter >eaeh> 
iag the hospital, it iras paesiblo that 
they should bo misnpproprintt'd witlioiit 
producing nnivprsal scandal. She stated 
that in Memphis, where several large hos- 
intab existed* <mt of all the nnmoroua 
wards she found btit two in which the 
least compliiiiit existed amcnt? tlio mon 
that the supplies did not reach them, and 
that the vatdomastera* in these two eases, 
were at once di.smissed on her complaint 
to tlio siirc^ron in charge. 

She stated an affecting anecdote of a 
surgeon, worn down trith manj deepless 
nights, wh<Hn she had exhorted to go to 
bed—who snid, "How dare I go to bed, 
with these rumors constantly circiduting 
in the homes that we surgeons are a sloth- 
Italt self-indidgent set ;** and in another 
case, ^vhen she begged an exhausted snr- 
geon to tnko some white sugar in liis ten, 
ho exclaimed, "No, brown sugur for me ; 
I must deny myself the ordinary comforts 
proyided lor other sick men, or I shall bo 
set down among those worthless wretches 
called surgeons, who are eating up the 
poor soldiers' delicacies." 

As to the washing in the army, a rast im- 
provcment was reroprnized, and the system 
.appeared to be working well It appeared 
to be even better in the hospitals near the 
field of war than' nearer home, where pore 
slolb~-vhioh seemed to invade alike ward- 
masters and soldiers — kept them all alike 
often filthy and unwashed. 

Besidea the FTCsident, Dr. Jenkins the 
General Seeretaiy, Dr. Newberry the As- 
sociate Sccretnry for the West, Mr. Knapp 
the Asm iciatc tjecretarj' for the Ii^t, partici- 
pated largely, and each with some qMcial 
contribationof aqperienoe. Dr.Newbeny, 
nhose personal eq^erimoe has been aa 



vast us his labors have been abondant and 

eflScient, was specially instnjctive on lJl0 
tojuicraphy of our western operations — 
illubtrutuig the vast difficulties of transpor- 
tation, and the length of the lines along 
which we forwarded our fnipidies. 

Miss Dix met the Lidit s liy f-jwcial ap- 
pointment after the adjournment, and gave 
them an addreas on Hospital Nursing <tf 
great interest and value. 

The ladies visited " the Home," the 
" Lodges," the Store-houses, the Conva- 
lescent Camp, the Hospitals, and other ob> 
jeeCa of interest, indnding the Ftesident 
Thr ir visit nppenrrd as eminently tatisfac- 
tory (o tlit-mselves as it wns iuttresting 
and instructive to the Commitusion. Those 
who came together aa strangers, parted sa 
warm fpends. The faith of the highly intel- 
ligent, practical, and tisefnl women who thus 
came together — whose judgment, sound, 
sober, and experimental, would be no com* 
mon' ordeal— was, if possible^ fixed with 
firmer roots in the caufo of that C-^immis- 
siou which they had tnisted and labored 
lor so kmg, and wh^ thegr found boi* 
, the closest semtiny and the moat pnnetil* 
ious questioning.

3. They uttfnd to snch loctil nliof, <liNtribu- 
tion, and hospital care of sick or wounded

Buch local interests of the CommisNion aa may 
ariw in their speeiel spbens.

4. The Bmnches, having ori(Tinated under 
different circum-stancee, two at leaat even before 
the Commission itself; are not atriotly afjilo- 
gons, either in form of title, nr inrtlinds of ope- 
ration, and in this respeot follow the genius of 
vat inititattons; seeording to irliieh the separate 
Btatea, while all loyal to the Federal OoTem- 
ment, have certain special rhanicteristics and 
laws suited to Uieir origin and circumntances. 
This difference in naitj^is a bond of atrangtli, 
allou-ing the Branches to sway with f ;ise in the 
direction of the local windH that sweep them, 
withovt fomaicing or endangerinf the eonunon 
stock into wliich they are Rrafted- 

5. The Branches are independent in their 
local mlo, their specixJ methods, their by-laws, 
fheir treasnry, the ehmce of membent, and ott* 
cen^.

An engaj;eraent to disfaribote supplies 
excluKiTely through the Sanitaiy OonmisBioiB 
and its anthorized agents.

TILLKSFOItTATION IN TENNESSEE. 

Tlio following report, addri ssi il by Mr. Butl r 
to Dr. Newberry, our Associate .Secretiiry in tho 
Weat, December 'iilth, may Hcrvo to give our 
readets some idea of tiie diflletdties with whieh 

the CoTtimi.ssion ha« tn civitcrnl in tho trann- 
portatiou of supplies for tho army in Tcnncsaee : 



Tn complianco with instnirtions rec. ivod 
on tlie ovc of f)nr departure for ('Ii i'iilC'io- 
gft, (),0() I poun<ls of thechoK r [ i i . iwro 
shipped from Loui.svill(\ and duly rev i ived 
ana stoi-cd at Cimp Nelsun, to await tnms- 
)>ort:itii>abv the ftrat train from Knoxvilleu 
Teun. 

On mj arriyal at Gtfmp Nelson I fonnd 

tliat ft largo shipment of stores, miir li innn 
varied in kind, had been sent to my caro 
for tho samc» de.stination by the Ciueinuati 
lirauclj. Orders for transportation for both 
shipm.nts having been received sej);\rat -ly 
from (leiieral Burnsido. would have been 
pn)mi)tiy honored by Cui>t. Hall, A. Q. M. 
at Camp Kelson, had not the presence of 
Lon^^stri'i't's rcbiO-; and sundry fruerrilla 
forces on tho varioiuj routes forbidden 
tran.sport.itioa to KnoKville. Under these 
eiream.stanue8, seren or eight days were 
nnavoidably lost ; bat tho groat impedi- 
ments V - ro linaily removed (m the <-ond 
day of the present month. A train of 
seventy teams was, in the space of one 
day, prepared for the journey, six of which 
were ordered to trausi)ort our .stores. 

HaviUpf- previou ~ly ealculated on loading 
2,000 lbs. to each tuam, the trans^rtation 
fnrnisbed might have been sufficient, but 
tlie .\. Q. M. lu inf^ better ailvi -d of the 
condition of th<^ ro.ads, inipemtively re- 
stricted each team to 1,200 lbs., thns mak- 
intr it neee'^Nury to leave for the next traia 
seime of the le.sii important boxes and bar- 
rels. 

Leaving Camp Nelson on the 3d, we 
reached the foot of " Big Hill" at noon on 

the 7th witliout troubli' or adventure'; not- 
witlistaiidinr? that the guerrilln-shad appoAr- 
od in Mount St^-rling, Ky., and were fice- 
iptently reported in tlio vicinity of our 
train, we- did not .see them. We had V»eeu 
so far favored with ft ;,'i),jd ro;ul that wo 
made moderate progrchSf but now tho Jiig 
Hill was before us. The ascent, tbough 
only one mi!'^, occupied two of the hardest 
dttvs' work that we had yet known, and in- 
volved ceinsiderable doBtmotion of mulee, 
harness, and teaim. 

From the foot of 151^' Hill, we look in 
vain for any thiiift but roek:^ aiul rn!s, con- 
scqiieutly a few miles, from three to Hf teen, 
suffice for a day's traveL 

Stores nre ruinonsly jolted ; boxe.s .and 
barrels nnavoidably break ; while rarely a 
day passi s without A team being capsized 
into a cre ek, or river, or down a precipice. 

We reached Camp Pitman on tho I3th, 
disi mt from Oamp Nebon about eighty- 
live mile 

Tlironf^b the waj:r)n ma.ster of our train, 
I obi iiiii d an order from Captain Ilall, 
whicli made our train indei>endent of the 
brigade tr.liu, and eotisf ipieutly put an end 
t > tlii^ aunoyinp; delays to vhioh WO Uad 
been ropeatodly subjected. 
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At Camp Pitman, I found the OUl New 
York rofdment priiarding the post, and the 
A86i^•f;lIlt Siir^'i on. Dr. Bnrd, 'was doing 
good uiiiuug uumberk'tis obetacles. 

In nearly erery honse from the top of Big 
Hill, I found that Pol(1i(>r«< in rvcry Aff^ri f 
of disease had been left upon the bosi'itjili- 

and care of the people. In one hoiisi- I 
foimd six soldien ooeopjing beds, mid the 
ooiutaiit attention of a widow ludy and her 
two (liiuf,'htt'rs. Tlie poor hick and weary 
men were unable to proeeed any further, 
and theee pwtriotio Baniaritnns, whose bro- 
thern were among our '-i Idiers in tin lit M. 
Were, out of their tieaiity means, adiuiui i - r- 
ing to their relief and eomfort. 

Having received information of ^uch 
neoesritiea before learing Camp Nelson, I 
had provided a quantity of Vieef c xtraet, 
milk, crackers, an aBsortment of woi Ueu 
imder*wear, and sundry' other things, which 
I fomi'l were actually required bj men, 
hick, liunjj;ry. and nuked. 

I found Dr. lJurd eoUcetiiig these poor 
fellows, and affording all aid possible with- 
in his power. He had procured a bufldin^, 
which ho had made ns comfortable lus his 
resources would allow, and he strove ardu- 
ously to make hie lUBoellaneona hospital as 
effective as the emergency demanded. X 
was gratified in be-ing able to furnish him 
with u varit ty of sten {i>v his «ick patients, 
for I know hiu to be one of the kindest 
and most faithfol of men. 

Daring the forenoon of tlie IGth instant, 
I reached a hoiisc on Lincamp's Creek, 
and saw two men working at a cotHn. 
After somo inquiries, I learned that 
twelve days previously a soldier had stop- 
ded at the houne, complaining of chronic 
diarrhcsa and rheumatifim. The people 
ahared Uieir morsel with him, sad employ- 
ed their limited knowledge of medidne for 
his relief. 

The poor fellow also suffered with colic, 
which iinallysct in as an adjnnot to hia 
complicated disorders, and tortured him 

until he tluew liis armor down for his long 
Yi'fit in a mountain grave. Ide&ired the Kcr- 
geant of the gnard to ascertain his eiVect«, 
anil Ihiding only ninety eciits, T threw the 
sum over to the i>oor fauuly, as u very 
small remuneration for their attention to 
the soldier. 

Tnming one day, a mile from the roed, 
I fcT-.iiil a grave, wlii' li 1 was informed eon- 
tiune«l six soldiers who had died in tlio 
neighborhood ; but no human scribo was 
found to register their names ere death 
made them obhvious to all but God. And 
so it has been with many others, how niajiy 
God only knows. But in the cose of him 
whose mde collln was being made before 
my eyes, I e>'peeially realized my duty to 
the soldier, although dead, and also to his 
parents. 

I gleaned txom the ianuly all the portica* 



lacs neoessaxT to advise his parents of his 
disease and death, and alao tbe locality of 

his grave. I wrote at Barbonrsville to hia 
father, Aaron Bachtle, Roanoke Post Office, 
Huntington ooottty, Ind. The deceased 
K rhiii-r's address was WIwmw Baohlle, Com* « 

, many C, lU)t\\ Ind. 

While so many soldiers, sick and debili- 
tated, were passing over the mountains to- 
ward Camp Nelflim, in meet cases totally 

dependent on the moaprrc ho.spitAlity of the 
people, 1 ardently wislied that this rude sec- 
tion of the country had resonrces similar 
t<< t):use of more favored i)eople ; for with 
all I heir poverty and abject indigence, 
liich nearly every dwelling in some coun- 
ties presented, I never knew a soldier de- 
nied participation in their meal of corn 
bread and bacon— vegetables, milk, Imtter, 
sugar, and coil'ee being great rarities among 
them. 

Dwelling generally in what we would 
term mLsi"ral)le log houses, sqmdid women 
and children live month aft« r nmnth on 
their very scanty fare, and tell the stranger 
— soldier or citizen — of th^fattiers and sons 
in the l^ninn army. 

The winter in now upon them, and they 
are ragged. Their oorn is about eaten, saa 
they have little or no money to bi^ more, 
if perchance one might be found to selL 
The alarming alteniative is only too virible, 
and they shrink from it with dread. The 
necessities of the Ooremment service had 
aided very materinlly in the exhaustion of 
their staple ]iroduct, so that now tlioro 
is almo-t nothing along the route to Cum- 
berland (iup for either man or beast. 

That tliey will need much and suffer ex- 
tremely if unaided in tln ir need during 
the winter, is indisputable; luid as they are 
proverbial for their fidelity to the Govern- 
ment, and have invariably befriended our 
sick, straggling Holdiers, thev shoidd ro- 
( eive our practical sympathy to the extent 
of our ability and their necessity. A word 
to philanthropist* is sufficient 

fiefoii' leaviiiL' C:'.nip Pifnian we ebtain 

a new supply of mules, harness, and wugon 
tongues, also a large amount of forage. 

No event, < xcciit such as have l)ecome of 
common oeeiinence, ti'ouspired until wo 
had passed through CouMilsnd Gap on 
the 20th inst., when a rumor was afloat 
that no train would be allowed to i>asw on 
the direct road to Knewille, ns tlu* r< 1n 1-j 
were infesting that portion of the country. 
By the ad Wee of the Post Commandant we 
took the Jaeksbnro' road, though twen^ 
miles further, a-, it was considered safe. 

Tjea\'ing Cnml>erland (Jap on the even- 
ing of 21st, we made better progress, while ' 
the forty fniardn. who had heretofore been 
emjdoyi il iij ;i - i'^ting the teums, were or- 
dered by the othcer in command to march 
in advance of the ttain, under arms. 

Several enoonnters had taken place in 
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our vicinity between General Wilcox and 
Longstreut only a few days previouniy, and 
others were pending, while the cannonAd- 
IngvaA distinctly audible in our tram. 

There was marked anxiety amoniir 
pnnrd to pmttx-t the train to Knoxvillo, an 
they knew the preat need which exiated in 
the honpital there. 

On the pv'M.ing of tlu^ 21th inst. we en- 
camp<:d t\MutY-t\vo miicH from KuoxviUe, 
and on thf ft)Uowiug morning I started on 
honeback, aniTing in the recently besieged 
cify bef on noon . 

I soon met -with onr agent ^^fr. TJ. N. 
Strong, who was expecting me, and had 
procured two store-rooma adjoining each 
other. The train arrivinpf on the following 
evening, the 8tore.s were transferrod to the 
building on the raoniing of thr 'J7th inst. 
I vns surprised to find so little damage 
done to the storea, a lew pounds of crack- 
er- tiiid dried njij)!^^ woro tin* amount of 
the losa, after so long a juui-uey over such 
ndaerahle roads. 

Tli-'if iiri 111 Knoxvillo five hospitals, 
having; Uu-ir l)riiut-hi'8, and containing' near- 
ly 2,0(10 patients. While the CominisMuy 
DM been recently well replenished, the sup- 
plies of the Medical Department were 
scanty. Our stores wore anxiously expect- 
ed, and thev were joyfully received. 

On Monday the 28th inst., Mr. Crary 
arrived from Chattanooga with three hun- 
dred packages of select stores. Other 
sliipnients have been arranpeil fym mid 1 y 
« way of Chattanoonk I am gratilied with 
the intelligence that the river is opened 
for transportation from Bridgeport to 
IvJQOxville, so that our stores may not be 
svhjeeted again to such delay aa on this 
jonmej, howerer unavoidable.

IIELTEF WORK AT NEW ORLEANS. 

Our special relief agent at New Orleans, 
Mr. Builard, writes: 

Ihemrttti wBt yon « repott of Am Bpodal 
BeHitf WDKk in tais department from tho drta of 
our orcfrvnizAtion to January Ist, 1864. 

My communication will be limited to a statis- 
tieal sapoH of the "Soldiers* Home," as re- 
tnudtOBWlvfhosiqpfliiiiteiidMtlt Mr. Knteb 



since the transfer from the Western Sanitary 
CommiH.sion : nnd ti brief record of the work in 
the Special Kt-lief Office. The necessity for this 
offloe, and the importance of this branoh of the 
work, were apparent from the first. There was 
some delay in oigaxuzing while the negotiatione 
for the Homo were pending, nnee the qoeifion 
of locality was one of consideiaUo importance. 

So for I have had the hearty co-operation of 
the several paymastera with whom I have come 
ill eoBtaet. Every iMtli^ is illbrded fat the 
prompt and fiivorablo settlement of all claims 
of invalid discharged soldiers, and for the 
adjustment of all imperfect papers whidi eon 
be given in ft dapaitmoal n fitr zamoved flmn 

Wa-shinpton. 

As it becomes known that there is an office 
in Kow Orleaaa, where all aorta of inqoliiea ai« 

kindly and freely answered, there is a daily 
increase of applicants for various degrees of 
asaistanoe. The minor cases are made up, in 
part» ttom diacharged soldiers, by ({uestions of 
tnin'4{>ortation, their just diiea in n)il( nifi> and 
subsistence, and the never-failing subject of 
boontiea. Fnrlotigbed eoldlen are oonataBtfy 
apphnng for infonnation us to hovr they may 
draw the back pay on which they depend for 
means to dofiiiy their expenses, as they find 
themselves bewildered in a large city, and uncer- 
tain fibout the matter of transportation. Both 
of these classes of soldiers are deriving a great 
beneAtfhNii flie Home.* Many of then, after 
rt-rtchinK Now Orleans, perhaps from a distant 
part of the department! »o obliged to wait here 
till ft Govemmeirt tcaaapnrt is ready for Hew 
York or Oairo. There have been times when 
" Military necessity" bos called off all such 
boats for some expedition. Under such circnm> 
alaneea^ the poor feUowa moat alay in thia ei^ 
at their own expi nso. perhaps for two or thrt o 
weeks. Without the "Home" for a resting- 
place, it will be readily nndeistood that sndh 
ill lay would be most diaastroos to them. 

When the cards and posters for this office 
were first issued, in which assistance was 
promiaed in the matter of arreara of pay, 
bounty, aud pensions, it was supposed tliat 
very little could be done in this department 
other than on discharge papers, directly through 
tho paymaster ; and by directing discharged 
soldiers goinp; homo to reliable af^eneies north. 
But it soon became apparent that a large mun- 
ber of appUoations wonld be made from obim- 
onts for the pay and bounty of deceased 
Louisiana soldiers, and for pension. These 
claimants are mostly widows and dependent 
relftttves, laaDj needing aU that is doe from 
QovaraiMiitt 
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Tliorc lire somp difflcaltioH utt' ruliti:; lliin 
work here, not so cummon ia other sections; 
some vnoertalnty m to wlwt would be a«eept«d 
in Washington ; what cvidouco would be re- 
quired of the loyalty of the cLiiuiauts and 
witneaaes. Aud iu the preNeut oouditiou of the 
ootutB in this State, itwM a iineslion befoie 

whom to htivr the n?^ r ossiiry fi''knnwl<id{jinentH 
made. I huve arxaoged with the Judge of tho 
FliBt Jnatiee Coartt appointed hf1ih» IGUt^u y 
Goveinoir, whobaaveqrldndljaArad to assist 
me in this work ; and Governor Shepley will 
attach his oOicial certidcate to each application 
going to the SeoondAiMlitoi^Olloa. TlMftems 

sent m'} do not indicate tho neoeMify «f fllloh 
certiticHte ou pcuHion claims. 

I ]»ve forwMded appUealioui for flue* widows 
to the Second Auditor's, nndfnrCheaBinepartiea 
for pensions. One of these was n free colored 
woman; her hosbaud diet! while iu the service. 
She brought a eertifled oopj of naniage 
Bconse, imd record of marriiit,'"' ; and one of thr 
witnesses was (be colored pastor who marncd 
them. We aeBt on this aa a teak Probably 
there will be some trouble in famishing satis- 
fiittory evidence of marriage relntion in a 
minority of cases among the colored people. 

Beaidea, I do not know what rale, if any, haa 
been nr1opt< <1 relative to the Ooipa d'AMqae 
touching these matters. 

Some dozen or more oaaea are cither waiting 
HxQxcT action, or hafe>been dianisaed aa too 
quest Lonuble. 

No special eSbrta are being made to increase 
thia bnndi of flie work, nor ia it thought 
expodirnt to do so till wo team how OUT ea^ad- 
meuts have been received. 

The offloe waa opened about the 90di of 
November. But liUle waa doae daring the 
first ten days. There was some delay in getting 
cards and posters print«.Ml uud properly circu- 
lated, and oonaidfliahle time neceeaarily oon- 
anrned in completing the arrangementa N]ati?e 
to the Home. 

Up to Jaaoary 1st, 1864, tha namher of oaaea 
noorded in the journal is forty-eight. Of 
the<!e, twenty-one have received personjvl aid in 
the collection of their jiay. Amount collected 
«8,989.U. 

The Paymnstrr prof that all soldiers who 
are able should present their own jiaperK. lie 
has ahown great hindneaa in ftiiihering my 
efforts in behalf of thoee needinu OMsistau'-e. 
I therefore inalce it a point to Hfnd to him such 
soldiers as can comfortably walk the abort di»- 
tanoe to Ma offiee, providing their papeia are 
oorrei't. By this cmrse tho Major understands

pers I hand in is not able to go by Crovemment 
transport^ he allows trim milei^. I naa 

til is advanta::;e eantionsly, that I nay aot fldl 

in the really denervinfj cases. ' 

W. S. EuUard is acting as clerk iu the oiBce 
of the Home. The experience that he baa ac- 
quired in Daltimoro with fjoldiers' papers, en- 
ables him to be of considerable ser\-ice to tho 
Special Relief office while doing his work for ' 
the Home. 

He is instructed to examine the papers of tho 
discharged soldiers as they come in, tuid direct 
those who need no special aid to the Tuy master. 
This, of eooxee, redooea the nnmber of ap> 
plicants at my •■•ffice ; but the work is done, 
aud another object is attained. The soldier is 
put right at the atari If there ia anything 
wrong abont the papers, or the aoldier under 
false impressions thinks there is, it is better 
that these things be looked after before a col>

Th' re is one noticeable point of dift'crenct* .

partment and that ia Waahington.' Bo hr, wa 
have had no casea of discharged aoldiera with 
thos*e troublesonio records apaiust them on the 
rolls, of absence without leave, desertion, Jcc. 
Thia department ia comporaiivdy iaolated. 
The men. wh' n sick or wounded, are not expo.sed 
to an indefinite round of transfer from hos- 
pital to hospital, with a final driflang into 
Convalescent Cami>, to be diaohurged without 
descriptive lisLs. The Btirf^eon of n hospital, 
oil of whose inmates are from tho department, 
can generally, with proper elfiwt, obtain the 
militarj' histoi-j* of each man before diRchaxg- 
ing him. Were it otherwiae, it would be ez- 
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tcemdy difltonlt to get such popors corrected | 
and ftpprovca at this ilistun-f from W;i liiiv4t.iu.

Onr fiild supply storohouso is at Brnndy 
Station, where the agents hare their headquar- 
ters, fladwbeMalaothetwo Ssnitaiyloapeotois, 
DrB. Gordon Winslow and Isaac FairohiM, have 
thf ir h.arlqnnHers. The agents move from 
this central point out to their respeotire fteMs 
of duty, on bonebadc. The agent of the Fifth 
Corps is at pr.'<»ont an exception to thi-* rule, 
becttoae that corps— being employed as railroad 
guard— is seiftteved over a wy wide ileld, an4 
hnnce the necessity that he should live in it 
When ivt h( ;uliinart«*rs, they are all expected 
to help at all work required by the needs of flie 
Sanitafy Commission funfly— to bnild houses, 

cut wood, cook, ins-n-^ goods, drnw \\-.\\or. \v\r- 
oess horses, feed and nurse wounded men— in 
short, to do good Samaritan woik generslly. 

The estimated expense for the m iint nance 
of thi? corps in ^ inter is about $750 per month, 
which cstiuiate will probably cover all the ex- 
pense of «be maefaineiy tor Retributing sup- 
plies in the Army of the Potomnc. I give tho 
nhmes of the corps and the pay allowed each 
man, which pay will hardly eover the expenses 
of cloChittg sad Bundries that are needed by 
these gentlemen. It will be understood that 
this subsistence is furnished by the Ckmunis- 
sion ;

It is Kometimes said that tho Commission 
spends htfge Hiuns of money for salaries. 
The above simple statement may be taken 
as indioative ol the principles which, infln- 

ence the Commis-sion and its employees in 
the matter of Ral.iries. The .'^ums j)aid to 
the latter are such as would not aeeoM ia 
any induaftrial field the aerrioee of penons 
actnated merely by the desire to obtnin a 
peenniary return for their labor. Tho sums 
! i>aid by us are barely sufficient for the maiu- 
tenanoe of ttioaa whom we emjdoy, most of 
whom oarry to their duties a degree and 
character of self- denial and patriotic devo- 
tion, to which common delicacy forbids at 
this time prolonged alliiaioii. 
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Tho fnllownnt; circnlar hm been addressed to 
Uie l uhl ll.liof CoiTW of the TTiiite<l SUxU-h 
Sanitary Comuii.ssion hy the ('hi< f Siiiiitary lu- 
Bn«ctor of the Potomac Army. It will give an 
iaea of the enre taken bgr fhe CommlMon in 
this port of their work : 

It u desired that ^ta on Uie part of the 
agents be not only made to di%-ision hospitalK, 
bnt alHo thftt rei^itneutal hosjiitidK be \j«it*il; 
iiiid iilinve all. thiit the agents become acquainted 
with the wants of the men. While you should 
cidtivate the most intimate relational with the 
officers, yon mniit recollect that the relief of sof* 
fering and want among the men is the end and 
design of the Field Relief Corps; that it is for 
this the liberal people of our land arc freely 
si>ending Ult'ir iiioii* y. imd t<) this objeet every 
relief !it,'i'nt in the Fit-Id Corps muHt connider 
himHelf devoted. What has been known as 
special relief, that is, relief to individual eases, 
araak be frequently administered, find out 
where wsnt and su^eriug exist, try to alleviate 
fbem —Arme^^A the surgeons, if possible— if not 
in tliiM i.vay, then ^rith the surgeon's i'ons<'nt. 
Let iustjiuces of this kind fill your rejiorts. 
They will tell in the way of stimulating the 
people to additional liberality. And, moreover, 
weddy reports:, giving a jonmnl of each day's 
work, mnst be sent in. This role, as I have 
stated in my letter of 9th inst, is imperative. 

Your attention is a.sk»'dtnthi>fi)llnwing rules 
whii-li Win- issued Jidy M, IHCAi, forthf govem- 
ance of the I'ii ld Corfis : 

"The relief agents, after their assignment to 
WIpt by the superintendei^ will remain in 
connection irith the same until relieved. 
Leaves of absence for twenty-four honn may be 

granted bv tin sti] , rintf rideut; when a longer 
furlough IS It qnii rd, it nmst be approved hy 
the Chief Inspector, or some one represe nting 
him at hi^ utlice. In every case of a viiut to 
Washington, the agent most report at thfl offlce 
of the chief Inspector. 

"Alttioitgh relief agents may have been aa- 
signed to cor|)s, it is not to be nnderstood by 
them that their duties i nd with these. \Miere- 
ever want in th<> army eoitu s to th< ir knowledt^e 
in field hospital, in regiment, or in the single 
soldier by the wsyside, it hi their duty to tiy 
and alleviate it 

"The agents must look upon themselves as 
heljpers, and not int<'rferets with the routine of 
military duty. Tliey have no time for what is 
known lis iudol. nt pl. iisni i . S.i long as they 
remain in the field, energ« tic work is re(|uireci. 
When the system will not admit of this, they 
should ask at once to b« relieved by other and 
fredierspMts. 

« As most of the acting relief agents are new 
to the work, it has been deemed proper to give 
the vi< V.S lii'ld us r*-^'ulating and gOvenUBg the 
corps by the Inspector in charge. 



•'SOLDIEBS' HOMES" IN TENNE8SEB. 

The reports from the'Soldiers' Lodge at Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, for the five wrcks ending Jan- 
uaty 2d, show that during that period the 
number admitted via l,9flS, coming from wvetk- 
teen different States. The nunibtr of meals 
ftmiithed was 6»3M; the number of lodgingSy 



1,849. Tho fivrrage number eared for each day 
was, the tirst week, 116; the second, 81; the 
third. 103; tha fourth, 13G; and Che iUO, 99. 
TnmapoitKHoil was proonred for 59; defective 
papers were corrected for H; Kl were aid' fl in 
drawing pay. At the Nashville Home there 
have been admitted, during the five weeks end- 
ing January 2d, 2,367, coming from seventeen 
different States. The number of meals furnish- 
ed was 8,149; the number of lodgings, 3,73S. 
The average number eared for each day was, 
the first week, 166; the second, 184; the third, 
155; the fourth, Ml; the fifth. 159. Transpor- 
tattoD was proenred ibr l,Sil8. and 107 were 
aided in drawing pay. The total amount of 
pay collected and paid over dnnng the five

In fheae ^ys of monster dty fidra, it nay 

interest some of your readers to hoar how a vil- 
lage fair, recently held in Irvington, M. Y., was 
started and carried through, and what its re- 
sults have been. • 

This village, like so many others, began 
early in the war, with sewing circles contrib- 
uting to the eorafoii of our aoldieza, thmragli 
the Sanitary Commission. Aa times went on, 
the interest in the meetings flagged; they grew 
smaller, and finally ceased— when last summer 
the ladtas ignln took hold of the wodc in eam- 
est, and reorganized their society, adopting a' 
plan circulated by the Woman's Central Asso- 
ciationofBdieC 

Tha iKlBeiptl Csataxe of this plan is, to make 
the young people connect* d with the society 
support it, by oollecuug a monthly subscription 
of not over twenly oantB ahead. By keeping 
strictly to the rules of the society, nnd enforc- 
ing them in a business-like manner, a matter 
wldeh "Soldiai^ Aid Sodettas" are too apt to 
neglect, the Btw todaHj wx>rkcd admirably. 
Its meetings were so well attendt d, th it the 
funds proved inade<^UAte to supply material for 
Ifae rsady woikera. So a fidr was proposed, 
was planned, and worked for with some hesita- 
tions and anticipations of small results. To the 
surptise of ttoae engaged in it, they soon fbund 
the interest of the whole neighborhood gather- 
ed around their modest UTidertaking. The 
whole village took it up as their Fair. Every- 
hodj wished to have a hand In it Some one 
stootl ready to ;.;iv(' the room; another to fur- 
nish a stove; others to clean the room and get 
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it in order; and so on down to tho vory boardfl 
that made tho tables. Labor, policeiug, all- 
was freely given, with a ]i«artinen and good 
Will iriiieh aarpriaed and daUglited the man- 
agers. Tho rosult was. that in a villaRO of 
twelve years' growth, this Fair, open only for one 
daj, seenxed to Ch« aoeiety, witii all expeiuwa 
paid, seventeen hundred dollars. 

Three hundred dollara of this were sent, by 
a nnanimooH vote of the ladies, to the Treasurer 
of the U. S. Sanitaiy Commission. It aasmed 
but little to Rpnd, they thought. "Imt it mi 'i:t 
moke three hundred men a little more comfort-

DiabSib: AtElmim, N. Y., the Commia- 
sion has a home. It lives in the hearts of the 
people of that enterprising town. The follow- 
ing are aome of the evldenoea of It: On flie 
15th of July. 1862, they established a Soldiers' 
Homo, near to the Ilailroad Depot, furnished it 
with cots, beds, kc, and opened it for the 
Moaption of soldiers who pass over the great 
throughfare to the Cupital from Central New 
York. The fuids for its organization were oon- 
tribntad taj a dtamatie aad mndeal aaaoda- 
tion which wa?? raised for the purpoHf. 

The Misses Tyler devote their time to the 
«ara of 0w dek aad homalais, of whom Dto 
thousand aad seven hnndiad haTe Locn car^d 
for. It is conducted on the same principle and 
under the same inspiring genius that has ani- 
nated aad amteined all flie Bamm aid Lodgea 

of tho rnmmission in othfr plnrrs. The State 
has reci lit ly appropriated two thousand dollars 
for its suppLtrt, and thos tho people are set free 
from any local hiaderance to thoir luboriag 
heartily for tho f^pnoml work- As the average 
expense of maiutaimng it is not more than 
Mvaaty dollafa per moaHi Iho State appropria- 
tion will sustain it for a louj^ time. 

On Sunday evening, the 10th inst., a large and 
tnttnaiMiie meeting was held at Ely Hall, and 
it was Biy prifilege to meet the various clergy, 
jncn and a multitude of citizens thero in b*- 
half of the Commission. Tho churches being 
gaaeiaUy ekoad by ooouBon eonaeat, then waa 
no interruption to a full attendance. Tho Rev. 
Dr. Lincoln of the Baptist church presided. 
At the close of the address the Ber. Dr. Curtis 
offered a resolution endorsing tho piiuciples 
and plans of the Commisf?ion, and urging its 
claims upon the people by forcible remarks.

ARIL'S TO ITS AGENTS?" 

Tlie Commission has from the first enjoy- 
ed a di'{jnrt>t' of publio favor and confidence 
greater than it had any right to (\\ix ct. 
Ck^rtaiH objections, however, are made to 
Hs BTstem and metihods which require a 
brief notice, thr,nr:h fh.'vlmre fof thetooat 
part been already iuiti< ij)iited. 

The objeotioil tlmt hnn been made to its 
employing permanent salaried offlcenk in* 
stead of unpaid Tohrateers, giving a fovt* 
night or a month each to the work of Army 
Belief, is untenable and short-sighted. 
It baa to diatribate miUiona of dollars 
■worth of Vinlky stoTPS over nn nrca of muTiy 
thouaond Mjuare miles. This is, in a mere- 
ly business i>oint of view, a work of serious 
magnitude. It is, moreover, a work of spe- 
cial deliency nnd diflSculty, beeonae it must 
bo so d'tiii' not to interfere with the iiiu- 
chinezy of the army, or weaken the rehunoe 
of the men upon tneir oflSccrs. Without a 
cori>Hof nfTcntM who nnderstand their work, 
give till ir whole time to it, and are bound 
top<'rf«trui definite service during a definite 
period, loss, waste, and misapplication of 
supplies are inevitable. Thisbranch of ttie 
('oijnni<sii Ill's work may fairly be compared 
vith that of our largest railroads and ex- 
pfreaa companies, and is at least as worthy 
of 1>''inp; well and eeononiiciLllv dcme. But 
how long would any railroaJ corporation 
keep out of the hands of a Receiver, if it 
confided its freight business to volunteers 
over whom it could exercise no real con- 
trol, iinil wlm felt themselves at full liberty 
to leave its service whenever they tired of 
it, or whenever they thoucht themselves 
ovenNorked or unfairly criticized, instead 
of employing superintendents, elerks, and 
porters, engaged in the usual way and on 
&e uHi'.id terms ? The poetrv of the Be- 
lief AfT' ut's work may be spoiled if he re- 
,?civi ;i il.iry, ln;f in iiinety-uine eases out 
of a hiuulred itn i)rat:lu al value to the army 
il doubled. It would be easy to name 
gplendid exceptions to this rule, but the; 
are only exceptions. 

The work of Army Relief, like every other 
pcactical and serious business, rec^uires skill 
whicli oan be got only by expeneiuM!, and 



men cannot, oh a general rule, be securtfdi 
for service long enough to acquire experi- 
ence and skill, unless they receive moder^ 
r!te pay. Bot the diflference between s 
skilled and an un-^killed ajTi tit i.-^ equal ta 
a ditiereuee of at least fifty piT cent, in the 
amount of practical good each can do the 
soldi'T with the store.s entrn;-itod to Liin; 
and it ro^lH the Commission Ie,s.s than two 
per ei'iit. on the estimated value of ita sup- 
plies to distribute them through skiil- 
ed aohuied agents, instead of unskilled 
volunteers. This is not all. The volun- 
teer is necessarily unacquainted with the 
complex regulations umh v which Govera- 
Dieiit vu) {ili< J t!ie wants of the Army, for 
thorunf,'li funiiiiarity with their practical 
working can be acquired only by mouths 
of actual oontaot and experience. He can* 
not tell, tberefore. When called upon to re- 
lieve ft repiment or a hospital, whether its 
ofiicers have done or have neglected their 
t duty, and whether they can or cannot 
l)roni]itly obtain what is needed through 
regular oftieinl channels. His impul.ses 
prompt him of course instantly to relieve 
the suffering he s(>e8 before him. He dia- 
tribntes his supplies at once, asking no 
questions, and goes home thankful that 
he has been enabled to relieve so much 
destitution and distreas. Bat he has too 
often been merely covering np the short- 
comings of some inefficient officer paid by 
Oovemnient to do precis ly the same thing, 
and has thus shielded hiiu from exposure 
nnd dlsmisaal, and done the army m the 
long run more harm than good. 

The Commission avoids this danger. It 
reserves its supplies for the oases of aoei* 

dental failure which must from time to 
time occur in the working of every miUtary 
system, and especially of one newly organ- 
iz< d on po vast a senle as ours, and seeks 
rather to strengthen the official agencies 
through wliieh Government provides for 
the army, than to set itself up as a rival 
source of supply, and thus weaken the 
eonfidenoe of the men in their inilitaiy 
superiors. 

The more general charge that the Oom- 

mission's system is a costly one. is Ix lii ved 
to be wholly unfounded. Its saliuies are 
on a most moderate scale. It maybe prop- 
er here distinctly to state, that nn member 
of the Commission receives, or ever has 
received, a dolliir from its treastiry, or from 
any other q[uarter, in the shape of salary, 
or compensation for his services as Oom- 
nii'-sioner. Fotir of if^ members hold 
othee, viz. : its I'resideDt, Vice-President, 
and Treasurer, and its Associate Secretary 
at Louisville. Of these, the first threo 
have been able to do their official work 
without absolutely sacrificing all fli- n ntlier 
I duties, and they have done it without 
I dreaming of "pay" from any quarter.

Tho Associate Secretnrv, \vlio has removed 
liin liome from ClevLkiml to LouiHvillo, 
abandoned his profession, and devottnl his 
^hole time a&d enecgies to bia official work, 
TsoeiTM a modemte aslavy. Tlumln to the 
co-operation of Govcrnnu nt utid thf lilnT- 
alitjT of Railroad, Telegraph, aud ExjjresH 
Oompanies, and other private agencies, its 
expenses for transportation and tolej^raph- 
ing are not one- tenth of what they would 
otherwise he. A refcn-iuo tt» tho statistics 
given in Doooment 69 of th« cost of its 
apeoial relief system at Washini^ton, Mqx- 
amlria, and Annap(ilis, show nmv much 
"work it has done at comparatively trifling 
eacpens^ The value of the supplies it has 
actually issued to tho army from its numer- 
ous depots, East and West, can only bo esti- 
mated, and the.se estimates vary 1 irgdy, the 
lowest estimate being about four nuUions 
of dollars, and the higbest exceeding 
veven. 

These suppHoa have been carried all 
over the ronutry, from Maine to Texas, 
and from Washington to Vicksburg, in 
charge of special agents, and depo.sit<»d in 
Belief Stutions where store-keepers uii' 
necessarily engaged to protect them, and 
Belief Agents to distribute them ; yet this 
great mass of bulky stores has been moved, 
stored nt the dcpof-s, moved to tlie front, 
stored again iu t<'mi»orary depot-i, und then 
distributed, at a total e^enae to the Cen> 
tesl Treasury of less than one and seren- 
eighths j)er centv on their low. st r.vlu;ition. 

The Commission is of course the per- 
manent subject of a due proportion of the 
swarms of "autlientic statements," "valu- 
able reparta," which are daily put in circu- 
lation about the army ami everybody con- 
nected with it; and that as regards the 
Oomniisaion many of them are disparaging, 
need ndte no suriiri-.p. 

It must be remembered that tho work of 
the Commi'ssinn necessarily makes it ene- 
mies. Medical and other offir-ers who 
know that their incapacity or indolence ha.s 
been det<'eted and noted by a relief agent 
or inspector, natuially think it a meddie- 
eome and misehierone organisation, and 
are always ready to report, and sometimes 
to embellish and magnify, every case of 
failure in its work. Officers of the Medi- 
cal HtalT who stood high on the list, and 
were expecting speed promotion and addi- 
tional rank I I iiM I'luniiMits, when Govern- 
ment was prevailed on to illl the higher 
olBiSM of fhe Medieal Bureau according to 
■biHfy, and not, as before, aec(»rding to 
aaniority, (or, m other words, by selecting 
the best man instead of tho oIde.st,) cannot 
"be expected to admire the Sanitary Com- 
mission. Some of them think (very natu- 
rally) that it ha.s "mined the service,*' and 
are' not disinclined to believe and to 
«iidotse any ttoiy that tells against ik 
1inq(y «£ o«r mat i^m0MBl and has 



[ 8ight''d per>2>l'', misinformed o-s to its aim 
; aad }»olicy, suj)pu>ui it to seek merely the 
immediate relief of tho sick or wounded 
soldier, at any coat to militaiy aeU^xeliance 
and disci] >line, and distrust it accordingly. 
Thons:uiils of warm lu ait. il uinl riii r;,'etie 
men aud women, <hligi'iitly luboring for 
portions of the army through State agen- 
cies and local societies, find the Snuitary 
Commission throwing «'uld water on their 
work, bi eiiuso it is not conformed t i the 

Sstem which the Commission holds to be 
e most eeononueal, the most National, 
and altogether tho beat. They cannot 
help becoming more or less ]>rejtuliced 
agalinat the Commission, which seems thus 
to discourage and discredit what they 
rightly feel to be tlu^ most unselliyh and 
the most im])r)rt:int work of their lives, 
and thejr are thus unconsciously predi^ 
posed to believe any thing they may hear 
agaanatit. 



MLSUSE OF S.iNITABY STORES. 

Many good people, and a still greater 

Tinmln r of that class to whom censure and 
grumbling and tho rumination of troubles 
are as the breath of life, have no little mis- 
gi^-ing as to the final disposition made of 
the overflowing bounties distributed to the 
army through the medium of tho Sauitary 
Commission. Do the ones for whom they 
are meant reeeive them ? Do th^ get the 
larger part of them even ? Or does tho 
lion's share filter out in passing throtigh tho 
hands of various officials, between tho 
donor and the sick soldier in hospital? 
We haye labored, and still labor, and shall 
so continue to do, to give the public all tho 
light we con. aU we have and all we can 
obtain on the subject None ess fM more 
Bolicitons than we in regard to it. No 
insignificant part of the labors of our 
ogents in the field, and of our own in the 
collection and publication of reports and 
sUittstical information, springs from tliis soli- 
cituihv We are a part of that puljlic whom 
we address, and share, wo trust, in the full- 
ness of its anxiety respeoting the welfare 
of mir array and the triumph of our ami'?. 

But asulo from this, our offteinl relations 
to the sanitary work nsturally enough give 
an added and apeoial intensity to the inter* 
est we hold in eommon with others. 

Let ns look the question then pqu;\roly 
in tho face. Our means of knowledge 
reepeeting it are various, and not lacking in 
abundance. We liave well-organized aj^en- 
cies, a.s «veryb(jdy by this time is aware, in 
all parts of the grand array. Thoge agen- 
ciea are intrusted with a variety of duties. 
Prominent among these is hotpitai vi*iHtuf. 
That ift, an insijocting from day to day and 
time to time, of the poraoual condition of 
tiie patients— the food thev eat, the cloth- 
ing flMj ymst, the gnanl oomforta with

■which ihoy arc surroimdod or which they i 
lack. In(|iiiriur; liH. to tho Hiiiiitary suppHes I 
on hand or in demand i« included in this | 
jnapection. And to this tbe number of 
casual visitors jiorsons in search of sons, ; 
brothers, huHhauds, or pt rsous vohintarily ' 
■pending a brief period of observation and 
of bonpvolent labor in all the larger hospitals 
■witliiii and beyond army lines, and one can 
BC<! thai it ^v^>llld bo not ft little surju i^ing 
if any ilagraut, persistent, or very cousid- 
erable purloining of sanitary stores conld 
escape det+'ction. Wo can give unqniili- 
fied assurance to those who are unull'cctedly 
anxious on tbis subject, that there is no 
difficulty in procuring due punishment and 
adequate prevention where detection does 
occur. Army orders in regard to this and 
all other kinds of plundering from hospital 
atone ate stringent, and extremely plain 
rind definite. No offin'nl -^vnuld venture to 
neglect the execution of tiuiu on others, 
trhere occasion req[nired it, not though he 
dioold diaiioa to Ibe secretly a culprit of 
tbe same sort bimielf. And again, it must 
not be overlooked thftt Government has a 
oorps of Medical Inspectors — sixteen in 
inunber— distributed throughout the mili> 
tary districts of the conntrv, n part of 
■whose duties i.H to look into this very mat- 
ter of the appropriation and consumption 
of hospital Htores. In addition to this, 
nearly every army corps has one or more 
of its surgeons detailid to inspection duty, 
■with functions every ■way similar to those 
of tiie regolar inspectors. The reader wUl 
thus perceive that the menns of detectinp 
and correcting mal-practioe of whatever 
kind on the part of hospital attendants are 
not wbolliy omitted, to sa^ the least. And 
■wifli tiie infonnalioB fmnished us from 
these several and important sources, wo 
feel qualified to answer the question: "Is 
there any considerable or constant diver- 
sion of sanitary stores from their legitimate 
destination ?" And we are glad to be able 
to an.swer, There is Instances nf jilim- 
dering do certainly occur from time to 
4ime.l>o«]iin bo^lsl and wbile the stores 
■TO in transitu between donor and patient. 
Instances of the former kiud cannot be 
many times repeated without detection, 
whilst the amount of loss from plundering 
during transportation is, oil things consid- 
ered, surpri^ingly small. WTiere an abn.'^c 
of tbe kind occurs in hospitals and is found 
out, tiM fieoiile at home are pretty sore to 
bear of it, "whilst the r')rrrr(ir,n of the 
abuse, however prompt it may have been, 
]■ not so Ukcly to trauspire. Wo have per- 
sonally known inatanoes of just tbis kind, 
■where corrected abuses bare been pub- 
lished—all but the correction. And can 
readiljundcretand, there fore, how the grav- 
ity of mob cases goto <)Tenated, and now 
the cnsea tbcmselves awaken unnecessary 
apprehension amongst the friends and cou- 



tributors of the Commission, and furnish 
an unfortunate resource to captious and 
inborn fault-findings. Tbe reader will see 
that the -way of the tranagieasor ia hard in 
this Btealinij (to put it in square honest 
Saxon) of sanitary stores. But there is 
unquestionably a small per centage of loss 
to be abstracted as a constant sum from the 
noble bounties of the Commission. Tak- 
ing the wli' lc army and the entire field of 
war into account at once, and an eye that 
could sweep tbe whole at % gbmee, wonU 
probably witness this most despicable spe- 
cies of theft somewhere within those wide 
limits as a constant fact Bat whilst a ooa> 
stant fact to the witness, it would be n 
variable one with any given offebder and 
in any given locality. 

We have repeatedly had this experience 
— too often, in fact, to enable us to readl 
any signal examples — namely : We havo 
asked some patient in a hospital if he ever 
reoeived any thing from the Sanitary Com- 
minion, and reoeiTed a prompt and empha- 
tic "No" for an answer. Farther inquiry 
developes the fact tlmt \\v has been for 
weeks tbe daily recipient of sanitary atorea 
— both food and doihing. We have known 
persons of irreproacluiMe integrity perpe- 
trate just this absurdity, (for wo cannot call 
it falsehood.) The patient, finding his own 
personal condition decidedly unoomforta- 
ble, and that he is only moderate^ well off 
for external comforts, not nnnaturally con- 
cludes that he is indebted to Government 
for what Uttle relief he doea leceiTe. He 
is not inform< d by nurse or surgeon where 
a given article administered to him may 
have come from. It is not practicable that 
be should be. Suj^eons and nurses bare 
enough to do with 'that omitled. And 
articles of diet are not likely to bear the 
Sanitary stamp, when cooked and ready 
for the palate. And if they did, many n 
I)atient, from lack of observing hi»bit,s or 
from the gravity of his illness, would fail to 
see it. They fri'ijuently fail tn nee it on 

the very cloUiiivg that invests their persona. 
Many a mmor, painful and misohieroiM ^ 

its effects, has had just this kind of origin. 
We have never when in the field neglected 
to trace np all reports of the plundering of 
our stores, which gave the least promise of 
having a foundation, and we generally find 
tliem ending in some such smoke as this. 
And if otherwise, and an offense is erenta* 
ally disooTered, we have never eneonntered 
difficulty or delay in having the offender 
punished, and the way blocked to the 
repetition of tbe offense. 

Tbe actual percentage of loss to Sanitary 
stores in transit from donor to patient, 
"liy flood and field," it is impos.sible to 
g^ve with any considerable accuracy. But 
we feel justified in saying -with absolute 
certainty that it Ls small ; and whatever the 
amount is we should be spurred by il 
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ntiher than daprened. Th« menis of pre- 
vention being as nearly complete and as 
extensively applied a^ tlio nature of the 
eiaewill admit of, we must put down the 
losses that ocam in spito of these meanfl, 
as a part of the ioevitable course of things, 
an item in the ini'xonililo StBtutios of 
crime. — Sanitary Rejiorh-r.

«tr esa BO looger be eondkwd to baitttdetaila of 

Uie plana of bftttlns, nnd of thf nianamTrcs of 
Armies; wo most refer to other elements, and 
principiill y to the MnttcBy eoiwKtton of troops, as 
the ojusfs of our wV^onV.f, or the rtasorut for our 
(Usasln-.'i. Thti historijin, in following sr-ldiers 
in their campaigns, ahould note every thing 
tlMft naybefiminUe or mfinomble to flieir 
Banitnry condition; nnd.conRcquontJy.he Rhould 
not neglect any opportunity of exposing every 
error that may be ccnnniitted on this important 
point, from whatsoever source it may spring. 
Tln r.' nfM i>articularly two iiii].< irtiint n snltH to 
be obuiiut d from this Hcrupulous care in com- 
piling the histoiy of a mr, Tht flrst ia, that 
of reducing to less than half the mortality of 
thoee hrave soldiers who so generoosly shed 
fluir blood for flteb eonntry'; the 8eoond,mere- 
ly a corollary f>f the first, that by reducing the 
mortality of '.ul licrs the Ktrt'iip;th of amiics will 
be proportiouably increased, and thuH very 
often the ft«tane of war decided.** 

Dr. Shrimpton then alludrs to Rome of the 
more prominent causes of the fearful sicknens 
and mortality among flie British forces during 
the first twelve months subsequent to their 
roftchiug the Crimea. He says the British army 
was deficient in "Military Administration;" that 
ia, in a method of eo-ordinating iiie difRwent 
branches of fidiniiii'<t I iti n such as victualling, 
clothing, forage, hospitals, campmentt trans- 
port serrtee, and corps of workmen. 

"Even Malta, a British colony, \vh.h ttdcon by 
aorprise by the arrival of tho Itritish trf> ips; 
and at GallipoU the same neglect was ropeated, 
the British Ckmaol there waa not infiuined that 
Xi^^iah tnog§ wan to $mf,'' 



"When (he British troopaani^ at GallipoU, 

they were three days in landing, and had neither 
mattreascs nor blankets for the men, nor medi- 
cines nor shelter for the siek*' The Fkeneh 
did not suffer. I >fo:vise every thing had been pro- 
vided fi r th( m by the centralizing power of the 
" Intuuiiaut Oeneral." While the French had 
plenty to eat, the wanta of the Engliah may be 
described bj' the condition of the men of the 
Ninety-third Begiment, "who were obliged to 
kill the oxen whieh had bronght their baggage 
on the * arabas' or rough carts of the oountty, 
and thus deprived themsclvse Of their onl^T 
means of transportation." 

While our armies hare not svflbred as the 
English army did in the Crimea, we have had 
abtmdant reason to regret the want of some 
such co-ordinating fkmctionary as the '* Inten- 
dant-Geii6ral" of the French army, an oflteer 
only sub'ir linnte to tlio oonunanding officer, 
and charged with the duty of having food, shel- 
ter, medicines, clothing, and means of trans- 
portation at <he ri^i place at the rig^t mo> 
meut 

Dr. Shrimpton attributes the fearfhl mortality 
among the British troops to the great want Of 

prevision in the matters alluded to above. 

Dr. Shrimpton testifies as to the absolute ne* 
cessity of having female nnrses in the General 
Hospitids, "for." says he, quoting from Mr* 
Sidney Herbert, " hospital orderlies must be 
very cough hands. " 



DIMINtmON 07 DRUNRBNKB3S IN THB

Early in the morning 
they began to clear op, &e. When I arrived au 
handa were Iniay; one eooMng thia and anoChar 
fixinp tb.nt, and m on.

Bill of fare ronsisted of soup, beef- 
Bteak, fireeh bread and butter, coS'ce, maahed po- 
tatoea, xoaated ditto, fried onions, turnips, ie., 
and peaches and milk. The latter Inxnry waa 
oliliiUH (1 in this way: Mine bo.^1, thf scrj;.-ant 
- fornii'ily a Houirc— a umn of f^ood cdncntioii 
and culture, the rub r in the company, tho 
oracle, con.sulted on all afikirs of ceneral in- 
terest, yery popnlar, a 'plaaaant tatter. The 
men laneh at bis Knyinga, qiooto thau, and tovw 
him. He is v< rv ^t^nerona and open-hearted. 
One of thp nu li b. mm ; ifk.lhe stpnre purchased 
some pcHclKJ* lor him, ;it enormous prices, from 
the fleecers of the army, (the BUtb rK ) Tho 
friend recovtred.and the peaches were forgoit^n 
until to-day. After diiuer we had music - tho 
banjo- the Savorito instnunent in the army — 
singing and dancing. They told me tliat they 
managed to live in camp right along in thia 
way. None of th» ni liked the life of a soldier, 
mi^iht jH-iliajis n - nli^t. wmild make the b( st of 
events that turn up, were sort of contented, and 
would lire as jolly as they could. This mt^ 
repreaenta a fair average of what might be 
found thioug^ont the corps.

Bo extenaive are the ramifications of this 
Commission, and so thoroughly have its agents 
been drilled in the good work, and so com- 
pletely ha.s it till confidence and aid of tli< (jox- 
emment <)fliciiJ.s, that one dollar e^ptuded 
through its channels is equal to three expended 
by private benevolence or State societies. It ia 
nataral that our kind-hearted women ahould 
desire that their offering should go to their 
sijecial friends, though if they reflect, they 
could hardly wish tb;\t one man should enjoy 
tlii se d- liciu ii K, while his brotb^ rs in ]iutrit)tic 
d< ti. !i, tln' men who stood shoulder to slmul- 
dt r with him in tho hour of trial, are left \rith- 
out then>. Rurely, if there be a place in thO 
world ftMr imparUaUtor in the distribution of ar> 
tides of oomlbrt and solace. It is the hospital of 
those who have been wounded in a common 
cause; besides. Ibis private bounty is timply 
impossibb . \Miat wr need is, to have these 
' supplit-s r< ady at once, even before the battle is 
' over, and this is the well-perfiDniMd Olffiee of tha 
iSanitanr Commission.

THE YESTtLAXlOS OF THE IBOST-GLADS. 

Tho Rood fortune of meeting with intelH^'ent 
medical officers of tho Navy has enabled tho 
writiT f I) <•! iiuji.ire notes up<jn important ques- 
tions, that rolaUi alike to military and to naval 
hyt^iene, and to the relative status of medical 
officers in theee two branches of national 
aerrloe. In this letter I -will refer only to one 
or two of the hygienic questions. In a number 
of th> MEnicvi. TiMKs some time ago, you 
rath :■ ,har])ly eallod attention to the 8a lit.iry 
cuniUtiiin of tho Mmitor.t and iron-clad ^nu- 
boats. The questions to which you then soli- 
oited official attention wore at that time leceiT- 
ing tiie earnest and inteUigont considbration of 
the best men in the medical ser^-ico of tho 
navy. W»« hazard nothing,' in as.sorting that tho 
savant or the mechai i il i ii.,'ini i'r who will 
devise and pat into succi ssiul operation a sys- 
tem of v<>ntilation that will supply fresh air to 
the cabins, aoartero, and berth^decks of tbe 
Maniton, at uie rate of thrnt five hundred to 
one thousand cubic feet per honr, to each man 
of the ship's company, will confer a priceless 
l)u HI upon the crcwrf and oflicers of those new 
vot-vcasela, and at tho 8amo time will do his 
ooantiy » patdotio Mrriee mwmIj inftiiar to 



that rendered by the renowned Ebxos^son him* 
self: 

Onlj ihinic of the sanitary prospects of eighty 
or a hundred men shnt np In a snbmRrffedinm 

encasement, with only about sixty-fiv cubio 
feet of air-space to ea<'h person, and that

Ad'l to this the inevitj\blc humidity 
and the exoessivo heat and darkn^'^s of the 
M tnitor.'i, and you have th - elemental and inev^ 
t ililt causes of a fc' irfully high invaliil-rate. 

Is there no intrAnrrhanist who will immedi- 
ately devise the 111 ' ins for reiiie lyiTi-j this i '.il? 
We venture to otfer the clue to the desired 
invention by saying that the ventilation most 
be secured upon the vacuum principle, or by 
suction of the foul air, and not by the present 
inoperative plenum or blowing method. Even 
for tho ventilation of onlinary transport ships, 
the ])r>>l>li tii of eflfective vontilition d 'pnnds 
mainly upon tho means and ci-rtainty of t'jresn 
of find air. No nlenum blowing in a J/ouitor 
will ever accomplish the desired result, except 
at the expense of the invulnemblKtjr of the war 
ship itself. Mr. Euc-i-iioN has provided fans in 
the turrrts, but it is not pure fresh air thnyblow; 
and rv.'u the briiken curreut of th ' iiii[nui' air 
tln'V do control, is sent lir.st duu ii tothe hold, 
then, aft^jr feeding the funnier liros, it slowly 
mixes with the yet impure air of the berth-deck 
and otteera* quarters. 

Nothin.; in jilniner than that there must be a 
spocifie meth' i 1 and pjwer of eijr^ss for the foul 
iiir, and this f.vct is so well sUited in a Viroehure 
just placed in our hands by the Sanitary Com- 
mission [.Ve lical Docwnenl S. Jfinls f>r thr. t 'on- 
Inrf <^ Inffdi'Ms Dia&astt ii» iimpt* Tmaporiat 
and IlosfiUfils], that we beg leave to quote a 
paragraph re.'ating to this pjint :

All tlir rr Tilfs of goofl nursing, as detailed in 
tbcBC nutt s. iiiiiy he spoiled or uttfrly nogntivf d 
by one doft rt, viz.: in i^< tty marmf^M im nt. nr in 
other words, by not knowing Low tu mana^^e 
ibat irhafc Jon do when von arc thorf, shall bo 
dam irhen yon are not tShere. The most devo- 
ted friend or nnrm cannot he ahniTB dun. Nor 
is it desirabk' that she should. And she may 
give up her hrnlth, all her other duties, and yet, 
lor want iif a littlf inanuc'iMK iit.bc not one-half 
aocflicitiit us anotlair who is not one-half so 
derotrd, Imt who has this art of nmltiplyiug 
bmself— that is to say, the patient of the first 
iriU not really he so yrm etna for the {wtknt 
of the second. 

It is a« impoBsible in a borne to teach a person 
in I'linri'c i t sirk how to iiun, as it is to 
teach 111 r liow to imrse. rircmii«.taii('( s must 
vary with each dilTcn iit i^fisc. r.nt it (>■ jxtssiM.' 
to press npon her to think for herself: Now 
what does happen during my absence? I am 
obliged to bo away on Ineeday. But freah air, 
or pnnctnality. is not less iniportant to my pa- 
tient on Tm -i1.';y thnn it was i n Monday. Or: 
At 10 V. M I am m ver with my patient; bot 
quiet is ot Ti<> less consocpicnce to him at lU 
than it was at 5 minates to 10. 

Curiou)i as It BMJ MCfln, this very obvious 
oonaideiation oocois compaiatiTely to few, or, 
if it doe* ocenr.'it is only to cause the devoted 
friend i-r muse to be absent fcwi r hours or fewer 
minutes fn in her patieui not lo firiuiii;e mi us 
that no minute and no hour shall ]»' I'or her 
patient without the essentials of her nursiiiK- 

A very few instances will be aoflleiMit, not as 
pnoepta. but aa iUuatiations. 

A alrange washerwoman, coming late at night 
for the " thiiifjs," will burst in by mistake to 
the parent's si< k-rooiu, after he has fallen into 
his tiist doze, (,'ivin^ liim a shock, the efl'ects of 
which arc irreme«liable, thoa^ he lumsrlf 
laughs at the caaM,aiid probably ne v. r ivi n 
nentiona it The nurse wIm is* and is quite 
right to be, atber supper, haa not provided tiiat 
the washersvoman shaJlnotloseherwayandgo 
into the wrouR room. 

Tlie i)iitient'H room may ulv. iiys liuve the win- 
dow open. But the pa-isago outside the patient's 
room, though provided with several largo win- 
dows, may never have one open; becauae it is 
not mderstood that the charge of the aide-room 
extends to the charge of the passage. And thus, 
as often hfipi)en8, the nnrse makes it her buBi- 
ness to turn tile pntirut's rm m into a ventilating 
shaft for the loul air of the whole house. 

An uninhabited room, a newly-painted room, 
an uncleaned closet or cupboard, may often be- 
eome the reservoir of foul air for the whole 
honae. becaose the person in charge never 
thinks of amnf^ing that these places shall be 
nlwuyr .iiri il, nlway;, ele.tui d: she merely opens 
the wijitlow heriself "when she goes in." 

An agitating letter or message may be deliver- 
ed, or an important letter or messago vol do- 
liTond; a 'rintor whom it was of cons4 (pience 
to aae, w»y ba reloied, or one whom it waa of 
atin more emiseqnenee to fio( see may be admit- 
ted — becaKFo the person in chartre has never 
asked herself this question, What is done when 
I am not than? 



.\t all events, one may safely say, a nurse can- 
not be with the patient, open the door, eat her 
meals, take a mefwage, all at one and the same 
time. NcvertheUi.<58 the person in charge never 
seems to look the impossibility in the face. 

Add to thia that the ottemptbi^ this impoari- 
bility does more to increaae Qie poor pafientfs 
hurry and uervonsness than any tliin^^ else. 

It is never thonght that the putient remem- 
bers these things if you do not He has not 
only to think whether the visit or letter may ar- 
rive, hut whether you will be in the way at the 
particular day and boor whan it mi^ aniTa. So 
that your jxirllal meaaurea for "being in the 

way" vdursi If, oidy ineiease tlie neci -sity for 
his tliiiui,'lit. Whereas, if yi)U eoiild Imt arrange 
that tlie thin;,' should always l>e done whether 
you are there or not, he need never think at all 
about it. 

For the above rcaaou^ whatevara patient em 
do for himself, it is better, i e. leas anxiely, fbr 

liiin 1) do for himself, unless the pcrSOII ilk 
( liiO);e ha:- tlie spirit of m.aniigement. 

It is evid< ntly nnieh less exertion for a pa- 
tient te> answer a letter for himself by return of 
post, than to have four conversations, wait fivo 
days, have six anxieties before it is off hia mind, 
before thepersonwho has to answerithasdooew. 

Ap])rehensieiii, inv^i-rtainty, waiting, expecta- 
tion, fear <if sui prise, <l(i a j'atienl more harm 
th.nn any exerfimi. Remember, he is face to 
face with hi.s enemy all the time, internally 
vrrcstling with him, haviug long imaginary 
ctmveraations with him. You are thinking of 
Bomethin^ else. "Bid him of his adveinry 
quickly." is a first rule with the sick. 

For the same reasou.s, always tell a patient 
and tell liini beforehand when yem ari out 
and when you will be back, whether it is for a 
day, an hour, or ten minutes. Yon fimcy per- 
haita that it ia better for him if he doea not find 
oat yoor going at all, better for him if yon do 
not make yourself *' of too nmrh importance" 
to him; or el.se you cannot In . ir t.) ^i\e him the 
pain i>r tlie anxiety of the teuijiorary separation. 

No such thing. You ouijhl U> gn, we will 
suppose. Health or duty requires it. Then say 
BO to the patient openly. If you go without his 
knowing it, and he finds it out, ne never will 
feel secure again that the things which depend 
upon you will be done when you are aw ay, and 
in nine eases out of leu ho will bo riu'ht. If 
you go out without telling him when you will 
be back, he can tixka no measures nor precau- 
tions aa to the thinge which ooneem you both, 
or which yon do for him. 

In inHtitutions where many lives would bo 
lost, and the effect of such a want of mauuge- 
ment would be terrible and patent* Ufora ia Ian 
of it than in the private house. 

But in l>ofh, let whoever is in charge keep 
this simple question in her head (no/, how c«a 
I always do this right thing myself, but) how 
can I provide fair tlua right thing to ba al^^r* 
done? 

Then, when any thinj,' wrong has aeturdly 
happened inconsequence of lur rdwr nc<>, which 
absence we will sujip 'se ta have liet u quito 
ri'dit. let her qoaation stall be (not, how can I 
provide against any mora of aneh abseneeii? 

which is neither possible nor desimVde, but how 
can I provide against any thing wroug arising 
oofc of ay ataenee ? 
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Unnecessary noise, or noise that create an 
expectation in the mind, in that which hurts a 
patient It is rarely the londncRs of the noise, 
the efiect upon the organ of the ear itsn-'U, whii^h 
appears to tiflect tiie sick. Uow vrcll a ]mti*tnt 
wUi generally bear, «. a., the putting up of a 
loaflDlding close to fke hoose, whsn he cannot 
bear the taUdng, atitt 1«S8 the 'vhispenng. 
OHpecially if it be of » lamilar voice, outside 
kisdoor. 

Never to allow a patient to be waked, inten- 
tionally or accidentally, ia a sine rjiui non of all 
good nursing. If he IS roued oat of Ma first 
sleep, he is afanost certain to hsre no more 

skt-p. It is a curion- I' lt qnit4' intellif,'il>li' 
fact that, it a patient is waked after a f« w hours' 
instead of a fow minutes' sleep, he is much 
more likely to sleep again. Because pain, like 
irritability of brain, perpetuates and intensifies 
itsell If you have gained « reqtite of either in 
sleep, you have gained more than Ibe mere 
respite. Both the probability of rrcTim ncr- an<l 
of the same intensity will be diminisht-d ; 
whereas both will be terribly increased by wiuit 
of sleep. This is the reason why sleep is so 
all-important. This is the rejvson why a patient 
waked in the early part of hia deep loses not 
only his sleep, bnt his power to sleep. A 
heoltliv i rr'fiiii who allows himself to sleep 
during tii< day will lose hi^ sleep at night. But 
it is exactly thts reverse with the sick generally; 
the more they sleep, the bettor will they be 
able to deeii. 

I have ofttni bocn .eurjirised at the fhonc-htless- 
ness (resultin^^ incniplty. quite uniiitealiuniiUy) of 
friends or of doLt i!- who will bold a long con- 
Tersaiion just in the room or passage adjoining 
to the room of the patient, who is either every 
moment expeeliog them to come in, or who has 
juHt seen them, and knows tbey are talking about 
hiui. If it is a whispoiod conversation in the 
same room, then it is alJ^')lut^ly cruel ; for it is 
impo-silil'- ihiU ih" patifiit's attention should not 
be involuntarily strained to hear. Walking on 
tip-toe. doing any thing in the room Very slowly, 
are injuriou.<i. for exaoUy the same reasons. A 
firm, light, quick utep. a steady, (juick hand, are 
the deHidcrata ; nnt tl; • slow, lingering, shuffling 
foot, the tinii<l, urn i s taiu touch. Slownc^s is not 
gentleness, thoiigh it in oft<:ii miHlakeii (or 9iich: 
quickneji.s, ligbtneas, and gentleness are quite 
compatible. Afftin, if flriends and doctors did 
but watch, aa nniiei can and should watch, the 
fealmve rimrpeainic, the eyes growing almost 
wild, of fever patients who are listening for the 
entrance from the corridor of the persons whose 
voice-s lb' y me b' liring there, these would never 
run the ri-k anain of creating ouch expectation, 
or irritation of mind. Such unnccei*¥Hry noise 
has ondoubtediy iodnced or aggravated aeliriam 
In many oases. 

I need hardly say that the other eommoDcanse, 
namely, for a doctor or Wend to leave the patieat 
and cc'tnmiiuicate his oti the result of his 

visit to the friendnjuFt ont^iilethe patient's door, 
or in the adjoining room, after the visit, bnt 
witbln bearing or knowledge of the patient, ia, if 
possible, wont of all. 

It is. I think, aliirrniii? j" i uli;irly at this time, 
when the female ink-hotilee are perpetaaliy im> 
piaaring npoo na *• xpatUnitar worth 



and ;;eni ral nii^^sionarinesa," to see that the drees 
of woman i.'* daily more and more unfitting them 
for any "mission," or usefuluesw at all. It is 
equally unfitted for all poetic and all domestic 

fmrposes. A man is now a more handy and fv 
ess objectionable being in a tick room ttian • 
woman. Compelled 1^ ber dre»e, every woman 
now either sbuffles or waddles — only a inan c;\ii 
cro^H the lloor of aeick room without fbaktng Itl 
What is become of woman's light step?— the Otttf 
light, quick step we have been aaked for I 

The noiseleaa alep of woman, the noiaeleaa 
drapeiy of woman, are man taires of apaecA 111 
tbls day. Her skirU (and well Iftiiey do nol timar 
(l iwii some piece of furniture) will at least bmah 
j against every article in the room as she moves. 
AeT.iin, lint' mirH>' cnaiiot open the door with- 
out making every thing rattle. Or Khe opens the 
door unnecessarily often, lor want of remembw* 
ing all the articles that might be hroaghtioatonoo. . 

A good nurse will always make mre that no 
door or window in her patienf.s room shall rattle 
or creak; that no blind or curtitin shall, by any 
change of wind through the open window, be 
made to tlap—espcciaUy will she be careful of all 
this before '-he leavct her patienta for the night. 
If you waittiUTOiir p»tientatdl7«n*orninina 
you of ibeae th!ngB,where ia fbe nae of Aelr hatvf ng 
a nurse 7 There are more shy (!nin exuding pa- 
tients, in all cl.ii^.sea ; and mtuiy a |i;uiijnt passes 
a bad night, tiiuv' alttT tiiin-, r.iiiu^r tli.in ri'uiiud 
his nuree every night of all the things she baa 
forgotten. 

If there axe bUnda to toot windows, alwa^ 
take earn to have tbem well np, when tbey are 

not Ivingused. A little p'oci' ■^lipping down, and 
flapping with every draught, will distract a patient. 

All hurry or bustle is peculiarly ii iinf il lo the 
sick. And when a patient has compulsory occupa- 
tiona to engage him, instead of having simply to 
amnae hinaelf, it becomes doubly iiyurioua. Tbe 
firlend who remalna atanding and fldgeting about 
while a patient is talking business to him, or the 
friend who sits and proses, the one from an iilea of 
not letting the patient talk, the other from ati idea 
of amusing him — each is equally inconsiderate. 
Always sit down when « rick penon is tolUng 
businesa to joo, abow no aigoa of harnr* gl^o 
complete attention and ftill eooaideration If jvn 
advice is wnntcd, and go Miajflie moment tht 
subject is ended. 

Always sit within the patient's view, go that 
when you speak to him he has not painfully to 
turn his head round iu order tu look at you. 
Everybody involuntarily looka at tbe penon 
speaking. If you make thia aet a weaHaomeooe 
ou the part of the patient, you are doing him 
harm. 8o also if by continuing to stand you 
make him contiiuiun^l y r;ii^ ' Ui9 eyes to see you. 
Be as molioule^s as po.Siiiblc, and never gesticu- 
late in speaking to the sick. 

Never make a patient repeat a meaaage or re- 
quest, esifeelally if It be aome time itfler. Oooo- 
]>ied patients arc often accused of doing toomooh 
of their own bu.siue!-.s. They are instinctively 
rijrht. How often you hear the person, charged 
with the request of giving the mes.<;age or writ- 
ing the letter, say half an hour afterward.s to the 
patiMt, "Did yon appoint 12 o'clock?'' or, 
'«What did yea aay was tbe address 1" or aak 
pertiaps some ranch more agitating foeationi— • 
thna causing tbe patient tbe etfortof nMaMVjr,eK 
w«ne aliU, of daoiaion, aU nvnr «nia. It k 
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really loss exertion to him to write bis letters 
himself. This is the ftlmoBl aiiiTciialezperi«Doe 
of occnpled invalids. 

Thi- brill jfs us to aDOtber caution. Never 
Epiuk to an invalid from behind, Dor from the 
door, nor from any distuaMfrOlB Um, OOV Wben 
he is doioK any thing. 

Tbc oOttU politenesa of servftnts In UicM 
thiDgniflSO gratefbl to invalid!!, that many pro- 
§Wf witliOMt knowing why, bavin'^ none bnt 
MrrmnU about them. 

These things KK not funcy. If we Cdiisiik-r 
that, wilb siclt r« with well, every thoii^-lit de- 
composes some nervous matter — that decompnsi- 
tloo as veil B8 re compo«ltiOO of nervuui) matter 
toolwajfl coiag on. aod more qaiokljr with the 
rfek tb«n with the well— that, to obtrade abruptly 
another thoii;<ht upon the braiu while it in in ibe 
act ol' (Ii^lmying nervous matter by thinliin?;, is 
calliiif,' npon it to malcc a new exertiun— it \v< con- 
sider thene thing!*, which ore facts, not functes, we 
shall remember that wc are doing positive injufy 
bj iaterrnptiof, bv " ctMiUog a faooifal " penoo, 
M It i* called. Aim! it Is no fanof . 

If the invalid in forced, by hi-» aroc.itinn:, to 
continue occup\tioiiH reiiuirln;.; nitu'.i Ihink n^' 
the injury is doubly ^;rvat. In feediiii; i i> ii;rut 
suffering under delirium or stupor ;ou nrny .suf- 
focate bim, by giving bim his food Boddenly, but 
if yon rub bis Ups geoUj with a spoon and thus 
attract bis attention, he wilt swallow tbe food 
unconsciously, but with p'^rfrct eaf'f ty. Tliuf it 
is with the brnin. If you oiler ii a IhoUi^ht. 
especially one reij iiriiii; a decision, abruptly, you 
do it a real not fuuciful injury. Never speak to 
a sick person .•suddenly ; but, at t'.i » same tine, 
do not keep bis expeciatioa on (be tip-toe. 

This rale, indeed, applies to tb« well quite as 
much as to the sick. I have never known per- 
sons who exposed themselves for years to con- 
stant interruption who did not muddle away 
their intellecu by it at last. The process with 
them may be accomplished without pain. With 
tbe sick, pain give* warning of tbe iiguty. 

Do not meet or overtake a patient who is mor- 
fng about in order tn speak to him, or to give 
him any mr'ssai^e or letter. You might just ai 
well uU t l,iin u \>nx on the eu; . I have seen a 
patient fall flat on tbe giound wlio was standing 
irilOi bis nurse came into the roonv This was un 
aecideat wbicb ndgbt have happened to tbe most 
•arefbl nnrse. Bnt the other is done with inten> 
tion. A patient in such a state is not going to 
tlie Ea«t Indii's. If you would wait ten seconds, 
or walk l-w yard? furtlier. any promeiiiide he 
could make would be over. Vo;i do not know 
tbe effort it Is to u pulieut to rem un standing for 
even a quarter of a minute to listen to you. If 
I bad not seen tbe thing done hy tbe kindest 
nnrscs and friends, I sbonld bave tboogbt this 
eantion quite supt^rflnons. 

It 111 - liitely ei<?ent!al that a nur.^e should 
lay lUi-i down lis a positive rule to bernulf, never 
to speak to any patient who is standing or mov- 
ing, as long as she ezeroises so little observation 
as not to know when a patient cannot bear it. I 
am satisfied that many of tbe accidents which 
happen from feeble patients tumblingdown stairs, 
fainting after getting up. Ac, happen solely from 
the nur«i' popping out of a door to speak to the 
patient ju-t at that moment ; or Iroiii liis fearing 
that she wUi do so. And that if the patient were

ber of tiKnuandB have been aided«.ai)d what 
lumboara.

t<i ri'iil.v in full to yonr note, to which yott 
have already received a condensed reply, 
•neli as a working man might r^wi in two 
minutes. It is important that the pablie 
should understand the magnitude and ox- • 
tent of the Rickness against which the 
Qovemment is compelled to provide, in 
order to nndersiand why so mneh, sooh 
constant, and aooh costly supplementary 
assistance is required fram the Sanitaij 
Commission. 

Our hospital record shows that 600,000 
men passed through Uie general hospitala 
thiR lost year! We have no record of tha 
previous year, bat have reason to think 
from theleasvetafan character of thetroope» 
thai the number oonldnot have been less, 
but rather more. The first year fewer 
troops were in the field, jiud pcrhnps there 
were not more than half as many ill in 
general hospitaL Bnt already yon have • 
million and a quarter. Now reoall thelaot 
that onl^' tlioHe {no ill to be taken care of in 
the regimental hospitals go to the general 
hospitals, and jon will tealise that probft> 
bly as many more have been in the regi- 
mental as in the general hospitals. Here, 
then, at a rough oalonlation, pretending to 
no precision, bnt near enough and undeni- 
able enough to be abasia (rf peaetieal judg- 
ment, yon have two millions and a lialf of 
men sick at one time or ancjtlier Hinw the 
war began. I suppose it to be literally 
truBb that aa many men have been in the 
hospital as there have been in the field. 
Some have not been sick at all ; others have 
been siok twice, thrice, a half dozen times. 
I do not beUeta it would be > mialaadiuf 
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reckouiug say that the actual oonnt of 
ma anniM eadh ytar in the fleUI, is tiie 

tally of the hospital. This is not Btrango, 
for is not thut innii fortunntf' who stavH ftt 
home, vrho is not siuk ouco iu the iwelvc- 
Bumlli ? "Wliat^ tbeo, mmi tbe exp o amt 
of the miUtfltiy mnke add to this risk ? 
Almost erery man in onr army hiis liad to 
go through acclimation, as well as through 
lb» hMdeuing proeeas d aa untried and 
espcaed lifSb BeooUeot noir thai thia aiek- 
neas is not scattered anion £t a s]>ftrse popu- 
lation, but thrown upon miisaus of cou- 
denaed humanity ; that the nok men are 
noi memben of famflieii, with iriTca and 
nothers to take care of them ; that their 
care is an encnmhrance to military move- 
ments, weakens military strength, as much 
bj the oate-taken it detaches from ordi- 
naiy duty, as by the absence of the sick 
• {hemselves ; that medical stores /i/l/<>>r com- 
missary and ammunition stores ; that the 
nedkal departmeikk has no independeat 
tnnaportatioiit and oannot have ; that 
there are only a surgeon and assistant sur- 
geon in charge ol a regiment, and you can 
judge of the vaataeiB of the vork and the 
difltonMy of the dwiwiinalMMwa under whicih 
the QoTenuneat Ubon in iis eamof oar 
sick. 

There is no pretence that all these men 
an ynaey mk, althoof^ thoae who go into 
general hoifit^ nanally are eo ; not'tiiat 
their siokneasea are very long. They vary 
from three days to three weeks, to three 
montfaa. 'What the aTerage niimbar of riek 
at all times is, (allowing for variation of sea* 
sons,) it is not perhaps, for militarj- reasons, 
expedient to say just now. But it might be 
justly said, thai not half the fcd»a on the 
loQa IB ever in actual flailing condition ; 
and that the pnpnhitirm of the ireneral and 
the regimental hospitals, with the sick in 
quarters, presents at all times ^ appalling 
amount of aofferiag and debility, of petH 
toUflaand of appeal to luiinanity. 

No government on earth ever did or ever 
can take satisfactory care of' such numbers 
of aiok men. An apidemio (cholera or yel> 
low fever) in a great atj preaenta an analo- 
gous case. Suppose all the me of the 
sick was thrown at such time on the doc- 
tors and profeesiottal nurses t Bveiybody 
hMtotiim doeloraadnnneataodheKiaea, 



and eveiybodj haa to become everybody'a 
dae— brother or father, or siatar or mo- 
ther. 

The amount of sickness in an army that 
has to be scattered over so many degrees of 
longitude and latitnde aa onia, where tito 
men are always acclimating, must be great, 
and cannot be calculate<l. Nor can any 
humiin wisdom tell where a great battle 
may come off or when, or what its vsaiilt 
will be, or how many wounded men may 
rehult from it, nor which side will have the 
cure of the wounded— their own and their 
enemy's it majbe. 

Under these circumstaaoee the U. 8. 
Sanitary- Commission says that if only ten 
per cent, of what ordinary humanity re- 
quires to be done for 500,000 cases of sick- 
neas in the year, are byflie moat rigid oon" 
Ktniction thrown upon its care, there are 
50,<MW coses of sickness to be considered 
and provided against Now, if anybody will 
think what amount of agency, transporti^ 
tion, clothing, medicines, stimulants, deli- 
cate food, 50,000 sick men (supposing each 
case to need only a month's care) must re- 
quire, they may aaa bow two miiliont and 
a half a year may be aoqiendad on them. 
What is flfty dollars on each case ! A sick 
man, sick for a month, is clothed, nnrsetl, 
fed, saved, for fifty dollars. The country 
haa been paying ontof italoealbqnefleenoo 
.three and four hundred dollars hmufy, to 
send A man to the war. Is it economical 
or not to pay fifty dollars, to save his life 
after he enten tike aerviee Y 

Now, because there ara no given 6(^000 
cases, which we have under our entire 
charge, it' does not change the All 
the 2,500,000 aiok caaea of this war in Gen- 
eral or Bagimental Hospitala (not to apeak 
of sick in quarters) have come, to the extent, 
I don't donbt, of 20 i)er cent.; but let us 
for moderation say ouly 10 per cent, oi their 
hospital wants, upon onr care, and this care 
has been expanded upon the whole ainaj 
for three years, at a cost actually to the 
country through our treasury oi $3.20 per 
case, (not per man.) Sneb ia the laniMiiaf 
cuiditionf hddao extravagant and so uncall^ 
ed for by some, which the Sanitary Com- 
mis.<iion has made to the regular succor 
offered by the Oovemment itself, through 
> the Medical Denartmenl

Tlie biiHincsa of the U. S. Sanitary Com- 
missiuii lies — 

L In oolleetmg nppliM. This ia done 
tiuoQgh its Branches. During the ilrst 
two yonrs the homes of the couutry sent of 
their 8Ui>erduity immenso qoantities of 
sheets, pillow>CMM, eomforten, bUmkets, 
ehirts, ilrairan, •ooks, Ac. This superflui- 
ty is long ago exhausted, wliilc the •want 
oontinues. Of course now tley must bay 
the zftw material, and umIm up n«fi^ what 
they originally oonld take oat of their oloe- 
etn iiud trunks. Hence the necessity of the 
grciit fiiii-H to niise tlie money to ptircha-He the 
ciuthiug and other supplies which they ob- 
tained fonneziy in another way. All the 
amaey raised bgrthe fairs will (with small 
exoeptions) be spent at home in creating 
snpldieSi It takes about fifteen-sixteenths 
of all the oost of the U. 8. Sanitaiy Ooin- 
vdmSion. to fnniish its mpplies and trans- 
portation. The other one-sixteonth goes 
into the support of its homes, its lodges, 
its machineiry of dUttribution, its hospital 
diieotofy, and hospital and oamp inspeo- 
tion. The cash which actually roaches the 
CcTitral treasury of the U. 8. Sanitary 
Commission, has in three years amountod 
to about on» m&ttoH <^ dMtan, n^Hdk At 
Pacific Coast has given nearly three-quarters ! 
It would bo well for thone who on the 
Atlantic coast sometimes c^uestion our 
eoonomy, to consider this ftot. 

Of this money, more than half has been 
spent in the purchase of such supplies as 
the homes of the land do not and cannot 
famish, and in the traossportatioaiof thMn.

At times we have 
supplied not only the side, but a whole 
army threatened witii aourvy, with the 

mi iuis of uvj'rtinp; it ; and wo have averted 
it at Vicksburg, at Murfreeshoro', befoi-c 
Charleston. Thousands of barrels of 



onions, thousands of barrels of potntocs, 
hundreds of barrels of curried cabbage, 
have been forwarded to Yarionoooxpe, eroi 
aa far aa Tenai^ to ^peaao flie dg m o n of 
scurvy, and save our troops. 

The other half-million has been used 
in supporting two hundred experts, 
wMKliflal inapeoton, zeUef agenia, oWkil, 
wnponers, and uccompniiying npr«^nt8, in 
the field, or in our offices and depots, 
through whom our work is done. These 
two hundred men reeeiTe, on an nvanga^ 
$2.00 per day for labor, which is, say half 
of it. liiplily f*kilicd, Bometimrs of profes- 
sional eminence, and worth from tivo to ten 
times that amount Few of these men 
could be had for the money, but they 
work for love and patriotism, and are con- 
tent with a bare support. This costs 
$12,000 a month. The Board, (all indnd- 
ed, twenty-one in number) — presidentt^iea- 
presideut, troasnrer, modical committee, 
standing committee — give their services and 
their time gratuitonaly. They rgdeiM aott- 
ing. likeir travdingexpmues akmeartpari' 
ly refuntled them, and these art* triftiiig, ex- 
cepting the case of one or tvoo toko go/requaatijf 
on tours observation,* 

n. The neat large expense ia the anp pot i 
of twenty-five soldiers* homes, or lodges, 
scattered over the whole field of war, from 
New Orleans to Washington, including 
YidEsbnrg, Uempbis, Cairo, Chattanooga, 
Nashville, Louiaville, Washington, kc, &e, 
In these homes and lo<lges twenty-three hun- 
dred soldiers (different ones) daily receive 
shelter, food, medical aid, protection, and 
care. These soldiers are snidiaa are orowd- 
c(l liy the rigidity of the military system 
ont of the regular channels ; soldiers left 
beliiud, astray, who have lout their milita- 
ry status, conT ale a e en t a, disohargsd men, 
not able to get their pay. Of these^ the 
average length of time they are on our 
hands is about three day.s. The priceless 
Talue of tills supplementary system no 
tongue can telL The abandonment of it 
would croate an amount of suffering which 
a multiplication of 2300 by 305 days in the 
year, will but aarra to hint at. 
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In connection with these homes, at the 
greftt idUtaiy central, New Orieana, Louis- 
tiUe, Washington, are bnreana in aid of the 

dischnrgod fioUlier's great ncccspitif?^, grow- 
ing out of his loss of papers in battle, or 
dnring the bewilderment of sickutivs, or 
fhioiigli the ignofftnee of Mb Miperiota, or 
his own: 

1. A Claim Agency, to seoon hia bounty. 

2. A Pension Agency. 
8. A Baek-pay Agency. 

The mercy of these ministries, by which 
soldiers and their families, helpless withont 
this aid — the prey of shari)«r«, runners, and 
grog-shops— are put in speedy posaenioBol 
fheir ris^ta, ia inexpresaible. We have 
often $20,000 a day of bnrk pav in onr of- 
fice at Washington alone, 'which might 
hATe been lost fdrerer, or delayed until it 
WHiiio longer needed by fhe aoldiet'a ova 
femily, without this system. 

fioractimcR a dozen letters must pass 
back tuid iorth \i'ith various oihcials, to veri- 
ly ft daim. theae ageaoiea, 
vrooged men, alricken in disgrace from 

the nnuy rolls, are restored; and in several 
cases men condemned to be shot as desert- 
eta, hatve been nved ficoon an nndeaemd 
death. 

To these arc to bo added — 

1. A special provision for wives, moth- 
ers, and sistera, wbo have expended all the 
BMe meana <rf borne in getting to Waah- 
ington or LnnisviUeb to 806 and ptoteot 
their sick relatives. 

2. A home for faithful nurses broken 
doma in llie eerviee* 

8w Anrnngementa for abiding Toy iiok 
Boldiers home under escort. 

UL A hoi^ital direotoxy, by which the 
whereabonta of all aiek men la detennined. 
There aze 600,000 namea in ila booka. It 
is eorrerted daily. It Baves endless confu- 
sion, suspense, and misery; prevents need- 
less journeys; answers the most urgent 
qneatfona ; leliefea the Hbmea of the feel' 
ing that their boys are lost in the crowded 
hospitals ; blcHscs and keeps heart-whole 
hundreds of wives, mothers, and sisters, 
enreiy day. It ooata |l20,000a jeartonwin* 
ftin it, and it is worth a million, if human 
anxiety can bo estimated in money. 

IV. Hospital Inspection. Sixty of the 
moiUkilltalfiiisaona and plgndefamt in tfin 



nation were — eight or ten at a time — six 
montha engaged, vnderthe dizeotion of the 
Commission, in a systematic and scientifio 
survey f-f tlie f,'OTiorul hosjiitiils. They 
inspected 70,000 bods ; saw 200,0<M> pa- 
tients, and reported in 4,000 written pagea 
the critieal tcanlta of fheae inqo^te Oaa 
any bo<ly e.stimate the scientific and hu- 
mane value of sneh a simey, brought 
home to the surgeon, the medical authori- 
tiee, and the Chnwmment ? Can our hoe* 
pital system dispense nith aoflh a levieir 
on the part of the homea, and by the eiril 
medical profession ? 

Thia irork we ahall zeiune after a proper 
interval Dr. Newbenj reports that the 
best hospital he has seen was at Bridgi-port, 
near (Hiattanooga — a field hospital 1 What 
a pridu and satisfaction to know that 
adeooe and humanity are in the very front 
of our armie.s ! 

V. The transportation of t}ie sick, car- 
ried on by us for the Government in ves« 
eela from the Peninania— firom which we 
brought 8,000 men in a o<«ifort. wholly un- 
attainable by Government transportation, 
aided by our generous medical studenta 
and onr hetroio, thoogh deliqate, women — 
we have aince largely cazried on in our pni> 
t-ent hospital cars, in which the sick, with out 
jar, can bo conveyed hundreds of miles 
with little suffering or injury. We have 
theee can on the main linee, eaat and weet, 
along which siok soldiers are carried. 

Vr. We Kupply the barren market of 
Washington with daily car-loads of fresh 
hospital anppliea from Philadelphia. All 
the beef, mutton, poultry, butter, egga, 
vegetables, used in all tbe hospitals at 
Washington, are selected, forwarded, dia- 
Iribnted by the Sanitary Oomnuaaion— the 
Medical Department refunding onr oofiay 
at the end of each month, saving the profit 
made by ordinary dealers, and securing 
wholesome food to the siok. 

Vn. Thebattle-fleldaendceol theOom- 
miasion is perhaps too well known to re- 
quire any elucidation. But let us take the 
case of Gettysburg. We had accumulated 
atone, and placed agenta at l^oniaburg. 
Pa., Frederick, Md., and Chamberaborff* 
and at Baltimore, to watch the prob- 
able neoessitiee of Meade's army. We had 
jupeefton and wagon-tnuna marching with 
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it; one with each column. The dreadful 
bftttle came off. The best oalcuhitions of 
the Gorenunent had aaiioipated the wants 

of 10,000 wotmdcd men. The rosuH of 
that glorious, yet horrible contest, left 
ftbout 25,000 wounded men (our own and 
fhe entmy'B) oa aa •km of four miles 
•qnare. Eveiy ohnrch, private house, 
bam. slud, was crammed ^^-ith woundod 
men — a<lditional to Held hospitals (in tent^) 
whitening the bill odea, ftnddiemehingthe 
moL in the blood of ampntefei liinlM. The 
railroads clogged with trains forwarding 
troops to ro-euforce Meade in his pursuit of 
Lee; the bridges burnt bj the ouemy; nei- 
fher em nor looomotiYes onoogh to do bfllf 
the required business ; the suzgeoiiB and 
stewards compelled largely to noeompany 
the troops, who expected another battle 
iHthin a week— what would have beoome 
of those noble sufferers, if the Aa(^-prepa- 
ration {not half) which the providence of 
the Government hod made, had not been 
supplemented for the flnt week or ivo^uil 
«na4ui^}sj the SaaitMyOominiaiBmi) aided 
by the Christian Commifwion and other 
Belief Agencies ? Look at the list of 
ttiiugs* (appended) f urniahed them uloue, 
and remember that this was one sin^bat- 
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tie-field, and cost the Sanitary Commission 
in stores, clothing, food, and transporta- 
tion, $76,000. Was there one dollar mora 
spent than was called for ? Waa one ddlar 
misspent ? Was not the moral ^d mate- 
rial economy in the saving of life» (I bo- 
liere fhonaanda of Uvea ware litenUyaaTod 
by our succor on that occasion alone,) and 
in the saving of pain and neeilless misery, 
such as every benefactor of the Commis- 
sion nmafe foraw rojoioa ui ? 

Let me only add, that one dollar in hand 
before a battle, and spent in providing 
against its wonts, by posting agents, creat- 
ing deixits, and arranging for the relief of 
fhe expeeted anffexen, ia worth flva dollara 
thrown in after the battle, to meet its 
dreadful no<'essiiieH. For economy's sake 
we need a full treasury. 

It ia thia sort of Profidenoa whioh fh« 
Commission is always praotiolng. Ita 
whole machinery is adapted to prevent dis- 
ease and sickness, by a department which I 
have not yet BtonliMiad—tikat bj which it 
dnolalea thxoogh flia army by means of its 
Sanitary Inspectors, constant warnings, by 
on elaborate system of verbal counsel and 
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advico, and hj a series of lijgieDic aud 
medical traets, mndngi m to the daagen 

from bad diet, needless exposure, poor 
ventilation, ill-seloct«Ml or biully-driiiued 
camps, and the uei^borhood of infections 
gwamps and bottomi. AH Vtw knowledge 
of the expoaorcs, wants, sicknesses of the 
army wliu li it thns obtains, it tabulatos in 
its Statistical Burejiu, botli for its owu in- 
formation and goidanoe, and lor fBtme 
MientiilA use. II looks with die utnuoal 
confltlonco on an advancemout of Sanitarj 
Bcicnco by this means — of priceless life-sav- 
ing vaiuu to all future military movements. 

The pnblioadon of ttpp^aK infonnation, 
rsportK, to maintain open and frank rela- 
tions with the homes and the pnbli<\ from 
which its peconiaiy and moral support 
mnat be derived* completes the roond of 
the Commission's duties, always exccjiting 
the special labors in behalf of disabled sol- 
diers and modioo-militazy interests daily 
thrown on its hands. 

Toree^tnlsiejriih sde reference to ex- 
pense, in round numbers, and w-ith only an 
approximation to ex^tness. I add the fol- 
lowing facts : 

L TheBosidof ihoTJ. ELSaaitaxyCom- 
misdon, FMddenfc, Vioe-Pxeaadent, Treas- 
urer, Medical Committee, and Standing 
Com«nttee, give their time and services 
gratuitously. They are refunded (in part) 
tiieir tmveliiig expenses; nothing move. 

2. Their Agents, two hundred in number, 
General and Associate Secretaries, ISfedical 
and tiauitary Inspectors, Kehef Agents, 
derits, depot and stove-honae keepers, 
wagoiMiSi ice,, receiving some more and 
some less, nvernge just S2.00 per day, or 
less than ordinary mechanics' wages. Total 
$12,000 per month for the vast humtm 
aaaehinerj' of the Ctanmiaaion, stretching 
from Texivs to the Potomao, from before 
Charleston to Kansas. 

8. About &f teen-sixteenths of aU the eight 
niilions the Oommianon has xeoeived, goes 
on to the babka, or into the moaths erf the 
soldiers, 

4. The cost of collecting and distribut- 
ing supplies is lets than three per aetU. 

ft, Aboat twanty>ihree hundred men are 
aow» and for s long time have been, in 
daily use and enjoyment of the Homes 
and Lodges of the OoainiMloB. 



6. Th^ battle-field service of the Ck>m- 
adasion requires s large aoonmolstloa of 

funds and of supplies. At Murfreesboro% 
Antietam, Gettysburg, Chattauoofrn, Vicks- 
burg, Port Hudson, sudden and vast de- 
mands were made, and am ahrays likely to 
be made. Fiffy thonaand dollars would 
not cover the cost of our whole service; in 
the first two weeks after any one of our 
great battles; at Gettysburg it was $75,000. 

7. Wexeekonthatif we divided all tha 
aid we have given to theaiok in regimentaU 

general, and other liosj)itala, to men in 
peril of sii^kiiess from scurvy and exposure, 
it would amount to $3. 20 a case; many men 
having received this several times, as often 
as they were sick. Tlie seriously wonnded 
have >>een often — as at Gettysburg — the re- 
oeivers of as much as $10 aid per man. We 
mention fliis to diow not how omeh, bat 
how little, this sometimes called eitrara- 
ffont Coninnssion costs, oonaideiing tlie 
blessings it is the almoner oL 

Finally, the onlj onoertain element in 
these calgnletiffiif, is As eetimated value 
ow supplies. The rineertninty here is not 
due to want of preiit pams to ascertain the 
facts. We shall very soon bo able to lay 
before the poblio the exact estimates, how 
many shirts and their estimated value, how 
many drawers, Htockings, sheets, comfort- 
ers, &c., and the estimated value of each; 
and they can then judge for tbemaslvea. 
Meanwhile they must give our statement 
only snc li cnnlit as they may think our op- 
portunity to know, and our desire to state 
frankly the exact truth, entitle it tOb 
With great regard.

THE PEOPLE AND THB ABMT IN 

EUBOFE. 

It is the custom on ibe continent of 
Europe to keep np the organization of tho 
army in all its branches in tit::e of peace as 
weU as in time of war. The stafl^ and tha 
qnartennaster's and medioal department* 
are maintained, and rnrry on their work 
when tho troops are in garrison as well aa 
when in the field; aud it has always been 
the boast of eotttinentaimilitaiynen, i^ian 
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ttrgning agoinai tiia English and AmeriMn 
flmfeom of breaking up the machine as 
soon as the war is over, that in their •way 
much suffering and confusion and short- 
coming are avoided nrhenever there is a 
aodden otttbreak of hostflitiaB. And there 
ia no doubt that there is immense gain in 
having the whole of the elabomte ap- 
paratus required for the feeding, cloth- 
ing, doetofing, and lodging of the tioopa» 
in constant readiness. Thereisgnal awing 
of time and prrrnt Having of money, whenever 
the emergeucj ahses which calls for ita 
nae^ The panona who ara to work it are 
onilieqKi^ tntnadto1li«ir daties, and their 
superiors are familiar with their character 
and capacities; and there is, consequently, 
much less chance of fraud or corruption in 
the pnroliaaa and diaferibation of atoraa. 
The privations under which the entire 
British army before SebftKtopol onme very 
near succumbing in the first winter oi the 
aiaga, warn dna almoat altogether to the 
fact, that the commissariat and quarter- 
master's and mediciil department had to be 
improvised when the war broke out. There 
waa hard! J s man in tbent who had had 
any experience in the performance of the 
duties which then devolved on him. The 
quartermaster-general had to rely on offi- 
eera drawn from line regimenta, and who 
had eraty thing to laam aa ngaida anp* 
plies and transportation after they took 
the field ; the commissariat was seized by 
olerktt token suddenly from the foreign and 
other government irfloea in London ; and 
very few of the surgeons had ever been in 
charge of a regular hospital, and had ever 
had to take care of sick, except those of a 
single battalion in barraoka. The world 
knows what the result waa. 

It docH not appear, however, when the 
test of a sudden coll for active service 
oomea to be applied, eyen to the beat organ- 
ised of Eofopean axmiaa, that it ia by any 
means an easy matter for the Covemment 
to provide liy uny preeantion.s, however 
elaborate, which have to be taken on u 
great aeale— against the thonaand eontfn- 
gencies to which an army is exposed, once 
it quits its quarters at home. There is 
a iin^t to the efficiency of every j^tem, 
hovevor woU^iklaBnedi which has to be 
mitked fay men with oidiaaiypmat and 



ordinary capocitiaa. There is sore to be ft 
weak pointinit— eilawof somekii^whiAh 
reveals itself whenever the strain begins to 
be felt. The French lost a whole divi- 
sion from cholera or fever, in the Dobruds- 
ehs, intheannunerof 1664, msinlytiiroiigh 
the want of shelter, transport and medical 
attendance ; and in 1850 their army in the 
Crimea began to suffer severely from the 
lack of tranqporlation by aea. And yet the 
French army is beyond all question the 
best organized in the world ; the nno for 
which thorough system in Uie smallest as 
wen as graatsst things, has done moat A 
very large portion of the talent of a nation* 
in wliieh talent tif the highest order abounds 
in a very nuusual degree, has for over 
half a century been devoted without stint 
to the tadcof perfecting every arrangement 
that can in the smallest degree contribute 
to its efficiency as a fighting machine. And 
among these arrangements it ia well 
known all that rdatea to the health of the 
soldier holda the highest place. 

We have now, in the case of the Prussian 
army taking the field against Denmark, a 
fresh proof that when the military anlhov- 
itiaa have done thair best under the oom* 
pletest of militarj' organizations, there may 
still remain voids which private benevo- 
lence can alone fill up. In other words, even 
onr army, composed entirely of -fohmteen, 
raised and equipped in haste, with an im- 
provised administration, and without many 
trained officers, is not by any means the 
only (irmy whidi atands in need of ft Sani- 
tary Commission. We find from file (h' 
logne flazrtU' of Jannary 11, that: 

" It is very deMrable that withoat delay voU 
nntary lissociatiouH should bs mads hy fhs pnb- 
lie to furnish the Gennatt tniopa, nowin wns 
against Denmark, with dolhing soitad to fha 

cold weather. Their supply is not enough to 

f>rotect tbom against this enemy. The enbjoined 
ettor from the rnissian Minister ofWar is a 
confeflsion, and a vcrj- significant one too, al- 
fhoog^ not nearly broad enough in its state- 
menta. TheasKXiia«iaiLinaa]totDiinplt|r4hs 
Prassian troops sent to Hoblein with warm 
winter clotliing, aftked the Minister of War 
whether he thought their purpose commend- 
able and iis^fal. Hoanswi red; ' It is tnio that 
it is the duty of this depiirtmont fcu give car 
troops clothing salted for winter; bnt it ia 
am^ly trosthatowiictttoths saddeanflm w}th 
^eh w» have been oMiged to mors oor aiBB^ 
it will be ilif!irnlt to give the men a fall snj^Ay 
of proper cluthing, unless we reoeive the pafeit 
otie haly of att good siliaaaa. FMrtiMwnaF 
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Honfl I shall ho wry grateful to your associatiou 
for n full and prompt »um)ly of woolen Hockii, 
gloves, nnder^uiiitB and orawerH, and for MtU 
dM for luMitttal vm; aad thoM who haT« mon^ 
Id giviB. oaa diMot it in no wtij bettor ibMi 

Nor is this mov(;nient entirely a sponta- 
neous one. The (iovornment is .stiranlatiug 
it hj oi>en uppeals. The some journal of 
Jamuoy 12th sajs: 

••A colkction 'hy aathority' for the holp of 
Riusuui soldiers excitc'H everywhere, btit cs- 
pedalb in the States outKido of PnisHia, very 
gfeat feding. Tbo oflBcial call ia aa follows: 
* Onr colatnns are now moTing towards Lttbeok, 
to 1x1 rciwly to enter Holstcin. lu consequt nt e 
of exoi RHivo cold weather the men suflVr torri- 
bly for want of warm clothing. Many of the 
■udiers have no woolen socka, and oul^ a little 
itaaw OK a Um rags with which to fill their sho' -s, 
nd iM ia gnal danger of having their toea 
IkMfrMtten. Tery few of tiiem have (dihts of 
any kind, or nrnrly < imnfjh nnder-olothinf; to 
protect Wn'.m from tlic cdld.

In the with 
which we were in alliance these foots may well 
excite astonishment, for how con Prussia pro- 
tect them with troops when onr army ia already 
in such a i)liKht It is the ca«e too with the 
amiicH on the I'olisli bonlt r, as well as with 
that in llolstein; and in both places the patriot- 
ism of oorwomen hae been pot to apiacticai 
teet to oveiQonie these mA neeewlHeB The 
lliniater of War tdle us that our troops arc sup- 
plied fully, and he tells the wonu n v.-hn r ffcr 
their help qnite another ntory. I iif,'ree with 
him in giving them the heartiest thanks for 
their past labors and for all the good they mean 
to do in the Aitore, but the Government mast 
aotbe eontent witti aoceptang their asristance;

The fact is, that it is not l)ecause armies 
now RiiflTer more than they did in other 
wars, tiiat wo ore witnessing both here and 
in Eniope iheee Toiimtarx edlEwla for Htuat 
relief on the pert of the people^ but beoMue

snob ndvnnces in hnmanity that the public 
in Christian countries will not look on 
cidmly wliilu scenes of horror pass before 
fheir ejes, wliioli in former times exoited 
no comment whatever, and were deemed in- 
evitable. During the great struggles which 
followed tho French revolution — to go no 
fturtiier badE-^the eoilbingi and kaM of iU. 
the great armies then in the field, tnm 
lack of snppliefi, mrdicim attendance, and 
sanitary precautions, were prodigious. But^ 
not only woa public benevolence at thai 
period mncb leae aotiTe than it is now, and 
human life less valued, but tho means 
either of obtaining information or send- 
ing help so completely wanting, that volun- 
tary organisalions in aid of the aiek and 
wounded would have been either impomi- 
ble or useless. In the ul>»ence of newspa- 
pers, little MTas known of what was passing 
in the field; and that little came at ixregn' 
lar intervals by private letters, which were 
seldom received until weeks after the bat- 
tle had been fonght or the movement been 
made, vhiob left its victims by the thoa- 
fffttdw CTi ihft field Off thttroadnidft- And it ia 
hardly necessary to say, that without 
tho electric telegraph, and tho railroad, 
and the steamboat, it would have been ab» 
anrd to hare atteaapted to fdUow an army 
up either with sanitary ooonaels or with 
actual relief. A French army operating in 
Oemiany or Italy, an English army operat- 
ing in Spain or the Orimaa, or an Ai»«>8«m> 
army in Ten nc eaee or Tiwriaisna, wonld 
have been, fifty years ago, as much out of 
the reach of their friends at home, as 
far removed from aid or advice, as they 
would be nowadays in China or Upper In- 
dia. Sanitaty Commissions, or, in other 
words, attempts on tho part of j>eople at 
home to lessen the misery of war by volun- 
tary efForta, an new mainfy beeanae they 
are now for the first time feasible. The 
indifTereneo of the public to the lot of 
the rank and file which shows itself in the 
history of all pest wars, has now disap- 
peared; bnt the change wonld bam been 
of little value if science hnd not sappliod 
the means of exhibiting it in action. The 
army would profit little, by this pity, if it 
took threa weeka tago firam Kew Xork to 
TenBMMe.

The fdUio mind appeam uaioa/Oj mat- 

oised at this moment upon the subject of 
"Rafflinpf," in connection with " tht^ M«'t- 
fopolitau" and other Jb'oirs. The U. 8. 
Bamfagj Gommiaaioii, Twprwwntlng the 
beneficence of all claasea of the community 
towards our sink and wounded soldiers, and 
aolicitoiiH, uu patriotic as well as homane 
groanda, to enUat fhe sympathiea and oo- 
operation of the largeafc nomber of Ameri- 
can citizens in this common work of mercy, 
has felt it to be necessary to establish one 
rule in regard to the aooroe of its support; 
i.e., to aooep^nHlMNit qnealion and from 
all riunrters, such gifts as were brought to 
its treasury. A(,'eordingly, neither political, 
theological, or moral questions have come 
beforo it. It liaa alodioiulj avoided oom- 
plioatiou -with the methods amplojed by 
those who have supplied its pecuniary no- 
oe3siti(», declining to patronize or make 
ituU responsible tot either good or bad 
plsna for raising money, and simply engag- 
ing, fis trnstees of the people's bounty, to 
spend the means pl&ced in its hands in the 
most nun], the most patriotic, and moat 
fdthfnl maoner. It bolda itself strieKlgr 
responsible for tho safe fustndy, the wise 
and economical disbnrsment, ami the most 
humane application of the funds committed 
to it; but notfnr tiaeineUiodsbj whieb they 
are raised. Any other ooDzae voold make 
tho U. S. Sanitary Commission the moral 
censor of the public, and cut off the sym* 
pathiea of hige bodies of people— • loss 
even less important in a peenniaKy than in 
• patriotic light. 

It is not to be supposed, however, that 
the 17. B, Sanitary Oommission is indiffer- 
ent to the morals of the eommmiily, or to 
tiie ways employed to aid and ftAsi.st its own 
work. While it cannot prescribe those 
ways, or go behind the giits it receives, to 
oateohize the motives or the methods of its 
benefactors, it eamesfljr desivei^ se e body 
of thoughtful citizens engaged in so serious 
a busineaa, to see a careful respect for the 
IvwB, a tender regard to the moral intersats 
of society, a profound revenmoe for Ood 
and duty, animating all its supjiorters. Con- 
fessing that the moral interests of the com- 
munity ar^ far more important than the 
meoess of its ovnimk, it cevild not desire 



to floarish at tiie expense of any permanent 
prineiple <rf truth, jostioek and religion. 

In regiard to tho " Eaffling," if the ques- 
tion were one the Saiiitjiry C'omniission had 
a right to settle, tho Board could not hesi- 
tate to dedde against it, as not bdng strict- 
ly legal; as being at the best of disputed 
moral complexion, and at the worst, decid- 
edly evil in its tendencies if not wrong in 
its principle. The inaotieal settlement of 
the question lies with tho gentlemen and 
lady managers of the Fair. They have thus 
far endeavored in thmr ])Ian to free raffling 
from its vniTersally recogniaed erila, jndg> 
ing it to be an essential in somefonnto the 
sncccas of the Fair. Tlint they may, nnder 
tho discussion which is now going on, see it 
to be as immediately expedient as it is de» 
dnUe on serenl grounds to abandon it 
wholly, is the Wish snd hope ol the Board. 
The Sanitary Commission is perfectly will- 
ing to sacrifice any pecuuiaiy interest in 
the retems of the flair, to the practical test- 
ing €i the question, are " Baffles** nsess- 
sary criU ? They think not. 

Knowing the conscientious character of 
ilie hdiee who have the Fair in charge, and 
that their efforts are steadilj directed by 
the most pfttriotic, humane, and elevated 
feelings, it is not necessary to add that 
we utterly repudiate any appearance of the 
least qusstion of flieir own hii^ motives in 
the course hitherto pursued by them in re- 
g.ivd to thi^t ruul nil mnttora appertaining 
to the Metropolitan Fair. 



THE CAMPAiaN AT NE^BEBN, K. a 

I take advantage of the New York boat 
to-day to send a rapid report of the inter- 
esting events now transpiring here (Feb. 2d) 
delexiing tiU the ifezt mail the subjects dl 
your communications of December 10th 
and 31st, which a protracted pneumonic 
attack has prevented me sooner responding 
to. 

The enemy came dovm nprm us in force 
yesterday, about 3 A. M. They attacked 
the outposts at Bachelor's Creek, nine 
mUes up the railroed, hdd by the ISM 
New York, under Colonel Claaasen, with n 
company al.so of tlie 1st North Carolina 
Union Yoluntecrs, (whites.) The rebels at- 
tacked in overwhelming nnmbers. Eleven 
men held a Isxige body of tiie eneniy "el 

♦ 
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lnj,** at M Mdge abonl » mile and a half 

frnm rrim{\ for more than an hour. Tlio 
rebels, mcuuwhilo foiling trooH and hauling 
rails, oooatruoted a temporary bridge below, 
and oroMwd over ottnliy, infaatrj, and artil- 
lery. Five companies of the 17th Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers, under Lieut. -Colonel 
Fellows, were already on the way from 
Newbera to ro-enfbfloe Oaloiiel Claw en, 
but were not in seaaon to interrupt the 
crossing. CoL Claossen fought desper- 
ately for hia camp, the best-regulated 
flamp I ham aaoD in tiie aerneab At 0 
A. M. he tdegn^hed tiiat the rebels were 
across the creok, pressing him Imrd, ami 
he was fulling book. The rebels were re- 
ported at ten thousaud to twelve thousand 
atrang ; priaonen aagr twelve thonaand. 
Knowing that CoL Claassen had bat a sin- 
gle aHsiHtnut surgeon with his command, 
Dr. Qrbniuger, while Lieut -GoL Fellows 
had hia anrgeon. Dr. Galloape, I started 
wiXk mj brother at 10 A. M. , horseback, in 
company with Dr. Cougill, medical inspec- 
tor of hospitals of this department, and Dr. 
Moraiqr, aeting medieal purveyor, with in- 
etramenti and battto-fldd raliel Three 

miles out wo encountered onr infantry 
straggling in towards town, nml icportiug 
themselves pressed by numbers, and that 
the artillery had fallen baok from Bachelor's 
Creek and taken position five miles oat at 
the " Cross Roads;" that Dr. Oallonpe was 
a mile and a half further on than we, at a 
house withe -wounded oflloer. We pressed 
on. Soon the artillery and oavalrj' pa-Sssed 
us in retreat, taking position at the rail- 
road crossing, three miles from town, where 
the infantry had rallied in some numbers. 
We oontanned onr oomse to the house 
where Dr. Galloupc had his hospital wagon 
and patient. Dr. Cougill, my brother, and 
myself rode up to the house and went in. 

We fonnd him attending to Adjatant ^ 

of the 17th M.V,, severely, and apparently 
fatally, wounded in the region of the stom- 
ach, and suffering extremely from the shock. 
We advised his immsdiate removal to the 
wagonandquick transmission to town. Dr. 
Gallonpe was already making his prepara- 
tions for it, his oonveyanco being excel- 
lantlj adapted lor the purpose. We were 
now in advaaoe of any siipporting foroe^ 
and the eaeaj rapidly following op our 



retreating soldiers. As we turned our 
liorses into the road, after leaving Dr. Gal- 
loupe and bis patient and attendants, we 
were saluted with four or five carbine shots 
from flie enemj, who flUed the road abonfc 
three hundred yards behind us. We fOd« 
rnpicUif towards town until wo got to the 
roar of our battery at the railroad crossinga 
and there halted until the rebels eame in 
sight again, and had rsoeived fifteen or 
twenty rounds from onr howitzers. Dr. 
Galloupe and the wounded adjutant were 
taken prisoners a minnte altar we left them. 
Abont 11 A. U. the last railroad train got 
in from Bachelor's Creek, with the sick, 
officers' families, kc. They were fired into, 
and much anxiety was 8ub«equently felt for 
CoL OlaaiiiiMi and the«eai of hia staff and 
command. He, however, had taken to the 
swamp, and got in towards evening safely. 
At roll-call seventy of his comnumd were 
missing; he knows that about thhrfy wev» 
killed outright bj the enemy's sharp-ahooi* 
ers. There were companitirfh! few wound- 
ed. The 17th M. V. report about sixty 
missing. Only aiz or wetma of the woonded 
are within onr lines. Zaent.-Ool. Fellow^ 
of the 17th, is a prisoner. One man of the 
182d had both legs taken off by a fence- 
rail, which was struck by a shell and swept 
against hiuL The same' rail atmok aeroea 
the legs of Major Boston and disabled him, 
but not so OS to prevent his attention to 
duty until this morning, when he gave him- 
self np to rest Imd medical attention. The 
fate of small detaclunents of our outposts, 
occupying isolated poeitionst is still in 
doubt. 

The toemy followed onr troops to within 
sigktof omr defensive works, and yesteidaj 

afternoon were shelled from Forts Totten 
and Giiston. Our nu n liiive behaved with 
gallantry; and Gen. Palmer, now in oom- 
mand in the ahoenoe of Gen. Peck, on leatve 
north, has the defences manned, and the 
whole force on the alert. On account of 
the superior force of the rebels we antici- 
pated a night attaok, whieh woidd bring 
most of the casualties within the intrench- 
ments, and make most of the relief work 
at the general hospitals and in tnuwita 
from the intrenohments and posts to the 
wards. Bdy brother preparedjSOflie doaens 
of amaUhamper^ of anaa oonvewant foi 
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distribution along tbeliliet of defence, and 
eaoh oontainiiig tiie neoesnrj applionoes of 
a field hospital, and for individual relief on 

the field or on the road — such as stimiihinta, 
aiue«thetic8, lint, eiUk, ailiiesive plaster, 
bttodagca, linen, sponge, &c, Ice. The 
agents of the Ohristiaii Oommiseaon, Bey. 
Mpssrs. Huge and Hammond, ()ffored tlioir 
servicea, and hekl thomsf Ives subject to 
call at any moment to ossiut in the relief. 
The niglii peaaed however, ivifhooi Mj 
demonstration bj the enemj on the land. 
They served us, however, a very clever and 
bold trick on the hver — one from which we 
ou deirrenol even a ahadowof aitiafaelioii, 
nor consider with any self-complacency. 
Thoy boarded the gunboat Underwriter, 
lying in position in the Neuse liiver, and 
under the guns of Foirl Btevenaon on this 
bank and Fort Andenwrn on tiw oppoeite 
bank; took of?" nil her oflBrcrs, and all her 
crew, except some six or eight who fsonped, 
and two or three killed on deck; set tho 
gunboat on fire, and she hnmed np. Gapt 
"Westt rvelt, who commanded the gnnboat, 
in snid to have been carried ofl", bound 
hand and ioot. They had previously of- 
fered a reward for his oaptore, on aooonnt 
of his stringent blockade in the waters of 
the Albemarle. Tho Underwriter hatl a 
crew of some seventy to eighty men. Tho 
town were awakened about 4 A. 11 to-day 
the esploeion of her guns, and about a 
quarter past Ave her magazine blew tii> with 
a terrific explosioa. Several of tho boats' 
erew jumped overboard and swam ashore; 
10 also did iome five or aiz of the rebela 
who had tarried too long on board. They 
say that the boarding party were mnriiioH, 
engineers, and other necessary hands for 
working a war aCeomer; that tfaey were 
bronght on from Savannah for thia very 
purpose, and have been prowlinp; on the 
banks of the river several weeks, awaiting 
tibeir oppottonity. Their object wae to nae 
her at once in a raid among the shipping 
in tho harbor and about the wharves; hnt 
the proximity of the forts, which com- 
uenoed firing on her as they were weighing 
anchor, baflled them. They numbered 
about a hundred and twenty. One of our 
murines, who swam ashore, is in the hospi- 
tal, with a bullet wound in the knee; had 
fhAbillciitnotedthialoii^Moa. TliAiriioiB 



affair of the gunboat's capture was a well* 
managed eorpriae^ awfully disereditoble to 

our flotilla. 

ye.st<^r(lay afternoon, while tho Bkirmish- 
ing was going ou in the broad clearing 
between Fort Totlen and tfie woods, and 
all in sight of the traverse parapet of the 
fort, Dr. T5.ikor, who ha.s benn n,tt»^ndinf» 
the small- pox hospitals, started out, with 
three ambulances and a flag of truce, to 
bring into town the inmates of the while 
small-pox hospital, about a mile in front of 
the breastworlts. He wa.s .seen to parley 
with tho enemy for somo time, when tlmy 
took him off prisoner, with hiaombnlonoes, 
driversb and *r*-*^ They hod previou.sly 
taken away the negro attendants of the 
hospital, and all the provisions. Dr. Baker 
U asaiatant surgeon of the 12th New York 
Cavalry. 

Last nif^lit I loam that our independent 
scouts, or otic at least, ventured in a boat 
up the river, near to Bachelor's Creek, to 
try and discover the fate of some of oar 
unaccounted-for detachments. Ho heard 
towards morning discharges of riflo.<», which 
leads us to suppose some of our soldiers 
iniaring still retain their organisation; and 
the report this afternoon is, that Lieut. - 
Col. Follows is holding thorn together, and 
endeavoring to fight his way in. 

Oar oaralzy hare been skirmialung all 
the forenoon in front of Fort Totten; and 
occa.sionally the fort has thrown a heavy 
shell over their heads into the woods, whero 
the enemy are diiltered. My brother haa 
jost come in (8 P. M.) Ikom Fort Totleo, 
and says the enemy are reported to be 
throwing up breastwork-s at the railroad 
crossing, three miles out the Neuse iload. 

The forts ore now, (4)^ P. M.,) at intos 
vals, firing heavy gans. 

We have had no communication with tho 
enemy. The medical director thinks Dra. 
QaUonpe and Baker fprisonsn} will se« 
that our woonded captured are well oared 
for; nnd the General is not inclined at this 
moment to parley with the rebels. — Dr, 
Page's Report.

At the lat^ qnrxrtorly mooting of the Com- 
SxiAflion, a verj' full aud iutoresting report 
was presented bjMi&s A. M. l^rivdley, the 
•geni of the Oomniiaaioii at fhfl OomalM- 
oantOamp, Alexamlria, Va. It oofored the 
opemtions of Relief from Jaamuj ITfh to 
I>ecember aist, 1863. 

Dnring Hub period of twelve momChs 
111,825 Boldiers entered the camp, in paas- 
inf^ from tho military ho»|ntal8 to their re- 
spective regiments, or to their homes on 
oertifiofttee of permanent disability. To 
thew ooldian, indndiiifr fhe fnmatow of the 

Camp Hcipital, Miss Bradley distrilnitoil 
the following "Sanitary Stores" among 
others : 64 blankets, 67 quilts, pairs of 
tOppen, 10,0B6 tomla, 100 woolen veati, 
850 woolen mittens, 1,2G3 woolen shirts, 
200 woolen drawers, 500 cotton drawers, 
24,200 envelopes, 1,272 cotton shirts, 803 
eoane oobiIm, 178 flue oonlM, beaides corn 
■laidi, cocoa, be«f atocik, brandy, rice, 
•Dgar, tamarind vinegar, etc., etc,, etc. 

Mias Bradley's method of issuing the 
■toirea waa eminently judicious, and may 
be given in ber own wotda : 

"I arrived on the 17th December. On 
the 21at2 when the aoldiers were ail aaaem* 
bled in line for inapeetion. I pasaed aitmnd 

with the ofBcors and finpj)lied seventy-five 
men with woolen shirts; 1 worked on the 
principle of supplying only the very needy. 
The same day I visited the tent?^. and find- 
ing many sicK men, indnoi d thi- cummand- 
ing officer to plneo at my disjx isul some hos- 
pital tenta. I aoon had a hospital, and 
eommmioed to nwae anch poor f eDowa aa I 
gathered from among the well men of the 
camp. I found others whune disehargo 
papen had been Mng in the office for some 
time; these men neing too feeble to stand 
in the cold and wet and wait their turn. 
I Carrie*! them to my hospital an<l warmed 
and clothed them, applied for their papers, 
and then sent them mto Waahington on flie 
way to their bomea."

In ofder to guard againat miaapplieation 

of the stores, Mias Bradl^ inepared cards 

to be used as requisitions upon her Store- 
house, and placed them in the hands of a 
aelected soldier in each division in the camp. 
Thia Boldier or waidmaatar examined the 

knapsaclcs of the men in his division, and 

thoa aoqaired a knowledge of the real wanta 



of alL Having aaoertained the aotoal want* 

of the men, he sent them to the qnarter- 
master to luMJcrtain whether he would issue 
clothing on Oovenunent account. If not, 
they were then aent to IDaa SndUy to ob- 
tain elothing or other neceaBaiiea from the 

Commission storehouse. Ey constant daily 
personal inspection, Miss Bnuiley rendered 
herself familiar with the wants of the sol- 
dieiB, and anpplied them qoioUy and fnQy. 
She says that from May 1st, 1863, to De- 
cember ."^iHt. lst>.'l, with few exceptions, all 
the soldiers discharged from service in thia 
camp were eonv^yed bj bar to the Como 
mission Ijodges at Washington. The uiun- 
berof such beneficiaries was over two thou- 
Rand. When it ia remembered that the vaat 
majority of thaao men were anffahng from 
inonrafale d i a e a a e, proatrated in strength, 
and rendorod oxrossively senKitive to all 
the trials and exposures of transporta- 
tion, the value of Miss B. 's services may 
be in some aenae appreciated. They were 
conveyed to Washington in ambulaneea^ 
and transferred to the comfortable Lodges 
of the Commission to await, in comparntivo 
eaae and oomforlt the eompletion, through 
Oommission agents of their diaohargo p*- 
pers. ISfany lives were thus saved and in- 
calculable suffering prevented.

" filaie agents and others have sometimes 
tried to cause me to leave the camp, but 
my methods and operations have alwaya 
been juatifled by the ooontenance and or- 
demof the mililaiyanthoiitlBa."

Eveiy one of the 111.825 inmates of the 
camp has passed nnder Afiss Bradley's ob- 
servation, and had his wants relieved, with- 
out any violence done to miHtaxy diaeip* 
line, or weakening of the sense of respon- 
frihility on the part of the officers charged 
to provide for the welfare of the camp. 
Her acta of kindness have been so numer- 
ooa and complieated, that flie fimita of the 
Bulletin would not suffioe topennit them to 
be recorded in detail. A.

Madam: I haye received from Mr. Strong 
tjcm note of jMtodftjTi AcMviBif tttration 

to a statoraont that alleged neglect by the 
U. S. Saiiituiy Commission of the claimn of 
the navy on its regard, ia alienating friends 
who ate not inf omed m to the fMts of the 
ConinuMion's past and present veiktion* to 
that arm of the public serviee. 

Though you do not need to be again told 
what you know so that the Oommis* 
sion has from the first soa|pht to exeroine 
itsfanctions impnrtiall}-, ns !i " Commission 
of inquiry and advice in respect to the sani- 
tary interests of the Dnited States /oroe$,"* 
irfaether afloat or ashore, jtm will perhaps 
allow me to present to you such facts perti- 
nent to the matter as now occur to me, for 
the information of any of your correspond- 
ents who may be less funiUarwith oar-woA 
than yon are. 

Soon after the organization of the Com- 
mission in 1861, its good offices were offi- 
daUy tendered to the Hon. the 8eeretAr>- 
of the Nary, and its practice has ever since 
been to renew to the chief of the medical 
bureau of the navy and to commanders of 
•qnadrons, aa oeei^ion has arisen, its offers 
ofsenrice and aaistanoe. At its hut qoar* 
terly meeting in Jannary, the Commission 
appointed a committee to confer with Dr. 
Whelan, the chief of the naval medical ba- 
zeao, eonoeming the ptc e on t aanitaiy eon> 
dition and wants of the navy. That its 
opportTinitiffl have been vastly fewer to 
serve the navy than the sister service in the 
field, detraet not ham its dispodtioii to 
mlnirter equitably to all the national fones 
whenever it may be privileged to son'e 
them. The Commission's view of equity, 
in aasiBtingthetirofanuioheaof the service, 
is to giTO aid in proportion to the ims«I oI 
aaoih. 

The navy, from its compact organization, 
its adequate system of supply vessels, which 
besides the ozdinaij etocea of food, cloth- 
ings and medietoe, zegolarly tike to each 



of the blockading squadrons, ice, fresh 
meat, and vegetablea, and bring home ite 

sick men to its well-provided Marine Hos- 
pitals; and itfl Kinall percentnpe of ensiial- 
tiea in its peculiar blockade dut v. hiunmnch 
less frequently than the army afforded to 
the Oommisaion the oppovtiuiity of supply^ 
ing any lack of governmental service. The 
fact, too, that every sailor is at home on ship 
board, receives regularly his food and cloth- 
ing, and gmetilly Monna hia deep, insnxea . 
for Uie navy an average sanitary conditton 
far higher than the army often attiiins. 

And yet the occasions are, though rela- 
tively, not nally few, in wfaicih tiie Oom- 
mission has been able to supplement for 
the navy the pro^^'^ion which the best-or- 
dered bureaux cannot in time of extended 
operations secure against occasional defi- 

"Without referring to our records I may 
mention mnw of the facts of whieh I am 
personally cognizant, which illustrate the 
above statement 

During the early summer of 1862, the 
grmbofttH in the Pamunkey River guarding 
the supply depot of the Army of the Poto- 
mao, at White House Vai, leeeived not nn- 
frequently ice, and wine, and delicate food, 
for the comfort of their sick. So in the 
James liiver, for a month after the memor- 
able *• seven days," the naval flotQlaahand 
to the extent of its needs the attention 
of the Commission, reqiiired fortnnatefy 
far less by it than by the land forces. 

In July the Commission communicated 
to Commodore WHkea its wiUingness to 
send semi -weekly a steamboat from Hamp- 
ton Boads to the uppermost station of the 
James Biver Flotilla, which should visit 
eadi gunboat and nsnd vessel, raoeive ite 
sick, and care for them while in transit tO 
the hospital at Portsmonth, or clscwhAVQi 
at the pleasure of the Commodore. 

The nookading Squadfon before Ohailee> 
ton, and the oommands of AHin irwl^f Flsnm* 
gnt and Porter on the Mississippi, have, on 
many an occasion, had reason to bless the 
kind hearts at home who projected and sus- 
tain the n. & Santtazy Commisaioii, whose 
open hand is never withheld from the sof- 
ferers of eitl\er s^rvioe^ when onoo their 
wants are known. 

Ton leodM fba ooomn when dating 
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fhe bombttdBMiit of Fofti Jaekioii and Bi. 
ndHm below New OrlWMW, tbo medical 
officers of the na^7' were enaMotl by tho 
ossistnnce of Dr. Blake, the Commissiou's 
Inspector, to establish at Pilot Town, iu 
the South west Pauage, aa hospital for the 
fleet, and to famish it liberally -with sponges, 
cliloroform, oiled silk, adhesive plasters, 
ba>.dagea, lint, sheets, &o., itc, at a time 
when tbedestitation of the fleet as regarda 
these articles was most complete. * 

I pick up the " Sanitary Reporter" of 
January Ist, and road that on a recent trip 
of tho Sanitary ateonMir Ohura Bell down 
fhe Mississippi, tho Commission's agent 
made provision of fresh vegctiiMes to sup- 
ply the wants of the U. S. gxmboats about 
Vicksburgi and befcwem KaieheB and New 
Odeaas foznldied sindlar sappliea to five 
others, the Osnge, Chilicotll«» ^Ohootaw, 
liafuyette, find Champion. 

While 1 am wntiug this letter a report 
oones in from a BeUef Agent of the Oom* 
mission, who hn.H reeently visited tho naval 
stations ftt and about Key West, Florida. 

I make a brief extract: " We also found 

»t Toctngss the gunboat , Oapt. 

eaunmaoder, no surgeon on board, number 

of men sixty-five. Ciipt. .'stated that 

there has been no vegetables on board dur- 
ing the past six weeks. Consequently I 
tiionght it proper to issue to the men a 
limited supplj, whieh was iwj gralefnlly 
received." 

I have frequent reason to know that the 
offloera of the na'vythemselTea do not share 
tho opinions of those who think that tho 
ComnuRsion neglects the navy. That eomo 
of them at least foci dilIerenUy,ia shown by 
tiie fset that on the Issfe day of National 
Thanksgiving the offioets of the sloop- of - 
war Suratogn made a generous oQVriug iu 
aid of thu treasury of the Commission, of 
whose impartial benefloenoe fhej had been 
witnesaee; and by ^ otiier £set that at 
the late fair in aid of the Cincinnati T5ran< h 
of the Commission, both officers and crews 
of the Northern Mississippi flotilla, from 
the Adminl to the powder boys, oheerfnUy 
gave a day*s to swell the funds, which 
were to return in part to them converted into

aANlTABT CONDITION OF THE TBOOPS 

IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

In the month of February, 1863, the un- 
dersigned, by order of the Bx^eatiTe Com- 
mittee of the Commission, fstuMi^ied a 
depot for sanitary and hospitid stores, at 
Beaufort, 8. C, in this department. 

The CommisBion ptenonsly had had 
agents here, bnt no permanent station. 
We were warmly welcomed by Major- 
Oeneral David Hunter, rommaudiug the 
department, and b^ him sustained until he 
was relieved early u June f 11 Mving. 

At this period n^^uueuts were 

stationed at eleven different localities, and 
extending over the entire department* n 
distance of 250 miles. To oarefnlly inspect 
these regiments was the first business of 
the undersigned. The results of thi8 in- 
apeotion have been communicated to the 
proper department of tlie Comniissioa. I 
may here state a very noticeable difference 
in the morab' of tiit^ two corps then con - 
aUtttting the command, believing that nea- 
leot of sanitary laws, qnite as modi as lul 
other circumstances, had to do with the 
irregularities and dissatisfaction prevalent 
in oertain oampa. 

Tho larger portion of this command, 
mostly from Ntnv England and New Yor^ 
hud been liere from the occupancy of these 
ishmds in November, 18G1. They were 
inured to toil, obedient to discipline, observ- 
ant of sanitary laws, in person and quarters, 
and wereau eilicient, contented body of 
men. By the side of these, were regiments 

from the army corps, who wore discon- 

tented,and occasionally accused of a tenden- 
cy to insubordination, neglectful of condio 
tions essential to health. Among these there 
was a much greater percentage of sickuess 
than in other porticms of the army similarly 
situated. T he first businesa of the inspector 
was to advise offloem and privates of tiie 
necessity of stricter compliance witli smii- 
tary laws, to secure on increased standard 
ofheelth. And with this complianoe enmn 
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not health, eimplj, but a marked improve- 
ment in efficiency and discipline. This 
lact was subsequentlT acknowledged by 
those in oommaM. We are jnetiflea in as* 
Bcribing the improved morale to attention 
to ftauitar^ rules, hitherto neglected, by the 

fact that in this corns were regiments 

subjected to all the conititions of locality, 
Ac, which produced in contiguous regi- 
uit nts 11 disorderly spirit, but which were 
efficient, oouteated, and happy ; and that 
fheee were the regiaoMita noet remarkable 
for person nl neatness, and for the cleanli- 
ness i^f their camps and qnartcrs. Your in- 
spector bclievea that not the lca.st of the 
benefits in this war rendered to offioers by 
the Sanitary Commission, has been its indi- 
rect influence in pruniof iii^' discijiline by 
increased attention to sanitary precautions, 
•mong the men of their reepeotiTe com- 
mands. 

Among the first efl'orts to mitigate soffer- 
ing in this department, was the attempt to 
allBTiate the condition of the aoldiar going 
North, discharged from the eerviee in con- 
sequence of sickness. Up to tliis tirnr', tlic 
man who had served his country fault- 
leaaly, and sickened in her service, was dis- 
chnrpod; and witlmnt anyprorision for his 
enfeebled condition, in clothing or care, 
was Khipped upon any Government trans- 
port, as a thing no longer naefoL The 
oooMqnenoee ean be reaailj aem — mndi 
BuflFering and many deaths in transit. The 
inspector immediately supplied all that 
could contribute to the personal comfort of 
these unfortunate men; and, in some in- 
stances, sent attendants to minister to their 
■\vauts uprm the voyage. This, Imwever, 

oonld not meet t^e exigency entirely. 
Upon these transports was no aooommoda- 

tiems, nnr proper medical care. After con- 
sultation by your in.sijector with members 
of the Commission, and subsequently with 
Gen. Hunter, the CoftmopoliUin, a spacious 
steamer, with capacity for three hundred 
and twenty-five betlf*, was set a|>art Ijy the 
General as a hospital ship, for the purpose 
of conveying the sick or wounded to their 
destination, and consigned to tibo medical 
director of the depart ment. 

The Commission imraediutvly is-raed to 
this steamer two hundred and fiity beds, 
and other requisites; and has since con* 
tiuueil to c'lntribnt e supplies. This pro- 
vision has l)een crowned with suooeas; and 
under the able management of the Siti)teoiis 
assigned it by the medical director, many 
lives have been saved that must by ordi- 
nary modes of teaiuportatiGii beon saori- 
fioed. 

The last two weeks in llaxoh, and first 

two in April, were devoted to preparation 
for the first Charleston expedition. Abon- 
dant preparations were made by us for any 

exigency; but liiijtpily no casualty nccnr- 
rod, nor was there uny cuil upon our stores. 



A schooner of ample dimensions had 
been assigneJ ns l>y (ieneral Hunter, giv- 
ing, as was his wont, timely notice for pre- 
paration. And here it is but simple jnstiee 
to this officer to remark, that there Imn been 
no reticence in his commxmicutious to the 
Commission of whatever would oontributft 
to an early preparation for aoy emergency. 
Immediately after this unsuoeessful move- 
ment, preliminary steps were taken towunls 
a repetition of the advance upon Charleston, 
by way of Morris Idand, eta General 
Gilmore has since secured Minris Idsild 
as the base for further advances. 

The months of May and June were de- 
voted by your inqieofaMr and his assistant to 
the wanw of the troops conducting offennre 
(>Iiernti(nis against Morris Island, and of 
those stationed at Hilton Head, Beaufort, 
Pemaadina, and other posts in the depart' 
ment 

Very early in July active ojierations com- 
menced on Folly Island. A hirgc brig (and 
a tow) had been assigmed us by the general 
oommanding,to tnmnerall necessary stores. 

On tlio 8th and 9th we took in cargo from 
the depot at Beaufort; on tlie 9th left Fort 
Boyal narbor; and early on the morning of 
the lUth, in the waters of Stoiio, threw out 
to the breeze, from the mast-head, the Hug 
of the Sanitary Commission. The success- 
ful assault was made on that morning, with 
trifiinglossonourpait. The etreumstaaees 
connected with it liave been already com- 
municated, and I will not repeat them. It 
is proper, however, to remaiv, in this con- 
nection, that the Cosmopolitan, which was 
returning from a trip north with disabled 
men, was at ^ A. M. passing oH'Stonci, and 
noticing what was transpiring, run to Hil- 
ton HsM, fifty-two nnles distant, reported, 
and returned to the scene of operations 
before 4 P. M. ; thus making one hundred 
and four miles in less than eight hours. I 
mention this to show the zeal of the medical 
department in the discharge of its obliga- 
tions. And if at anv jxjint in this article 
I speak of seeming JiefioiencieB in that de- 
partment, I wish it distinctly WBdeistood 
that these arose from circnm'<tanccs beyond 
control, and not from any h»ck of sympathy, 
activity, or inteUigenoe on the part of the 
medioalstaC 

If the history of this war is ever properlr 
written, its brightest page will be tliat wliich 
recounts (imperfectly even) the untiring 
assiduity and self-denial of the medlou 

stafT in the disohaSgO of its imn^aft rO- 

siwusilulities. 

Dr. Crane, medical director, and Dr. 
Dibble, chief medical officer of the island, 
with ambnlaaoes, immediately proceeded 

to the u])per end of the island, wliere early 
in the day hospitals had Vieen improvised 
for the wounded, principally Confetlerates, 
few of our men having sufl'ered. These 
wounded wore consigned to your inspector. 
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who transferred them to the CoamopoiUan, 
in charge of Dr. T5(Hitjn r)rp, for which posi- 
tion there aru few m well qualiiied by ])ro- 
fendonal ability and energy. 

The wounil(»d, comfortably placed in 
berths, were the same night removed to 
Hilton He«d; and the next morning, at 
eight o'ektok, the Co$ntopoiitan entered 
fhe liailmr. During the morning it was 
Moerleined that the boat, could o-scond 
Polly Kiver, on the opposite side of the 
island, within a half mue of the hosjntals. 
At 11 A. M. the l)oat wjis aneliored thnc 
At 12 M. of the same day, (July 11,) an 
unsuccessful assault, in which we lost one 
hnndred and thirty-one men, was made 
upon Fort Wagner, to which the enemy 
had retired the morning previous. TIu'ho 
wounded were first cared for at the hospi- 
tals, and thcneo transferred to the boat. 
And here I ought to pay a tribute to the 
untii-iug energy and tact of Messrs. Hoadley 
and Day, of the Commission, who, with 
their awiatante, met the necessities of eveiy 
wminded maa on the precedinfjr, on dds, 
and oil aabaequent days; admim.st^^ring to 
their wants in the temporary hpspittds, 
supplying clothing, acoompaajfing the am- 
bulauces to the boat, famishing extra 
clothing and stores npon it, if needed, on 
its piis^age to the general hospit^ils at the 
Head and Beaufort; cheerful uuder ex- 
hausting labors, and inspiring the sufTerer 
with hope. From the 11th to tlie ISth the 
willing strength of the whole commaad was 
taxed oonl^aoasly in preparation for the 
oomini; aaaaaltk Every particle of trans- 
portation WHS necessarily devoted to the 
munitii'ii^ of wiir, wliieh accounts, in part, 
for anj dedcieueies that may have been ex- 

Seriemsed in the medical and commissariat 
epartments. In this interim tlic Cominis- 
sion added in large (luantiticH to th»^ .stores 
it alreatly had on Morris Island; eonveved 
thither by a ciromtoos route, not less ttian 
seven mues, in rowboats, famished, and 
in part manned, by the oblip^ing quarter- 
master, Captain Dunton. The men detail- 
ed for this uniisnal and somewhat hazard- 
on<« employment, (the enemy holding one 
bank of the stream,) worked night and day 
with a will; and many a poor ff^Uow who 
subaequently received the benefit of the 
sappliee of the OontmisRion, may thank 
these soldiers for the sole and laborious 
method by which theae abundant supplies 
were placed within available distanoe. On 
the evening of the 16th our tents were ar- 
ranged au(l flag floating. After consulting 
Brig. -Cieneral Seymour, commanding the 
advanced force, it was resolved to supply 
every man in the firont, and ultimately all 
who .should participate in the assault, with 
tea, Boston crackers, and concentrated beef 
for soup. This provision was absolutely 
essential, from circumstances already given; 
and many a poor fellow, on the night of 



the 18th, fought with great bravery, aided 

by the encouragement and stren^h nflbrd- 
cd by this food, continnouily bestowed by 
the OommiaaioB tot neany aeTanty*iiro 

hours previous. 

The manner of the atta(>k, (on Saturday 
night, the 18th July,) incidents connected 
with it, disposition of the respective foroeo^ 
nombers, Sic, being purely military mat- 
ters, I shall pas.s over. The particij)ation 
of your employees in the scenes which 
trans})ired I will briefly describe. 

On the afternoon of the 18th each indi- 
vidual attached to the Commission had his 
work as.><igned, and the means witli which 
to accomplish it put within his reach; and 
greater ]>raise oaanot be given than the 
statt^ment of the simple truth, th;it the 
next morning witue-sned that each man 
(wiHi one or two exceptions, and for a few 
moments only, and in circumstances of 
great peril) had faithfully discharged the 
dutv appointed him. 

^he Sanitary corps were distributed as 
follows: A x>ortion to set as anxiliazy to ib« 
medical force in the front and in the hospi- 
tak; another to assist the wounded at the 
ho8i)itnl. mid conduct them thence to the 
boats, (two beside the Cotmopolitan had 
been secured,) which were to convey them 
to the g» iier.il hospitttl.s at Beaufort; and a 
third to render any additional assisUmco 
which might become neoeesary in their 
transit. Tliis terrible repulse illustrated 
the benelits and defined the position of the 
Sanitary Comniission. For on this fatal 
night, to the extent of my knowledge, not 
* blaaket nor dtaage of apparel, nor bed- 
sack nor pillow, to save torn liinli-^ or frac- 
tured heads from the crowded decks, but 
was furnished by the (Commission. As 
previous to the assault the Commission fed, 
so now it supplied whatever could mitigate 
the sufferingH of the unfortunate soldier. 
Abundant ehangee of olothing were nlaoed 
upon each boat, to use if neeoosary during 
tlie vnvarjp. In anticipation of casualties 
the Commission, previous to the expedi- 
tion, hod supplied the five hospitals in 
Beaufort to the extent of their capacity. 
On the arrival of the wounded six more 
hospitals were opened, Mid fillip foniished 
from our stores. 

We will pans over the interim of ten days 
on the field. Nature, mc.inwlnlc, i'^ not 
forgetful of her dues. For weeks previoua 
to the as.H)iult, in the enthusiasm of toil 
and confidence of triumph she had given 
the soldier credit for her expenditures; but 
now in the desp<,)ndency which ever follows 
defeat, the exhaustion of vital force, the 
scantilv furnished and tmsnitable diet, 
with depressing climate and conlintioua 
labor, she prosecutes her claim. Decisive 
evidence of a tendenojr to scurvy beoomes 

n"8 general throughout the command, 
although inspirod by the unwavering

bape of nltimatelj reducing Charleston, 
the vital fotoes were compelled to succumb, 

nml snon, in many instttucea, one half the 
^ regiment answered to the sick call. Hero 
aH^n the nntrammcled capacity of the 
Commi'^nion for ininu tliftto action demon- 
Btrated ita utility. Your inspector made at 
once immense requisitions on the Commis- 
siou, which were honored with a liberalitT 
that will forever endear them to fheM •ui- 
fering pntrints. The ulniiidan^o of frosh 
vegetables and acid fruits which they fur- 
auhed* soon produced a decided and hap- 
py change. Aiul h>Te it may hv remarked 
that the oriliimry diiUTlnxMs and even dys- 
entery of this region arc most successfid- 
ly treated by the exhibition of acids. 
PittUes, onions, vinegar, lime juice, the 
mineral acifls, partindarly nitrii- and the 
*• Liquor Fini N it rati.s," proved the most 
certsiin remedies. At this point was intro- 
duced a new feature by the agents of the 
CJommiasion in this department, and ulti- 
mately fiiinetioned bytheir snju riois. This 
was to supply with vegetables not only tho 
siek and wonnded, bnt all on duty; which 
seemptl tho only way to check the prevail- 
ing malady. Tho malady was thus not 
only checked, bnt enflicuted ; for at the 
present time not oaio weU-markeil case of 
■onrvy — ^the seonrge of crowded, ill-nour- 
ished troops — is rrpurfr'il intlie entire com- 
mand. The ai)i)roeuition of this act of 
tlie Commi.ssion in furnishing these abso- 
lutely i!*.sential supplies, cannot he better 
illu.strrtt(Hl than by tho congnitnhitorv or- 
der of t!ie Miij.-Gen. Commanding, which 
was read at the head of evenr rogimcut 
throughoutthe department; vnfess, indeed, 
the vi l'intnry honor paid the flag of tho 
Comuussion by tho pa.s.sing salute of va- 
rious regimentfi be so considered. 

Another feature peculiar to this depart- 
ment has been » liberal supply of ice, fur- 
nished by tiie Commi.'^.siou to all privates 
in the command. The frozen streams of 
lisine have been made to cool, not only the 
burning lips of fevc-r, but to a-isnap^i- tho 
thirst of exhanstin;^ toil in Soutli ('arf)liiin. 
It is believed a far greate r amount of labor 
and a higher standard of heulth have been 
socureil by these daily issues of ice to every 
soldier. 

There are two points in connection with 
this campaign that deserve special notice. 

One the constant and still conlinned aid 
rendered your employees by the military 
authorities. Not » wish could be suggest- 
ed but it was complied with, and not 
nnfrequently requests were antieiiiated. 
Fines and goods in inrisiMti'd Tu- infiiietiou 
of laws of trodo have bi-en turned over to 
the Commission for distribution to the 
Boldii>r. .\nil e<^p?cially has the nurturing 
c.r.- ' of the head of tho departm 'ut, Maj.- 

G n. Q. A. Oiilmore, been extended to 
the Commission.

The other point to which I would coll at- 
tention is, the fraternal ^inSwm» and as- 
sistance in the discharge of dn^ estendcd 
by the entire medical corf>s in the depart- 
ment Their aystematie aid has rendwed 
unnecessary tlie employment of numerous 
agents, lightened tne personal lu]>ors of 
your inspector, and conferred upon him 
obligations that ho will ever remember. 
And here it is proper to state that the de- 
votion of many of these medioal men to 
their ref^iments has awakened everlasting 
gratitude in tho hearts of tho recipients* 
and called forth tho lulmiration of every 
beholder. Thnn^^h not .so directly exposed 
to the bullets df tlie eiieniy, yet to adanper 
even greater, by constant contact with 
disease, no class of men is flio army do- 
serves so well of their oomitiy as the re|^- 
mental surgeons. 

The enthusiasm that fired tho soldier in 
the earlier period of tho ^iego may have 
somewhat abated, but his determination to 
do remains uneli iiigcd. Many instances of 
chivalroos daring could bo giveu, but these 
belong to mtlita^ history. The health of 
the command is good ; the total of sick- 
ness and casualties ut present not exceed* 
itig per cent. 

The amonnt of expenditures during the 
first eight weeks of the siege wfts exceed- 
ingly libi ral. and hivs .secured for the Com- 
misKion a chanu'ter for acute diseerumsut 
and active svmpathvwith the sufiTering sol- 
dier that will ever be remembered by the 
army in this department. 

It may be remarked that the necessity 
for these large issues was, in part, oooa- 
sioned by the seeesrion of troops from tho 
north, in a most desfifTife nn l < nf -ebled 
condition. All the receix>ts and i^ues for 
the current year aro appended. 

Within the past six weeks yotir inspector 
has visited each of the posts in the dei)urt- 
mont, and has been exceedingly gratitied 
to witness the improved condition of the 
men, their bnoyancy of spirit, intention to 
keep the field while their country needs 
their services, and not least, the almost 
])at<>rual confidence with which they regard 
the United States Sanitary Commission.

return, (Nov. 13th.) tho wanta of the hoKpitala 
were large and preaaing, owing to the great.

The siok sent np 
when tho army made its last advance, were de- 
posited in Washington ho^itals, while each of 
tho wounded in the fidlowiiig battles as were 
bfonght from the front, were left at Alexandria.

Daring the wlMde tiz weeks since mj retnra, 

woolen under-clothing ha.sbecn in most oouHtant 
demand— in some hospitals to be nsed only in 
wards, and not to be taken away by men when 
leaving; in others, to be given to needy men 
going home or back to their regiments. I have 
been very emphatic in my atipnlations with 
fhese to whoim I entmsl this dotUag la the 
hoHpitals for distribution, that it shall bo given 
only to KXKDY HKN, such as tho^ having fami- 
lies whom they support, or who have not re- 
ceived anypoy Itar several months and are des- 
titute of means : and I think that this stipol*- 
tion has in general been complied with.

■When the hospitals wero filled with sick and 

wonnded. foor or Ave weeks ago, thert} were 
many preening calls for head rests that conld 
not be met because there wore none in store. 
In other resp<>' ls the kind of articles sought for

Since tho Halo of my l;ist report, eight or 
ten regiments at hospitals have been added to 
my list; several of them belong to cavalry regi- 
ments encamped at Camp Stoncmon. Very 
pressing wnntn wore relicvod hymy flnt nsite 
to some of these hospitals. 

Sinoe my tstam to my poet I hme made OT«r 
one hundred and ninety visits to the various

A TBIP TO CHATTAMOOOA. 

How I happened to go to Chattanoogn 
im» in this wise: One d ly there came into 
camp the Rer. Thomna B. Pox, «bom Gov- 
ernor An(lre\Y had sejit iis a ^^jircial agent to 
Bee H.isssiclnisoUs rc-^iiin nt-s and Massachu- 
aetls aoldicrs iu hospital, in this diviiiioii. 

The agent kindiy asked me to accompany 



him to Clnittanoogo, and nddreaaed R re- 
quest to thut effect to our corps oommaadeTr 
wliich was agreed to. 

Mr. Fox and myself tried to go on Tues- 
day, Dec. 29, bnt the train did not ntop; but 
wo' 8ucee< (h>il on Wednesday. Tiic train 
Stops at Dechcrd for diuiur.* If anybody 
ittvitea you to 4© dou"t ^ou do it. Bo 
warned in time. On the train, the civilian 
conductor examines your tnuiaporlatioii 
paper, and the inihtary one your militnry 
pass. The civil was not militaiy, but tho 
militarv man waa eiviL Nevertb^eoa, bo 
iii-.iNtr(l on heejiing my jjass, because lie 
urgm d tliut it was not good as far as Ste- 
venson, on the ground that it covered ten 
miles boyond! I afterwards recovered it, 
however, by arguments effective and honeai 
but potent. Mr. Fox hnd tio trouble, for 
he was loaded with all manner of authority 
from Oen. Grant and a crowd of others. 

It w.is after dark when Stevenson was 
reached, and it was nxiniug. No p.i.s.senger 
ear runs further, and one hunts around 
until he giiesses which baggage oar (uut uf 
the train just arrived) ia likely to go. Wo 
luckily discovered, at the Inst moment, tho 
right car. Ten miles on is Hi idgoptn t — a 
town without a koQie in it. Diirkuess, rain, 
and mud were uncomfortable to total 
strangers. But wc found the SaOTTABT 
C0MMXS.S10N, God bless it! It wivs in tents. 
Bat what a chaugol Oat of tho culd and 
driving atorm, into warm qnartei-s, with a 
cup of excellent tea spccddy made for tho 
writer's racking headache — excellent blank- 
ets to sleep in, on a hay-stuffed bed, and 
with good Dr. Coatea aa the presiding 
genius. And other travelers, and noBmufg 
soldiers— all taken eare of— fed, clothed, 
wounds dressed, bed furnished at tho 
Home. I tell yon people at the North, 
pile up your sTipplies, give your monev, 
Btrengthcu the Commis.siou every way. 
Thnt C'nmniissicm xares life. 

From Bridgeport to Chattanooga as yet» 
we go by lioat — ^the boat was not ^*in*' the 
next moniing, but it came late in the after- 
noon. It would leave in three hours. 
Transportation p:ipers must be had; and at 
the o!h'-( . f:'.r nway from the boat, they .said 
it woiiid leave in 'firr liours. We go, with 
olhers. to the boat; now it will h ave in tho 
night some time. The bauitary has a Home 
there, (not the headquarters,) and we go in 
to wait. B f'frc initlni-'ht fiii<l the boat 
will go iu tlie m'/i iii t>/. In the; various 
tents of the Commission are t'co hundred 
an'/ f.n^i sheltered. The night bccome» 
savagely cold. It i» impognMt to kee|^ 
warm or sleep. In our t^'ut ai'e men* Wo- 
men, and chddreu — while refugees from 
Southern tyranny included. Fur the fun 
of the thing, jnst fum-y your corre*ipondi nt 
chopping wood ut halt-past two A. M., with 
tho thenanmefer down out of sight of Irei z- 
ing; But in the group was a x>rvtty littlo 
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girl of two years, with piureutfl escaping 
with only life, from their bnming home, 
flretl bv Southt ru brut iliJy 

III tlio moriiing, tlie Ixjut wiU 1< uvo tit 
eleven. So wo walked back to Sanitary 
heMlqwurtexa. It was a bitterljr cold day. 
There is a erowd. Here, a soldier to 
North, his arm is dressccl, ln> is fctl; thinly 
clothed— a warm woolen sack is buttt)ni'd 
on him, and the armless sleeve pinned onrer, 
and he pfoos otT happy. Another is on 
cnitelies, hi.s wound is cared for, lie is sup- 
plied as the other, and is helped t<i the 
cars. Here, a lone woman, all tue way from 
New Jersey, to find her sick hosband — 
mil 1, p iti»>nt, grateful, caroKss of fatigue, 
with miles yet to go, and she i« sheltered, 
fed, nod directed; a good woman, .she says 
she has "foimd only Christian i>eople all 
the way." .\ mother, who ha-s come to see 
her wouuili'ii son, an ofliccr; uhis! his corjKso 
has passed her on the rood, and she is to 
return. And so with -the nraltitnde. But 
perhaps as noar to tho licart a.s anybody— 
a little girl of live yearn, wlm, with others, 
had 8 it in baggage cars all th«> cold night, 
(in which time three soldiers had perished 
of cold.) tho managers hml carelessly nn- 
fastrn. >1 that car, and left it. Tho'littl.' 
girl, half frozen and crying, hod come \ip 
with the others to the Sanitary. And now, 
warmed and fi-d, iho child was happy, and 
I showed her tin:' picture of another little 
girl, and we were friends, and when she loft 
Uiey wrapped warm things arotrnd her, and 
onlled soeics over her shoes, and a strong 
helper carried her in his nrms to the train. 
The Sanitary cared for tho little girl; it 
was somebody's chiKl; mine of the same 
agenii'^ht hnve been there, and so for the 
love of a bliu--eyed girl at home, 1 owe just 
as much debt At anybody, and MJ again, 
Ood bleea the iianitaiyl 

On tiie boat It is to leaire at twelve. 
To leave at two. To leave at five. It 
leave at seven. It was the Paint-RiH-k, a 
funny old two«Btmry barn with a whee/.y 
tea-kettle arrangement for running it. Tho 
weather was horribly cold. The "cabin" 
was a canvas box on the top of the afore- 
said bam. A few iuchoi of it watt warmed 
by an anetent oooking-stove, one door of 
which had departed. It is si.\ty two miles 
to Chattanooga by river, it is twenty-eight 
liyfail. 

On the boat wore some delegates of tho 
Christian Commission. They had snmo 
private stores of food; but thev, in the 
dearth, shared with alL They made tea — 
they fnmiahed bread. They did all the 
good pos^^l)le. The passengers became 
their warm friends, from the conduct of 
these delegates, which was truly Chri.stian. 
I waa glad to meet Bev. Calvin Holman, of 
New Hampshire — an experienced, judi- 
cious, and able minister, and it was pleasant 
to pass much of the night togetiier in com- 



mon topius. The Commission opened ita 
doors here to shelter to its utmost capaciW; 
and there the soldier's wife found uienOM 
t(» ht Ip her to her hu.sband. 

I'ullcd uji t!ii 1 ipids by ropes, or worked 
up by steam far lugher than the Govern- 
ment allowanoe of pressure; sighting bold 
Lookout, the scene of gullant combat, 
around its base- and .so, about ') P. M., wo 
reached GhattAnooga. Hospitably doon 
are open, and friends are found. 

Now all this ha-s a puri>o8e. It took four 
days to get this short distance. Just con- 
sider that this ia the main way of getting 
supplies here, and be pntUnt. — Oke^ddiM

WHAT CAN WOMAN DO ? 

At a meeting of the Union League, of 
the women of Chester Oonnty, held on 
Thnxsday, the S8d of Jnly, a member 

of tho League, after making tlio frllowiug 
prcliminai-y remarks, read, to the great 
sati.HfactioD and pleasure of all present, the 
appeal to tho women of America, which we 
give below. • 

My FmK.vns : I hr\d intended this after- 
noon to try ami auHwer the question now 
so frequently asked — What can wotnsui do 
in those sod and trying times ? — what can 
woman do to help to sare the Nation? 
The mere fact of this (pu'.ition being asked 
is, I think, a most encouraging sign. It 
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shows that wo are becoming awake tu thu 
great intamto and duties of the hour. 

The war in which we am engaged is, as 
jon idl know, not a war of arma oaly , it is 
* war of opinion also. 

The force of arms may fail; " tlie battle 
is not alwiqra to the strong," but the power 
of right cannot fni] Tins jxiwer is ours. 
The power of ])nucipli', of virtue, of love, 
of religion. Who c^in measure its force ? 
To increase this moral power is eveiy wo< 
man's duty. Let ns then unite to use it. 
Ijft it not lie dormant in our hearts. In 
this time of our country's need, let us not 
•be fonnd wanting. Oaat aside all preju- 
d i^'f s n nd selfish indulgences, andspeak bold- 
ly, ffurlesslv out, God's holy truths. Bo 
not (leaf to t)ie silent ploadings of the Juw ii- 
toodden aud oppressed. " Do unto others 
aa ye wonld tiutt they alioald do onto jou. " 
Buckle on the armor of tnitb, and with nil 
the strength that is in you, fight with the 
weapons ol all-oooqiieriiig lofa the great 
light.

When this League was organized iu 
April, 1663, a paper was read by Hra. Heia-

healthy feeling of uttacJunent to the Got- 
ernmont and the laws. And she added: 

" And lastly, wo propose to give our un- 
ceasing efforts for tJio support, encourage- 
ment, and comfort of our soldiers in we 
field and in the hospital. As the President 
of the Sanitary Commi.ssion said in one of 
his addressesi ' Ho long ivs the men light, 
the women mnst knit and sew. * 

" Yonr sympathy has over been, and still 
is I urn 8ure, with our sick and wounded 
soldiers; for who are these soldiers but our 
nearest and dearest kindred and friends ? 
The tokens of affection which we send to 
lluMu n it only evince our sympathy in their 
sulTerings and privations, but give to them 
great moral support ana oncouragementit, 
and thoir claims to our continued elVorts in 
their behalf will not, cannot, mu!it uut 
ceiLse, until this fearful rebellion be cmalfe- 
ed, and peace proelaimed.

very ufirronMc. \N <> took out f^' nic twn hnn- 
drtd und lifly rcbtls, and received slvcu bim- 
drtd of our own nir n. Thi y wcro a most for- 
lorn looking Bet of luin. ("overed with raRS and 
dirt, many of them foot-sore and worn out by 
the long march, bardlj one with a whole pair 
dioee, they had not eren their nakednem 
covert d. I had pnnoh. eoffec, ami brrf stork 
made for tho sick, who took it f^nedilv and 
Rermcd n fn ; linl Tlu iil/rl ofliccrs thoii):;ht 
the Minilary Commission was " quite an institu- 
tion;" laid thqr had heard ofit befina.

Every thing von do in a patient'a room, after 
he ia " pat up for the nigiit, inereasea tenfold 
the riHk of bin having a bad nifjht. Bat, if yon 
wmte him up after ho has fallen nRleep, you do 
not rihk, you set iire bini a bud ni(;ht. 

One hint T would fjivo to tdl who attend or 
visit the hi( k, to all who have to pronounce an 
opinion on hioknesa or ita progreaa. Come 
buck and look at your patient t^itr he haa bad 
an hour's animated c o pf awatfoa with yon. It 
ia the beat teat of his real atate we know. But 
nevor pronorr.pc upon him from nirrt ly .seeing 
■what he does, or how ho looks, duiing huc h a 
coDveraation. I.eamalKo < it ( !iilly and exactly, 
if yon can. how he passetl the night after it. 

People rarely, if ever, faint while making an 
esartioA. II ia after it ia over. Indeed, almoat 
ereij effect of orer-ezertion appeara afler, not 

during aurh < ^' rtinn Tt is the lii^hrKt folly to 
jndge of the Kifk, us is .so dttm clone, when you 
sec llii ni merely durinf,' a period of excitinil ut. 
Fcoplo have vei^ often died of that which, it 
haa been proclaimed at the tiiM, luM "done 
them so harm." 

At an old experf eneed iimse, I do moat earn- 
estly deprecate all Buch oarelrss words. I have 
known patients delirious all nif^ht, afler see inp 
a visitor who culled them "better," thotif^ht 
they '•only wanted a little aum.scnicnt," and 
who came again, saying, " I ho]K' you were not 
the worse for my viait," neither w^aitingfor an 
anawer nor even looking al the case. iTo real 
patient will ever say, ** Tea, bat I waa a great 
deal the worae." 

It is not, how< vor. either death or delirium 
of which, in these cases, thero is mo.st danger 
to the patient Unperceived con-senuences are 
Cu* more likely to ensue. You will have impu- 
nity— the poor patient will nnt That ia, the 
panent will suffer, although neither he nor the 
inflicter of the injury will attribute it to its real 
cause It will not bo directly traceable, except 
by a carofnl observant nurse. The patient will 
ofti n not L\-en mention what boa done him 
most harm. 

Bemeniber never to lean against, ait upon, or 
nnnecessarily ahake^ or even touch the bed in 
which a patient lies. This is invariably a pain- 
f d annoyance. If yon shnke the ch.-iir on which 
he h\Va, he has a point by whirli to st« ady him- 
self, in his feet Uut ou a bed or sofiC he i.s 
entirely at your mercy, and he feels eveiy jar 
yen glte blm all thnmi^ bin. 



In all that we have said, both here and 
where, let it be distinctly understood that 
are not speaking of hypochondriacs. To dia- 
tin^uibh between nal and fancied dkwaaefionM 
an imiKTrtant branch of the education of a mme. 
To nuinr-^'c fancy paticnt.s forms nn iiiiin.itaiit 
launch ot )i' r duiics. JJut the nursing which, 
real and that which fancied pati< nt.s require is 
of diflertnt, or rather of opposite, character. 
And the latter will not be spoken of here Ixk' 
deed, maiur of the aymptoms which are bet* 
mentioned are those which distinguish real 

from fancied disenFc. 

It is true that hy])ocliondi-iiirK very oflon do 
that b( hind a nnisc's back wljuh they would 
not do before her face. Many bUch I have had 
m patients who scarcely ate any thing at their 
regnhtf meala; but if yon concealed food for 
them in a drawer, tbej would take it at night 
or in secret Bnt this is from quite a diflei-ent 
motive. They do it from the wish to conce-nl. 
Whereas the real patient will often l)oa.st to his 
nm.se or doctor, if these do not shake their 
heads at him, of how ui\ich he has dOOet Off 
eaten, or walked —Alut J^tgkUngale.

The amoTint of support wJiich tho Cora- 
misaiuu has, almost from the outset, ro- 
oeived from the pnblio in all the lojal 
States^ haa» tro need hardly say, been 
somt'tbinp uHj^nv'otlented. Volunt'iry con- 
tributious for a humane object were never 
before niide tm andh a eoale, inihin the 
aame fienod. The great faira, irfaioh arc 
taking place in varions parts of Uio country, 
are tho most extraordinary, as well as most 
mogaiiiceut, exhibitions of benevolence of 
. vbioh then is any reoofd. The quantity 
of stores and the sums of moB.^ placed ut 
our disposal have been immense. They 
have not, so Cor, enabled us to meet all the 
demands upon vs; but tbfj so fir surptiss, 
both in amount and in the alacrity with 
which they have been bestowed,**]! other

contributions in the whole history df char- 
ity, that the nation is astonished at the ex- 
tent of its own efforts for the relief of stif- 
ffrinr;r. and the rpst of the world IS begin- 
ning to be astonished also. 

This being the eaae^ what ham we to 
coDlplain of ? If we have only to aak in 
order to rcwivc; if every village, town, and 
city responds to the least of our calls, what 
more do we want? If the pul^c is doing 
more to aid os in our work than any pnblio 
( vcr did V)efore, and more than we ven- 
tured to li()j)e for when wo began it, what 
do we mean by the heading of this article? 
These are questions which will su^^iest 
themselves to most people the minute tbey 
glance at thin pap'n, nnd they are just the 
questions wu want to answer. 

As the entei^inise in which we are en- 
gHged grows in magnitude, as the amount 
of stores sent tf) us and as the amount of 
money given us, or promised to us, .in- 
creases, the spirit of oitieiim on the pert 
of the pablie, of ooone, rises higher. The 
more there is entrusted to us, tho more 
jealously mto are watchfnl. Tlie larger tho 
field of our labors, tho greater number of 
points of attack are presented to our ene- 
mies and detraetcna. Wlien the Sanitary 
Commission is in every body's mouth, nnd 
when the population of whole cities is work- 
ing or giving to swell its stores, tiie streets 
and wharves ehonmbered with its anpplies, 
of course a greater number of people 
than ever are anxious to know what comes 
of the money, and suep prone to donbf the 
wisdom or eoononiy ^ those who spend il 
And all this is most natural and most rofi- 
souable. No body ought ever be entrusted 
with even one hundred dollars of ftbd pnblio 
fkmds, not to spesk of hundreds of thou. * 
asadflb wi&ont having att his operations 
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gtfhered and onguiized acoording to care- 
folly studied methoda approrcd Xy C! ovom - 
mont, so ns best to pnarnntco the cflicit'iu'y 
— to cconomizo tiio caci^, and to secure 
ibe oontiiinauco of ihia gmcitraa lovo which 
looked out with aching ejoa and wailing 
bands from aliBoat vnrj hooae in tiie 
land. 

Thus, is tlic Bauitary Commission tlie 
Agent of the P«ft)p1e,— and a "Tmatce" of 

their bounty, held accottntablef and wishing 
to be held nceonnt!i'<le for tlio if^e of all 
tlint is committed to it, of love and of op- 
portunit J, as well as of money and of sap> 
plies. It is the ofBoeof the Commission to 
find and meet those many nced.s which, a-i 
the world knows, alwuy.s huvo existed with 
every great army, in spite of all that 
Goremmont could do. 

Its office embrnees not merfly the tem- 
porary rilU vluticm of fiufforing, but by care- 
ful invest igutiou and wise couucil, it aims 
to introduce refonnaand newmcthods, and 
to remove mtiny of the cnu-ses f hcnif^i Ivea 
of disease nn<l .l>;ith ;nvl it f frks to excite 
to keener watelil uhieHs au l larger provision 
of official faithfulneaa. 

Thna, in another form of iiiinisc, i.s the 
Bnnifarv ('( iiiiiii i •!! th' huul of "the 
People, " filled wi th bread and wine, reached 
ont in anch manner as nottoborcfnaed; 
while back of it, giving it the pulse of its 
daily life, is this proat, warm, thrabbing 
heart nt home which must throb and beat, 
and will not be still, until those they have 
amt to the field lie given bftok to them liv- 
ing or dead; and this they do not o-^k and 
would not accei)t until the war is ro liui.sh- 
ed that Trecdom shall be borne in with 
Peace. 

Such is the answer to the first qacstion: 
What IS the Sanitary Commission, and why 
does such an institutioa exist at all? 

The aeoond question asks: Is this con- 
stantly incrcosiuK growth of the Sanitary 
Commi^'-inn a lu althy growth, or i^ not 
rather miuintered to by a morbid senti- 
mout ? The answer is: It is peculiarly free 
from the danger or tendeni^of nmning 
into or resting upon sentiment. Its whole 
system of action is reduced, as fur as is eon- 
aistent with humanity, to business rules. 
It appeals to the pufalie for support not 
mevdy <m iho groiuid of AUeviatiDg tho 



aufToring of the soldiers, but tin the ground 
of rendering more effiNstive the men who 

are to carry on tlie war. It looks upon 
caclt man saved, or restored to hinilth, aa 
so much muscle, or will, or power given to 
the Army, aa well as a hushsnd w son given 

to his home. 

The next question a 1;^: Has not the 
" emergency" past which is said to Love 
called for and justified this irregular agency t 
The anbwer is very clearly: Mo, it 1 iis i "t 
jKist. The calls for the af*ency arc, indeed, 
diflerent from what they were at first in 
many reapecta. Oovemmimti with increas- 
(d facilities and larger expexiCBCe, nOW 
embiaces in its regidar arrnngerneiits pro- 
vision for some of the services once ren- 
dcred by the CrommisaioD. But Govern* 
mcnt makes no proviaion for that immense 
r!ri s of eases covered by " Spreinl Relief," 
requiring "Houses," " Lodges," apeueies 
fur correcting defective papers, collecting 
back pay for the fceUe, obtaining pensions. 
Carrying to their own In m s tlic hick, 
gtiurdin^ discharged M>lilier:s fnMii knaves 

I and Ueuds, distributing clothcti uud cjm- 
forts to individuals who are destitute. 
Ilencc, in this reHi)ect, the " emergency" 

I lias n<jt passed which t-allt d fur Jhis irregu- 
lar agency. Xor has Government yet ob- 
tained from Congress a bill granting to tho 
Medical Dt'iiartmcnt independ<mt trans* 
jjortation for its supplits; and, in lack of 
thi.s, it is absolutely c s.«( ntial that there bo 
some agency— cfiluieut, experienced, and 
well provided— to stand ready to bear to 
the battli'-ficld, without a moment's wait- 
iiicjf and without d» pendenee upon D«>jmrt- 
ment supjdies for the wounded and ex- 
hausted; for just then it ia, in the first few 
hours aftei ;i 1. ;ttle. that a veiy little suc- 
cor HAwn liunureds of lives; n!i hour of 
time then, and one ton of supplies then, 
are worth' many houra and msaa tima the 
day f')]|(iwiug. Nor has Goveniment yet 
jiroviili (1 th;it its Snrp:!M)ns have authority 
to i)urehase, at discretion, suiiplies to meet 
emergencies; hence, the ncueBsity couiinues 
for an agentdose at hand anthoriaed'to buy, 
to ajiy amount, from the nearest source, a 
supply — whatever may at once be used to 
feed or shelter the wounded upon the field 
of battle.. And facts show that, but lor this 
agency having been Msr, with the power 
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fhos to purchnao supplies, great suflVriag 
•ad loss of life wonld hsTd ooonrred where 

fooJ iiuil blccsing were by this moans given 
ii> liundrcils and evctt tboQMUidB of our 
wuuuUeil men. 

Tl^jsref ore, m> long m these two ohetndeB 
«ODtinuo to exist, (which the Medieel lie- 
paitment have endearured to have remov- 
ed,) the "eniprgency" spoken of still stands; 
and so impoi-tant to the saving of the lives 
of men and unoviating their suiTeringt is it 
to meet this emorgeucy, that it woold be 
ji^iilt to nf»prlect making: the largest provis- 
ion, though it be made, as it now is, at a 
heavy ooetw 

We 4iiight speakf also, of the work of 
farniHhinf» to the poneral and regimental 
hospitals home comfurta, as well as more 
lumal supplies to meet special defieiendes. 
While these "supplementary" supplies givo 
ft liaml of help in time of real need, these 
extra homo eoraforts restore to henlth the 
soldier in his weaiy hospital life. We must 
not omit mentum d the ** Hospital Diree- 
• tnry." It is essential, so the public say, to 
Ihc fririifls at home; and, thrrcfdio, just 
Leiy au •• emergency,*' or ceituiuly a de- 
mand, exials which the Sonitaiy Gornmis- 
sion alone nltcmpts to meet. 

Tlio final (lucstion uslif-: If the rvirr- 
geiici/" has not passed, three years having 
elapsed, what ptoqieetis there that it wiU be 
passed so long as the war continues ? The 
answer is: We see no prospect that the need 
of the Commission will ccoso while the war 
goes on. Most of tlie conditions enumer- 
ated in answering the provions questions 
^vi!I, doubtli-'Jis, rontiuue to the end. Some 
of them ;nr coiiilitimi itisi-juirable from war, 
which Govcrumeat cauuot attend to, wiiieh 
its heavy maehineiy (necessarily and wisely 
made heavy, adapted to meet permanent 
conditions, not emergenoies,) cannot adapt 
itself to. ^ 

Some, ail is readily seen, are conditions 
dfivdoped ss the war goes on. Tho.sc which 
exist thi.'i year may not exist rir xt yrar; but 
others will ari.se in their place, uui-xpectcd 
now, but claiming at the time promiit and 
ample provision. 

And it becomes a question worth cnnsld- 
erinpc. whether, even if it wore possil)h\ it 
would be desirable to have the provisions 

of Oom iimsiili so perfse t niidcfflioifliit ttmt 



there would be no necessity or opportunity 
for this volotttacy aid of the peopIeT Who 
can tell how much of Uie cheerfol and 

vigorous life of otir Army, now years away 
from home, may be owing to the constant 
recognition by the soldiers of the wink tmd 
love of the people ever thinking of them. 

And wlio shall say what would lip.ve be- 
come of the people — the mothers, wives 
and daughters of the men in the tents, the 
hospitals and on the balUe'fidds— if Um^ 
hiul not been allowed to spend thei? 
thonc^ht-) and time in working for thoi0 
they love better than lifel

Oentlemitn — A survf V of the field of the 
Commission's work, as furnished by com- 
munications received at this office since 
your meeting of the 10th instant* shows • 
varied degree of activity existing in its dif- 
ferent Departments. 

At ths West, increased attention is being 
given to the hospital eenters at ICemphii 
and Viek&bur^^, having under treatment 
2,500 and 2,000 siek, re.«.pf ctively. Vicks- 
burg has again become au important point, 
the sick and wounded of Qen. Sherman^ 
foreos continning to arrive tltero up to'tlM 
17th instant, the date of the In-^t advices. 

The steamer Navigator, chartered by Dr. 
Newberry, for tninitportation on the Blis- 
sisnppt fUver, became disabled, and her 
first load was transiferred to the Govern- 
ment transport Mifi.«-is!-ip]>i, by which it 
would be conveyed from Cairo free of cost 
to the Commissioin, to varioas points oa 
the river. 

Dr. Warrinor expected tn send a portion of 
the vegetables to New Orleans, where such 
supplies were mneh needed. - 

The Samnel Hill, sent up from New Or- 
ient'! to Citiro, with siek, was aho provided 
at that point with a considerable stock of 
vegetables, to be distribnted within th« 
Deportment (rf the Gulf. 

At Cliattanonga, the ht alth of the tronpe 
is reported as improved. iSpeciid attention 
had been paid to scorbntio patients, and 
the iMM of vegetsblsa hod eCbotedmncb 
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good. Dr. Bnmam has sent ^the report 
flonoeniiiig tnHMpoftalio& of the t&elt asked 

for by tho Commission in Janunry. Tlio 
A^iiitant Sargaon-Oeneralha"? nfloj)t»^il Dr. 
B. as an officer of the Medical Bureau, but 
proposes ihet he ehsU BtOl report to Dr. 
Newberry. 

Dr. Newberry is at Cleveland, hnt re- 
tatns early next week to Looisrillo, and 
fhenee to NaahTflle. He has been inf omi* 
edof the appropriation by the Cummis-sion 
for the buildiiig of Homes at Detroit and 
Buffalo. 

Among the foraes in Virginia, there "km 
been reported little bnt roatine votIe, At 

Portsmouth, however, a Lodge ns a center 
of the work of special relief has been estab- 
lished by favor of the military authority, 
tad ie likel J to render e moeh needed ser- 
rice. General Butler also evinces a dispo- 
sition to encoTirage the Commission in its 
proposed core for the sick on the ilag-of- 
tmoe boats, dionld exchanges of prisoners 
again occur. 

In North Carolina, Dr. Page, is with sys- 
tem, i>laiiting hospital gardens with appar- 
ent prospecta of sneeess. He ie maob oon- 
eemed at the possible spread of anwll pox, 
owing to the imj'orfret character of the 
▼oociue matter received in that Depart- 
ment. He will be furnished weekly with 
moderate amounts of carefully selected 
virus. From September, 1863, to January 
Itit, in CGG cases^ — the mortalify uas 184, 
or about '28 per cent. From January 
lo Febraary 18t]>, of S85 new eeaee 106 
died — a mortality of abont 37 iier cent., in- 
dioating, perhaps, an incrensed intensity of 
the epidemic influence. 

Dr. Marsh writes from Beaafortof nraoh 
irork done and attempted with insnlBeient 
help and ii! ul(M]uiite strength. He pro- 
poses to returu to New York after the 
present campaign is over, and he has sup- 
plied in edTanee, eo far «b tb«y ean be an- 
ticipated, ihf waiit.s of the following tno 
month.s. If iu sr.fTii-ii nt health ho will re- 
turn, and would like to bo accompanied 
with one medical and one lay aasiseant. 

Our losses of stores at the late repulse 
at C)lnst"t\ FI i , are believed to be 
alight.

like Dr. Marsh urges us not to send out 
any enpt^Ues to him on aoeonnt of this 

engagement. Dr. Marsh reports a state- 
mrnt of cnsnulticH in Floriila. He was to 
return there uu the 23d instant 

There are no repovia fnm Tiiwiiwiaiwi 
within the wedt, except n special one con- 
ceming aid rendered to the Navy during 
the past year, and the monthly report of 
stoek on hand, and requisition for lap- 
plies. 

In the home field there is great need, 
especially at the East^ of increased effort 
for the prodaction of matoial supplies. 
The three principal depots at Boston, New 
York nud Philudolphin, are now nearly 
empty, und the prospect of their speedy re- 
plenishment, except the one at Boston, ia 
not good. The diTertiBg infloeaoe-of tiie 
l)re.sent and projected Fairs accounts for 
this, to some extent, in New York and 
Peunsylrania. 

The number of canTassers employed im 
the Eastern States is now considerable. In 
New England, three; iu New York, two; 
in New Jersey, one; and viaityig several 
States, two; while in the home Add at the 
Weat three are employed. They haTO bean 
pcnorally instructed that thfv nre not to 
coubider as of secondary importuuce the 
increase of local work, and not to solicit 
eontribntions to the Central ^nressnry, 
where such contributions would diminish 
the local interest in the work of supply im 
kind.

THE SANTTART OOMUISSION AND TAB 
MEDICAL DEPABTMENT. 

Phma tha Xacth AaMrfiOHi BsfAr.] 

It is not the fault of the Sanitary Coni> 
mission if exaggerated idea.s of it.s claims 
and importance, as compared with those of 
the Medloal Department, prevail in manj 
quart I S. In public addresses in all Hn 
great cities, in published letters to Gover- 
nors of States and to State Surgeon-Gen-> 
erals, in its regolar reports, and nnder all 
dnmmstanoss, it has magniisd and osln- 
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Ijcmtodtho growing offleienoyof the Medical 
DepartmcDt, chronicle<I it» vnst and benefi- 
cent reforms, defending the Bureau against 
unjost charges, shown the recklessness of 
the rife riimora aa tathe general negligence, 
«apidity, end impotence of the Surgeons 
in the service, and endeavored to acquaint 
the public with the dcpondenco of tho sick 
and wounded ou the care, {utjr, and gener- 
oos proriaion of the GkiTermnent itadf, 
nther tbnn on outside aid and mercy. 

It ia plain liow exposed to mi^npiirchcn- 
aion the Medical Department of hu vast an 
army as oars ia, how little exedit it geta for 
the regular and successful performanoe of 
its duties, how mtich bhime for its occa- 
sional failures to meet the exigencies that 
beset its a£Gurs. All the whiia, for food, 
elothing, ahdter, medical eare, ntusing, 
trausportfttion, the sick or wounded soldier 
is dependent upou, and actually rt erives, 
aeveu-eightbs of uli he needs from tijc Gov- 
animent ttsdf. The other eighth he mnst 
owe to the pity and care of some outside 
benefiecneo. Ho Iiimsclf is apt to accept 
only as his duo, and therefore thoughtlessly 
and ungratefully, all that the Ctoremment 
does for him, and to have the Itreliest 
sense ojily of what it does not do, and to 
ntter the most indignant comx>laint8 at its 
ae^eot Of ooone he gives a eocmpond- 
ing gratitade to those vho come in aa 
voluntoors to supply the necessary or un- 
avoidable defectii and omissions from which 
he suffers; and the Sanitary Commission, 
<n some similar organisation, gets for its 
oomparativi ly light labors the praise and 
the pratitude really due in much larger 
measure to the (ioverumcnt itself and the 
Hedieal Department— above all, to the la- 
borious and devoted Surgeons themselves. 
It is the old fallncy wo think more of tho 
two-penny oonco of butter than of the ten- 
penny lonf of bread; baeanae one merely 
aatiaflea our hunger, and the other gratiflea 
our palate. Tli'> Sanifnry Commission, be- 
ing really in earnest, lul)uring not for praise, 
but for practical results, saw tho vast im- 
portanee of strengthening and stimwlnting 
that system to \vhich the soldier must owe 
sevcn-oigliths of his chnnces of escape from 
sickness, and of care and comfort when 
aick; and that no skill or anocess in man- 
aigiog and magni^jnng ita own contiogent 



work, which at the utmost wss bat a Irao- 

tional interest, could be any sort of snbsti-* 
tuto for tho zeal and enicicncy of the regu- 
lar Dopartmcnt. It saw and recognized tho 
value of the loaf of bread, and determined 
not to allow the batter question to blind ita 
own or the public's eyes. 

But, after all, it luid its own work to do, 
and to do well. It wati plain enough, after 
a very short study, that the general utility 
and success of tlir Armyaystem, and of the 
Medical Depart ment as o portion of it, de- 
pended upon rigidity of method. Disci- 
idlne is the soul of an army; striet aooonni* 
ableness and limited responsibility are ea- 
sential in the administration of military 
uiTuij-s. lloutino makes tho skeleton, and 
red tape applies the ligaments to the sys- 
tem. 

To attempt to supply an army as a family, 
or a village, or a city is supplied, or to carry 
civil maxims or customs into tho camp, ia 
a pure impossibilitj. Strict rules and re- 
gulations, and compulsoty and inevitable 
conformity to tliem, arc tho conditions of 
tho largest good to the largest number. It 
ia eertain, beforehand, that this ncoaasaiy 
system will press with tcrriltle severity 
upon a coiv^iilriTiMr' class of exceptions; 
but to consider theso exceptions, and bend 
the qrstem to accommodate or in<^ud« them , 
would be to imperil the advantage of that 
vast majority which the ride is established 
to serve. If (ho tape i-i so loose that any 
one paper can be easily pulled from the 
bundle, all the papas are likely to be kwl* 
or found scattered by tho wind. The 8ani> 
tary Commission, therefore, has never jf)in- 
ed in the popular cry of too much red tape; 
it has never asked for, or consented to, any 
scheme for conduoting medical affairs in a 
freo and easy manner, without military 
subordination and cdrefuily limited respon- 
sibiiitlea. Whatever evila have attended 
thia system, have been less than those ita 
removal -^vonld instantly evoke. Indeed, it 
was mainly to enable the Medical Depart- 
ment to maintain ita own rules with rigor- 
ous fidelity, that tho CSommission under- 
took to look after only these indivicbial 
waut.-i, aud tlio.sc exceptional suffcriuga, 
which grow out of the necessary imperfec- 
tion of all large cystoma, and whioh havn 
always litfniahed it iteon^ legitimate and 
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mloomaopportiuiilietof ■erriee. Tbatthe 
OMplioiis iau annjof a million and mnro 
of meii, nt one lirao or ftuother in the fU'lil, 
with an average sick list of at least fifty 
thoiuand mon, should ho numerous in 
themtelvet, howeTer sdmU telntiTely to tfae 
ntimbrr t ikon earn of by the Moilicul De- 
partment itself, is wimt tlio most thought- 
less might anticipate. They have becu 
immenMU enough and coimIm( enoogh to 
task the ntmost liberahiy of tUr nut ion, 
and to aflTord the most steady and i xliaust- 
iug labor to tho Sauitiiry Commission. At 
no time have the extra supplies famished 
by the public to the Commission, or to any 
and all (Mitside niinistries, btcn fully equal 
to thu demands. jSur, with the experience 
now alfeided to the emreSvl atndenta ci annj 
moTcmcnta and exigenciea, does it appear 
atallBtrnn^e that (jroat and frrqncnt fail- 
ures Khould attend the best i>}ans of the 
Medical Department; battles proving geu- 
enl, when thej were expected to be slur- 
mislios or reconnoissances; the wounded 
tnrninp: out twice as many as any reason- 
able foresight could have auticijiuled; time 
and place of fight iug being both suddenly 
fllian;;ed; transportation impeded or pre- 
OCCnj)ied by pfrratcr tk ci^ssitii h ; and innvo- 
ments of the enemy, iubtuutly defeuliug the 
whole, and the moat »igactouB anunge- 
Bonts made bj Medical Direetors. 

Lot it bn remen)1)«Me 1. that the first of- 
fice of an army is to light, and that the 
first necoBttity of the Goverumeiit in to look 
after the fighting maOf providing them 
with adequate ammunition, food, and rein- 
forcements — that at the time of an impend- 
ing battle, or daring one, the chief boliei- 
lode is not, cannot, and ought not to be 
about the wounded, but aliout lh< se f-till 
able to fi^dit - an l it li.> set n how per- 
plexed, delayed, and humpi rcd the Medi- 
cal Department mm>t be, iu getting for- 
ward ita atores, in lemoTing the wounded, 
or in taking care of thorn promptly. Tlic 
first interests of the Army rr<]nirc thnt Die 
Medicdl Department Bhould be loft in thia 
•nbordioate and dependent position. Ton 
cannot alTord it independent traii' i 'ii tat ion 
without destroying its co-ordination with 
the other departmtuta, and cmbarra.s.4ng it 
nine-tenths of the timo with the care of 
teaina, horaea, and forage, for the aake of 



the advimtagea tiaat would aoenie to it iOr 
the other tenth of the time. Nor can the 

Commanding Oeneral safi ly allow his hos- 
pital stores to bo jeui)ardcd l>y advancing 
them to the front, which doubtlcsa would, 
if aaf e, be the most convenient for the aer- 

vice of the wounded or the sic];. Thus, 
after the battle of Gettysburg, wlien ^frudo 
was pursuing Leo's flying army, and anoth- 
er general battle was honrly expected near 
the old field of Aiitietam, the General 
would not, and could not, allow the vast 
medical storcM required iu case of a battle 
to be tmraght ovor South Mountain, be- 
cause Doonsboro', beyond which his own 
hea<lquart( lay, and where the Sanitary 
Cammis<jion hitd opened its store houses, 
waa liable any day to be attacked and ran- 
Backed by the enemy'a cavaliy. Thia was 
1 prtid(Mjt nnd humane ; and yet in case of a 
great baltle it must have catu f d enormous 
Buliering. Now, for this very reason that it 
waa not aafe for the Qovemment stores, tho 
Sanitary CommisMon detrrmincd 1o nin the 
risk of it.s own ftoi« .c, that, if a battle did 
occur, it might alleviate the wants Qf tho 
battle-field, till tho regular medical stores 
could be brought up. Thus the Medical 
Di partnicnt followed its 1< f^itiumte !!ud 
bouudeu course of duty in obedience to ju- 
dicious orders from headqnartexa. The 
Sanitary Conunisaion, with ita independent 
transportation, and indiqir^ndent move- 
ments in general, followed nho its legiti- 
mate ami nccc^sary duty, and Htood ready 
to prevent the evila which moat otherwise 
flow from the best and wisest course left 
open to the IMeflirnl Dci'artment. 

But it wa.s not iu battle fields and cxigcn- 
cioa chiefly that the Commission found most 
seriously tested its principle of doin^' noth- 
ing for t'lr ' : -k :>iid woumL d !■• "Idiris \i, hieh 
it could iiului e or compel tin- ( iovernment 
to do. llegimental, field, and general 
hospitals have been tho staa^ sphere 
of it^ l.iSor^'. It has p])ent it> chief 
time, supplies, nnd energies in satisfyinsr 
the wants existing there. For the first 
year of tho war, there was not commercial 
industry enough in the country to supply 
the actual wants of the Army. Ch'thing 
could not be manufactured fust enough to 
meet the rapidly roeroited ranln. Cloths 
wero imported 1^ the Qovenkmeot* aa » 
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protection against the enormous , fates 
vhich lioUlcrs of Buitable stuiTs were bcI- 
fi&lilj exactiui?. Besides, the ideas of the 
OOTcniincnt Bureaus did not and could 
not expaml as tut as the unprecvdcnted 
wants of the Army did. Timidity ami eau- 
tion tied up even the boldest hands. The 
Bufi'eriiig which existed in the rank and tile 
from trant of blanket^, stockings, over- 
coats, and tcnta teas very great. The regi- 
mental hoai-iitals, und( r now nnd iiu xfie- 
rienced Surgeons, without acquaintance 
with bxtroau routitto» vera often desperate- 
ly deficient, both in what thej migkt have 
had. if at the projv r time they had known 
how to a.sk for it, and in what no skill in 
asking at that time could secure. The 
genend hospitals vera jast beginning to 
be ofitaMishcd. Inconvenient and wfaolfy 
unsnitablo l)uiklings were the only ones 
within reach, and the Government wa."* not 
then aroused to tho noccesity of creating 
proper ones. The Hosj »i tal Fund, tho usual 
adequate rrsf.uree of the Burgeon for all 
extra eomforts and delicacies, now ex- 
tensiTcly— nay, umTcmlly— in operation, 
could not at once be isaagnratcd, even by 
experts, and w-.vi utterly beyond the man- 
agement of novices. It afforded no de- 
pendence for many months, and was of lit- 
tle use for the iicst year of the wnt. The 
Sanitary C' lmmission took its plaee, nnd 
supplied a l,irt?o part of all ulnCU (lie Ik st 
and moiit cllieient management eould have 
yielded. It came in, eTerywhoro, to do 
just what Government and thoMedieal De- 
partment, in the sudden exp.insion of the 
Army, by Hucccssivo monstrous nnUionp, 
from 75,000 to 800,000, to 600,000, to 
800,000 men, could not so adjust means to 
ends, and stipplio.s to tho vast wants of the 
hour, iis eftVetively and humanely to aecom- 
PUhIi. But it did its work on system, ac- 
cording to analogous rules, and with a stariot 
understanding with the Department and 
Bureans, so as to discourage the impexfeet 
preparatious or iuadequatc arrangements 
of the Medical Bureau or QnartennasteT- 
Qeneral; to make m gloet hard and di;!;^-ult 
ami disagreeable fur thern; to niilmld tin ir 
eflbrts for reform aud cnlargemeul; au<l t » 
emphasize in such a tray their dependence, 
as to sluune them into e^abrt8 to break loose 
from it The OoaunisBioa Itenisbed no 



hospital tappUes exeept on requisftkm of 

the Surgeon himself, who thereby acknowl- 
edgf'd his d< iiendenee on nutsidn help for 
what it wius his pride and his duty to obtain 
ftom the Department he represented. No 
distribution by out-sidc partic? was allowed. 
Tilt' di^cijiline of the hof^pitals, with tho 
authority of the ofiicers, nu dieolandother- 
trise, was to be coreftilly upheld. No help 
that eotdd be extended to individual coaos 
of KufT* ling v.(>nM atn!;.' for tho iniustieO 
done th«* general principle itself. 

That which has often been made on ob* 
jeotion to the Sanitary Commission, that it 
did not fill the ho.«i)itals with resident re- 
lief r gents, or nurses, who should them- 
selves bo tho judges of tho wonts of the 
sick, and the direct vehicles of relief, in the' 
form of clothing, delicacii s. or medicines, 
was one of its cardinal vii tncH. Such in- 
trusion into military hospitals was not only 
fatal to discipline, to due responsibility, to 
the quietude of the place, and tho control 
of tho dii t n\\^} trr;if!nr!it of the sick, but 
it M'O-s fatal to the peace, the self-respect, 
and tho esprU de corps of tho Medical De- 
partment. Vhcrerer it was allowed, it did 
little but harm, and if the Sanitary Com- 
mission had eucouraged or eountenancod 
it, they would soon have lost all tho influ- 
ence they had with the Department and 
the Surgeons. Instead of this, they ap- 
pointed cxpi rts to visit tho ho^jntals, ob- 
serve their wants, see tho ollicers, nurses, 
and men, and, aher conference with the 
Surgeon in charge, to obtain from him a 
requisition on their siipplif^s f(»r what ho 
felt tho hospital to need — to bo applied 
under his own ordors, and by his own 
agents, to his own patients. Skilled end 
judieioua women, oiTering tlieir services as 
nurses, nnd accepted through tho free and 
hearty consent of tho Surgeons in charge, 
have rendered invaluable services to tiie 
sick ever since the hospitals wen^ ( iin tied. 
But they liave owed their usi !\i!]ii :-4:-i to 
their stri 't obedience and conformity to 
Army regulations, and only those docile 
and wise enough to respect the superior 
knowli'.lijjn and authority of tho Surgeons 
have been for any considerable time ablo 
to keep their places, or to make themselves 
greatly serviceable. Perhaps two hundred 
sneh women exist in the whole Armj; to 
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wlio o noMo, devoted, and pontic lu^arta, 
akiliiul itauds, ODdadtniuibtrutive faculties 
■ra due ft oooaidembio part of the success 
vhieh has attended the openiion of our 
military nursing. The main dependence 
ia, fit all times, on detailed or enlisted male 
nurses, who, to the number perhaps of two 
flunuuid, «ra alwaya on dnty, and to the 
imw«ai«d labors of our Surgeons— who, 
as a cla5», arc not only utterly iiu-apablo of 
the negligence, drunkenness, fraud, and 
greedineaa iritli whidi Iheiy have been pub- 
licly charged, but bave really rendered 
illustrious services, not only liy gallant 
self-exposure in the field, but in watching 

* ^ and waiting on their charges with a vigi- 
buMM vhioh baa coat many of them their 
lives. The criifl a.spcrsions with which 
bigots and fanatics have often vi.sited their 
conduct on battlc-lields, where three or 
foor eonaeeutive nighta have paaaed in hard 
■ervice, with only two or three hours' sleep, 
has made their nbilify to do any work, or 
to keep themselves aUvc, dependent on the 
nae of BtunnlantB— eharging them vrith 
general drunkenness, as at Chancellorville— 
are a scandal and slander which tliu closest 
and lougeat opportunities of observution 
enable nt utterly to refute. The ordinary 
pCT eentage of incompetent^, lacScof prin- 
ciple, iiTul inhumanity doubtless exists 
among the Army Surgeons; but on the 
whole, wo judge them to be superior to 
any other equally large daaa of oAcera in 
the field, while their datiea ate probably 
more constant, and at times more eshavat- 
ing, than thereof uuy other class. 

It ia by strict fidelity to theao general 
prineiplea that the Sanitar}' Commission 
has endf^avored to avoid the peril ■vvlrich 
threate ned tliu eihcicncy of the Government 
service, by ontao^ inteiposttion; and its 
soeoeaa aa an organization is due to the 
prnuinenc.s.s of the faith in whii h it has ' 
carried out its pledges to the Government, 
to be a strictly subordinate and ancillary 
body — loyal to the Medical Deportment— 
ita fearless critic, but never its rival or snp- 
plant<>r— its watchful s])tir, but never its 

' aly traduccr or its disguised enemy.

One a wall tent, and 
two ho-vpifal tents, have been j)rovidcd with 
bmika aud supplied with abnndant clothing. 
Since the loth of January, one hundred and 
twenty soldiers fonnd shelter for the niuht. who 
would otherwise have had the sky for tb< ir 
eanniiy, and no prot< etion from (ho .severity of 
the weal her. About fifteen civiiianH, who had 
been benighted, have also been sheltered by uh.

In number 
about forty, they filled our three tent«, and the 
floor of our main numi; cooked (heir Knj)per 
and breakfast, and left for their destinadnn, 
well pleased with their accommodations. Last 
night about twenty eolcliers tilled oiur lents, and 
left this morning for tlrair camps. Wa ore en> 
abled to save them much dtseomliott and, «af<- 
feting.

The Ijaarel Hill is a Ooremnient tnaiaporl» 
and will bring freight to the Quartermaster on 
her return from Cairo, which, ut present rates 
of freight, will more than pay her running ex* 
penses. It will bo remembered that she was 
c.mv'ht in a gale in tho Gulf last September, in 
which she lost her smoke-stacks, and was dam- 
aged somewhat in her npper works. She has 
been thoroughly repaired and {Minted, and 
being a very stannch vessel, is in all respects 
as goixl as new.

It aims at supply in tho thouaanda of men 
assembled there wiih wholesome reading mat- 
ter, and their fSriende and the people with itt> 
forinition of thoir well-being and well-doing. 
Thin first n imbi^r proaiises well, and the un- 
dertaking d vs»irve-i sii])p >rt. I'eriodicals ofthis 
clvHH should bj cc>llect<' 1 aud preserved. »is 
material for the future histories of this great 
and memorable War. Twenty yeaia hmioe stray 
numbers of them will ba worth nmah mora thaa 
thair wtt^tin gold. 
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- WHO BATS THE SAMITABY SUPPLIES? 

The folloiriiig te»tiinony from Dr. Town- 
Aend is irarlhy of attention:

My DzAB WiFB— Your letter of the 1st inst, 
nfhniBg to Ibe U. & SenitMy Coauiuaioii, -wm 
received to da}', and I reply immediiitely that 
yovL may have my testiniouy to use whenever it 
will eneoturage those whose hearts and haada 
arc already in the work, or answer Cbe objec- 
tions of those who have listened to advene (e> 
porta. 

And lei me remind yon at the outset, that my 

opportunities for observing ore not (tiniitlj those 
of a common eoldier or line ofilccr of equal 
realc, or Army Surgeons even, hut much better; 
for, M Medical Inspector, I have wider range 
than I'ithtT of them, iind nothing else to do bat 
look after what affects the health and comfort 
of the men, fneUidiiig, of oonrse, food, dothing, 
shelter, 8urgical and medical treatment and 
nursing. I have seen not k-ss than 25 000 nick 
and wounded men in bo^ipittils, and have there- 
Case many opportonities of jndging of the do- 
ings of tho Sanitary Comnjis'^iim, nnd now I 
will give you some of the couclosious at which 
I have anived. 

First. — I think it is far the brat medium 
through which to send material comforts to the 
sick of the Army, and greatly preferable to State 
or local ageneies. Tbe Sanitaiy Commission 
is unitary and simple, embraces the whole field, 
and therefore overlooks nothing and duplicates 
nothing. Where would a State agent find his 
troops? In perhaps twtnty diftVrcnt army 
corps in every Rebel State. A local agent, who 
cannot sec the wholo Held, and don't know 
what hss been eent here or there, esnnot know 
where succor is most needed, and ho lacks the 
fitcilities for communication and transportation. 

^Ewond— The Agents of the Commission ate 
not paid out of funds whidi yon in Ohio con- 
tribtitfd, nor do tlii-y consume tho eatables 
which Aid Societies have sent 'the salaried 
agents are paid from a Cslifomia Amd devoted 
to that pnrpoKc. I have often tidic-n meals with 
the AgenIS of the Commi^on at their stations, 
and have invariably had set belbrs me only 
vhat the market afforded, or the Agsntls per- 
sonal resources could supply. 

2hird.—l have no evidence that line officers 
ever use Sanitaiy stores, for they ars never put 
under their charge, nor can they obtain posses- 
sion of them by purchase or otherwise. 

Sanitary stores designed for diatribution 
among the siek of a hospital, are put nnder the 
eontnd of the fintgeon in ehaige. 



Thatatoree, while hi ehaoge of the Surgeon, 

may in some instances have been misapplied, 
or used, or stolen, is possible, as of the stores 
belooging to the Government, but that the 
Surgeon in cha^ of any hoepital has shaved in 
or rontiived at any snch tiiisapplicntioti, I have 
never heard charged by any perso^i who had the 
means of Iniowing. 

Two mouths Bincc T vinited (without notice,) 
the beat hospital in Knoxville. Soon after I 
arrived the Surgeon's dinner-bell rung. I was 
invited to dinner. On the table was a disan 
table-cloth, and clean jilatt s, and knives, and 
forks, and pork^ and iran bread, and nothing 
else. The bread hsd not solBeient flour in it to 
hold it togr thcr ; its cohesion appealed to depend 
on a little molasaea used in tho manufacture. I 
wse helped bountifully. We all ate hcaitily, 
and no apologies were offered. On examining 
afterwards iLe food of ki v« ml <>f thi- imtients, I 
found them using good bread and crackers, and 
on inquiry kerned there wee not then (a fbw 
doys after Longstrect left,) enough flour or 
army bread for all, and therefore the surgeons, 
the nnisse and the patients, whose diseases 
would permit, used the bran bread, while the 
fine tlour bread was reserved for those who had 
affectiona of the bowels. Other patients 1 found 
using garden vegetsblca of varioua kinds, snd I 
learned that tho supply being very short these 
were reserved for cases inclining to scurvy and 
other coses specially needing them; the suiw 
gi'oiis, the nui8 '8 and patients who had neatly 
recovered could not indulge in such luxuries. 
Do you think that^such Medical Officers would 
rob the aide eoldier of a few delieadea that 
might be sent by his friends ? A few days later 
I had the satisfaction of seeing two hundred 
and fifty packages of Sanitary stores, in oddi* 
tion to Government supplies sent from Chatta- 
noof^u to the hospitals at Knoxville. and I have 
no fears that the doctors ate them up. 

Bet why ie it that retained soldien do not 
more frequently exprcHK their gratitude for the 
comforts sent them ? Because in most instances 
Sanitaiy atores are not distributed to the men 
direetly by the Agent, but indirectly through 
the Surgeon in rliarj^o, and this i.s tho only safe 
rule. IhuuisunUs of men in hospitals aro wear- 
ing soohs, drawers, shirta, and lying on beds, 
fed with food, and have their wounds bound up 
with bandages, all from the Sanitary Commis- 
don, withont a suspieion of the ftst The 
Sanitary Agent tells the Surgeon what be has — 
the Surgeon tells thp A Rent what he wants, and 
it is put at his dibposal to be givtn out as ro- 
q^ihcoO. The SaaUaijr Agenl» in his fteqaaai 
visits tp the hospital^ sees that his contrilnv 
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ttooa aw properly «nd; vbile fh* Tcdplent 

himself niny not know, or may not lie in n con- 
diUoa to know, whether what he cats Mid drinkit 
and wwn comes iktim Uncle Hm binnelf. or 
•oiEc dear aunt or pretty ooiudb. 

But. ;it iho Kftiuo time, Bcores <'f ^liitking 
loafers who uro not tiick, but pretcud to a htme 
twck, or « treak stomaeli, or fyatfaig apdla, are 

cnnstr.iitl}- fnilnnvorinK to Kponfje Koinethiuff 
out nt s,;!iit»»ry Agents; anil if they fail, s\h thoy 
nsu.iUy do, for theae c<»rw<lly. grnntinfT nulin- 
jerw."* nre tiii»ily recognized, lh< y go uv :iy jii- 
p!tr< (1 to t< 11 Ktorics abotit the misappUcAtiou of 
SSaiutH y HtorcH. 

In abort, I am aotlefied that the Sanitary 
Commission is ft wf 11 or^'inizt d and well miui- 
•ged institution, and thut it is the best possible 
agent for the distribaiion of wbal bome itogers 
can prepare for the Boldier. 

I til ink, also, that for the coming J^pring 
campaign wo shall need all that can be raised, 
•ad I don't beliere «« shall need any thing 
•llarwiarda.

If the progress of intelligence and ad- 
vance of civilization have widened the 
.source of some diseases, l)y d( v< lopinp: to a 
p'reater extent the fatal results - l \ ieious 
habits and disorderly passions among the 
mnltitnde, some compensation for sncn will 
be found in the present advanced state of 
the several seiein'- s. and more particularly 
of preventive and eiirativo mc'dieine, to 
which statisticH have been successfully ap- 
plied, in proof of the dcdnctions that are 
madti ill rci'ard to lie;d1h. The pr;;etie;d 
application of the precepts of li>i'i>cne, by 
removing the .sourceH of monydi>ease.s, has 
vendrrrd (hem I< ;s frequent, and less fatal, 
in all eliin:ite.s, than tliey ])roved to be in 
former »go«. Since the beginning of tho 
present centunr, A remarkable andadvanta- 
geons ehnn;^ nos been thus elFected ; and, 
throurrli s leli ne ans the ravages of epi- 
demic iliseases, and tho niortality rato of 

' prisons, ho.spitals, and poor houses, exist- 
in;: for the use of nnr civil jiopulation, have 
bci'u (greatly diminished. Thus the disturb- 
ing intlnence of burial f^rotuuls, filthy and 
undrained localities in London, of tho pres- 
ent seasons, and overorowding on the life 
of man, which gavi^ ri.-e to prevailing dia- 

i eases from tho jtlague years l;Vj:j. lGtt3, 
1G25, tCIC, and Kir.") to that of IXW, have 
l>een so far ameliorated, according to tho 
s<M'<nul report of the R<>pistrar (Jeneral, a.s 
to cau.se a redut-tion of the mean mortality 
from 25 to 2.81 iierccnt.* In proportion 
also AS the salnbrions condition of lioBdon 
ha.s be<'n improved, the distrilintion of 
deaths, amo g the various periods of tho 
year, has been more and more e<iuHli7.ed, till 
the maximum of mortality for late years 
has cea-sod to correspond, as fonnerly, to 
the liot months of imj, August, and Sep- 
tember. 
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What hM been so happily accomplished 
for the improved henhh niid ( (imfort of 
our civil population, can in ii grout nu'asuro 
be secured for our soldiers, both at home 
•nd abroad. The practical meosnrcs car- 
ried out after fhe report of the Oommn* 
sionera, appointed in 1857, to examine into 
the condition and administration of our 
•my hoqUwJs, and into the operation of 
regulations in force to prevent disease in 
our army, botli nt home uxnl ubroatl, have 
been followed by a reduction in the rate of 
mortality of our infontzy at home, from 
15.5 per l.OOOeflfeotiTe men in 1828, to 8.77 
in 18r>n and IHfiO • Dr. T. Grnlinm Enl 
four's report, for this hist ye.ir, lias also 
aCated the mortality of infantry of the line 
at home, for fifteen years, llS39-r>:j inclusive, 
to have been IG 9 pi-r 1,0M(). But for the 
credit of t!n' IumI pi^fhncut of the 
Boyal Army, the fact must not be passed 
orer, that the army statistical repnra, be- 
gun in IH.'i.'j hy Mr. HcniT^ Marshall. Deputy 
luspector-Geueral of Hospitals, while Jisso- 
dated with Lieutenant Tulloeh, 4r)tli Regi- 
ment, (now Major Oeneral Sir A. M.TuUoch, 
K.C.B.,) and continued by the latter, with 
the iis<ist;ini !■ of Dr. T. (Jr.iliiiin B.dfour 
(now Deputy Inspector-tieneml of Hospi- 
lals,) first called attention to the condition 
of the soldier in rcgiird to l.ealtli, and the 
various dctcrioratiug agencies which aflVct- 
ed it. Tlic.^e reports led to theexpcilicncy 
of e«tabli«hiDg the Begistrar-Qeneral'sDe- 
jwrtment. through which accurate informa- 
tion, on the extent and causes of mortality 
among the civil po])ultttion, has V>een ob- 
tained. In 1838 the Commissioners' report, 
on the sanitary couditinn of the Hiiti.sli 
Army, was published and hiid before Pnrlia- 
ment, followed by that on tlie organization 
of the Indian Army in 1859 ; and in this, 
tile present year, 1863, we are favored 
with tlie verj' valuable rnd elaborate report 
of the Couunissioncrs, appointed in 1859, 
to inquire into the aanitaiy atitte of the 
army in India. 

In endeavoring to bring bofore you a 
short digest of the important information, 
collected in these volumes, regarding the 
influence of hot elimates on the health of 
European.'^, and more particularly India, I

1 cannot otherwise determine the ex^iense of 
efficiently maintaining them, both nt home 
an I abroad. Indf|>iMuli utly of tin* annual 
decrements in armies, proiluced by vurious 
contingencies, as the good and had mate- 
rials that compose them, tijeir eve:* vary- 
ing euuditions under service, necor.ling to 
time und jduee. we umst endt avor to tix 
the rates of their losses from disease, ac- 
cording to age and climate, and their eirer 
variable reductions by war and inv.diding. 
Military service, wlicn performed uuder ap- 
parently most salnV>rious conditions of both 
loealitv and elinuite, whether at home or 
obroadi, is generally found ossoeiatt'd with 
a higher rate of mortality titan that inci- 
dent to the iudigeuous inhabitants of the 
soil: and as this difference is not so strongly 
marked anirmrr nflioors, subject to like ch- 
mutie influcnc -s, ns among the uou-cum- 
mis.sioned officrrs mid men, it ia for the 
most port produced by a greater amount 
of intemperance and other vicious habits 
aniQug the latter, and by overcrowding in 
the barracks. The proof of this will be 
manifest from the following mtios of mor- 
tality among the civil male population of 
Eugland and Wales generally, of the offi- 
cers of tlic Koyal Artillery serving in Eng- 
land during the year 1860. and of the in- 
faatxy of the line from 1889 to 1853 :

▼iee ImcI to the deteriorating influences of 
climate, which are only cfleets of insulu- 
brious localities, overcrowding, dietetic cr- 
rors, and Ticxoae habits. 

Sickncis ondinrrt iiscil r iticisnf mortality 
amnug European musi^es, iiTuoved to new 
climiites, t>ccm inseparably as.sociated with 
smaller numerical degrees of latitade, as 
tre ndraneu nearer the Equator; and even in 
Fianco we find that, for the i)rovinco3 of 
it« ijuitliern Lititudes, the average mortal- 
ity is 1 in 44, but for those of the suutli 1 
iu 33. How much more then must such 
averages increase umonf,' English troops, 
serving in the trojtieHl climates of India, or 
of French troops iu other hot climates, 
uadi^r like inMuabriotis conditions. The 
localities occupied by cither, and which 
come properly under the denomination of 
hot chmateSr lie from the Equator to the 
thirtieth and sometimes the thirty- fifth 
degree of north or south latitude. In Asia, 
ancl ifgions of the south, these are India on 
this side and beyond the Ganges, Ceylon, 
Arabia, Persia, and Ck)cbin China; in North 
Africa, Algeria, and ou tlie v.-est Renepiil ; 
and to the south, the Atrictin islands of 
B^iinion, Mauritiu.i, Bourbon, and Miula- 
nsoor i and in Suuth America, Qaiana* the 
Irreneh Antilles, or Martinique andChutde* 
loupe, aii'l tlic lMip:l!sh Antillf.^ or islands 
in tlie Gulf of Mexico, with all tiiat part of 
our possessions called the West Indies. 

It is not less evident, from Dr. Forry's 
report of the sickness and mortality in the 
aimy of the United Suites, that the rotios 
of military mortaliU in that ooantiy in- 
crease, as we proceed from the north to the 
Honth :

The causes for such inereaso being the 
combined insalubrious ngoncies of increased 
temperature aud miilnriouH localities. The 
greatly increased pro])ortiou of miasmatic 
eudemic diiteaseSt which wo find admitted 
into hospitala from snch places, clearly in- 
dicatcH fh it they have tlieir origin more 
from eudemic influences of locality, than 
the peculiar meteorological condition of the 
cUm^to. It was for these reasons X stated 
in my evidence before the Royal Ctommis* 
sion, appointed in 1S50, "th it in tn/picrd 
**lfUUmjk$ the mortality must be higher 
**thaD in temperate bUitwles, evt-n after all 
"that m.vy be done for the troops by the 
••y«*fy beat prophylactic measures, both en- 
"Uemic md dietetic" 

After these preliminary observations on 
the mortality and sanitary stale of EngUak 
and French troops, employed in their ■

tive ooanhy, I proceed to briefly consider 

their relative mortality, ami sanitary con- 
dition, when serving in trupicui vnmnte*, 
more particularly India ; and for the state 
of the former, past and present, I cannot 
do better than refer for information to the 
"Report of the Royal Suttaiy Goaimi»>- 
sion," just published. 

The ratios of mortality, deduced frooi' 
given numbei-s of men, are nt once the 
measure of their lives ami the healthiness 
of the places they inhabit. They rfiiffer for 
the different oountriea of £urope, and for 
the localities, according to the greater or 
less silnbrity of jiartienlar region and 
their geological formotion; and are always 
lower for the indigenous inhabitants of the 
soil, than for tho.ie who migrate tle re from 
other countries. Those for Europeans, ex- 
posed to the climatic vicissitudes of military 
life, and other contingencies of service, 
show an increase, in proportion to tho 
proximity of rcsiilenee to the Eipiator, and 
unremuved sources of endemic disease < 
there, as bad water, bod drainage, filthy lo> 
cality, overcrowded and ill- constructed bar- 
racks, in combination with dietetic errors, 
vice, intemperance, and want of suitable 
clothing, occupation, aud exercise, accord- 
ing to the eoaditions of elimateand sea* 
sons. It would bo quite impossible, am dsl 
such extended subjects of inquiry, to Huleot 
more than a tithe of them for illu>tr4tioii 
on this ocoasioa; aad I shall, therefore. oon< 
fine myself to the three followinsT head* : 

1st. IMortality, and other ratios of deer 
meut of the effective strength of European 
troops, aarring in India, and other hot oli- 
mates. 

2d. The sauiUry ameliorations of the 
sickness iind mortality efl'ected of late years. 

8d. The saoitarymeasurea still nouestaij 
for application to Knglish troops in India. 

.'Vcoording to Table I, copied from No.- 
10 in the Appendix to the ** Report of the 
"Com..us.sioners ou the Sanita^ State of 
*' the Artny in India." the average rate of 
military mortality there, for eiglity-aix 
years, is given at 117 '.! pt-r 1,030; being at 
the same time stated, iu the body of the re* 
port at 09 in 1,000 during the present oen* 
tury. Thrt following are the words of the 
rejiort:* '* The deaths in the fifty-six years, 
" 1800-56, among all the Company's non» 
" commissioned officers and men, iucliuliug 
" invalids, in India, amounted to 40,420 out 
"of an aggregate of 5S-<,H2n yt us of life^ 
"obtained by adiiu; up the average au- 
" nasi, strength in those years; so tlie an- 
" nu ll rateot mortality has been 09 in 1,000 
" durin ,' the present century. 

" Tlie mortality rate was as high as 
"in the first Mabratta War, and it was as 
" low as 41 in 1893. It was high again is 
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the years of mutiny, and it hm been snb- 
aeqnently lower tlinn the Tiulinn Rtaml- 
arn. From the rattjof m in 1770-lM), the 
rate rose to 85 in the thirty years, 1800-29; 
aiul the mortali^ fell to ic the iwen^- 
rtven yean, 1880*56 ; so fbst the deaxk- 
rate of the British KoMi*-!-, since the first

like average of 60.5 per 1,000 is given; and 

the contrast is remarkal»l>> t« show how 
mueh the rate is caused by liot climates 
and localities, and is^not cliiefly ciuisod 
there by iotemp«nUH3ft and yioiooa habits; 
a eonelnsion longr sltice anived at by Dr. 
Ell ward Balfonr'.s .statistics and obHcrv u- 
tionii on the nii'fiiH of maintuinioi; troops 
in health, read beton* tho Statistioil 8e<^ 
tion of this As.Hociati<>n. at Swansea, in 
Anpniiitt 1848.* It is Willi earuestneas he 
protests against jmrtinl deductions on this 
sobjcot, and says; "Bsertions solebr de- 
" Yoted to cheek intemperanee, even if ano- 
••ccs-sful, can only i)aniatc, but never ro- 
"move, the evils that spring from climate. 
"It may, likewise, by withdrawing att^n- 
"tion from one great, and I believe tho 
" prreat^st cause of sickness, the noixous in- 
"llu 1 >»f ])artiinilar localities, tend to re- 
" tard the day, which I hope to see, whea 
"healthy sitea having been adeotod for 
•'cantonments, tho English soldier shall on- 
" joy, in India, almost as good health iu 
'* his native country." There can bo hardly 
a difference of opinion as to the important 
part vice and intemperance play, in in- 
crfiosin^ tlie sickuesHand mortality of Eng- 
lish soldter.H abroad, and for the imperative 
necessity "of disoontiniiing the sale of 
"spirits in ttio cantfpns of India," and of 
adapting tUo HolJier's diet to neason and 
latitude. Still these unremoved sources of 
the aickneas and mortality there, are no4 
tiie main eanaea of the increased ratios of 
both; asMis8NiglItin^;a^'^H summary of tlio 
evidence, in the stational returns, provesf- 
that the mia.smatic diseases of fevers, diur^ 
rhuea, cholera, and dysentery uro produced 
under elevated temperature, Uy bad water, 
misplaced lavatories and cesspools, bad 
drainage, filthy bazars, and overcrowding 
in barracks, huts, and siek warda. 

But ii v* rtin^ to the mortidity-rato, 69 

}>er 1,000, as being hitherto the normal one 
or sickness and dbeose in India, it is 
RcarL'ely a trno representation of the deduc- 
tion that should be drawn from the facta 
collected in the various statistical tables, 
published iu the Appendix to the Ckmimia- 
sioners* own Report, soAcient aUownnce 
not being made for the increased easu.dtios 
of war, eholeni, and invaliding, dnriiig .he 
period of lifty-six yem . 1 s,K) rifi, assumed 
for the basis of some uf the calculations in 
the report. Of these fifty-six years, twen- 
ty-five, including tho Sikh War, lKl.">-4<i, 
twd the Ponjaub campaign, 1848-49, wcro 
periods of war and cholera ; this last dis- 
ease, according to Inspector-Oen. Burke's 
Indian returns, 182(j-b2, having for these 
six yaan ineveaaed the mortalify 11.5 per 
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1,000 of tUel effect ivo fltrrngth.* Besides 
fliA ATeinse difft ri-noo of laortalil^, be- 
tween the war^rate and that of peaoe^ or 27 
per 1,000, as shown in the following table 
for ^LuliiLS troops, not havinp: 1m m <lt>- 
ductcd, while the rate of invaliding in In- 
dia ia iiMdnded, and thought of no import- 
anr<\ tlif .'ussiiined nvernfrf of doath, nnd 
deerciueuts from ntituial ouuse.s, is* thus 
jniBed to 60.

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below the previous average in Madras and 
Bombay; but it is doubtless a more elostt 

approximation to the true rate of the mor^ 
tahty in India, for tho last twenty-six 
yenis, tliun the one taken for fhe busis of 
the Siinitiuy Commi»sioucrs' Report. In 
Dr. T. G. mlfonr*8 snmmory of the health 
of the R ural Army previous to 1859,*the fol-

Additional proof of this average being 
nearer tho trno one, for late years, than 
thnt assumed in the Commisj-ioners' Re- 
port, may bo drawn from the rate per centL 
of invididing for fifteen years' service. 

Among tfie effeotiTe non •corainiBsionod 
officers and men of the lato Compitny'sBo- 
ropean forces, during tho years lti47-56, as 
given in Table IV; and wbidl t»te, 27.8, 
deducted from 64.2t, the mean easnaltj^-rato 
of the last twenty-live years, 1838-02, mcln- 
sive of iiivalidiufj; and eliolera, would leave 
the normal deoth-rato of late years for In- 
dia 3(}.5 per 1,000: the mean death-rate of 
our Earopenn troops in tho three presiden*> 
cies from IfsrAt-.'i^, being only 40.4-t 

According to that table, the rate per 
cent, for deaths and dischurgos, among men 
who had served ten to fifteen yeara,i.4 R 28 per 
cent.; whidh* when rai-sed for l.OOl), would 
give 52.8 as the mortality-rate. In the 
same table 2. 78 is given as ihe rate per cent, 
of invaliding at tho above period of ser- 
vice, and when this is raised for 1,000 it 
gives the other casualties of service, 27.8, 
the difference, as already shown, between 
the war and the peace rates of mortality in 
India, previous to tho year IHHS. Perfect 
reliance cannot then, I think, be phu-ed on 
the returns of tiie East India Oompimy's 
troops, prior to this year, m tho mfjrtulity- 
rates obtained from ihora includi; many al>- 
nonnal casualties of serviee. 

But dt!soending from general statistical

IMPUTATION'S ON THE COMMISSION. 

An anouyuuiiis imputation on the integ^ 
rity of the management of the United 
States Commission has obtained come cur- 
rency lately. It was an insinuating' fling 
making no eharfre.s and therefore difUcuIfc 
to be met. Tlua is not tho tirat time thai 
this beneficent euterpriae haa been the tar* 
Ref of nmlice, envy, or something equally 
mouii uud ungenerous. There may be es- 
ceptioual instances of misconduct in fhd 
agents of ihia onanixation, who are no- 
tterons, as th«n» always mnst be in all un- 
dertakings of men, while men we human, 
but the geuf rul conduct of the Commisoioii 
is above reproach; nay, it merits the mt^ 
ful approLution of the American people for 
its active, timely and tender charity to- 
wards the aiek and irooBded men ia our 
armies. 

The Oommission has performed a donhte 

duty, with admirable fidelity and :\ ilh mu- 
nificent results on the one band, and beuefl- 
cent effects on the other. With one hand, 
and with its voice, it has appcided to the 
people in behalf of their suffering brothers, 
who are stricken in the discharge of their 
soldiers' duty, till it touched their heart* 
and eomaranded thefr hmah bounty wbi<dk 
the necessities of the case drew vo largely 
upon. With the other hand it has heea 
the alnmier of the noble contributions 
it has caused to be mode. It has col- 
lected, prepared and husbanded those till 
the havoc and dostrnetion of the battle- 
field solioited aid, and then has sympia- 
thieingly and moat aerrieeaUy distriba* 
ted them. Its chief ofReera have Rerved 
"without money and without piioe.'' Its 
subordinate- agents are paid very moderate 
wagM. The whole expense of tlie Gom- 
mission is as scrupulously kept down as the 

business ox|x^iiHe of ii snug firm in (ra le. 

Not lightly, not unjustly, is this grand 
charitable organization to bo spoken of tO 
the detriment of its self-sacnficing char- 
act<-r and of its means for continuing its 
needful work. While the war lasts, its 
work will last. White the war lasts it most 
eontinne to appeal to the generosity of oar 
people for support, and to bestow the means 
for relief which it receives as it has hith- 
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crto done. We have alvmys applauded tli«

5. About twenty-three hundred men are 
now, and for a Jong time have bticn, in daily 
Vae iknd enjoymnitof the homes and lodges 
of the Comuiissinu. 

6. The battle-field sei-vice of the Commis- 
sion rMlttirea n burge nceumulatiou of funds 
nnd of supplies. At Marfrecsboro", Antie- 
tam, Gettysburg, Chattanoogji, Vicksbnrg, 
Port Hudsf>n, suddfu and Vivst drtuunds 

maile, and are always likely to bo 
Fifty thousand dollars wonld not 
cover tlio cost of our whole service in the 
first two weeks after any one of our great 
battles — at Gettysburg It was 87r»,()0O. 

7. We reckon that if ve divided all the 
•id we hove givpn to the sick in regimental , 
general, and other ho8i)ifals, tn nun iu 
peril of sifknes** from scurvy aud exposure, 
it would amount to $3. .50 a case; many men 
hnviiifr received this Rovoral times, as often 
as tliey were sick. The hi'iiou.sly wtmnded 
have \>oon often— as at Gettysburg — the re- 
ceir Jra of as much as $10 aid per man. We 
mention Ihia to ahow not how much, but 
bow little, this sometimes called ( xtiava- 
gaat Commission costa, considering the

NOTES ON NUBsnra 



Conciseness and decision are, nTiovo all 
thingH. necessary with the sick. Let your 
thought < xpressf il to till ni Ix concisely and d«>- 
cidedly expressed. What doubt aud bctiitation 
there may be in your own mSod nuut never bs 
communicatad to theirs, not even (I wooM 
rather say espeeially not) in titUe thinpta Let 
your dorljt Vie to ■vmiisi lf, ymir ilcrisinn to 
them. I\'oj)li> who think onlsitk- tlu ir lu-ivdH, 
the whole proc>os-< of whose thon[,')it iiiij)ears, 
like Hiinier's, in the set of secretion, who teU 
eveiy thing that led them towards this conclq- 
Kion aikI away from ihatt ought never to be with 
the atok. 

Irrr snhilion is what all patients most dread. 
Rather than meet thi« in others, they will coK 
lect hU llx n rlnta, uu^l niuki up tlicir minds for 
theR)«<-lvcH. .\ ('huit(;e of mind in others* 
whether it is regarding an operation or re-writ- 
ing a letter, alwa^a iojiuea a patient mere than 
the being oilli d upon to maice up his mind 1o 
the most dreaded or diflirnlt dtciMon. Further 
than this, in verj- many cuhcs, the inm^ination 
in disi'nsc in fur more active and vivid than it 
it is iu health If yna propose to the patient 
c-hiiiif^e of air to one plaoB one hour, ana to an* 
other the next, he hiia. In eaeh esse, immedi- 
auly eonstitnted htmaelf 1m imagination tha 
ten.uit of the place, gone over the whole prem- 
iHt!8 in idi a. and yon have tired him as luueh 
by displjiciiiL: Ins iuiuu'iniiti' n. as if JOUhadaet* 
aalljcar)ied hiro ov, r 1 i>ih plaoes. 

Aoove all. leave tht siek room quickly and 
come Into it quickly, not suddenly, not with » 
rash. Bat Aen't let the patient be wearily wail* 
ing for you when you will be out of the room er 
when you will be in it Conci»ene<i« and decis- 
ion in your niovt ments, as well as your words, 
are nt ctssjiry in the sick room, as neeessnry as 
abseuee of Imrry and busUe. To possess your- 
self entirely will ensure yon from either failing 
— either loitering or hmr^ng. 

If a patient has to see, not only to his OWB 
but alwj to his nurse's puuctuality. or perssver- 
aucf. or rendiness, or calmnesR. to any nr all 
of these things, he is far lieltcr without that 
nutse ihm with her however valiuible and 
handy her services may otherwiae be to him^ 
and however incapable ne may be of rendering 
them to himself 

With repni d to reading aloud in the siek room, 
ray (xperi< n -t in. that when the sick are too ill 
to read to ilif-nist Ives, they can seldom bear to 
be rcivl to. Cliildren, eye-pationts, and unedu- 
cated persons arc excepti(ms, or where there is 
any mechanical difficalty in reading. Peopla 
who like to be read to, have generally not much 
the mstter with them; while in fevers, or where 
there i- nin- li in itaV'ility nf lirnin, the efTort of 
listriiing to rending nlond has often brought on 
dtliiiaiii. I speak with g'cat diflidenee; \>e- 
cause there is on ahnnat universal impression 
that i t IS sp trUig the aick to read aloud to them. 
But two things are certain : 

{!.) If there is some matter which mvgf b» 
read to a sick person. <li it slowly. P< ojilo 
often think that thv \\.\y In ^ t over it with tha 
lea.st tiitiuue to liiin is tn f,'f t it over in least 
time. They gabble; they plunge and gidlop 
thioagh the reading. There never wai a greater 
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nistake. Houdin, tho conjuror, tovh taat the 
my to nukis » utoiy seem short m to tell it dow- 
Ijr. Ho it is with reeding to the eiek. I here 

ofton heard n patient say to snrh a mistukpn 
render, "Dou't read it to nie; tell it inc " I'li- 
coDHoiousIy he is Kwarc that this will rt ^uLit. 
(he phin^in((, the reading with unequal {laces, 
filnrrint; over one petti instead of lenviug it out 
•Itngether, if it is aaimporteat, and maubling 
another. If the reeder lete his own wttention 
minder, sod then stops to rend np to himself, 
or finds he huH read the wrong hit, then it in nil 
over with tlx- jxmr p;(ti n( s chance of not suf- 
fering. Vorj' few jx^ople know how to retul to 
thu Kick ; very few ruad aloud as pleasantly even 
as they spoak. In reailing they aiag. they be»- 
itate, they Mtammer, they \mny, they muoible: 
vhen in speakinii they do none of these things. 
Kending aloud to the sick ought always to be 
rather slow, and exceedingly diKtim t. hut not 
tnouthin;? rathor moaotonoUH, but not sing 
eoug -rather loud, but not noisy— and, above 
ftll. not too long. Bo very sure of what your 
patient oau bear. 

(2.) The extrsordinaty hsbil of resding to 
oneself in s sick room, and rradinir slond to the 

patient iiiiy hits whirli will aninso hiiu or m>>re 
often tliu reiuler, is unaet'oiiuSably thou<.<hlless. 
Wh it '/ ( you think the jiafient is thinking of 
dtiriug your gips of non-rending ? Do you think 
that be amuses himself upon what yon haw 
lead fur precisely the time it plenses yoa to go 
' on readlug to yonntelf, and that his attention is 
ready for something else at pn ejsely the time 
it pleases you to be^in readiu;: n^nin V Whether 
til - [I tlms ivivil to V>e sivk cr well, whether 
he be doing nothing <)r doing something else 
while being thiM read to. the self absorption 
and want of observation of the person who does 
it, is eqnallv difflenlt to lllid6i«tNiiid--«ldMnigh 
very oOen the readee is tOO amiahle to say how 
njuch it hurts him. 

One thing more: From the flimsy manner in 
which most modern houses arc built, where 
every step on the stiirs, and along the floors, 
is felt all over the bouse; the higher tho story, 
the greater the vibration. It is inooneeivable 
how nmcb the aiuk suflxtr by having any body 
overhead. In the solidly built old house, which, 
fortnn ttcly, mont haspitAl.9 are, the noise an<l 
Hliiikmg is companitivcly tnfling. But it is a 
serious cause of sufl'dring. in lightly built houses, 
and with the irritability peculiar to some dis- 
eases. Batter &r put mich patients at the top 
of the hOQSe, vma with the additional fatigue of 
■tairs. ifyottoannot secure tho room above them 
being untenanted; you may otherwi^^e hrinc ni 
a state ot restlessness which no opium will sub- 
due. Do not ni ;,'leet the warning, when a pa- 
tient tells you that he " Feels every step above 
him to cross his heart." Remember that every 
aoisa ajMtient oannoi set partdtea of the chatw 
aeter of^ saddmness to him; and t am pennad- 
ed th it patients with the.so peculiarly irritable 
nerves, are jiositively less injured by having 

Ecrsons in the same room with them than over- 
eoil, or sepnrutcd by only a thin comptrtmeut. 
Any sacritice to seoura silence for fheaa eases ia 
worth while, beoanae no air. howetver good, no 
attendanee, however carefBl, will do any thing 
for siu.h cases without quiet Tho eflect of 
muHio upau the sick has been scarcely at all 
aotieed. In flMl» ito ««peiuif«nsB% as it ia 



now, makes any general application of it unila 
ont of the question. I will only remark MM 
-that trind inatnimwits. inelodi^ the hnmas 

voice, and stringed instruments, capable of con« 
tinnous sound, have generally u beneficial effect 
while the piano-forte, with siu-li insti muents 
as hnve no continuity of sound, has just the 
reverse. The ftnest piano-forte playing will 
damage the siek. while an air, like "Homeb 
sweet iiOBe ** or ** Assisa a pi4 d'nn aslioe." on 
the most ordinary grinding organ, will sensibly 
soothe them—and this quite independent of 
assodadon. 

TABIETT. 

To any bntan old nurse, or an old patient, . 
the degree WOttld bo quite inconceivable to 
which (he nerves of the sick suffer from set^ing 
the samo walls, the same ceiling, tho same sar> 
roundings during a long oonflnemsnt tp one or 
two rooms. 

The superior cheerfulness of persons suffering 
severe paroxysms of pain over that of peraons 
suffering from nervous debility has often been 
Mnuurked npon, and atttibnted to the eivflj- 
ment of the former of their intervals of respite. 
I incline to think thnt tho majority of cIk im fnl 
cases is to be fonnd among those pntieiu-^ w lio 
are not coutined to one room. what< ver their 
suffering, and that the majority of depressed 
eases trill be seen among those subjeoted to % 
k>ng monotony of olqeeta abont them. 

The nervous frame really snlfers as mndi 
from this as the digp<stive o'l^'ins from long 
monotony of diet, as the llntiKh snldier from 
his twenty-one years' • boiled beef.' 

The effect in Hicknes.s of beautiful objects, of 
variety of objects, nnd especially of brilliansir 
of oolor, is httdly at all appreciated. 

SnebersTingsaTe nsaatly sailed the " fandcaf 
of p.itionts. And often, doubtless, patients havo 
" tkncies," as t. <}. when they desire two contra- 
dictions. But m u ll more often their (so c, died) 
"fancies" are the most vahiahh; iuiicitions of 
what is necessary for their re overy. And il 
would be welt if nnrses would watch these (so 
called) <' fimeiei^ elosely. 

I have seen, in fever^ (and felt, when I was a 
fever patient myself. ) the most sente snff.'ring 
produced from tho patient (in a hnt.'i not bi iti}^ 
ttblo to see ont of window, ami the knots in tha 
wood being the only viexv. I shall never forget 
the rapture of fever patients over a bnnch of 
brigh^eotorsd flowers. I remember (in my own 
case,) a nosegay of wild flowers being sent mflb 
and from that moment recovery becoming more 
rajiid. 

I'eop].' say the effect is only on the mind. IS 
is no siirli tiling. The effect is on tlie body, 
too. Liillc as wo know about the way in whioti 
we are affected by form, by oolor and light, Wrt 
do know this, that they have an actual physical 
sAnsI. 

Variety of fnnn nnd bnlli.inry of cnlnr in the 
objects presented to patients are actual means 
of recovery. 

But it must be nlow variety, e. i;., if you show 
a patient ten or twelve engravings succesj-ively. 
tcu to^one that he does not beoome cold and 
faint or feverish, or even sick; bttt^ ng^ono 
lip npiiiiHit'' him. one on emh aBecSSBlve 
or week, or inoulh, and he will fSfSl lit iM 
TBris^.
